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SENATE JOURNAL 


WEDNESDAY, January 11, 1922. 


The Senate met at 12 o’clock M., and was called to order by 
Lieutenant-Governor B. Frank BucHanan. 

Prayer by Rev. Fred R. Chenault. 

The following communication was received from the Sec- 
retary of the Commonwealth, transmitting a list of the Senators- 
elect :

To the Honorable, the Clerk of the Senate: 

Sir: 

As required by law, I herewith respectfully transmit the names of 
the members-elect of the Senate of Virginia to fill the vacancies in the Sec- 
ond, Third, Fifth, Twenty-Sixth, Twenty-ninth, Thirtieth and Thirty-first Sen- 
atorial Districts, as ascertained and determined by the board of State can- 
vassers at their meeting held the fourth Monday in November, 1920, and the 
fourth Monday in November, 1921, the official records of which are on file in 
my office. 


Second district—Scott, Lee, and Wise—J. F. Sergent. 

Third district—Buchanan, Dickenson, Russell, and Tazewell—cC. C. 
Hyatt. 

Fifth District—Giles, Bland, Pulaski, and. Wythe—John H. Crockett. 

Twenty-sixth district—Franklin and Floyd—J. M. Dickerson. 

Twenty-ninth district—Dinwiddie and city of Petersburg—Morion. G. 
Goode. 

Thirtieth district—Isle of Wight, Southampton, Nansemond, and city 
of Suffolk—c. C. Vaughan. 

Thirty-first district—city of Norfolk—E. Griffith Dodson.

The roll was then called, and the following Senators responded 
to their names:

A quorum being present Senators J. M. Dickerson, J. F’. Sur- 
Gent, C. C. Hyarr, Jonn H. Crockett, Morton G. Goopr, C. C. 
VaucHan, and E. Grirrira Dopson, having previously filed in the 
office of the Clerk of the Senate certificates of their election, came 
forward and the Clerk of the Senate administered to each of them 
the oath prescribed by law. 
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Mr. Rison presented the following resolution. 

tesolved, That the rules for the government of the Senate 
shall be the rules adopted at the session of 1920. 

The rules were then adopted, and are as follows: 


1. ATTENDANCE AND ADJOURNMENT 


1. No member shall absent himself from the service of the Senate 
without leave, unless he is sick or unable to attend. 

2. A majority of Senators shall be necessary to proceed to business; 
five may adjourn, and nine may order a call of the Senate, send for absentees, 
and make any order for their censure or discharge. On a call of the Senate, 
the doors shall not be closed against any Senator until his name shall have 
been once enrolled. 

3. The President shall take the chair every day precisely at the hour 
to which the Senate shall have adjourned on the preceding day; shall imme- 
diately call the Senate to order, and a quorum being present, shall cause 
the journal of the preceding day to be read. Any mistakes in the entries 
shall upon motion, then be corrected, and being found correct, shall be 
signed by the President and the. Clerk, and upon the last day of the session, 
the journal for that day being examined and found correct, shall be signed 
by the President and the Clerk, and the said journals, when so signed, 
shall be the authentic record of the proceedings of the Senate. 

When the Senate adjourns each day, every Senator shall keep his seat 
until the President leaves his seat. 


II. THE PRESIDENT 


4. If any auestion be put upon a bill or resolution, the President shall 
state the same without argument. 

The President may call any Senator to the chair, who shall exercise 
its functions for the time; but no Senator, by virtue of such appointment, 
shall preside for a longer period than three days. 

6. At the commencement of each session the Senate shall elect six 
pages, who shall receive for their services four dollars per day each. 


Ill. THE CLERK. 


7. A clerk shall be elected by the Senate for a term of four years, 
and shall be deemed to continue in office until another is chosen. . The 
Clerk shall not suffer any records or papers to be taken from the table or 
out of his custody by any person except.a chairman of a committee; but 
he may deliver any bills or papers, directed to be printed, to the Super- 
intendent of Public Printing, or to any Senator, on taking his receipt for 
the same. 

8. The journal of the Senate shall be daily drawn up by the Clerk, 
and shall be read the succeeding day; it shall be printed under the super- 
vision of the Clerk and delivered to the Senators without delay. 

9. The Clerk of the Senate shall appoint a first assistant clerk, a 
journal clerk, a reading clerk and seven committee clerks, not more than 
one of whom shall be appointed from the same congressional district, and 
an expert typist, said typist to receive the same compensation as the desk 
clerks. The clerks so appointed shall remain in the Capitol during the 
sessions of the Senate, and the committee clerks shall be assigned by the 
Clerk for duty with the various standing committees, and shall perform 
any duties that the other committees may require, when not employed by 
their respective committees; and the Clerk of the Senate may also re- 
quire said clerks, when not employed by the standing committees, to as- 
sist in engrossing bills or aid him in the Senate chamber when necessary. 
The said clerks shall be removable by the Clerk of the Senate or by. the 
committee of which they are clerks. The Clerk of the Senate shall ap- 
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point the janitors for the chamber and committee rooms, said janitors shall 
be subject to removal by the Clerk. The Clerk shall also appoint a post- 
master who shall have charge of the cloak room, who shall receive the 
same compensation as.a committee clerk. 

When the Senate is not in session the Clerk shall have supervision. 
over the pages of the Senate. | 

The VUierk of the Senate shall also appoint a document clerk and librarian 
of the Senate, whose duties and compensation shall be fixed by law. 

10. Before reading each bill, the Clerk shall announce whether it is 
the first, second or third time of the reading of the bill. 

11. The Clerks of the Senate and House of Delegates may interchange 
messages at such time between the hour of adjournment and that of meet- 
ing on the following day, so that the said messages may be read immediately 
after the orders of the day. 

12. The Clerk of the Senate shall, at each session, have printed and 
bound with the manual and rules, etc., the Constitution of Virginia for 
the use of the Senators. 


IV. SERGEANT-AT-ARMS AND DOORKEEPER. 


13. No Senator shall be taken into custody by the sergeant-at-arms on 
any complaint or breach of privileges until the matter is examined by the 
committee of privileges and elections reported to the Senate, unless by 
order of the Senate. 

14. It shall be the duty of the doorkeeper of the Senate to preserve, 
in chronological or numerical order, a copy of every printed document 
distributed in the Senate, and to deliver the same at the close of the ses- 
sion to the Clerk of the Senate, whose duty it shall be to have them bound 
and preserved in his office for the use of this body. 

15. The doorkeeper, or his assistant, shall be constantly at his post 
during the sessions of the Senate and shall permit no one to enter or remain 
upon the floor of the Senate during the session thereof, except members of 
the General Assembly, ex-members thereof, members and ex-members of 
Congress, State officers, ex-State officers and judges, officers and employees 
of the General Assembly, members of the late Constitutional Convention, 
reporters of the proceedings of the Senate, members of the families of 
the Senators, and such persons as the presiding officer may deem worthy 
of such distinction and invite to a seat near the chair; provided, that the 
privilege hereby extended shall in no case be used to influence legislation 
in any manner whatsoever. 

Whenever any person desires an interview with a Senator or the Clerk 
of the Senate, the doorkeeper shall send a messenger to him. 

The doorkeeper, or his assistant, shall show all persons, not entitled to 
seats on the floor, to the gallery. 

All seats on the north side of the door of the gallery, and the northern 
half of the seats on the south side of such door shall be set aside and used 
for the whites and the remainder by colored people. The front rows of the 
portions assigned to whites shall be especially reserved for ladies and their 
escorts, and the doorkeeper, or his assistant, shall see that this is done. 

The sergeant-at-arms, doorkeeper and assistant doorkeepers shall here- 
after be elected by the Senate for a term of four years. 


V. COMMITTEES 


16. At the commencement of each session the following committees 
shall be elected. 

I. A committee of privileges and elections, to consist of not less than 
seven nor more than twelve Senators. 

II. A committee of courts of justice, to consist of not less than seven 
nor more than fifteen Senators. 
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III. A committee on general laws, to consist of not less than seven 
nor more than thirteen Senators. 


Iv. A committee on roads and internal navigation, to consist of not. 
less than seven nor more than fifteen Senators. 


V. A committee on finance, to consist of not less than seven nor 
. more than sixteen Senators, at least one member of which shall be a mem- 
ber of the minority party of the Senate. 


VI. A committee on public institutions and education, to consist of 
not less than seven nor more than fifteen Senators. 


VII. A committee on county, city and town organizations, to consist 
of not less than seven nor more than eleven Senators. 


VIII. A committee on agriculture, mining and manufacturing, to 
consist of not less than seven nor more than eleven Senators. 


IX. A committee on fish and game, to consist of not less than seven 
nor more than eleven Senators. 


xX. A committee on enrolled bills, to consist of not less than seven nor 
more than eleven Senators. 


XI. A committee on insurance and banking, to consist of not less 
than seven nor more than eleven Senators. To the committee on insurance 
and banking shall be referred all bills, resolutions and petitions concerning 
insurance and banking. 


XII. A committe on executive nominations, to consist of five Senators, 
to which shall be referred all nominations made by the Governor, which 
are subject to confirmation by the Senate, and which committee on exe- 
cutive nominations shall also act as a committee on the part of the 
Senate of the standing committee to consider nominations requiring the 
confirmation of the General Assembly. - 


XIII. There shall also be appointed a committee on moral, social and 
child welfare, to consist of eleven members. 
The following committees shall consist of three Senators, viz: 


To examine the office of the Clerk of the Senate. 
On rules. 

On the library. 

On executive expenditures. 

To examine the office of Register of the Land Office. 
To examine the bonds of public officers. 

On the public printing. 

To examine office of Auditor of Public Accounts. 

To evamine office of Second Auditor. 

To examine office of State Treasurer. 


There shall also be appointed by the Senate five members to. serve 
upon the joint standing committee on special, private and local legislation, 
and two members to serve upon the joint standing auditing committee. 


17. Regular standing committees of the Senate and its members upon 
the joint standing committees shall be elected by the Senate, unless the 
Senate directs otherwise, and the Senator first named shall be the chair- 
man unless the committee directs otherwise.. The majority of any com- 
mittee shall constitute a quorum. 


18. The several committees shall, in all cases, report whether other 
cases comprised within the principle of the matter referred may arise; 
and if a bill be ordered, it shall provide for all such cases, and upon any 
matter referred, the committtee shall have power to report by Dill. 

19. Select committees shall consist of not less than three nor more than 
nine Senators, unless the Senate direct otherwise. 


20. The committee of privileges and elections shall examine the oaths 
taken by each Senator and the certificate of election furnished by the 
proper officer, and report thereon to the Senate. 
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The committee of privileges and election shall report in all cases of 
privileges or contested election the principles and reasons on which their 
resolutions are founded. 


21. The committee on courts of justice shall take into consideration 
such petitions and matters or things touching wrongs and remedies and 
judicial proceedings concerning the same as shall be presented or may 
come in question and be referred to them by the Senate, and report thereon, 
together with such proposition relative thereto as to them shall seem 
expedient. 


22. To the committee on general laws shall be referred all resolutions 
and bills concerning the militia, private claims, propositions and grievances, 
and other matters of a general nature not properly referable to any other 
standing committee. 


23. The committee on roads and internal navigation shall take into 
consideration all such petitions and matters or things relating to highways, 
public roads, railways, canals and waterways as shall be presented or may 
come in question and be referred to them by the Senate, and report thereon, 
together with such propositions relative thereto as to them shall seem 
expedient. 


24. The committee on finance shall, at each session, examine into the 
indebtedness of the Commonwealth, the revenues and expenditures of the 
preceding year, and prepare an estimate of the expense of the succeeding 
year, and make such report thereon as they may deem proper, and shall 
also examine into the state and manner of administration of the literary | 
fund, and make such report thereon as they may deem proper. 


25. To the committee on public institutions and education shall be 
referred all bills and resolutions concerning education, the penitentiary, 
lunatic asylumns, the institutions for the deaf, dumb and blind, the 
armory and other public property at the seat of government. And it shall 
be the duty of the said committee to examine at each session into the 
condition of the penitentiary, and make‘such report thereon as they may 
deeem proper. Neither said committee nor a sub-committee thereof shall 
visit any public institution outside the city of Richmond without leave of 
the Senate first authorized and obtained. 


26. To the committee on county, city and town organizations shall be 
referred all bills, resolutions and petitions concerning the formation of any 
new county, or the organization of any city or town. 


27. To the committee on agriculture, mining and manufacturing shall 
be referred all bills, resolutions and petitions concerning agriculture, 
manufacturing and mining, commerce and the mechanical arts and also 
all matters relating to the department of labor. 


28. To the committee on fish and game shall be referred all bills, 
resolutions and petitions concerning the oyster industry of the State, 
surveys of the public waters of the State affecting said industry, and all 
matters relating to fish and game. 


29. To the committee on insurance and banking shall be referred all 
bills, resolutions and petitions concerning insurance and banking. . 


2914. To the committee on moral and social welfare shall be referred 
all bills, resolutions and petitions concerning prohibition, acoholic liquors, 
ardent spirits, wine, beer, cider and all mixtures thereof, gambling and com- 
mercialized vice. 


30. The committee to examine the Clerk’s office shall see that all papers 

- belonging thereto are properly filed, labled and put away in the presses, 

and that the books belonging to the office are chronologically arranged, and 
shall make an annual report thereof to the Senate. 

31. The President of the Senate, the President pro tempore of the 

Senate, and the chairman of the committee for courts of justice shall con- 

- stitute a standing committee on rules, to whom all resolutions ameding or 
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altering the rules of the Senate shall be referred and said committee shall 
report such amendments to said rules as in their judgment are necessary 
and proper. 


VI. ORDER OF BUSINESS 


32. After reading the journal, one hour, to be called the “morning 
hour,” shall be devoted as follows: 

I. To dispose of communications from the House of Delegates and 
the Executive. 

II. To receive reports from standing committees (for which purpose 
they shall be called by the Clerk). 

III. To receive reports from select committees. 

IV. To receive resolutions, petitions and bills, on leave. 

33. At the expiration of the morning hour the Senate shall proceed to 
the consideration of the calendar, as follows: 

I. The unfinished business of the preceding day. 

II. Bills and resolutions in the order in which they stand on the 
calendar. 


34. When a bill or resolution of the House of Delegates is passed or 
rejected by the Senate, it shall remain under the control of the Senate for 
the space of two days, and the fact of the passage or rejection, with the 
bill or resolution, shall then be communicated to the House of Delegates, 
unless otherwise ordered. 


35. All bills or other business originating in the Senate shall be dis- 
patched in the order in which they are introduced, and all bills and reso- 
lutions sent from the House of Delegates shall be dispatched in the order in 
which they are sent, unless in either case the Senate direct otherwise. 


36. No law shall be enacted except by bill. Every bill, upon its intro- 
duction, shall be referred to the appropiate committee, and no bill shall 
become a law until it has been: 


First. Referred to a committee of the Senate, considered by such com- 
mittee in session, and reported; 

Second. Printed by the house in which it originated prior to its 
passage; 

Third. Read at length on three different calendar days in each house; 
and, 

Fourth. A yea and nay vote has been taken in each house upon its final 
passage, the names of the members voting for and against entered on the 
journal, and a majority of those voting, which shall include at least two- 
fifths of the members elected to each house, has been recorded in the affirm- 
ative. 


And only in the manner required in sub-division four of this section shall 
an amendment to a bill by the House of Delegates be concurred in by the 
Senate, or a conference report be adopted by the Senate, or a committee 
discharged from the consideration of a bill for the Senate to consider the 
game as if reported; provided, that the printing and reading, or either, 
required in sub-divisions two and three of this section, may be dispensed with 
in a bill to codify the laws of the State, and in any case of emergency by 
a vote of four-fifths of the members voting, taken by the yeas and nays, 
the names of the members of the voting for and against entered on the 
journal; and provided further, that no bill which creates or establishes a 
new office or which creates, continues or revives a debt or charge, or makes, 
continues or revives any appropriation of public or trust money, or property, 
or releases, discharges or commutes any claim or demand of the State, or 
which imposes, continues or revives a tax, shall be passed except by the 
affirmative vote of a majority of all the members elected to the Senate, 
the vote to be by the yeas and nays, and the names of the members voting 
for and against entered on the journal. Every law imposing, continuing or 
reviving a tax shall specifically state such tax and no law shall be con- 
strued as so stating such tax where it requires a reference to any other law or 
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any other tax. The presiding officer of the Senate shall, in the presence of 
the Senate, in open session, sign every bill that has been passed by both 
houses and duly enrolled. Immediately before this is done, all other business 
being suspended, the title of the bill shall be publicly read. The fact of 
signing shall be entered on the journal. Before reference to'a committee, 
any special, private or local bill shall be referred to and considered by the 
joint standing committee on special, private and ‘local legislation, and 
returned to the Senate with a statement in writing whether the object of the 
bill can be accomplished under general law or by court proceeding; where 
‘upon the bill, with the accompanying statement, shall be referred to the 
appropriate committee of the Senate, and shall take the course provided 
by section fifty of the Constitution of Virginia. The joint committee may 
be discharged from the consideration of a bill by the Senate, when said 
bill originated in the Senate, in the manner provided in section fifty of the 
Constitution of Virginia for the discharge of other committees. 


37. Bills and resolutions originating in the House of Delegates, and 
not requiring immediate action, shall be read ‘at length the first time 
when received and referred to their appropriate committees, unless the 
Senate direct otherwise. 


38. No bill reported from a committee of the Senate shall be recom- 
mitted or amended until it has been twice read, nor shall any bill be amended 
after its third reading, except by the unanimous consent of the Senate, but 
a bill which has been recommitted to a committee, when reported by com- 
mittee, shall be restored on the calendar to the status which it had before 
it was recommitted. 


39. Joint resolutions originating in the Senate shall lie on the table 
one day at least, unless otherwise ordered. 


40. The yeas and nays on any question shall, at the desire of five 
Senators, be entered on the journal. After the yeas and nays shall have 
been taken, and before they are counted or entered on the journal, the 
Clerk shall read over the names of those who voted in the affirmative and 
of those who voted in the negative, at which time any Senator shall have 
the right to correct any mistake committed in enrolling his name. 


41. Upon the determination of a question any Senator may enter his 
protest upon the journal with the consent of one-third of the Senators 
present; and on the question, “Shall the protest be entered on the journal?’ 
no privileged motion shall be in order except to adjourn. 


42. Whenever the Senate proceeds to consider any nominations of the 
Governor, which are subject to the choice or ratification of the Senate, the 
same shall be considered in executive session with closed doors, and the 
proceedings thereon shall be in secret, unless the injunction of secrecy be 
removed by a vote of the Senate. 

43. A motion to take from the table shall not be in order unless the bill, 
resolution or other matter proposed to be taken up would be appropriate for 
consideration under the order of business then in hand, as prescribed by 
rules thirty-one and thirty-two. 


VII. ORDER AND DECORUM. 


44. While the President is reporting or putting any question, or the 
Clerk is reporting a bill or calling the roll, or a Senator is addressing the 
chair, strict order shall be observed. No Senator or other person shall 
give audible expression to his or her approval or disapproval of any pro- 
ceeding before the Senate. - 

45. If words be spoken in debate that give offense, exception thereto 
shall be taken the same day, and be stated in writing; and in such case, if 
the words be decided by the President, or by the Senate, upon an appeal, to 
be offensive, and they be not explained or retracted by the Senator who 
uttered them, he shall be subject to such action as the Senate may deem 
necessary. 
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VIII. ASCERTAINING THE QUESTION. 


46. A motion for a second reading, and a motion for committing the 
bill, may be submitted at the same time; but the question upon these 
motions shall be put separately if required by any Senator. 


47. Any Senator may call for a division of the question, which shall 
be divided if it comprehend propositions so distinct in substance that, one 
being taken away, a substantive proposition shall remain for the decision of 
the Senate; and a motion to strike out, being lost, shall preclude neither 
amendment nor a motion to insert, nor a motion to strike out and insert. 


48. When a question is pending; no motion shall be received but to 
adjourn, to pass by, for the pending question, for the previous question, to 
lie on the table, to postpone indefinitely, to adjourn the question to a differ- 
ent day, to commit or amend; which several motions shall have precedence 
in the order in which they are arranged. 


IX. THE PENDING AND PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


49. Upon a motion for the pending question, seconded by a majority of 
the Senators present, indicated by a rising or by’a recorded vote, the 
President shall immediately put the pending question; and all incidental 
questions of order arising after a motion for the pending question is made, 
and pending such motion, shall be decided, whether on appeal or otherwise, 
without debate. 


50. Upon a motion for the previous question, seconded by a majority 
of the Senators present, indicated by a rising or by a recorded vote, the 
President shall immediately put the question, first upon amendments in 
the order prescribed in the rules, and then upon the main question. If the 
previous question be not ordered, debate may continue as if the motion had 
not been made. 


CEA ING CHE VOTE, 


51. Every Senator present, when any question is put or vote taken, 
shall vote or be counted as voting on one side or the other, except in case 
of pairs, as hereinafter provided for; but no Senator shall vote on a question 
in the event he is immediately or personally interested. Pairs upon any 
question pending may be made and entered upon the journal, and in such 
cases shall be announced immediately upon completion of the roll-eall, and 
before the announcement of its result. Pairs may be general or special. 
General pairs shall extend to and include all motions, amendments or other 
proceedings in aid of or against the question pending, and which is the 
subject of the pairs. Special pairs shall depend in their scope upon the 
agreement between che Senators making the same, but in the absence of 
a specific agreement, the presumption shall be conclusive that the pairs 
are general. The Senator announcing a pair shall be counted as present 
for the purpose of establishing a quorum. 


52. Every question shall be first put in the affirmative, and then in 
the negative, and the President shall declare whether the yeas or nays 
have it; which declaration shall stand as the judgment of the Senate unless 
a Senator call for a division, in which event the President shall divide the 

enate. ’ 

53. When the yeas and nays are ordered, or a call of the Senate is 
directed, the names of the Senators shall be called in alphabetical order. 

54. No Senator shall be allowed to vote unless he be present within the 
chamber at the time the Senate is being divided, or before a determination 
of the question upon a ¢all of the roll. 


XI. DEBATE. 


55. When any member is about to speak or deliver any matter to the 
Senate, he shall rise from his seat, and without advancing, with due respect, 
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address “‘Mr. President,” confining himself strictly to the point in debate, 
and avoiding all disrespectful language. 


56. No member shall speak more than twice on the same subject, 
without leave of the Senate; nor more than once until every member 
choosing to speak shall have spoken. 


57. No question shall be debated until it has been propounded by the 
President, and then the mover shall have a right to explain his views in 
preference to any Senator. 


58. When the President is putting a question any Senator who has not 

spoken before to the matter may speak to the question before the negative 
is put. 
59. During any debate any Senator, though he has spoken to the matter, 
may rise and speak to the orders of the Senate if they be transgressed, in 
case the President do not; but if the President stand up at any time, he is 
first to be heard, and while he is up, Senators must keep their seats. 


60. No Senators shall be allowed to be interrupted while speaking, 
except on points of order, to correct erroneous statements, or to answer 
any questions that may be propounded by the Senator speaking. 


61. Motions to adjourn; lay on the table; for the pending question; 
for the previous question; to suspend the rules; to take from the table; to 
take up orders of the day; to close debate; to limit debate; to extend limit 
of debate; to read papers; to reconsider questions not debatable, shall not 
be debated; but upon a motion to suspend a rule, or take from the table, to 
lay on the table, or take up orders of the day, the mover shall be allowed 
five minutes to state the reasons for his motion, and one member opposed 
to the motion shall be allowed a like time to object. And when a question 
not debatable is before the Senate, all incidental questions arising after it 
is stated shall be decided and settled, whether on appeal or otherwise, 
without debate; and the same rule shall apply to all incidental questions 
arising after any question is put to the house. 


XIT. RECONSIDERATION. 


62. A question being once determined must stand as the judgment of 
the Senate, and cannot during the same session be drawn again into debate. 
No motion to reconsider a question which has been decided, shall be enter- 
tained unless it be made by a Senator voting with the prevailing side, nor 
unless made on the same day on which the vote was taken or within the 
two next days of actual session of the Senate thereafter; provided, however, 
that when any question is decided in the negative simply for the want of 
a majority of the whole Senate, any Senator who was absent from the city 
of Richmond or detained from his seat by sickness at the time of the vote 
sought to be reconsidered may move its reconsideration. 


Mie ee LELIONS, 


63. No petition of a private nature, having been once rejected, shall be 
acted on a second time, unless it be supported by new evidence; nor shall 
any such petition after a third disallowance, be again acted on. The several 
clerks of committees shall keep alphabetical lists of all such petitions, 
specifying the session at which they were presented and the determination 
of the Senate thereon, and shall deliver the original petition to the Clerk 
of the Senate to be preserved in his office. 


64. No petition shall be received claiming a sum of money or praying 
the settlement of unliquidated accounts,. unless it be accompanied with the 
certificate of disallowance from the executive or auditor containing the 
reason why it was rejected. 

65. When any such petition, or bill founded on one, is rejected, such 
petition shall not be withdrawn; but the petitioner, or Senator presenting 
his petition, or any Senator from the county or corporation in which the 
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petitioner resides, may, without leave, withdraw any document filed there 
with; and a list of all documents so withdrawn shall be preserved by the 
Clerk. All petitions not finally acted on may, with the accompanying 
documents, be in like manner withdrawn after the expiration of the session 
at which they were. presented. 


66. No petition shall be read in the Senate unless particularly requested 
by some Senator, but every Senator presenting one shall announce the name 
of the petitioner, nature of the application, and whether, in his opinion, 
a similar application had been before made by said petitioner. He shall 
also endorse on the back of the petition his own name as a pledge that it 
is drawn in respectful language; whereupon it shall be delivered to the 
Clerk by whom it. shall be laid before the proper committee. 


XIV. SUSPENSION OF RULES 


67. Any rules of the Senate may, except where otherwise provided by 
the Constitution of the State of Virginia, be suspended by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members-elect. 


XV. CONSTRUCTION OF RULES. 


68. In the construction of the foregoing rules, reference shall first. 
be had to Jefferson’s Manual and the Digest of the Rules of the Congress of 
the United States. 


XVI. 


69. All committee meetings shall be held in public and a recorded vote 
of members upon each measure shall be taken and the number voting for 
or against reported on the bill; provided, however, that executive sessions 
may be held at the discretion of the committee upon a recorded vote.

in joint assembly for such purposes, shall be as follows: 


1. At the hour fixed for the meeting of the joint assembly, 
accompanied by the President and Clerk of the Senate, the Sena- 
tors shall proceed to the hall of the House of Delegates and shall 
be received by the Delegates standing. Appropriate seats shall be 
assigned to the Senators by the Sergeant-at-Arms of the House; 
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the Speaker, of the House shall assign an appropriate seat to the 
President of the Senate. 


2. The Speaker of the House shall be president of the joint 
assembly. In case it shall be necessary for him to vacate the chair, 
his place shall be taken by the President of the Senate, or in his 
absence, by such member of the joint assembly as the President 
may designate. 


3. The Clerk of the House shall be clerk of the joint assem- 
bly, and shall be assisted by the Clerk of the Senate. He shall en- 
ter the proceedings of the joint assembly in the Journal of the 
House, and shall certify a copy of the same to the Clerk of the 
Senate, who shall enter the same on the Journal of the Senate. 


4. The Sergeant-at-Arms, the Doorkeepers and Pages of the 
~ House shall act as such for the joint assembly. 


5. The rules of the House of Delegates, so far as practicable, 
shall be the rules of the joint assembly. 


6. In calling the roll of the joint assembly, the names of 
the Senators shall be called first, in alphabetical order, then the 
names of the Delegates in like order, except that the name of the 
Speaker of the House shall be called last. 


7. If, when the joint assembly meets, it shall be ascertained 
that a majority of each House is not present, the joint assembly 
may take measures to secure the attendance of absentees, or ad- 
journ to a succeeding day, as a majority of those present may de- 
termine. 


8. When the joint assembly adjourns, the Senators, accom- 
panied by the President and the Clerk of the Senate, shall return 
to their chamber, and the business of the House shall be proceeded 
with in the same order as when it was interrupted by the entrance 
of the Senators; which was taken up and agreed to.

4. The Clerk of the House shall be the clerk of the joint 
assembly, and shall be assisted by the Clerk of the Senate. 


5. The rules of the House of Delegates, as far as applicable, 
‘shall be the rules of the joint assembly. 


6. When the joint assembly meets to count the vote for Gov- 
ernor, Lieutenant-Governor, Attorney-General, Secretary of the 
Commonwealth, and State Treasurer, respectively, the Speaker of 
the House of Delegates shall open the returns from the several 
counties and corporations, and as each county. or corporation is 
announced a Senator and Delegate be appointed by the Speaker 
of the House of Delegates, who shall receive said returns and count 
the vote. They shall deliver the result to the Clerk of the House 
of Delegates, who shall embody the several results in a general 
statement. Thereupon a committee of one Senator and one Dele- 
gate shall add up the entire vote for Governor, Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, Attorney-General, Secretary of the Commonwealth. and 
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State Treasurer, repectively, and the Speaker of the House of Dele- 
gates shall announce and declare thereupon who is elected. 


7. In calling the roll of the joint assembly the names of the 
Senators shall be called first, in alphabetical order, and then the 
names of the Delegates in like order, except the name of the 
Speaker of the House of Delegates shall be called last. 


8. If, when the joint assembly meets it shall be ascertained that 
the majority of each house is not present, the joint assembly may 
take measures to secure the attendance of the absentees or adjourn 


until the succeeding day, as a majority of those present may deter- 


mine. 


9. When the joint assembly adjourns the Senators, accom- 
panied by the President and Clerk of the Senate, shall return to 
their chamber, and the business of the House shall proceed in the 
same order as when interrupted by the entrance of the Senators;

quired by the Constitution of Virginia, and as shown by report of

Resolved by the Senate (the House of Delegates concurring) 
(a majority of the members elected to each house agreeing thereto) , 
That the following amendment to the Constitution of Vir ginia be, 
and the same is hereby, proposed in conformity with the provisions 
of section 196 of Article XV of said Constitution, namely: 


Strike out from the Constitution of Vir ginia, section 132, 
which is in the following words: 


Sec. 132. The duties and powers of the State board of edu- 
cation shall be as follows: 


First: It may, in its discretion, divide the State into appro- 
priate school divisions, comprising not less than one county or 
city each, but no county or city shall be divided in the formation 

of such divisions. It shall, subject to the confirmation of the Sen- 
_ate, appoint for each of such divisions one superintendent of schools, 
who shall hold office for four years, and shall prescribe his duties, 
and may remove him for cause and upon notice. 


Second: It shall have, regulated by law, the management and 
investment of the school fund. 


7 Third: It shall have authority to make all needful rules and 
regulations for the management and conduct of the schools, which, 
when published and distributed, shall have the force and effect of 
law, subject to the authority of the General Assembly to revise, 
amend or repeal the same.

Whereas, markets, where shippers formerly found ready sale 

for their products, must be abandoned and business relation of 
long standing discontinued as a result of the percentage increase 
in freight rates: 


Whereas, since water rates have been reduced to practically 
pre-war basis, many all-rail shippers must lose their business. or 
be ruined in competing with those shippers who enjoy water rates; 

Whereas, industrial plants are closed down or running part 
time, business is paralyzed, millions of men out of employment, 
tonnage handled by railroad carriers has fallen off, and nothing 
in sight to indicate an improvement in business conditions under 
present high freight rates;’ 


Whereas, a pyramiding of freight rates is unavoidable in the 
natural course of commerce (a half dozen freight charges often 
being made on the same article between producer and consumer) ; 


Whereas, this multiplicity of freight charges, of approximately 
eighty per cent more than they were prior to 1917, prevents such 
a reduction in living cost and rental charges, as the present price 
of agricultural products and building material, at point of produc- 
tion, would seem to warrant; railroads say wages must be reduced 
before rates can be cut; labor is reluctant to accept a reduction 
because it has not seen a material reduction in the cost of living 
and rental charges; the producer of raw material must sell his 
product at pre-war prices, and after the product has traveled the 
usual avenues of commerce, and the multiplicity of freight charges 
are added to the first cost, he must pay. for it, as a manufactured 
article, at from ae to one hundred per cent more than pre-war 
prices; 

Whereas, we paligve a substantial reduction in fright rates 
is necessary ‘and will materially aid in bringing about normal 
business conditions; that it will result in a revival of business and 
consequent increased tonnage to the carriers, which increased ton- 
nage will more than offset revenue from rate reduction. Now, 
therefore, be it . 


Resolved by the Senate (the House of Delegates concurring), 


First: That the Interstate Commerce Commission be and 
hereby is memorialized and urged to order a substantial reduction 
in freight rates. 

Second: That our Senators and Representatives in Washing- 
ton be requested to favor the passage of such legislation as will 
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enable the carriers to reduce expenses, so that employees may be 
warranted in accepting lower compensation by reason of less cost 
of living.

Whereas, it has been shown to be impracticable for the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to attempt to supervise the distri- 
bution of cars on an equitable basis as between individual ship- 
pers throttghout the United States, and there should be some gov- 
ernmental authority within reasonable reach to which appeal can 
be made to provide such equitable distribution of cars; and 


Whereas, by the said Transportation Act of 1920, the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission is given exclusive author ity to author- 
ize the total abandonment of lines of railroad, and has exercised 
this authority at long range with apparent lack of complete in- 
formation as te the local conditions; therefore, 


Be it resolved by the Senate of Virginia (the House of Dele- 
gates concurring), That we urge upon our Senators and Repre- 
sentatives in Congress to so amend the existing legislation as to 
clearly define and limit the powers of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission so that no intra-state rate or fare may be changed or 
set aside without proof by competent evidence, and upon findings 
of fact made, that the same injures a person or persons, or a 
locality or localities, engaged in interstate commerce to such an 
extent as seriously to diminish the business of such person or 
persons, or seriously to retard growth and development of such 
locality or localities; 


Resolved further, That our Representatives in Congress are 
requested to advocate the incorporation in such amendatory legis- 
lation through the Capper or Nicholson bills, or in some other 
way, a declaration of the purpose of Congress to ,recognize the 
rights of the several States to exercise full and final jurisdiction 
over all rates for intra-state transportation which do not injure 
persons or localities engaged in interstate commerce ijn the man-_ 
ner aforesaid; and 


Resolved further, That said Representatives in Congress be

On April 10, 1920, I suspended Mr. J. H. Wilkinson as a member of the 
board of directors of the penitentiary. This action was taken by virtue 
of authority vested in me by Section 336 of the Code of Virginia, this 


section providing that any member of the said board may be suspended by

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the Governor during the recess of the General Assembly, for certain things 
-mentioned in the section, among them being “neglect of official duty.” 

Conditions existing at the penitentiary at the time of the suspension 
aforesaid convinced me that a majority (three) of the members of the 
then board were neglectful of official duty; but instead of suspending all 
three, I suspended Mr. Wilkerson because his term was the first to ex- 
pire, and did expire on March 1, 1921. Almost immediately after this 
action was taken, one of the remaining two members resigned his office, 
and within a short time thereafter the other member likewise resigned, so 
that no further action by me was necessary. 

The conditions above referred to need not be set forth at length in 
this communication, as the facts are stated in the report of the board 
of directors of the penitentiary for the fiscal year ending September 30, 
1920, to which report reference is made. 

It may perhaps be apropriate to add that since the suspension referred 
to, there has been planned and executed a program of prison reform which 
has attracted sympathetic interest and received favorable comment, not 
only throughout Virginia, but outside of the State as well.

This board has rendered a very distinct service to the Commonwealth, 
and I cannot speak too highly of the self-sacrifice, ability and interest 
which its members one and all have so markedly exhibited in this great work.

Strike out from the Constitution of Virginia section 170, 
which is in the words and figures following: 


Sec. 170. The General Assembly may levy a tax on incomes 
in excess of $600.00 per annum; may levy a license tax upon any 
business which cannot be reached by the ad valorem system; and 
may impose State franchise taxes, and in imposing a franchise 
tax, may, in its discretion, make the same lieu of taxes upon other 
property, in whole or in part, of a transportation, industrial, 
or commercial corporation. Whenever a franchise tax shall be 
imposed upon a corporation doing business in this State, or when- 
ever all the capital, however invested, of a corporation chartered 
under the laws of this State, shall be taxed, the shares of stock 
issued by any such cor poration, shall not he further taxed. No 
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city or town shall impose any tax or assessment upon abutting 
land owners for street or other public local improvements, ex- 
cept for making and improving the walkways upon then existing 
streets, and improving and paving then existing alleys, and for 
either the construction, or for the use of sewers; and the same 
when imposed, shall not be in excess of the peculiar benefits result- 
ing therefrom to such abutting land owners. Except in cities and 
towns, no such taxes or assessments, for local public improvements 
shall be imposed on abutting land owners. 


And insert in lieu thereof the following: 


Sec. 170. The General Assembly may levy a tax on incomes - 
in excess of $600.00 per annum; may levy a license tax upon any 
business which cannot be reached by the ad valorem system; and 
may impose State franchise taxes, and in imposing a franchise 
tax, may, in its discretion, make the same in lieu of taxes upon other 
property, in whole or in part, of a transportation, industrial, or com- 
mercial corporation. Whenever a franchise tax shall be imposed 
upon a corporation doing business in this State, or whenever all 
the capital, however invested, of a corporation chartered under the 
laws of this State, shall be taxed, the shares of stock issued by any 
such corporation, shall not be further taxed. No city or town 
shall impose any tax or assessment upon abutting land owners for 
public local improvements, except for paving streets, curbs, gutters, 
walkways and alleys, and for the construction of sewers, other than 
main outlets, and the same, when imposed upon the abutting land 
owners on each side thereof, shall not exceed one-fourth of the cast 
of such local public improvements. But no taxes or assessments for 
such local public improvements other than for making and improv- 
ing the walkways upon then existing streets, and improving and 
paving then existing alleys, and for the construction of sewers, other 
than main outlets, shall be imposed on abutting land owners except 
in such cities and towns as by a majority of the qualified voters vot- 
ing shall favor the adoption by and for such city or town of the 
policy of levying such taxes or assessments, at an election in which 
that question shall be submitted to the qualified voters thereof by an 
ordinance duly adopted by the council or other governing body, 
and such body may by a similar ordinance submit to such voters 
the question of repealing such policy to be determined by a majority 
of the qualified voters voting at a subsequent election. No tax 
or assessment for such undertakings:as are mentioned in section 
127-b of this Constitution shall in any case be imposed on abutting 
land owners.

by American doctors and nurses, 128 clinics manned by American 
doctors and nurses, 11 rescue homes where girls and young women 
are cared for after being rescued from Turkish harems, are main- 
tained, and over 600 000. refugees are being fed daily; and 


Whereas, any withdrawal of this support would endanger not 
only all of these lives, but would literally menace the cause of 
Christian civilization in those lands; and 


Whereas, Armenia, the oldest Christian nation and smallest 
and weakest, but leaves and most martyred of our alles in the 
‘World War, faces extinction at the hand of the atrocious tyrant 
Turk; and 


Whereas, he, the Turk, has deported it as a nation, robbed it 
of its property and butchered millions of its innocent, and holds 
thousands of its girls and women captives in their harems, doomed 
to live in slavery worse than death; and 


Whereas, the remnant of this nation stands exhausted and 
crippled because it has faith in our Supreme God; and 


Whereas, the Near East Relief has proven by its record, and 
particularly by the facts presented by its recent annual report i 
the United States Congress, by which it is chartered, that it is 
thoroughly reliable, efficient organization: Therefore, be it 


Resolved, That we, the Senate of the Commonwealth of Vir- 
ginia, (the House of Delegates concurring),-approve the efforts 
to save the lives of the orphan children of the Near East and to 
rehabilitate through them the nation;

“In its issue of Saturday afternoon, February 18th, the Richmond ‘News 
Leader’ carried a news item on its first page, under the caption ‘Senate 
Bill Cuts Budget;’ attributing to me statements derogatory of the State 
budget system that are grossly misleading. 

“More than this, the article in question alleges that the Senate Finance 
Committee, on Saturday morning, before reporting to the Senate, cut the 
appropriation bill jointly agreed to on Friday night by the House Committee 
on Appropriations and the Senate Finance Committee, which had been 
sitting in joint sessions for the consideration of the budget since January 
24th,, ‘more than $150,000.00 per year,’ as compared with the bill as reported 
to the House of Delegates. 


“This statement, Mr. President, is not true, for the identical bill has 
been reported to the Senate and to the House of Delegates. 


“A misstatement of this sort. Mr. President, tends to create friction 
and misunderstanding between the two houses. It appears from this news 
article as if the Senate Finance Committee has not kept faith with the 
Appropriations Committee of the House. I take this opportunity, therefore, 
to correct any such misapprehension as may exist, and to assure our 
colleagues of the House that the Senate Finance Committee have kept faith 
with them.

“Claiming to quote me, the news article in question also contains the 
following paragraph: 


““The Governor’s budget was not of as much help to us as we had 
hoped,’ said chairman Garrett. ‘It was not accepted by the joint committee of 
the two houses as closely as last session, and as a matter of fact we have 
not been able to get the appropriation bill out of committee any earlier 
this session than was the custom before the executive budget law was 
adopted.’ 


“Mr. President, I have made no such statement. 


“T did say that the joint committee on the budget permitted themselves 
to be imposed upon by those seeking to get more money than was recom- 
mended in the budget by the Governor and his advisory board, and that 
the hearings had thus been unduly prolonged. 


“The budget law provides that the committees of the House and of the 

Senate handling appropriations shall. sit jointly while considering the 
Budget, and that such joint meetings shall begin within five days after 
the Governor submits the budget to the General Assembly. 


“Printed copies of the Budget accompanied with printed copies of the 
Governor’s tenative Budget Bill were on the desks of every member the 
day the General Assembly convened on January llth. Out of consideration 
for those desiring to appear before the committee, the joint meetings to con- 
sider the budget were not begun this session until January 24th. The 
committees indulged every one wishing to appear, with the result that 
instead of having the appropriation bill out of the way, we are now just 
approaching a consideration of it on the floors of the two houses. This 
delay is certainly not the fault of the budget system, but rather that of the 
committees themselves in being over-lenient with those wishing to appear 
for more money. A majority of the appeals heard before the joint meetings 
this session were, in my opinion, entirely unnecessary. . 


“To say, Mr. President, that the budget system is not an improvement over 
the old method of handling appropriations is illogical. Under the new system, 
the day the Assembly meets each member finds on his desk a detailed 
statement of the financial needs and resources of the Commonwealth for 
the ensuing two years, with a tentative bill all drawn to carry the recom- 
mendations of the executive into effect. If the committees in charge of 
appropriations, and the two houses themselves, would function in accordance 
with the provisions of the budget act, the appropriation bill could easily 
be passed during the first thirty days of the session. In 1920, the bill was 
out of the way and approved by the 10th of March, and could easily have 
been disposed of at least two weeks earlier. On the other hand, the appro- 
priation bill of 1918, before the budget system was inaugurated, was passed 
with the clocks turned back and without even the members of the committees 
of either house themselves knowing just what it contained. Certainly, the 
budget system, at least, insures full information for all. 


“As I said in calling the first joint session of the committees, to consider 
the budget, to order in 1920, Virginia has the most progressive budget system 
of any State in the Union. Asa system of making appropriations, it is a vast 
improvement over the old method. It is a system, however, that will render 
good results just to that extent that the General Assembly and the several 
State departments and institutions co-operate each with the other and with 
the executive in its operation. 


“Mr. President, it is now up to the General Assembly, and I earnestly 
hope that a matter of such vital importance as the appropriation bill will 
be accorded, when it comes up on the floor of the Senate, that fair and 
unbiased consideration to which it is entitled. 


“T resent very keenly the unfair attempts that are being made to break 
down the budget system, and I do not propose to permit myself to be used 
as a catspaw in any such attempt as is foreshadowed in the news item carried 
in the Richmond ‘News Leader’ of last Saturday.”

mark, to a point of land on said river formerly known as Point 
Lumley, and now known as the Old Pioneer Mill’s site, and on 
the north, south and west by abutting high lands on the Vi irginia 
02 of the Potomac, the average depth of water in said cove being 

1.5 feet, at mean low tide; and 


Whereas, under the acts of Congress, passed June 25, 1910, 
and February 21, 1911, providing for the improvement of the 
Potomac river at Alexandria, Virginia, in accordance with the 
report submitted in House Document No. 1253, Sixtieth Congress, 
Second Session, the purpose of which improvement being the deep- 
ening of the harbor at Alexandria, by the removal of a sand bar 
in front of the wharves of the said city; the plans of improvements 
and surveys thereror, with House Document No. 1253, are hereto 
attached as an exhibit; and 


Whereas, in the execution of the plan of said improvement, a 
revetment or retaining wall was built from Jones’ Point at low 
water mark, to the south line of the property of the Marine Rail- 
way and Coal Company, Inc., and within a line drawn from said 
Jones’ Point, at low water mark, to Point Lumley or Pioneer 
Mill's site, at low water mark, and the soil or dr edgings from the 
river pumped into the space between said revetment or retaining 
wall and high water mark on the Virginia shore of the river, 
thereby making 46.57 acres of land above the high water line of 
the river front of said retaining wall or revetment ; and 


Whereas, on the completion of said fill, on or about January, 
1912, the United States claimed title to the made land under the 
cession of the State of Maryland, of territory for the seat of the 
Federal Government, and inclosed same by a substantial fence,

Whereas, the Marine Railway and Coal Company, Inc., and 
other owners of the high land abutting on said cove, Claimed title 
to such high land, and the said cove under a shane made by Sir 
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Wilham Berkley, the Governor of the colony of Virginia, issued 
in 1669 to one Robert Howsing, of 6,000 acres on the Vir einia side 
of the Potomac river, commencing nearly opposite Annaloston 
Island, and extending from thence to the north point of Great 
Hunting Creek, now known as Jones’ Point at Alexandria, Vir- 
ginia, in which grant is included all the creeks and inlets within 
the lines thereof, to make said quantity of land, and that from 
the date of said orant, the owners of the abutting ‘high lands have 
claimed title to the soil under the waters of said cove and exercised 
rights of ownership therein, and the State of Virginia has exer- 
cised territorial sovereignty and jurisdiction within the area of

by virtue of the cession of the State of Maryland to the United 
States of territory for the seat of the Federal Government; and 


Whereas, the effect of said decision is to take from Virginia, 
and the city of Alexandria, the area of land contained in said 
Battery Cove, and to transfer it to the territorial boundaries and 
jurisdiction of the District of Columbia, and seriously to damage 
and hinder the present and ever increasing commercial and ship- 
ping interests of Alexandria, by cutting off the access of said city 
and its citizens to 2,500 feet of its river front. The said made land 
can have no practical value to the District of Columbia, because 
it is wholly separated by the Potomac river from all other high 
lands of said District, and is located on the west or Virginia side 
of said river, and firmly attached to Virginia soil, and so located 
geographically and in relation to the city of Alexandria, as to be 
absolutely necessary to the future of said city: Therefore, be it, 


Resolved by the House of Delegates (the Senate concurring), 
That the Representatives of the State of Virginia in the Senate 
and House of the Congress of the United States, urge the passage, 
at the earliest practicable moment, of an act by Congress, 
declaring said area of made land to be within the territorial

“The proper official canvassers of the general election results 
shall canvass these returns in hke manner as other election returns, 
and they shall certify the number of votes cast for and against a 
State bond issue for roads, respectively, in each county, city and 
town, as the case may be respectively. And said canvassers shall 
file their said certificates in the office of the clerk of the circuit court 
of the county, in the case of a county or town, and in the office of 
the clerk of the corporation court, in the case oe a city, as the case 
may be, or if the city have no corporation court, then in the 
office of the clerk of the circuit court of the county in which such 
city 1s located, and shall forward at once by registered mail to the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth a duplicate copy of their said cer- 
tificates, and the Secretary of the Commonwealth shall, within 
fifteen days from said election, or as soon thereafter as he shall 
obtain said returns, make and certify to the Governor a statement 
showing the total number of votes cast for and against a State

Whereas, the Honorable Henry Delaware Flood, Representa- 
tive in Congress of the Tenth District of Virginia, departed this 
life on the 8th day of December, 1921; and 


Whereas, the General Assembly of Virginia desires, by an en- 
during record, to express its estimate of his character, abilities and 
achievements; 


Resolved by the Senate and House of Delegates of Virginia: 


First. At an early age he entered public life and served with 
distinction and constructive power in both branches of this General 
Assembly, in the Constitutional Convention of 1901-1902, and in the 
Congress of the United States for more than twenty years. 

He was an active and influential member of the Debt Com- 
mission, which after years of persistent effort completely and for- 
ever set ‘at rest the controver sy between Virginia and West Virginia, 
to the great advantage of Virginia and the cause of justice. 


In the House of Representatives he was chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Territories, and afterwards chairman of the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs. 


As chairman of the Committee on Foreign Affairs, he was bur- 
dened during the great war with duties and labors the most deli- 
cate, important and exacting. He stood at the right hand of 
President Wilson, and with unhesitating courage and great re- 
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sourcefulness, he met the enemies of his country and his pant at 
the gate. 

A convinced Democrat, he rendered notable service to his 
party. He was chairman of the National Congressional Com- 
mittee. Afterwards, upon the call of his party, he became chair- 
‘man of the State Democratic Committee of Virginia. He gave 
himself no time to recover from the exhausting labor of the war 
times or the hardly less exhausting labor of reconstruction. 


Like the beloved and lamented Senator Martin, he sacrificed 
his life to his conception of duty to his country and his party. He 
died in the full tide of his usefulness and power, just after a great © 
victory achieved under his leadership. 

His private life was blameless. With courage and firmness 
he united sympathy and understanding. He was a friend of those 
who needed a‘friend, and his acts of kindness were innumerable. 


Second. That the General Assembly of Virginia deplores his 
loss both as an honored and beloved citizen and as a public man 


whose life was spent in unselfish service to his county. 


Third. That the sincere sympathy of the General Assembly is 
extended to his family in their great bereavement. 


Fourth. That the Clerk of the Senate send a copy of this 
preamble and resolution to his bereaved family. 


Fifth. That as a mark of further esteem and respect, we 
direct that when the two Houses of the General Assembly adjourn 
today, it will enter on both Journals that they adjourned in honor 
of the memory of the Honorable Henry Delaware Flood, of the 
county of Appomattox; which was taken up and unanimously 
agreed to.

To the Senate and House of Delegates of Virgina: 


Your undersigned conferees, upon the disagreeing votes of 
the two Houses on House bill No. 252, being to amend and re-enact 
sections 5, 14, 2114, 27, 32, 41, 55, 63, 73 of an act to define ardent 
spirits, and to prohibit the manufacture, use, sale, offering for sale, 
transportation, keeping for sale, an dgiving away of ardent spirits, | 
or drugs, and prescribing penalties for the violation thereof, and 
adding new sections, commonly known as the Prohibition Bill, 
beg leave to report as follows: 

(1) We recommend that Senate amendment to section 211%, 
page 11, line 118, inserting the word “net,’ be not agreed to, but. 
that the word “net” be stricken out, and the word “ross” inserted 
in heu thereof, and 1 in the same line that the word ‘ fifty” be stricken. 
out and the word “one hundred” be inserted in lieu thereof. 
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(2)We recommend that Senate amendment to section 2114, on 
page 12, line 7, inserting the words “of greater capacity than two 
gallons,” be not agreed to, and that said words be stricken out. 


(3) We recommend that Senate amendment to section 32, 
page 19, striking out lines 32 to 46, inclusive, be not agreed to, but 
that said lines be reinserted in the bill with the change in lines 
36 and 43 of the words “thirty-seven thousand five hundred” to 
“thirty-five thousand,” and in line 45 changing “seventy-five” to 
“seventy.” 

(4) We recommend that Senate amendment 3514 be made to 
read: Sec. 3514, and that in sald section, on page 9 of the amend- 
ment, after the word “spirits,” strike out the phrase “knowing it 
to contain such poisonous substance.” 


(5) We recommend that Senate amendment to section 41, 
page 23, line 13, striking out the words “or female” be not agreed to. 


(6) We recommend that the Senate amendment striking out 
all of lines 19 to 29, both inclusive, of section 63, on page 34, be 
not agreed to, but in lieu thereof, section 63 be fade to read as 
follows, the lines renumbered from 1 on consecutively. 


“Upon the trial of any officer charged with the enforcement 
of the prohibition laws of the State, for an offense against the per- 
son or property of any one committed in the perform mance of his 
duties in the enforcement of such laws, on the affidavit of such 
officer, or his attorney, that in the opinion of such officer or attorney, 
such officer cannot obtain a fair trial in the county or city wherein 
such offense was alleged to have been committed, the court shall 
change the venue for ‘the trial of such officer to some other county 
or city wherein a fair trial of the alleged offense may be had. And 
in case of such change of venue the w itnesses of the defendant shall 
be paid as if they were summoned for the Commonwealth.” 


(7) We recommend that Senate weet to section 57, 
on page 31, line 118, striking out the word “‘is,” and in line 114, 
inserting after the word “vehicle, ” the words “is less than five gal- 
lons,” be not agreed to; and in ‘the same section do7, on page 32, 
after the word “herein,” ‘in line 127, striking out the balance of said 
line, and all of lines 127, 128, 129 and 130, be not agreed to, and 
that said lines be restored to the act; and that the following new 
paragraph be added at the end of line 130, to-wit: 


“Whenever any automobile or other vehicle or boat herein 
mentioned is seized under the provisions of this section, the officer 
making such seizure shall be allowed a fee or reward of $25.00, to 
be taxed against the automobile or other vehicle or boat seized and 
confiscated. In the event the automobile or other vehicle or boat 
is not finally confiscated under this section, such fee shall be $10.00, 
to be taxed against the confiscated vehicle or boat, or the defendant, 
and collected as other costs in the manner provided by law. 


“Where two or more officers unite in capturing of such auto- 
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mobile or other vehicle or boat, said fee shall be divided among: 
them equally.” 

(8) We recommend that the amendment to page 24, after line 
40, inserting the following new paragraph: 

“It shall be unlawful for any person to purchase ardent spirits 
from any person, firm or corporation, if the sale of same be.in vio- 
lation of any of the provisions of this act, or of any of the pro- 
hibition laws of this State, and any such purchaser shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction, shall be fined not exceeding 
one hundred dollars.” (Oliver amendment) be not agreed to. 


9) We recommend that the amendment to section 35, page 
22, line 16, after the word “boat,” inserting the following: ‘or the 
personal baggage of any person wherever situated, unless such 
person be found in the act of violating the provisions of this law, 
provided that where any intoxicating liquor is found in any 
wagon, buggy, automobile, or any similar conveyance, it shall be 
lawful to examine the baggage therein contained,” be not agreed to, 
but that said amendment be stricken out, and in leu thereof the 
following amendment to said section 35, on page 22, in line 16, after 
the word “boat,” be inserted, to-wit: “or any handbag, suitcase or 
trunk on any train or passenger steamboat, or the usual and ordi- 
nary hand baggage of pedestrians, unless such person be found in 
the act of violating the provisions of the prohibition laws of the 
State, but it shall be lawful to inspect and examine any such bag- 
gage while same shall be carried or found in any boat, automobile 
or other vehicle herein named, except a train or passenger boat.” 

(10) We further recommend that all other Senate amend- 
ments to said House bill No. 252 be agreed to. 

(11) Having restored a part of section 63 as section 63, and 
having eliminated the provision with reference to the purchasing 
of ardent spirits contrary to law, we recommend that so much of 
the amendment to the title as is contained in the following words, 
be stricken out: “and strike out section 63, and after the words 
‘oiving away of ardent spirits,” add “the purchasing of ardent 
spirits contrary to law, and to repeal section 63 of the Prohibition 
Act,” and further amend title by adding between the sections 32 
and 41 in the title the figures “35,” and sections 514 and 51% to be 
inserted at the proper place serially.

3. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation 
to exhibit, sell, lease or lend for exhibition at any place of amuse- 
ment for pay any motion picture film that has not been passed by 
the National Board of Review, its appointees or successors, or 
make any change or addition after said film has been passed. 


4. This act shall not apply to any films used by schools, fra- 
ternal organizations or chambers of commerce, or films of a strictly 
scientific character intended for use by the learned professions and 
not to be exhibited for gain or at a public place of amusement. 


5. Any person or persons violating the provisions of this act 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be fined not less 
thah twenty-five dollars or more than fifty dollars. Each day of 
exhibition to be a separate offense. 


6. ‘The persons hereby appointed shall have a right to provide 
all necessary help, equipment and adequate offices or rooms in which 
to conduct its affairs. 


-7. They shall collect a fee of twenty-five cents for each thou- 
sand feet, or fraction thereof, of original film and ten cents for 
each additional copy thereof, passed by the National Board of 
Review; all such fees shall be paid by them into the treasury of 
the State to be kept in a separate fund and paid out on vouchers 
approved by the chairman of said board, which funds shall be ex- 
pended only to pay the costs and expenses of said three persons, 
including the salaries of each of the members, not to exceed $1,000.00 
per annum. . 
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8. All fines imposed for violation of this act shall be paid into 
the State treasury to the credit of the Literary Fund. 


9. Ifthe board or any one of its members shall not allow the 
exhibition, sale or lease of a film or reel because not passed by 
the National Board of Review or because it has been altered or 
added to after being so passed, such film or reel shall be promptly 
re-examined in the presence of such applicant by all members of the 
board and if the same shall be finally disapproved, the applicant 
shall have the right of appeal from the decision of the board to 
the circuit court of the city of Richmond. 


10. The board shall on or before the 15th ite of J anuary of 
each year make a detailed report to the Governor, copies of which 
shall be distributed as are other similar reports. "The report shall 
show: 


(a) The record of its meetings and the summary of its pro- 
ceedings during the year. 

(b) The results of all examinations of films. 

(c) <A detailed statement of all prosecutions hereunder. 

(d) <A detailed statement of all receipts and disbursements 
made by or on behalf of the board. 

(e) Other information requested by the Governor. 

(f) <A discussion of the work done by the board and. any 
recommendations by the board of legislative amendments of this 
act, and recommendations as to the educational and recreational 


uses of motion picture films and as to those especially suitable for 
children.

ADDRESS 
of 


Governor Westmoreland Davis 


Gentlemen of the General Assembly: 


Four years ago, through the grace of the people of Virginia, I 
became their Governor, and to-day I am here to render an account 
of my stewardship. 

During the first year of my administration the great World 
War was fought to a successful conclusion, and the depression that 
follows in the wake of all wars has been a burden upon our social 
and economic life, and has been accentuated by the faulty adminis- 
tration of the great financial system which carried us so happily 
through the war, but which has been mal-administered to the detri- 
ment of our people since that period. It is helpful, however, and 
should give us courage for the future to pase and to consider, upon 
the convening of the representatives of our people, who so 
loyally and enthusiastically bore the sacrifices necessary to victory, 
and who are now addressing themselves so bravely to the solution 
of the problems incident to ee must be the constructive, as com- 
pared with the destructive, war period—some of our accomplish- 
ments during the past four years. 

My platform issued eighteen months before my election as 
Governor, and widely distributed throughout the State in pamph- 
let form, announced: 

“The keynote of my administration will be an efficient 
government economically administered. We should scientifi- 
cally administer our present State revenue rather than continu- 
ally seek new subjects of taxation involving added burdens 
on our people. ‘To this end I advocate the inauguration of 
what is known as an executive budget; that is. an appropriation 
bill tentatively prepared by the Governor and submitted to the 
legislators at the opening of the session of the General Assem- 
bly. The appropriation bill thus presented would be based 
upon estimates furnished by heads of departments, and that of 
the Auditor of Public Accounts. It would provide a survey 
of the public effort of the State. its financial condition. its 
income and its proposed expenditures. It would offer a study 
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for the public, and for the legislature, of the working of each 
department of the State to the end that their operations may 
be simplified, and economy and efficiency assured. 

“Of more importance still, would be the centering of pub- 
lic opinion upon proposed expenditures. The discussion by 
the press would engender among our people a healthy inter- 
est in our State’s finances. This tentative appropriation bill 
would be persuasive and illuminating; it would not impinge 
upon the constitutional powers of the legislature.” 


and I fully discussed the meaning to the legislature and to our 
people of the executive budget. 

In compliance with the budget law, passed almost unanimously, 
I sent to the General Assembly of 1920-1922 such a budget. 

The Virginia Budget, known as “The Virginia Plan,” has 
been adopted by the States of North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Florida, Oklahoma, Wyoming, Arizona, Colorado and Idaho. Its 
practical advantage was demonstrated at the sessions of 1920-1922, 
when by a scientific readjustment of the requests made by the de- 
partments and institutions. when without weakening them in the 
discharge of their obligations or impairing their efficiency, their 
wants were supplied by appropriations aggregating three millions 
of dollars less than was requested by them. This saving enabled 
the appropriation of a million dollars more for the schools, had 
from current revenues, and obviated the imposition of an additional 
special tax for education. 

In the analysis of the budget for 1922-1924 it is shown that 
the combined requests of the State departments and other agencies 
asking for appropriations out of the general fund of the State 
treasury amount to $36,550,579, which is $12,715.405 in excess of 
the total appropriations recommended. The total requests for ap- 
propriations two years ago amounted to $25,584.065; compared with. 
this amount the requests for 1922-1924 are nearly forty-three per 
cent. greater than those for 1920-1922. It is interesting to note that 
the appropriations for 1922-1924, excluding those out of segre- 
gated funds for the Industrial Commission and the Department 
of Game and Inland Fisheries, show an increase over those of 1920- 
1922 of less than four per cent. This is but another evidence of the 
beneficial effect of the executive budget system which simply ap- 
plies to government the principles which obtain in business success- 
fully conducted. The increased appropriations recommended were 
found necessary. notwithstanding the industrial depression: in 
order to provide for the greatly increased attendance at educational 
institutions and to meet the increased criminal charges. 
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You will receive to-day the budget, in which all State activi- 
ties are in detail discussed, together with the “budget bill’”—tenta- 
tive appropriation bill—for 1922-1924. 


State Purchasing Commission 


A State Purchasing Commission has been established without 
creating additional offices; the executive secretary, who is known 
as the State Purchasing Agent, is the Commissioner of Hospitals. 

Many thousands of dollars have been saved to the State 
through this agency; and in one instance, through the hearty 
co-operation of the coal operators in the State, during the post- 
war period when the price of coal was very high and it was diffi- 
cult to obtain at any price, over four hundred thousand dollars 
was saved in the purchase of coal for,the State institutions. 

In order to make this agency more effective articles of general 
use in State institutions should be standardized, and all institutions 
should co-operate with the State Purchasing Commission in mak- 
ing their purchases. 


Business Administration 


Never before in the history of the State has been economy in 
government more necessary. A rapid inflation of values during 
the war encouraged by government bond issues upon which loans 
were freely made, and an appeal to industry and agriculture tz 
produce in a spirit of patriotism for the home as well as of hu- 
manity for a non-producing Europe, created a tremendous pro- 
duction during the war and up to 1920 when a drastic contraction 
of the currency was brought about, which, with the concurrent 
curtailment of credits destroying public confidence, closing fac- 
tories, destroying commodity values through a rapid change of 
standard of values, increasing over night enormously the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar, nearly doubling the public debt 
bringing into our commercial, industrial and agricultural life 
chaos, from which the strongest financially are struggling to sur- 
vive. 

Farmers have produced their tobacco, wheat, cattle and other 
products at a loss and have been obliged to sell them upon declin- 
ing markets. Young men who have purchased farms on time, 
having paid part of the purchase price, find themselves confronted 
with trustee sales. Many businesses and industries have had such 
shrinkages in their inventories that the savings of years have 
been swept away and they must begin life anew. Many of our 
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people in the country have not made enough from their crops to 
pay their taxes. We have kept the State within her income. 

I have, therefore, been obliged to refuse many requests which 
had the time been propitious, and business flourishing, a larger 
revenue and better times might have justified. I feel sure that 
the General Assembly fresh from the people and knowing the 
absolute necessity of economy in the administration of govern- 
ment, in order that its burdens which must be borne by our people 
may be lightened without injury to the efficient continuance of 
the essential factors of our government, will faithfully scrutinize 
expenditures so that the State may- weather without strain the. 
period of financial depression through which the country is pass- 
ing. J am not a pessimist. On the contrary I am an optimist. 
Our magnificent climate, wonderful resources, developed’ and un- 
developed, our strategical situation in relation to the great, marts 
of trade and easy access to transportation, water and rail, make 
the future of our people assured. What is necessary is an abiding 
faith in the higher power that rules the destinies of man, and’ a 
determination during this period of depression to address our- 
selves ear nestly to our w ork and in a spirit of thrift to save rather 
than to give ourselves up to the extravagances which modern | hfe 
tends to ‘dev elop among: us. 


Simplification of State Government 


In order to have efficient government economically adminis- 
tered the affairs of the State should be conducted as are those of a 
business concern successfully managed, and. the Governor should 
be in effect the State manager. There should be heads of depart- 
ments responsible to the Governor and appointed and removable 
by him. In Virginia some of the State officers are elected by the 
people, others by the General Assembly, and others again are 
appointed by the Governor. Some of these offices are provided 
for by the Constitution and others are created by legislative enact- 
ment. ‘There are numerous boards which are large and inefficient 
in their organization, having the management of the institu- 
tions. ‘The Governor of Virginia has no authority over them sive 
the right of removal for cause even in the case of officers appointed 
by him. He has no authority over local officials charged with law 
enforcement. He is a member of numerous boards over one of— 
which he does not preside. The budget law gives the Governor 
the right to secure information in regard to the conduct of State 
agencies and with his duty to make budgetary recommendations, 
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recently his influence in State management has been strengthened. 
No great corporation could operate efficiently, nor could its man- 
agement justify itself conducting a similar organization where 
dividends are expected, by its stockholders if managed without 
centralized authority. 

Recognizing that successful government requires the same 
principles applied as does successful business, the trend of thought 
for better and more efficient government has been to secure its 
simplification. In 1920 the Governor of Ohio was elected largely 
on the program of State administrative reorganization, and I am 
informed by that distinguished official that millions of dollars 
have been saved through the governmental reorganization effected, 
especially by centralizing sqvichaten in road building where many 
millions of dollars are ens spent. In the reorganization the 
constitutional offices are not affected. ) 

Simplification of State administrative methods have been 
adopted or are in process of adoption in the States of California, 
Idaho, linois, Nebraska, Massachusetts, Washington and Mary- 
land. 

At the Virginia Conference on Governmental Efficiency held 
in Richmond Navanibar 20, 1921, the following resolution was 
adopted : 


“Whereas, the Commission on Economy and Efficiency 
authorized by the Virginia Assembly to report in 1918, made 
valuable suggestions, some of which have been carried out 
to the great benefit of our State government; and 


Ww 


“Whereas, the need for further economy in the govern- 
mental area ation of our State makes it important for ad- 
ditional steps to be taken in this direction; be it 


‘Resolved, that the Conference on Athen Efficiency 
respectfully request that the General Assembly direct the 
Superintendent of Public Printing to publish a thousand copies 
of the report of the Commission on Economy and Efficiency, to 
be distributed among the citizens of the State upon applica- 
tion, and that the General Assembly of Virginia authorize 
the appointment of a similar commission Wich shall make 
such additional practical recommendations for the simplifi- 
cation of the State government of Virginia as may be war- 
ranted by its investigations and studies.” 


I heartily endorse this resolution. My study of the govern- 
ment of Virginia and the experience that I have had as Governor

has convinced me that great gain and efficiency may be had, and 
much of the taxpayers’ money saved by the simplification of our 
State government in the merger of departments, the reducing of 
the number of State officers and the incident saving of expendi- 
ture. 

I recommend that a commission be appointed on admunis- 
trative reorganization of State government in Virginia. 

I could not profit in power by the centralization and simphfi- 
cation, because it could not possibly be effected during this ad- 
ministration. 


Education 


In my inaugural address I said, and I now repeat: 


“The chief business of democracy is education; educa- 
tion means opportunity, and a democracy that fails of oppor- 
tunity is a sham. My travels throughout the State have con- 
vinced me that our future is to be moulded in our primary 
schools; and a small proportion of the children, who as men 
and women will direct the destiny of our State, ever enjoy 
higher education, and I shall not rest content until a full 
term is secured for all the primary schools, and competent, 
adequately paid teachers lead the children in their early years 
to that first knowledge that is the chief boon and safeguard 
of democracy. The high schools should not flourish at the 
expense of the primary schools. If we would build surely. 
we must build from the bottom up. I believe in higher edu- 
cation, of which, in a measure, I have been the beneficiary, but 
I am persuaded that if we would build Virginia, we must be 
keenly alive to the needs of the half million of children, who 
because of the exigencies of life limit their education to that 
which is to be had in the elementary schools.” 


I have recommended for the public schools an increase of 
' twenty-one per cent over the appropriations for 1920-1922, amount- 
ing to $1,803,748. This increase has been rendered possible by 
increased, returns from the segregated property taxes and the 
increase in the capitation assessments resulting from the enfran- 
chisement of women. 

Appropriations recommended in the budget for payment out 
of the general fund include $475,000 a year especially for the 
rural elementary schools, an increase of $150,000 over the 1920- 
1922 biennium; $200,000 for the high schools; $45,000 a year for 
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the agricultural een schools; $25,000 a year for physical educa- 
tion and $15,000 a year for teachers’ pensions and retirement 
salaries. : 


Remarkable progress has been made in education in Vir- 
ginia. In 1915 the school enrollment was 474,000; in 1920 it was 
507,000. In 1915 the total amount expended for public education 
was $7,612,000; in 1920 it was $13,790,000. In 1915 the total 
amount spent in teachers’ salaries was $4,154,000; in 1920 the 
amount was approximately $8,000,000. In 1915 the aeeaee teach- 
ers’ salary was only $322; in 1920 it was $558—to low, it show- 
ing a substantial increase. 

As I have said the public free school system in Virginia should 
have your most careful and tenderest consideration, as the chil- 
dren of Virginia are and will ever be her chief concern. 


State Highway System 


The act creating the State Highway System of 3,800 miles 
was approved on the last day of the term of my predecessor. In 
1919 a law was enacted providing for a State Highway Commis- 
sioner and a State Highway Commission, which were appointed 
as provided by law, and which are now functioning. 

Since February 1, 1918, 1,985 miles of roads of the State 
Highway System have been ‘taken over by the State. Approxi- 
mately 450 miles are under construction now, which it is expected 
will be completed before the end of 1922. In carrying out the 
authorized program of road construction, the State Highway 
Department was wisely governed by business and industrial con- 
ditions such as the scarcity of labor, the high cost of materials and 
supplies, and other matters affecting the cost of road building. 
Many of the improvements contemplated for 1920 were post- 
poned until 1921—a policy which saved the State, in lower prices 
for labor and materials, an amount which may be conservatively 
estimated at more than two millions of dollars. 


The amount appropriated for roads for the year ending Feb- 
ruary 28, 1921, was $8,387,415, or 36.2 per cent of appropriations for 
all purposes., For the year ending February 28, 1922, the amount 
appropriated was $6,981,516, or 32.5 per cent of all appropriations. 

As appears in the analysis of the budget an increased appro- 
priation has been recommended for roads of more than a million 
and a quarter dollars over appropriations for the past biennium 
period. The combined appropriations recommended for the State 
Highway Department, including the State Highway Commission, 
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for 1922-1924 biennium payable out of both the general fund and 
the special segregated funds amount to $10,521,200, as against 
$9,268,570 for 1920-1922. 

An appropriation of $285,440 for each year, payable out of the 
general fund of the State treasury, is recommended to cover the 
expenses of administration and engineering. For the construction 
and maintenance of State and county highways, the annual appro- 
priation of $700,000 out of the eeneral fund is promiaed for as 
heretofore appropriated. 

In the report of the Highway Commissioner he makes recom- 
mendations which should receive your earnest consideration, and I 
am especially calling your attention to the following language which 
appears in his report: “There has been a great deal of misrepre- 
sentation given out by people poorly informed. We would there- 
fore ask your Excellency to request the General Assembly of 1922, 
immediately on convening, to appoint a committee to make a 
thorough investigation of all matters pertaining to the work of 
the department, in order that all misunderstandings may be cleared 
up.’ 

I suggest that such a legislative committee be appointed at once 
to proceed to make thorough investigation of the affairs of the 
State Highway Department, as requested by the Commissioner, and 
report as early as possible, during this session of the General As- 
sembly, so that the benefit of this report may be had in the legis-: 
lation that may be enacted having to do with our highway system. 

I also call your attention to the report of the State Highway 
Commission and to the recommendations therein contained. 

As to the method to be pursued for future road building, I shall 
make no suggestions. 

A program announced by me now might embarrass the in- 
coming Governor in the four year program which he will probably 
promulgate in his inaugural address, and which we should await 
before forming definite plans as to future highway construction. 
It is my hope, however, that whatever plan you may adopt may 
speedily secure marked progress in road building, which would be 
greatly expedited if, as memorialized by the General Assembly, as 
well as declared by the Democratic State Convention at Roanoke. 
the Federal government would, without interfering with the pres- 
ent 50-50 plan, enter upon, as prescribed by the Constitution of the 
United States, the building of post roads—these interstate. 

The danger that confronts us for the future will be the effort 
that is always made where large expenditures of public money are 
likely to be made, to decentralize authority, diffuse responsibility.

I am informed that the State of North Carolina will officially 
ask that certain highways in Virginia, with which certain roads 
in North Carolina connect—making continuous highways—be made 
a part of the highway system of this state. 

When the request is made I bespeak for it the serious consid- 
eration to which the request of a sister State is entitled. 


Agriculture. 


Agriculture is the primary source of all wealth and Virginia is 
primarily an agricultural State. I am persuaded that the farmer 
is not receiving fair returns upon his investment. No matter what 
we may do to make country life attractive by building good roads 
and establishing systems of schools, by suggesting in a kindly spirit. 
a fuller and brighter life for those who till the soil, the problem of 
the farmer after all is an economic one, and so long as he fails to 
receive a living return from his endeavor the greatest of all our 
industries will languish. _ 


Agricultural development is marked by two periods: that of 
preduction and of distribution—Virginia farmers are now chiefly 
concerned with the latter. In order to be prosperous they must 
have a share in, if not the control of, their marketing system. 
Farmers have been taught to manage their properties along scien- 
tific lines only to sell their product for less than cost of production. 
The spread between the producer of agricultural products and the 
consumer 1s too great, and a better svstem of marketing has become 
necessary to the existence of the farmer. 

I recommend that a satisfactory Co-operating Marketing Law 
under which farmers can collectively market their produce be en- 
acted. 


We have a large section of our State where the farmers are 
engaged in the breeding of cattle which are later sold to other sec- 
tions of the State to be fattened for market. The keeping of cattle 
on the farm should be encouraged as under ordinary circumstances 
they prove a profitable investment and also improve the fertility 
of the land upon which they are grazed and fed. We should 
have model herds at our agricultural school, the V. P. I. .The 
dairy herds can be developed from those now owned by that insti- 
tution by the sale of the produce, but there are no breeding herds

of beef cattle there maintained. Such herds should be provided 
by the State, and I have made provision for this in the budget. 

The best method of improving farm standards is by training 
the young men who go to Blacksburg, and in our school system 
where agriculture should be taught. There they will soon learn 
the difference between a pure bred and a scrub, and to appreciate 
the difference in profit that comes to him who feeds the good 
rather than the poor type of cattle. 

In the last budget I recommended that the Convict Lime 
Grinding Board be authorized to establish another lime grinding 
plant. The legislature failed to adopt my recommendation. I am 
renewing the suggestion and have made provision for an appropri- 
ation therefor in the budget. 

We should encourage the sweetening of the acid soils. The 
greater part of our land needs the application of lime, upon which 
the growth of leguminous crops must be predicated. 

It seems strange to hear a vice-president of a great National 
Bank in New York City worrying about the farmer. Hear what 
this great financier says: “The farmers produced about the same 
amount of wealth in’ 1921 as during 1919-1920, as measured by | 
quantity, but when they came to offer it in trade they were able 
to realize a price which bought them only about half as many 
goods. The markets are all affected, industries are running light 
and millions of persons are out of work because the farmer 
has been unable to continue buying on the previous scale.” 

We are all of one mind I am sure, that whatever aids the 
farmer in this economic crisis benefits the State. | 


Need of Country Doctors 


There is dire need for physicians in the rural districts. The 
cost of medical education has risen in recent years by leaps and 
bounds and the period of instruction and rigidity of requirements 
have greatly increased for those who would enter the medical 
profession. 

We can’t lower the standard of education, but we can help 
the student. , 

1 recommend that a sum of twenty thousand ($20,000) dollars 
be appropriated to be used during the ensuing biennium, beginning 
March Ist, 1922, for the establishment of a scholarship fund, simi- 
lar to what is known as the “State Cadetship at the V. M. I.,” with 
the pledge on the part of the beneficiary that he or she will prac- 
tice for a period of not less than five years after graduation in a 
rural section of the district from which he or she is appointed. 
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Especially should care be had that these appointments be made 
upon competitive examinations in order that merit, rather than 
influence, shall secure placement. 

If we are to make rural life more attractive, we must have 
the fine influence and service of more country doctors. 


Penal Institutions 


As now administered the Penitentiary, State Farm, and as far 
as possible the State convict road camps now constitute a modern 
prison system. It has been the declared policy of the State for a 
number of years to do away with the convict-contract system, 
and while this has not entirely been abolished, marked strides 
have been made in this direction. The ancient idea that a prison 
is solely intended for punishment has more and more given way in 
Virginia to the recognition of the fact that the convict is a moral 
and economic liability of the State, and that every endeavor should 
be made to return him to society morally and physically ft for the 
duties of citizenship upon the expiration of his term of imprison- 
ment. To this end rigid medical examinations are made. and 
subsequent medical treatment given through which the convicts 
have been cured of grievous diseases, and prepared in better spirit 
and health for their allotted tasks. 


Ww 


Striped clothing for convicts has been abolished. It was use- 
less as a method of detection and unnecessarily humiliating. Upon 
escape the first action of freedom, oftimes through desperate vio- 
lence, secured for the convicts other clothing, and they were seldom 
if ever retaken in stripes. The average number of escapés has 
not increased since the abolishment of stripes. 


Humanity as well as economy requires that convicts be given 
employment. Large numbers of them are employed on the roads 
and some of them at the lime plants and at the Catawba Sanator- | 
ium, as well of course as at the State Farm. There is, however, a 
steadily increasing number of long term and desperate criminals 
who must be confined at the Penitentiary, and if the convict- 
contract system is to be entirely abandoned, as it should be, indus- 
trial units should be established at the Penitentiary. A good be- 
ginning along this line has been made. A print shop, which is doing 
most excellent work; a wood working shop, a clothing shop, shoe 
repairing shop and machine and metal working shop, have been 
installed and all are highly satisfactory in their operations. The 
industrial work at the Penitentiary has been conducted for the 
‘ making of articles to be used solely by the State. None of the Peni- 
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tentiary products have been sold by the State in the open mar- 
ket. A school has been established and an industrial director en- 
gaged, who has supervision and management of the shops. A 
minister of the gospel is provided as chaplain by an association 
of churches, which pay the expenses necessary to his ministration. 
Recreation is permitted to the convicts but strict discipline is main- 
tained. The industrial phase of the Penitentiary should be ex- 
tended as it has proven most beneficial to the men and remuner- 
ative to the State. The State use plant has met with approval 
alike of prominent business men and labor leaders. The State 
Farm has been made, by more efficient management, exceedingly 
productive, and offers an ideal method of penal servitude; hard 
work and fresh air are great mental and physical curatives. 

The Lime Grinding Plant at Staunton has been conducted 
most successfully. It needs, however, storage bins to accumulate | 
ground lime stone at seasons when farmers are not ordering 
the product. 


The Shell Plant at Irvington has been shut down wath 
nearly four thousand tons of ground shells in storage: This plant 
has felt the depression in agriculture, but it will begin to oper- 
ate as soon as it receives the orders. 

It is earnestly urged that the new industrial hfe at the Peni- 
tentiary, with its fine moral and disciplinary effect, should be main- 
tained and extended. It is true that there are those who look 
upon.a convict as a lost soul, but the best thought of a Christian 
nation is that “a man may be down but he is never out,” and pub- 
lic opinion in Virginia will, I am sure, endorse this sentiment. 


Public Health 


The constantly decreasing death rate for Virginia is to all of 
us a source of profound gratification. It is particularly gratifying 
to me that during my administration two of the most important 
developments of public health activities have been inaugurated. I 
refer to the plan of co-operative rural sanitation and the policy of 
examinations for school children, the former advocated by me at 
the extra session of 1919 and the latter made possible by the stat- 
ute best known as the West law, passed in 1918 and strengthened 
in 1920. 


The money which the State has appropriated for public health 
work has been wisely and profitably expended. Improved sani- — 
tation throughout Virginia shows in the lowered sickness and death 
rate from typhoid. Our expenditures for tuberculosis are paying 
good dividends by restoring to productivity many who otherwise 
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would have been either charges on others or would have died. Our 
progressive health department is conducting a campaign for den- 
tal corrections and is striving to correct those throat defects that 
so seriously hamper many children. 

Having confidence in our health authorities and appreciating 
the great work they are doing for the citizens and the future cit:- 
zens of Virginia, I do not hesitate to recommend that the General 
Assembly pursue as liberal a policy as possible toward them. 


Virginia Fisheries. 


The report of the Commissioner of Fisheries is able and ex- 
haustive, so that I shall not dwell upon the subject of fisheries, 
which is one of the great assets of the State, and which affords em- 
ployment for many of our best citizens and investment of a great 
deal of our capital. You attention is called especially to the matter 
of providing for the replenishment of the “natural rock areas” by 
the State planting oyster shells. The constant taking of oysters 
without replenishing with shelis must eventually destroy a great 
industry. The State of Maryland is restocking her waters and Vir- 
ginia should follow her example in conservation. The oyster and 
fish industry should be considered and encouraged in every way 
possible. 


w Again, the sea food life of Chesapeake Bay, especially about 
Hampton Roads, is being destroyed by pollution which is largely 
caused by the Hisehanee from oil burning steamers, while at an- 
chorage, of their bilge - water. This oil scum destroys fish, oysters 
and sea life generally, and floating to the shores has brought about 
intolerable conditions so that the beaches cannot be used for bath- 
ing and the value of water fronts for home life in summer has 
been greatly jeopardized and land values destroyed. 

I am recommending legislation to put an end to this nuisance 
and menace to our fish and oyster industry. It is true that the 
Kederal government has concurrent jurisdiction in these waters for 
certain purposes, but Federal restrictive legislation can well be 
predicated upon that enacted by the State. 


Development cf Hampton Roads 


In the budget message of 1920, under this head, I said: 


“This brief review of the ‘financial and natural resources 
of the Commonwealth would not be complete without attention 
being called to the latent, practically undeveloped, asset Vir- 
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ginia possesses in Hampton Roads—the finest natural harbor 
in the world, and the basic jewel of Virginia’s economic wealth. 
Up to the present, the State, as a whole, has taken no active 
interest in guiding the development of this State-as-whole pos- 
session. 


“The development of our mining, agricultural and manu- 
facturing industries are intimately bound up in the future de- 
velopment of Hampton Roads; the burdens our people must 
bear in transportation costs is measurable in terms of the ex- 
tent to which Hampton Roads is developed for the interests 
of the State as a whole; while the full development of the com- 
munities situated on or adjacent to Hampton Roads can never 
be realized under present conditions. In, fact, the general 
development of the whole State depends in large measure upon 
the proper utilization of the vast natural facilities which the 
possession of Hampton Roads affords the people of Vir- 
ginia. 


“Full of the realization of these facts, I deem it advisable 
that the General Assembly authorize the appointment of a spe- 
cial State commission to study carefully the whole port and 
terminal problem on Hampton Roads, and to report on the best 
ways and means for the State to assist in the development of 
this wonderful economic and natural asset.” 


In accordance with this recommendation the General Assem- 
bly of 1920 provided for a Commission on the Development of 
Hampton Roads which has held meetings over the State, and will 
make report to the General Assembly. 

A generous, permanent policy should be adopted by the State 
toward “the dev elopment of this, her greatest single asset regarding 
it in its broadest sense and as affecting the welfare of all the people 
of Virginia. 


Children’s Code Commission 


On April 1, 1921071 Reno ned at the suggestion of the Vir- 
ginia League of Women Voters, a Children’s “Code Commission. 
This commission was charged with the duty of studying and re- 
vising the laws of Virginia, in so far as they relate to the welfare 
of children, and to recommend to the General Assembly such 
changes in, and additions to, the existing laws as the commission 
might deem expedient, basing their recommendations upon a study 
of actual conditions and upon a comparison of the laws of Vir- 
ginia with those of other States. During the past few years, at 
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least seventeen States have had the benefit of the work of a Chil- 
dren’s Code Commission, and it is said that the results obtained 
have been very satisfactory. 

The personnel of the commission is as follows: Judge J. Hoge 
Ricks, of the juvenile and domestic relations court of Richmond, 
chairman; Dr. Mary Evelyn Brydon, director, bureau child wel- 
fare, State Board of Health, Richmond, vice-chairman; Mrs. Louis 
Brownlow, chairman, child welfare committee, Virginia League of 
Women Voters, Petersburg; Judge Wm. W. Dey, of the juvenile 
and domestic relations court of Norfolk; Miss Nora Houston, leg- 
islative chairman, Virginia League of Women Voters, Richmond; 
Mrs. W. W. King, executive secretary, Community Welfare 
League, Staunton; Dr. Lawrence T. Royster, Norfolk, and C. H. 
Morrissett, Director of the State Legislative Reference Bureau, 
Richmond, secretary. The late Honorable John W. Stephenson 
was also appointed to the commission, who was succeeded by Hon. 
Franklin Williams, Jr. : 


After diligent work the commission has made its report to me, 
and I am transmitting this report to the General Assembly with 
the recommendation that the report of the commission be consid- 
ered by the General Assembly in connection with child welfare 
legislation. 


Promotion of the Welfare and Hygiene of Maternity and Infancy 


Fhe Congress of the United States, by an act approved No- 
vember 23, 1921, has authorized appropriations to provide for the 
promotion of the welfare and hygiene of maternity and infancy. 
The act requires the co-operation of the States, first, by assenting 
to its provisions, and, second, by meeting the Federal appropri- 
ations to a certain extent. Pending the convening of the General 
Assembly and in pursuance of the act, I have accepted its provi- 
sions for a period which expires six months after the close of this 
session of the General Assembly. Upon acceptance there became 
available to Virginia, for the Federal fiscal year ending June 30, 
1922, $30,574, $10,000 of which is given outright and the residue 
conditioned upon being matched dollar for dollar by the State. 
For the succeeding five years there is available to the State a total 
of $25,574 annually, $5,000 given outright and $20,574 if matched 
by State appropriations. Of course, my acceptance of the act went 
no further than to safeguard the rights of the State pending the 
meeting of the General Assembly and the future policy of the State 
must be declared by the Assembly. , 

T recommend that an act be passed accepting the provisions of 
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the Federal act, and that such sums be appropriated to meet the 
Federal aid as can be well and judiciously spent by the child wel- 
fare bureau of the State Board of Health. 


Commission on the Blind 


At its session of 1920 the General Assembly very wisely pro- 
vided for the appointment of a commission to make a thorough 
study of existing laws concerning the blind; to ascertain the num- 
ber of adult and infant blind in the State, so far as practicable: 
to consider the present provision made for their educational and 
vocational training and assistance, and to make suitable recommen- 
dations to the General Assembly. 

In conformity with the act the commission has made a com- 
prelynsive study of the question and has filed an able and inter- 
esting report, and I bespeak for it your most earnest consideration. 
The blind and deaf of Virginia appeal to our tenderest emotions 
and should have every opportunity to improve their condition, that 
the State can provide. 


Feeble-Minded | 


There are two colonies for the feeble-minded in Virginia, one 
for white people, which is situated near Lynchburg, Virginia, in 
Amherst county, and the other for colored people, which is oper- 
ated in connection with the Central State Hospital, Petersburg, 
Va. The State Colony for Epileptics and the Feeble-Minded near 
Lynchburg has about 650 patients, and is taxed beyond normal 
capacity, with a long list of applicants for admission. 

Investigation shows that there are hundreds of white and 
colored mental defectives and epileptics in the homes and alms- 
houses throughout the State requiring proper care, treatment and 
protection, and constituting an important menace to posterity. 
They are growing up without education and it is said they are 
drifting into pauperism, immorality and crime; they reproduce 
true to type and rapidly multiply. The problem presented by 
these people is growing constantly more serious and I am calling 
the attention of the General Assembly to the fact that in my opin- 
ion the question of the care of the feeble-minded in Virginia should 
receive its serious consideration. 

J am of the opinion that where-the care of feeble-minded and in- 
corrigible youth is concerned, colonies may readily be developed in 
cottage style with a cheap character of construction, such as wood, 
which will last at least a quarter of a century with small charge for 
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upkeep. This type of building will not involve a large capital 

outlay, will permit of more buildings built in groups for the same 

amount invested, and when they have to be replaced in the future 

Virginia will have so,developed in her population and taxable values 

that the matter of the amount of outlay will not be so serious to her 
then as it is now. 


State Self-Insurance 


The insurance committee of the General Board of Directors 
of the Insane Asylums and the State Colony for Epileptics and 
Feeble-Minded recently adopted and forw arded to me the fol- 
lowing resolution: 


“That Honorable Westmoreland Davis, Governor, request 
the General Assembly at its next session to appropriate an 
insurance fund to take care of any losses that should be sus- 
tained by fire at the Insane Hospitals and the Colony for the 
Epileptics and -Feeble-Minded: $100,000 1922-1923, $50,000 
1923-1924.” 


These amounts to operate as a fund to pay possible losses in 
case of fire during the period when the General Assembly is not 
in session. 

Ww 


This general board, because of small losses over a long period 
of years, carried their own insurance upon institutional buildings, 
pooling as an insurance fund for their protection the premiums 
provided for insurance. This was done with my approval. 


My attention was called to the inadvisability of this pooling 
of the insurance premiums, belonging to the various institutions 
involved, by the State Auditing Committee, who said: 


“Tt has come to our notice that the larger part of the in- 
surance carried on State hospitals has been discontinued and 
that other public institutions in the State have had under con- 
sideration the same course of action. We call the attention of 
the Governor to this and recommend that the normal amount of 
insurance be taken out and carried on all property of State 
institutions until the General Assembly shall make proper 
provision for carrying its own insurance; and we call attention 
to the fact that the General Assembly has provided sums for 
this specific purpose and these appropriations should be so 
used.” 
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The recommendation of the State Auditing Committee has 
been complied with and the amounts contributed to the self-in- 
surance pool have been returned to the institutions, and insurance 
effected. There was a small fire loss at the State Colony for Epi- 
leptics and the Feeble-Minded during the period of self-insurance 
but this was far more than compensated for by the saving made 
bv the other institutions. | 

The suggestion of the General Board of Directors is now pre- 
sented to the General Assembly in compliance with the resolution 
that I have quoted above. 

. The General Assembly should determine whether it will adopt 
a plan of self-insurance or whether it will purchase insurance, in 
which latter case the amount of insurance carried should be largely 
increased so as to afford adequate protection to the State in case 
of loss. | 


Virginia State, Municipal and County Bonds 


Virginia bonds and those of its municipalities and counties 
are not now legal investments by trustees, savings banks and simi- 
lar funds under the laws of the State of New York, because of 
questions that arose in connection with the settlement of the Vir- 
ginia debt. The exclusion of these Virginia securities from the 
highest investment class lessens their value. 

Other States similarly situated are asking that Virginia join in 
securing the removal by New York of this disability, and I am 
requesting that the General Assembly take such action as may be 
by them deemed fit and proper in the circumstances to secure the 
desired result. | | 


State Office Building 


At the last session of the General Assembly I submitted a com- 
munication relative to the need for a State office building at Rich- 
mond. This communication, which contains carefully prepared 
statistics, was printed as Senate Document No. 10, to which I 
now refer. In it I used the following language: 


“Tt had been my desire and hope to be able to include a re- 
quest for a suitable appropriation for a State office building in 
the budget submitted to your honorable body on January 14, 
1920, but I found, in view of the high cost of labor and build- 
ing materials, that the available revenues of the State. as re- 
ported to me at that time by the Auditor of Public Accounts. 
would not justify the inclusion of such an item in the budget 
for the ensuing biennium.” 
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Many of the State offices are housed in different parts of the 
city at great inconvenience to the public and expense to the State. 
The leases that were made by me were had at reasonable rentals 
for the longest period that they could be secured but they will » 
soon.be expiring and I fear if they are renewed much higher 
rentals will be demanded. 


The price of all materials and labor, which has hitherto for- 
bidden consideration of a building program, are now declining and 
I am of opinion that the time has come when serious consideration 
should be given by the General Assembly to the erection of an 
office building. 


Virginia National Guard 


The State of Virginia has, since the Armistice and the return 
to civilian hfe of the army mobilized in the world war, mustered 
the Virginia National Guard into the service. During 1920-1921: 


2 Regiments of infantry, 

1 Brigade of infantry, 

1 Provisional regiment coast artillery, 
1 Battalion field artillery, 


with following units remaining as separate organizations: 


Ww 


1 Tank company, 
1 Hospital company, 
1 Company coast artillery. 


The formation of the brigade, regimental and separate bat- 
talion organizations required the selection and appointment of ex- 
perienced and trained officers for the field and staff of these or- 
ganizations. 


It is estimated there are now enrolled in the Virginia National 
Guard 3,100 officers and enlisted men, as follows:

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Service in aid of the civil authorities has been rendered a num- 
ber of times since January of last year and troops have also been 
held upon occasion for immediate service where trouble was 
threatened. | 

I wish to record my appreciation of the splendid spirit which 
has been shown by our young men in joining the National Guard 
in response to the needs of the State at this time. We now have a 
most effective force of highly trained soldiers. In the selection 
of officers ninety (90) per cent of whom were world war veterans, 
who served as officers in the United States forces, I have appointed 
those whose military records made them available for distinguished 
service, and who are of the very best type of Virginia soldiers. Ap- 
proximately one-third of the enlisted men have had a number of 
vears military training: both in the State and in the Federal 
service. 

The military establishment of Virginia is now made up of 
splendid men thoroughly equipped, and is one of which we may be - 
justly proud. 


World War | Veterans. 


By legislative act of 1920 a Memorial Commission was created 
which, with the State Library Board and the Art Commission, js 
authorized to erect a library building and auditorium as a me- 
morial to the soldiers, sailors, marines and women, who served in 
the World War. The erection of this memorial building is depen- 
dent upon the continuing appropriations by the legislature. The 
idea of a memorial appeals to all who would not forget the deeds 
and sacrifices made by our soldiers of the great war who vahant in 
battle have been none the less magnificent in addressing them- 
selves to the problems of peace. 

Aided by a liberal State appropriation, these soldiers have or- 
ganized for patriotic purposes the American Legion in Vir- 
ginia, and their devotion to God and loyalty to government will 
prove a progressive, moral and economic force in peace. and 
should they be called upon for service—a tower of strength to the 
Sommonwealth. 

The soldiers, sailors, marines and women who served us in the 
World War—our heroes—have our love and affection and deserve 
well of the State and nation. 


@Gonfederate Veterans 


In these days when we are paying homage to the deeds and 
sacrifices made by the soldiers of the World War, we should not 
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forget the debt of gratitude that we owe to the veterans of the 
Civil War. The men who followed Lee and Jackson and the stars 
and bars‘have a fixed place in the hearts of all true Virginians. 
One by one they are passing away and a grateful people should pay 
them tribute not only by immortalizing their names, but by caring 
for their needs in their old age. 

I recommend an increased pension for Confederate veterans. 


Women. 


Since the meeting of the last General Assembly women have 
been admitted to citizenship and we heartily welcome them to a 
copartnership in the administration of governmental affairs. They 
have brought to our public life a new and better atmosphere, and 
while there is no fear that they will neglect their duties as wives 
and mothers, they will continue to take a view of public activities 
devoid of selfish interest, and create for us higher ideals of the 
duties of citizenship. 

From the beginning of my administration I have had in mind 
the great good that would be accomplished by them in relation 
to publi effort and have appointed many of them to positions of 
importance and public trust. Women are serving by my appoint- 
ment upon the boards of State educational and corrective institu- 
tions with credit to themselves, and great benefit to the Common- 
evealth. 

The existing laws in Virginia should be so amended as to give 
to men and women the same opportunity of rendering as citizens 
public service. 


War History Commission 


Creditable, even glorious, as has been Virginia’s contribution to 
every period of our country’s history, it has been lamentable that 
so little attention has been given to keeping the record of achieve- 
ment. Being unwilling that our State should continue to disre- 
gard its duty to itself and its future citizens and ignore the splen- 
did part played by Virginia 1 in the Great War, I appointed between 
terms of the General Assembly a War History Commission in the 
membership of which are included some of the leading men of the 
State. Subsequently this commission was confirmed by statute. 

Starting its work within a few months after the signing of 
the Armistice, it has collected a mass of invaluable source material 
to be used by it in the preparation of its history volumes and to be 
for all time available for future historians. The commissioners 
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for the State and for the localities serve without compensation. 
They are entitled to gratitude for their services and to commen- 
dation for their successful efforts. I feel sure that the General 
Assembly will concur in these sentiments. 


Prohibition 


In my message to the General Assembly, 1920, I pointed out 
that prohibition had become a fixed policy of State and nation, 
and in my last budget message, and in my addregs before the Gen- 
eral Assembly January 14, 1920, I said: “The supervision of the 
enforcement of the prohibition iene in Virginia should be that of 
the Attorney General, as .is done successfully in many other pro- 
hibition States.” This recommendation was then made in aid of 
law enforcement, as the existence of a separate prohibition depart- 
ment must tend to relieve other law enforcement officers of the 
responsibility for enforcement of the prohibition law. The law 
enacted in 1920 abolished the prohibition department, but did not 
transfer it to the Attorney General, as recommended by me. I 
approved the law because it does not take effect until September 
1922, this session of the General Assembly intervening, at which 
of course adequate provision for prohibition law enforcement 
should be made. A reduced appropriation was recommended by 
me because I felt that the Federal government, that taxes without 
limit, and appropriates without criticism, would, as it hitherto has 
been accustomed to do, rigidly enforce the National law and that a 
large special State force, in addition to our regular law enforcing 
officers, would not be necessary when supplemented by a large and 
efficient Federal force specially charged with the enforcement of 
the Federal prohibition law. The F ederal government so far has 

failed effectively to enforce prohibition, and I am recommending 

for the Prohibition Department the amount requested by it pro 
rata for the period of its statutory existence. The Prohibition 
Department disregarding its formidable agency, the ouster law, 
has been utilized primarily as a State police agency, when from the 
reading of the act it may be readily seen that it was intended as a 
supervisory agency. It was intended to make the regular law 
enforcement agencies function, and upon their failure so to do the 
ouster law should have been used wherever necessary to displace 
law-enforcement officials, unwilling to function. 

Whatsoever the cost we must have the laws of the land en- 
forced. A failure to do this is a surrender of order to disorder. 
and is productive of chaotic conditions in the administration of 
law and justice. The laws are enforced in Virginia as well as 
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they are enforced in other States, but that is not enough. The 
existence of statutes, and the imposing of jail terms do not alone 
mean law enforcement; there must be a healthy public opinion 
demanding it. Men and women are easily influenced by “leader- 
ship” and until education develops us fully we are essentially 
emotional, and given to mass action. We are all alike affected by 
example rather than by precept, especially is this the case with 
our youth—the hope of the country. As has been happily said by 
a distinguished authority upon prohibition law enforcement at 
the meeting of the National Law Enforcement Convention held 
at Washington, D. C., December 6, 1921: “We must legislate and 
prosecute, and drastically punish, but principally we must edu- 
cate, and practice what we preach.” It is therefore the duty of 
every citizen to aid in prohibition law enforcement. It should 
not be said—and it has been truthfully said—that as long as 
the “high brows” violate the prohibition law by buying and stor- 
ing hquor the “low brows” will furnish it. I am not giving a 
moral lecture, I am endeavoring to save Virginia from an impend- 
ing degeneracy caused by hypocrisy and law evasion. 

Temperance or total abstinence has been lost sight of by many 
in the mad lust of power, and the doctrine of law violation is 
openly tolerated if one votes as political propagandists dictate. 
Those who openly and habitually violate the law should not be 
chosen as law makers or law enforcement officers... TY am making 
an appeal for law enforcement lest the very foundation of our 
civilization be shaken by an accepted disregard of law. 

Years ago the practice of dueling was prevalent in Virginia 
until our Constitution proscribed it. The inhibition against the 
liquor traffic has become so important that it has been made a 
part of the organic law of the United States. As a reward for 
temperance, as a punishment for liquor law violators, as an example 
for our youth, as an evidence to the world of our good faith, and 
earnest desire to be governed by sober, law abiding officials, 
rather than by those who would defy public sentiment, and violate 
the laws that they are sworn to obey and enforce, I recommend 
that this session of the General Assembly propose an amendment 
to the Constitution requiring every person elected or appointed 
to office in Virginia to take an oath upon qualifying for office 
that he has not since the proposed amendment became operative 
knowingly violated any provision of the laws of Virginia or of the 
United States relating to intoxicating liquors, and that he will not 
knowingly violate the same during his term of office. This provision 
would not be retroactive and would give time for the mending of 
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ways. Those who seek places of public trust in Virginia are as a 
rule law abiding, and these will welcome the test ; we should not con- 
cern ourselves with those who wilfully disobey the laws. Law 
abiding officers secured by this amendment will cheerfully enforce 
the law, and the proposed amendment will keep law violators out 
of office; we shall then have heart service rather than lip service, 
and we shall hear no more of those who are “politically dry,” but 
“personally wet,” and Virginia will be a prohibition State in fact 
as well as in name. | 

I renew my recommendation that “the supervision of the en- 
forcement of the prohibition law in Virginia should be that of 
the Attorney General, as is done successfully in many other prohi- 
bition States,” and that he receive a full and adequate appropria- 
tion for that important work. 


In Conclusion 


We are meeting today for the last time for the consideration 
of the public business. I look back upon four happy years of ser- 
vice and wish again to express my gratitude to the people of this 
Commonwealth for the honor they have done me in elevating me 
to the position of Governor of Virginia. : 

Happily in Virginia men come and go, but she goes on for- 
ever, great in the development of her vast resources, her man- 
hood and womanhood; with her honor unsullied; alive to her 
traditions, and certain of her wonderful destiny. 

I have constantly had before me my pre-election pledges and 
I have fulfilled each promise made. 

In the years to come when history is written the highest claim 
that can be made for my administration—that which would best 
bring me joy—is that as T have been trusted by the people of Vir- 
ginia, so “I have kept the faith.”

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Report | 
of the 


Commission on the Blind 


To the Governor and Members of the General Assembly of Virginia: 


The following report and accompanying recommendations are submitted 
in compliance with an act of the General Assembly, approved March 25, 1920, 
Acts of Assembly 1920, page 816, reading as follows: 


1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Virginia, that a com- 
mission consisting of one member of the House of Delegates, to be named 
by the Speaker, one member of the Senate, to be named by the President, 
and one person who shall be a blind person, and who shall be familiar 
with the work among the blind of the State, to be named by the Governor, 
be created. 


2. The said commission shall make a thorough study of existing laws 
concerning the blind, the number of adult and infant blind in the State, so 
far as practicable, the present provision made for their educational and’ 
vocational training and assistance, and a comparison of such progressive 
systems of educational and vocational training and assistance to the blind 
as will enable said commission to make practical and suitable recommenda- 
tions to the members elect of the next General Assembly, and in its work 
said commission may employ expert and clerical help. The said commis- 
sion shall submit to the General Assembly at least sixty days before the 
convening thereof for its approval at its next session a report of its find- 
ings and recommendations. 


3. The members of said commission shall serve without compensa- 
tion, except that they shall receive their necessary traveling expenses. 


4. For the purpose of paying the necessary expenses of the Commis- 
sion aforesaid, and to carry the provision of this act into effect, the 
sum of twenty-five hundred dollars, or so much thereof as may be neces- 
sary, is hereby appropriated out of any monies in the treasury not other- 
wise appropriated, to be paid by the treasurer of Virginia on the warrants 
of the auditor of public accounts, issued upon the vouchers of the chair- 
man of said commission, countersigned by its secretary. 
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Report and Findings of Commission 


Under authority of this act the Speaker of the House of Delegates ap- 
pointed Herbert J. Taylor, of Staunton, as the House member; the Presi- 
dent of the Senate appointed Senator S. L. Ferguson, of Appomattox, as 
the member. from that body, and the Governor appointed Mr. L. L. Watts, 
of Staunton, as the third. member of the commission. The latter is the 
blind member provided for by the act. 


The commission held its organization meeting in Lynchburg on June 
10, 1920, at which time Mr. Taylor was elected chairman and Mr. Watts was 
elected secretary. The first annual convention of the Virginia Association 
of Workers for the Blind was in session in that city, and the members of. 
the commission had a fine opportunity to meet experienced and well known 
workers for the blind, and to hear discussed the many complex questions 
facing the blind. Addresses were made by Mr. Edward M. Van Cleve, 
superintendent of the New York City Institute for the Education of the 
Blind; Professor H. R. Latimer, President of the American Association of 
Workers for the Blind, and Mr. Charies F. F. Campbell, director of the 
Red Cross Institute for the Blind, Baltimore, Md. The last named institu- 
tion is that in which the United State government is educating its blind 
soldiers. All of these gentlemen have had extended and successful ex- 
perience in dealing with the problems of the blind, and the members of the 
commission were helped both by their addresses and by conferences with 
them. The commission also met there a number of the representative blind 
men and women of the State who made valuable suggstions concerning the 
work. : 


The act provided for the taking of a census of the blind of the State, 
and the commission found itself at the outset confronted with the fact 
that the appropriation made for its work was entirely inadequate to en- 
able it to take a complete census. In view of this situation, it was de- 
termined to follow the plan adopted by the temporary commissions of New 
York and Ohio under similar conditions, and to take a census of certain 
counties and cities as typical of all. These counties and cities were chosen 
with reference to population, location, climatic conditions and general 
healthfulness. 


d For the field work in taking the census the commission secured the 
services of John B. Cunningham as field secretary. He is a young blind 
man, a former pupil of the School for the Deaf and Blind in Staunton, 
and a recent graduate of Hampden-Sidney College. He set about his work 
vigorously and intelligently, and proved a most efficient man for the work. 
He was supplied with a questionaire of a most comprehensive character, 
prepared by the secretary of the commission, designed to show the age, 
color, mental and physical condition of the blind, both infant and’ adult, 
cause of blindness, and such other facts as might be useful as a basis for 
* recommendations by the commission. He took the census in the counties of 
Appomattox, Augusta and Staunton, Clarke, Fairfax, Henry, Louisa, Meck- 
lenburg, Russell, Spotsylvania and Fredericksburg, Wythe, and the cities . 
of Lynchburg, Norfolk, Richmond and Roanoke. 
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The number of. blind in said counties and cities, the whole population, 
and the number of blind per thousand, with an approximate estimate of 
the number of blind in the State is shown in the following statements:

An examination of the questionaires discloses the fact that there are 
64 between the ages of 1 and 20 (that is of school age), 118 from 20 to 
40, 155 from 40 to 60, and 242 beyond the age of 60 years. Of the number 
listed 165 under the age of sixty vears are unemployed. These, of course, 
are consumers and not ‘producers, as they should be. Of those beyond the 
age of sixty fifty-seven are in alms houses. There are twenty-seven beg- 
gars in the list of the blind enumerated, of which twenty-two are colored. 
Five of the beggars have attended school. Twenty-eight of those of school 
age are not in school. Twenty-one persons give their occupation as farm- 
ing, fourteen as salesmen, nine as mattress makers, seven as piano tuners, 
five as teachers, six as religious workers, eight as laborers, two editors, 
two contractors, one stenographer, one telephone op-rator, ete. 


Some of the blind persons listed‘ are succes~ful in business, but the 
earnings of the majority are small, and some who are employed do not 
earn enough for their support. Something over sixty have incomes, but 
more than sixty per cent. of these are almost too small to be dignified with

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name of income. It also appears that if all those of school age who have 
sufficient mentality should apply for admission to the School it would be 
impossible, with present accommodations, to receive them. The School for 
the Deaf and Blind at Staunton is now crowded beyond comfort and the 
commission is informed that the school register shows nearly one hun- 
dred deaf children on the waiting list and about one-half as many blind. 


In order to see in person what is being done for the blind in other 
states, the commission visited a number of industrial establishments for 
the adult blind and some schools for the young blind. In November 1920 . 
we visited the Maryland Work Shop for Adult Blind Men and Women, the 
Maryland Szhool for Blind Children, located in Baltimore, the Pennsylvania 
Institution for Instruction of the Blind, Overbrook, Pa., the Industrial Home 
for Blind Men, Philadelphia, the New York City Institute for the Education 
of the Blind, the New York Commission for the Blind, the Light House (an 
industrial establishment for adult blind men and women), the Boen Work 
Snop, the New York City Library for the Blind, and the Matilda Ziegler 
Magazine for the Blind. On the same trip we also visited three industrial 
plants in Brooklyn New York, and in New Jersey we visited the Crocker- 
Wheeler Electric Plant and the New Jersey Commission for the Blind at 
Jersey City. 

It would have been impossible to have covered so much ground in the 
limited time at the disposal of the commission, had it not been for the 
hospitality, kindness and courtesy extended to its members by Mr. Burritt, 
superintendent of the Pennsylvania Institution for the Instruction of the 
Blind, and by Mr. Edward M. Van Cleve, superintendent of the New York 
City Institute for the Education of the Blind. Both of these gentlemen 
devoted their entire time to aiding the commission in its work while visit- 
ing the institutions in and adjacent to their cities, while inspecting them, 
and the members of the commission feel deeply grateful to them. 


The next inspection trip, lasting from June 15 to June pe a he 
clusive, was made by the secretary of the commission, and covered certain 
of the middle western states, chiefly Ohio and Iowa. At the Iowa College 
for the blind, Vinton, Iowa, he attended the convention of the American 
Association of Workers for the Blind. At this convention were gathered 
the most prominent workers for and among the blind from every state in 
the Union, and from Canada. The convention lasted a week, and Mr. Watts 
had ample opportunity to meet the delegates, and get first hand informa- 
tion as to what is being done elsewhere, ‘and what plans are proving suc- 
cessful. 


The commission finds, as a result of its investigations, that all of the 
states of the Union have made some provision for the education of the 
blind children, either in State Schools for the blind, or in neghboring State 
Schools. It also finds that the effort to educate deaf and blind children 
in the same institution is being rapidly abandoned. ‘There are only nine 
of these (so-called Dual schools), now’in the United States: It is the opinion 
of those who have studied the matter that, there is nothing in common 
between these two classes of persons, and their enforced association tends 
merely to arouse antagonisms among them and to work to their mutual

disadvantage. Several of the Dual schools still in existence are taking 
steps looking to the total separation of the deaf and the blind. 


It appears that in Virginia, as elsewhere, only about twelve per cent. 
of the blind population are of school age, that is, under twenty-one years 
of age. A great majority of the blind of the state are beyond school age, 
and no attempt has been made by the State to aid them. 


Over two-thirds of the states of the Union have made some provision 
for the adult blind, such as industrial shops, work and training in homes, 
and the like; and fifteen states have permanent Commissions charged with 
the aid and supervision of the adult blind. One of the most progressive 
Commissions is that of the State of Ohio. During the past two years it 
handled articles made by the adult blind to the value of two hundred thou- 
sand dollars. 


Present State Laws Affecting the Blind 


The act of March 25, 1920, directs the commission to report on exist- 
ing laws of the State concerning the Blind. 


While the adult blind constitute four-fifths, or more, of the blind popu- 
lation of the State, there seems to have been no legislation affecting them, 
except the right to receive aid from judges of election in preparing their 
ballots in election, which of course is a mere incident of their physical 
disability. 

Consideration has been given to the interest of the infant blind for 
many years, and as far back as the year 1839 the present School for the 
Deaf and Blind was established at Staunton under the name of the Deaf, 
Dufhb and Blind Institution, under which name the School was successfully 
conducted until a comparatively recent time, when the name was changed to 
the Virginia School for the Deaf and the Blind. Provision was made for 
the appointment of a Board of Visitors, one of whom should be President, 
and for the appointment of a Secretary. The Board was charged with the 
“erection, preservation and repair” of buildings, and authorized to “direct 
and do, or cause to be done by officers, professors and agents appointed by 
them, all things necessary or expedient for promoting the objects of the In- 
stitution not inconsistent with the law.” 


It was also provided that “there shall be in said Institution one school 
for the education of deaf mutes, and another for the education of the blind.’ 

It is to be borne in mind that. this is a school, and receives deaf and 
blind persons only of*school age. 


In the year 1908 a school was established for colored deaf and blind: 
children at Newport News, and is known as the Virginia State School for 
Colored Deaf and Blind Children. A Board of Visitors, consisting of five 
persons, has the direction of its affairs, and the Act creating it provides 
for the maintenance of separate schools for the deaf and the blind in the 
institution. 3 


For a number of years there has been a requirement that the school 
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authoritites of the State, in the taking of the school census every five 
years, shall take a separate census of deaf and blind children of schoo! 
age, that is between the ages of seven and twenty years. 


It thus appears that this State was one of the pioneers in the move- 
ment to educate blind children; but it continues to educate both the deaf 
and the blind in the same institution, when it is held almost unanimously 
by those who have made a study of the subject that the deaf and the blind 
children should be educated in separate and independent institutions. 


In the year 1918 the General Assembly passed an Act, approved March 
27, 1918, designed to prevent blindness among infants from opthalmia 
neonatorum, and making an annual appropriation of Twenty-Five Hundred 
Dollars for the permanent maintenance of this work under the supervision 
of the State Board of Health. 


No provision has been made by the State for the education or voca- 
tional training of the adult blind, nor have any steps been taken towards 
the establishment of any workshops for their employment. It appears to 
the commission that our State has long acted on the assumption that in 
furnishing schools for the blind of school age it is performing its full 
duty to the blind citizenship of the Commonwealth, when as a matter of 
fact the blind of school age form a relatively small part of the blind popu- 
lation. The State has never, and is not now, doing anything for its adult 
blind. 


Recommendations: 

The Commission recommends that: 2 

1. A Permanent Commission for the blind, consisting of five members 
appointed by the Governor, subject to confirmation by the Senate, be cre- 
ated. Said Commission to be charged with the duty of preparing and main- 
taining a complete register of the blind persons of the State, of collecting 
information concerning their condition, of recommending to the General 
Assembly methods of relief; of adopting measures for the prevention and 
cure of blindness; of acting as a bureau of information for the purpose 
of securing employment for the blind; of establishing, if practicable, shops 
and workrooms for the employment of blind persons capable of useful 
labor; of. co-ordinating the different’ agencies working for the welfare of 
the blind; and of seeking by all methods, not inconsistent with the Act 
creating it, to ameliorate the condition of the blind of the State. 


2. That there be a separation of the deaf and blind in-the Virginia 
School for the Deaf and Blind at Staunton, and that a separate school for 
the blind be established elsewhere with its own Superintendent and Faculty. 

3. That the educational work of both the School for the Deaf and the 
School for the Blind be placed under the supervision of the State Board 
of Education.

Resolutions Adopted by the Virginia Association of Workers for the 
Blind in Convention Assembled: 


1. Resolved: That the work for the blind in Virginia should be co- 
ordinated under a single permanent commission who should have general 
direction of the work of prevention of blindness, industrial rehabilitation, 
placement, home teaching, etc. 


2s WHEREAS, The Virginia School for the Deaf and Blind at Staunton 
is at present crowded almost to capacity in attempting to care for the 
instruction of both the Deaf and the Blind, and Whereas, recent investiga- 
tions have shown that the number of children in the State of the two 
classes who are not receiving an education is probably as great as those 
who are now in attendance at the school, and Whereas, the methods of 
instruction of the two groups are so radically different as to require sepa- 
rate groups of teachers, and complete duplication of class rooms, study 
halls, text books, and apparatus, involving indeed the maintenance of the 
separate schools within the same institution, Therefore be it resolved, that 
we are convinced that the interest of both classes will be promoted by 
complete separation of the schools.

The General Assembly of Virginia, by act approved March 20, 1920, 
made it the duty of each Commissioner of the Revenue: 


“To enumerate the living veterans of the Confederate army and navy 
in his county or city (or in those counties having more than one 
commissioner of the revenue, of their respective districts) obtaining 
their names, ages, post office addresses, and the value of their 
real and personal property and annual income.” 


The enumeration required by this act has been made and _ reported to 
the Auditor of Public Accounts. 


I have the honor to transmit to the Senate of Virginia a tabulated 
statement by counties and cities showing the number of living veterans 
of the Confederate army and navy between the ages of seventy and eighty, 
eighty and ninety, and over ninety years old, also the value of real estate 
and personal property owned and the income received. 


These reports are on record in the office of the Auditor of Public Accounts 
and for such disposition as the General Assembly will indicate shall be made 
of them.

Report of Committee for the Promotion of Uniformity of 
Legislation in the United States 


To His Excellency, WESTMORELAND DAVIS, 
Governor, 
and The Honorable Members of the General Assembly of Virginia: 


The National Conference of Commissioners on Uniform State Laws 
had its origin as a consequence of the fact that growth of trade and inter- 
change of commerce among the States demands uniformity of State legis- 
lation, for no business can comfortably expand when obstructed by end- 
less conflicts of rights and remedies. There is only one alternative: If 
the States do not provide common channels for the flow of interstate 
commerce, not only the matter of transportation but every other matter 
involved must be regulated by Congress, and thus the functions of our 
State legislatures will be rapidly curtailed and eventually lost. It is no 
exaggeration therefore to say that the National Conference of Commission- 
ers on Uniform State Laws is a bulwark for the preservation of State rights. 


The national character of the conference is indicated by the fact that 
its meetings have been held in the States of New York, Wisconsin, Michi- 
gan, Ohio, Colorado, Virginia, Missouri, Rhode Island, Minnesota, Maine, 
Washington, Tennessee, Massachusetts, Utah, and Illinois; also in the 
city of Washington, and once in Montreal, Canada. Its organization, pur- 
poses, and methods of work have been officially set forth as follows: 


The National Conference of Commissioners on Uniform State Laws is 
composed of commissioners appointed by legislative or executive authority 
from the States, the District of Columbia, the Territory of Alaska and 
the island possessions of the United States. The meetings of the National 
Conference have been regularly held immediately preceding the annual 
meeting of the American Bar Association on the dates and at the places 
above stated. 


The purpose of the organization, as its name imports, is to promote 
uniformity of legislation on subjects of common interest throughout the 
United States. The commissioners are selected from the legal profession, 
and serve without compensation or emoluments of any sort. Many of them 
have for years paid their own expenses, and all of them have rendered 
unstinting services for the public welfare. There is nothing of a personal 
or private nature about any of the aims or objects of the National Con- 
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ference. Proposed acts are carefully drawn by a@ special committee of 
trained lawyers, assisted by experts in many instances, and are printed, 
distributed, and discussed in the National Conference at more than one 
annual session. When finally approved by the Conference the Uniform 
Acts are recommended for general enactment throughout the jurisdictions 
of the United States and arc submitted to the American Bar Association 
for its approval. Each uniform act is thus the fruit of more than one 
tentative draft submitted to the criticism, correction and amendation of 
the commissioners, and represents the experience and the judgment of a 
select body of lawyers chosen from every part of the United States. 


The first meeting of the conference was held in August, 1892, the 
second in November, 1892, and since then annual meetings have been held 
usually in August. The last meeting was held in Cincinnati, August 24 to 
30, 1921, inclusive, thus affording six working days for the discussion and 
consideration of pending measures. 

Since 1898, Virginia has been represented in the National Conference 
by commissioners appointed by the Governor under legislative authority. 
(Acts 1897-8, p. 947; Acts 1899-1900, p. 1001; Acts 1902-3-4, p. 100; Code 
191953 $322.) 


An uniform act for the appointment of commissioners, printed as an 
appendix to this report, has been put forth by the conference and we ask 
for its adoption in Virginia by the General Assembly. 


We also ask that the Senate and House of Delegates shall each add to 
their standing committees a Committee on Uniform State Laws, to con- 
sist of not less than seven nor more than eleven members, to which shall 
be referred all bills concerning uniform State laws. 

The National Conference is now recommending thirty-three uniform 
acts, of which: 

The Uniform Negotiable Instruments Act of 1896 has been adopted in 
fifty-one jurisdictions, including every state in the Union, except Georgia, 
and also Alaska, Hawaii, District of Columbia and Philippine Islands. 

The Uniform Warehouse Receipts Act of 1906 has been adopted in 
forty-six jurisdictions, including Virginia, Alaska, District of Columbia, 
Phillippine Islands and Porto Rico. 


The Uniform Sales Act of 1906 has been adopted in twenty-seven juris- 
dictions, including Alaska. 


The Uniform Bills of Lading of 1909 has been adopted in twenty- 
four jurisdictions, including Alaska. 

The Uniform Stock Transfer Act of 1909 has been adopted in fifteen 
jurisdictions, including Alaska. 

The Uniform Partnership Act of 1915 has been adopted in fourteen 
jurisdictions, including Virginia and Alaska. 

The Uniform Limited Partnership Act of 1916 has been adopted in 
twelve jurisdictions, including Virginia and Alaska. 

The Uniform Fraudulent Conveyance Act of 1918 has been adopted 
in seven jurisdictions. 

The Uniform Conditional Sales Act of 1918 has been adopted in seven 
jurisdictions. 

These are known as the uniform commercial acts, of which Virginia 
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has only adopted four, as shown above, namely the Uniform Negotiable 
Instruments Act, the Uniform Warehouse Receipts Act, the Uniform Part- 
nership Act and the Uniform Limited Partnership Act. We recommend 
that the General Assembly of 1922 shall place Virginia in line with the 
great progressive States with which she has commercial dealings by adopt- 
ing the rest of these uniform commercial acts. 


In this connection, Virginia should be credited with the honor of having 
led the States in the adoption of the Uniform Land Registration Act which 
was enacted by the legislature of 1916. (Acts of 1916, p. 70.) More than 
one million dollors worth of real estate has been registered in the city of 
Richmond, but the full operation of the act has been impeded by the lack 
of a special court of land registration such as was contemplated by section 
100 of the Constitution. This section is as follows: 


Sec. 100. The General Assembly shall have power to establish 
such court or courts of land registration as it may deem proper 
for the administration of any law it may adopt for the purpose of 
the settlement, registration, transfer or assurance of titles to land in 
the State or any part thereof.” 


The heavy tax laid on Virginia by the perpetuation of its antiquated 
system of titles by record with ever--increasing charges for current ex- 


aminations of title for every transaction with lands may be conceived from 
the following figures showing what it cost the citizens of Richmond to 
maintain the old system within the city limits only in the year 1920. Trans- 
fers of real estate in Richmond in 1920, not including South Richmond, 
aggregated $35,957,305.00 in value, and the average value of each transfer 
was $8,025.50. Thus there were 4,480 transfers recorded in the Chancery 
Court of the City of Richmond exclusive of those recorded for South Rich- 
mond in Court Part II. The fee for examining a title valued at $8,000.00° 
was $42.50, and therefore the citizens of Richmond paid examiners of 
titles $190,400.00 in 1920 in actual transactions in real estate on the north 
side of James River, besides the heavy cost of recording long deeds. If 
these titles had been registered under the Uniform Registration Act the 
whole of this enormous tax would have been saved. These figures give an 
idea of what it costs the whole State to maintain the record system, and 
it seems time that the registration system should be given a fair chance. 
To this end we recommend the establishment by the legislature of a land 
registration court with jurisdiction over the city of Richmond, the coun- 
ties of Henrico, Hanover, Goochland, Chesterfield, and such others as may 
be desirous of being included. This should be the first land registration 
court to be followed by such others as the legislature may hereafter deem 
proper. 

And here it should also be noted as an indication of the increasing 
recognition of the value of the work being done by the National Conference, 
that in 1919 no less than 39 uniform acts were adopted by the States, 
including Porto Rico, while in 1921, there were 24 adoptions as follows: 

Arizona—Warehouse Receipts Act; Bills of Lading Act; Foreign 
Depositions Act; Proof of Statues Act. 

Indiana—Warehouse Receipts Act. 
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Michigan—Proof of Statues Act; Foreign Depositions Act. 
Minnesota—Partnership Act; Fraudulent Conveyances. 
Nebraska—Sales Act. 

Nevada—Foreign Depositions Act; Proof of Statues Act. 


Pennsylwania—Proof of Statutes Act; Foreign Depositions Act; Fraud- 
ulent Conveyance Act. 


South Dakota—Sales Act; Stock Transfer Act; Extradition Act; For- 
eign Depositions Act. 


Tennessee—Foreign Acknowledgements Act. 
Utah—Partnership Act; Limited Partnership Act. 
Vermont—Sales Act. 

West Virginia—Conditional Sales Act. 


The Virginia commissioners respectfully call attention to the inade- 
quate appropriations heretofore made by the General Assembly for the 
prosecution of the task assigned to them. They ask not one cent of pay 
for their services, which they gladly render as a free contribution to the 
Commonwealth and the profession to which they have dedicated their 
lives. But they respectfully suggest that it is not seemly for Virginia to 
place herself in the position of calling upon busy men to devote their time 
and talents to her service and to pay for the privilege of doing so. Yet this 
has been the case in this instance. For many years the commissioners 
have had to pay considerable sums to meet the expenses of their office. 
The past year furnishes an example which may be cited to illustrate the 
usual experience. Only two of the commissioners attended the Cincinnati 
Conference and their expenses during the year exceeded the total appro- 
priation for the year by $152.54. If three commissioners had gone to 
Cincinnati, the deficit would have been proportionately larger; and if the 
National Conference had been held in the far west, as it has been upon 
other occasions and probably will be in 1922, the deficit would have been 
still greater. 


In addition to this, the commissioners have felt the shame and con- 
‘fusion of appearing in the National Conference with only $50.00 from Vir- 
ginia for the necessary expenses of the conference to which some other 
States contribute as much as $500.00 annually. It is costly to print the 
proceedings of the annual conferences, to distribute its literature, and to 
preserve an organization for effective presentation of the uniform acts to 
the State legislatures; but a small annual contribution from each State 
would create a fund sufficient for all charges. 


We therefore ask that an annual appropriation of not less than six 
hundred dollars ($600.00) be made by the General: Assembly for the pro- 
motion of the uniform State laws, of which five hundred dollars ($500.00), 
or so much thereof may be actually expended by the commissioners for 
‘their traveling expenses each year in discharge of their duties shall 


be paid to them, for such expenses, and one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
shall be paid to them annually for the support of the National Conference. 


We regret to announce the death of our colleague, Hon. John W. 
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Stephenson, who represented Bath county with distinction for so many 
years in the House of Delegates.

UNIFORM STATE LAWS ACT 
A BILL 


Concerning the appointment of Commissioners on Uniform State Laws, the 
payment of their expenses, the support of the National Conference 
thereof, and to make uniform the law with reference thereto. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Virginia: 

See. 1 Appointment of Commissioners——The Governor shall apvoint 
ihree commissioners, each of whom shall be a member of the bar of this 
State, in good standing, who shall constitute and be known as the Com- 
mission on Uniform State Laws, and upon the death, resignation or refusal 
to serve of any of the commissioners so appointed, the Governor shall 
make an appointment to fill the vacancy so caused. 

See. 2. Terms of Office-—Each of the said commissioners shall hold 
office for a term of at least four years, and until his successor is duly 
appointed. . 

Sec. 3. No Compensation——No commissioner shall receive any com- 
pensation for his services. 

Sec. 4. Organization——The commissioners shall organize by the 
election of one of their number as chairman and another as secretary, 
who shall hold respective offices until their successors are elected and 
qualified. 

See. 5. Duties—It shall be the duty of each of said commissioners 
to attend the meetings of the National Conference of Commissioners on 
Uniform State Laws, or to arrange for the attendance of at least one of their 
number at such National Conferences and both in and out of such National 


Conference they shall do all in their power to promote uniformity in State 
laws, upon all subjects where uniformity may be deemed desirable and 
practicable; said commission shall report to the legislature at its next 
session, and from time to time thereafter as said commission may deem 
proper, an account of its transactions, and its advice and recommenda- 
tions for legislation. This report shall be printed by the State Printer 
for presentation to each legislature. It shall also be the duty of said com- 
mission to bring about,as far as practicable the uniform judicial interpre- 
tation of all uniform laws, and generally, to devise and recommend such 
additional legislation, or other or further course of action as shall tend to 
accomplish the purposes of this act. 

See. 6. Appropriation—The sum of four hundred and fifty ($450.00) 
dollars is hereby appropriated annually to be paid to the order of said 
commissioners for their actual disbursements in performing the duties of 
their office; and the sum of one hundred and fifty ($150.00) dollars to be 
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paid to the National Conference of Commissioners on Uniform State Laws 
for the purpose of futhering the enactment of Uniform State Laws in this 
and other states, territories and possessions of the United States; both 
sums to be paid annually out of any funds in the hands of the treasurer of 
this State not otherwise appropriated. 


Sec. 7. Title of Act—This act may be cited as the Uniform State 
Laws Act. 


Sec. 8. Former Acts Repealed.—All acts and parts of acts inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. 


Sec. 9 When Act Takes HEffect.—This act shall take effect from the

Report of Children’s Code Commission

The Children’s Code Commission, appointed by you on the first day 
of April, 1921, to revise the existing laws of the State, relating to child 
welfare and to suggest new bills to fill in the gaps in our child welfare 
legislation, has the honor to submit its report attached hereto. There 
are twenty-eight bills, nineteen of which are new, and nine amendatory 
of existing statutes. Of the nineteen new bills, however, several are in- 
tended to repeal and take the place of existing laws. The commission begs 
leave to call attention to the fact that many of its bills are closely related 
one to the other, and should if possible, be considered together. 


We trust that the report, as a whole, may meet with your approval, 
and that you may see fit to transmit it at an early date to the General 
Assembly.

Dr. Mary Evelyn Brydon, State Board of Health, Richmond. 

James Hoge Ricks, judge of the juvenile and domestic relations court, 
Richmond. 

After the death of the lamented Mr. Stephenson, the Governor appointed 
Hon. Franklin Williams to fill the vacancy. 

Mr. C. H. Morrisett being designated secretary by the Governor, the or- 
ganization was completed at the first meeting by the election of Judge 
Ricks as chairman and Dr. Brydon as vice-chairman. 

The commission held frequent meetings and has studied the existing 
laws of the State relative to child welfare, have considered them in com- 
parison with the child wefare laws of other States and the reports of other 
children’s code commissions. 

The existing statutes relating to birth legislation, vital statistics, 
regulation of mid-wives, and health legislation generally were found to be 
in satisfactory shape, and the commission has not deemed it necessary 
to embody them in this report. The same is true of the contributory delin- 
quency law and certain other laws to which no amendments are offered. 

The following is a summary of the bills submitted by the commission. 
I. GENERAL LAWS FOR THE PROTECTION OF CHILDREN. 

1. A new bill regulating issuance of marriage licenses, requiring male 

applicant to present certificate of licensed physician showing freedom

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from any venereal disease and female to present certificate showing 
freedom from syphilis. 

2. <A bill amending section 5072 of the Code, relating to issuance of 
marriage licenses, so as to require applicant for marriage license to 
give notice of his intention to apply therefor 20 days prior to date of 
such application, and requiring publication of such notice. 

3. A bill revising the existing statute relating to desertion and non- 
support. 

4. A new bill prohibiting the selling of children and protecting them 
from cruel treatment, etc. 

5 A bill revising section 5333 of the Code, as amended on March 19, 
1920, relating to adoption of proceedings. 

6. A new bill providing for the establishment of the paternity of 
illegitimate children and for their protection. 

7. A bill revising section 5090 of the Code, raising the age of consent 
for marriage to sixteen for males and fifteen for females. 


.8. <A Dill re-enacting section 4414 of the Code, fixing age of consent 


in rape cases at sixteen. 

9. A new bill prohibiting the separation of infants under nine months 
of age from their mothers, with exceptions. 

10. A new bill prohibiting the employment of women in factories, etc., 
just before and just after child-birth. 

11. Revising section 4695 of the Code relating to the sale of cigarettes, 
pistols, etc., to minors, fixing prohibited age at eighteen years instead 
of sixteen. 

12. A new bill concerning the custody and guardianshiv of children. 
13. A new bill prohibiting admission of minors to pool rooms, ete. 
14. A new bill regulating public dance halls. 


LAWS RELATING TO SPECIAL CLASSES OF CHILDREN. 


1. Dependent and neglected children. 


15. (a) A new bill regulating child placing and child caring insti- 
tutions and agencies. 

16. (b) A new bill regulating maternity hospitals. 

17. (c) A new bill regulating boarding houses and nurseries for 
children under six years of age. 

18. (d) A new bill providing public relief for children in their own 
homes. (Commonly called “Mothers’ pensions.”’) 

NOTE: The law relating to the court of procedure in cases of depend- 
ent or neglected children will be found in section V below. 


Delinquent children. 


The commission has not undertaken to revise the laws relating to the 
four State industrial schools, for the reason that there is a special 
committee at work on this particular subject already. ; 

The laws relating to the procedure in a trial of delinquent children 


will be found in division V below. 
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3. Defective children. 
The laws relating to the feeble-minded, and to the deaf and blind are 
likewise being given consideration by special commissions, or com- 
mittees, and for that reason our commission has not undertaken to cover 
this field.

V. AGENCIES FOR THE HNFORCEMENT OF CHILD WELFARE LEGISLATION. 

23 (1) A new Dill continuing the State Board of Charities and 

Corrections as the State Board of Public Welfare, creating a children’s 

bureau, and providing for local boards of public welfare in cities and 

counties. 

24. (2) A bill revising chapter 78 of the Code, relating to procedure 

in children’s cases. 

25. (3) A bill revising chapter 81 of the Code relating to the estab- 

lishment of juvenile and domestic relations courts in cities of 25,000 

inhabitants or over. 

26. (4) A new bill providing for the establishment of juvenile and 

domestic relations courts in cities of less than 25,000 inhabitants and 

in counties. 

It will be observed that twenty-six bills have been drafted. Fourteen are 
grouped under the classification “General Laws for the Protection of Chil- 
dren;” four are grouped under the heading ‘‘Dependent and Neglected 
Children;” one under “Children in Industry;” three under “School Chil- 
dren;” and four under “Agencies for the Enforcement of Child Welfare 
Legislation.” 

Reviewing these bills very briefly in the order in which they are shown 
above: 

Nos. 1 and 2 have for their purpose the throwing of safe-guards around 
the issuance of marriage licenses. It is a matter of common knowledge 
among physicians that the majority of the married women who have to 
undergo operations within the first few years of their married life, go to the 
operating table because of having contracted some form of venereal dis- 
ease from their husbands. Frequently, also, the child itself becomes in- 
fected with one or the other of these dread diseases because of the sins of 
its father. It is, therefore, a measure of protection for the child as well 
as the mother that every man who provoses to marry should be required 
to present the certificate of a reputable licensed physician showing his 
absolute freedom from venereal diseases. 

At least one State of the Union—Wisconsin—requires both of the con- 
tracting parties to submit a certificate so set forth above. The commission 
has deemed wise, however, at this time to recommend in the case of the 
woman that she be rquired to present only a certificate showing freedom 
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from syphilis, because the examination for this disease can be made without 
embarrassment to her. The Wassermann test used in detecting the germ 
of this disease simply requires the laboratory analysis of a specimen of the 
blood of the patient which can be taken from the arm. 


Bill No. 2 amends section 5072 of the Code, relating to the issuance of 
marriage licenses, and requires every applicant for such license to give no- 
tice of his intention to apply therefor at least twenty days prior to the date 
when he expects to make such application. The clerk with whom such 
notice is field is required to post the same at the door of the courthouse and 
publish it at least once in a newspaper having general circulation in that 
community. This is in a measure to prevent minors from securing iicenses 
without Knowledge or consent of parents and also to prevent hasty mar- 
riages generally. 


Deseriion and Non-Support. 


Bill No. 3 revises and improves the existing law relating to desertien 
and non-support. This law has already proven its value since under its 
provisions, parents are being held, to a strict responsibility for the care and 
maintenance of their children. In one city of this Commorwealth alone in 
the year nineteen hundred and twenty-one over $100,000.00 has been col- 
lected for the support of deserted or neglected wives and “hildren. These 
changes are suggested for the purpose of strengthening the existing law. 


Bill No. 4 is a new bill prohibiting the selling of children ard pro- 
tecting them from cruel treatment or abuse. It is substantially a re- 
enactment of an old statute which was omitted from the Code of 191%. 


Bill No. 5 revises the existing law relating to adoption proceedings and 
throws more safeguards around that procedure. The prupcsed amend- 
ments provide for a careful investigation of the entire facts and circum- 
stances of each case by a probation officer, and agent of the State board of 
public welfare, or some discreet person designated by the court for the 
purpose and a written report of his findings. It further provides that no 
final order of adoption shall be entered until the child shall have resided 
in the foster home for a period of at least one year, during which time the 
home shall be visited by one of the above named persons and a report of 
such visits made to the court. . 


Bill No. 6 is a new bill providing for a proceeding to establish the pa- 
ternity of illegitimate children and for their general protection. During the 
year 1920 there were nearly 4,000 illegitimate children born in Virginia. 
Ample protection is thrown around the accused, but the law does undertake 
to hold the father to a measure of the responsibility which by the law of 
God and nature is rightfully his. 


Bill No. 7 is a bill revising section 5090 of the Code, raises the age of 
consent for marriage to sixteen for males and fifteen for femaies. The pres- 
ent law fixes these ages at fourteen and twelve respectively. Sixteen is a 
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sufficiently early age at which to permit a boy to assume the heavy re- 
sponsibilities of married life. The average fifteen year old boy is not able 
to support himself, and the State should not permit him to take upon him- 
self a burden which he is utterly unable to carry. The same argunients ao- 
ply with equal force in the case of the girl. 


Bill No. 8 is a bill re-enacting section 4414 of the Code, fixing the age 
of consent in rape cases at sixteen years, the age fixed by the Code Revisors. 
This bill includes female inmates of institutions for the feeble-minded and 
epileptic within the protected classes, and requires the consent of the court 
as well as of the parents before the accused may be permitted to marry the 
prosecutrix and to plead such marriage as a bar to prosecution. 


Bill No. 9 prohibits the separation of a mother and her baby under nine 
months, unless two reputable physicians shall certify that such separation 
is necessary for the health of the mother or the child, or unless the State 
board of public welfare shall approve of such separation. Statistics show 
that the mortality rate among infants under one year of age who are sep- 
arated from their mothers is much higher than among those who are 
reared by their own mothers. 


Bill No. 10 is designed to protect the health and welfare of the child 
through protecting the mother from injurious labor just preceding and im- 
mediately following child-birth. 


Bill No. 11 raises the age of youths from sixteen to eighteen to whom 
cigarettes, pistols, etc., may not be lawfully sold. 


Bill No. 12 re-enacts in substance the law enacted in 1916, which. 
expressly stated that both parents are equally entitled to the custody, etc., 
of their children, and that when any controversy arises between parents, 
the court must be guided solely by the best interests of the child. The new 
bill further provides that there shall be no complete transfer of guardian- 
ship of a child without the approval of the proper court. 


Bill No. 13 prohibits the admission of any minors to pool and billiard 
rooms, whether same are located in cities or in towns or in country districts. 

Bill No. 14 provides for the regulation of public dance halls. Such halls 
are placed under a supervisor of local boards of public welfare and the 
State board of public welfare is authorized to prescribe general rules and 
regulations governing such places in the entire State. 


Bills No. 15, 16 and 17 are intended to regulate institutions and agen- 
cies established for the purpose of caring for children or expectant mothers. 
It is provided that these agencies and institutions shall be licensed by the 
State board of public welfare and that they shall be subject to visitation and 
inspection by that board and by the local health authorities. 


No. 18 is intended as a substitute for the existing law relating to 
mother’s pensions, which has proved very cumbersome and impracticable. 
The new bill is more in keeping with modern practice and vrocedure in 
State or local aid to dependent children. 


No. 19 is a new child labor bill which undertakes to bring Virginia 
abreast of the more progressive States in this particular field. The 
National Child Labor Committee representative says of it: “Good bill; 
form excellent; standard modern.” This bill has been submitted to the

Commissioner of Labor and his suggestions have been incorporated in it. 

No. 20 is a new bill for compulsory school attendance. This bill like- 
wise is offered to place Virginia alongside the more progressive States 
in the matter of school attendance. 


No. 21 amends section 675 of the Code so as to require the installation 
of approved metal slide fire escapes on school buildings of two stairs or more, 
which may be hereafter erected. 

No. 22 permits hospitals and other institutions to provide occupational 
therapy for their juvenile patients. 


V. AGENCIES FOR THE HNFORCEMENT OF CHILD WELFARE LEGISLATION. : 


Under this head have been grouped by far the most important bills 
proposed by the commission. They form the foundation upon which we 
have undertaken to build the entire fabric of child welfare legislation. Upon 
their successful passage in substantially the form submitted hangs the 
success or failure of the entire plan. 

Bill No. 23 substitutes the name of State board of public welfare for 
the name of State board of charities and corrections; permitting the new 
board to create a children’s bureau within its department and providing 
for the appointment of local boards of public welfare in each county and 
certain cities. It more accurately describes the functions which this board 
has to perform. 

The local boards may, with the approval of the board of supervisors, 
employ a superintendent of public welfare for its county. This bill places 
the responsibility squarely upon the local board of public welfare to pro- 
tect and care for such children as may be subjected to vicious influences 
or drifting into delinquency. 

Bills No. 24, 25 and 26 relate to the juvenile and domestic relations 
court and its procedure. 


No. 24 revises chapter 78 of the Code relative to procedure in chil- 
dren’s cases. It requires that action in the future shall be upon petition 
and summons rather than warrant, though a warrant may be issued and an 
arrest made in cases of emergency. It deals with the child upon the 
theory that he is a ward of the State and entitled to its protection, care 
and training. The issue before the court will no longer be “Is the child 
guilty of a crime?” but: “Is the child in such a condition as to require 
the State to intervene and assume its guardianship?” The court of chancery 
has always recognized the State as the ultimate parent of the child. This 
bill makes that fact the guiding principle of the juvenile and domestic 
relations court. 


No. 25 is a revision of chapter 81, relating to the establishment of 
the juvenile and domestic relations courts in cities. The present law 
covers cities of only 50,000 inhabitants or over. The new bill includes cities 
of 25,000 inhabitants or over, with the proviso that in cities with a popu- 
lation of from 25,000 to 100,000 inhabitants, the council may designate the 
civil or police justice to sit in the juvenile and domestic relations court. 
This bill is designed to improve the general provisions of this law. 


Bill No. 26 extends the option of the juvenile and domestic relations 
court to the smaller cities and country districts. It .provides for the 
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appointment of a special justice of the peace of each county, who shall 
be known as the justice of the juvenile and domestic relations court for 
that county. The appointment is to be made by the judge of the circuit 
court, and it is our hope that a high type of person may always be chosen 
for this important position. 

The justice so appointed may receive merely the usual fees of a trial 
justice for his services, or be paid a salary by the governing body of the 
county or city and required to remit all fees collected by him to the treasury 
of his city or county. 


This report does not pretend to have covered the entire field of child 
welfare legislation, nor would it have been possible for us to have done 
so under the circumstances. For example, we feel very strongly that 
the entire group of laws relating to marriage and divorce should be care- 
fully studied. Concerning marriage we have suggested only two bills— 
those relating to the issuance of marriage licenses—and we have not 
touched upon divorce at all. 


Closely allied with the State industrial schools is the matter of a State 
parole system. At the present time there are four separate institutions, 
each with its own paroled wards scattered over the State. Simple economy 
would dictate that a plan should be worked out between them in co-operation 
- with the State board of public welfare by which one parole agent could visit 
the wards of all in any given section of the State, instead of each institu- 
tion sending out its own agent. 


These and other matters of vital importance to child welfare we would 
resvectfully recommend to the future consideration of the General Assembly. 
We suggest this body authorize the appointment of a new commission to 
study them and to make recommendations to the next assembly. 


-» Another state institution, the work of which we desire to commend to 
your attention, is the crippled children’s hospital. Under the unselfish 
and devoted care of Dr. W. T. Graham and his assistants, this hospital 
has already proved a blessing to hundreds of helpless children. It is 
filed to capacity, with a waiting list. Dr. Graham has stated that the 
number of children handled could be doubled, if a boarding home, with 
school facilities, could be established in the suburbs of the city, where 
the convalescents could have the exhilirating atmosphere of open country, 
and would still be near enough so that they could be visited by the physi- 
cian from time to time as their condition required. We earnestly urge 
that early provision be made for the establishment of such a “home-school” 
for the convalescent cripples. 


We desire here to record our gratitude to His Excellency, Governor 
Westmoreland Davis, for his action in appointing a commission to consider 
specifically the welfare of the children of Virginia and for his cordial 
co-operation with us in our work; to the heads of the various departments 
and all those who have assisted. 


We trust that the General Assembly of Virginia may see fit to enact 
into law the bills recommended by this commission. We are frank to say, 
however, that when this is done, if it shall be done, these laws will quicker 
become innocuous, unless an aroused public opinion shall demand their oper- 
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ation and enforcement, and unless the citizens of this Commonwealth are 
willing to spend money to secure for their handicapped classes of children 
the care and training, without which, they must grow up to be dependent, 
and criminal men and women.

DEAR SIR: 

Pursuant to section 4, chapter 31, Acts of 1919, we, the State Highway 
Commission, have the honor to submit this, our second biennial report, to- 
gether with our recommendations. 

The membership of the commission and its organization, is the same 
as it was at the time of the filing/of its first report, except the personnel has 
been changed by the appointment, September 22, 1921, of James A. Bear, 
of Roanoke city, to succeed the late James A. Mundy, Jr., of Natural Bridge. 

At the time of the filing of our first report the Commission had been in 
existence only a few weeks, and that time was, aimost exclusively, devoted 
to such work as organization, and the holding of a series of open hearings 
at the State Capitol, to afford the public an opportunity to present to he 
cliams for changes in and additions to the system. These hearings were 
followed by the allocation of funds to the several State road projects. 
There was no time available to view the various routes composing the 3,800 
miles of designated highways, or to personally examine the numerous 
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legislative changes and additions brought to our attention at these hear- 
ings; or to go into the organization of the Highway Department itself, 
or the laws under which the roads were to be constructed, operated and 
maintained; the scope of our report was therefore necessarily limited. 

Since that report, ior the purpose of becoming thoroughly conversant 
with the requirements of the various sections of the State, from local view 
point as well as from the broader outlook of the needs of the State as a 
whole, the commission has visited every portion of the State and personally 
inspected practically every route embraced in the State Highway System, 
and hundreds of miles of county roads seeking admission thereto through 
legislative enactment. 

The commission, up to December ist, 1921, covering a period of more 
than two years, has devoted one hundred and eight days to highway work, 
at a total cost to the State of $13,106.89, of which amount $4,780.00 has 
been paid as a per diem, $7,306.26 covering expenses, and $1,020.63 for 
clerical help. We have held thirty-seven meetings, numerous hearings, and 
twelve appeals from locations between designated points, of which appeals, 
four have been sustained. Each appeal has invariably been held at the coun- 
ty seat of the contestants, or at the most convenient and accessible place 
to interested parties, and have been public hearings in every sense of the 
word. When visiting the different sections of the State the commission noti- 
fied the public of its itinerary, and whenever it was suggested, hearings 
covering legislative changes and additions, allocation of funds, loans un- 
der the Robertson act and many other matters appertaining to roads 
have cheerfully been arranged. These tours, the hearing of appeals as to 
locations and legislative changes and additions, together with the unceas- 
ing cry for highways and better highways, have given the Commission 
exceptional opportunities for noting the tremendous demand from every 
corner of the State for an intelligent, vigorous and enlarged highway 
program. 

The Highway Department, as at present constituted, consists of a 
State Highway Commission of five members, and a Highway Commis- 
sioner, all of whom are appointed by the Governor; and an assistant com- 
missioner, who with the commissioner, acts as chief engineer, a second 
assistant commissioner, in charge of accounts, an engineer of construction 
and maintainenance, a State aid engineer in charge of county work, an engi- 
neer of bridges, an engineer in charge of surveys, plans and estimates, a 
mechanical engineer, in charge of repair shops and equipment; eight divi- 
sion engineers, located in different sections of the State, in charge of the 
work in their respective divisions; under these are project engineers, 
inspectors, clerks, etc. A general drafting office is maintained at Richmond. 

We consider this organization adequate to take care of the present 
requirements of the department, and with the necessary enlargement of 
the same, is prepared to proceed with a more extensive road building pro- 
gram, with efficiency and economy. 

At the time this commission was created the Highway Department 
had taken over for maintenance, apvroximately 1,200 miles of the State 
system. The greater part of this mileage, however, had been constructed 
by counties with State aid and bond issues, and for the most part was of 
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very light construction and in many instances poorly located as to align- 
ment, with excessive grades. Sane ior viuue tnere has been taken over 
for maintenance 785 miles, making a total of 1,985 miles under maintenance; 
and 444.01 miles are being built which should be completed before the end of 
1922: 

in allocating the funds available for road construction, the Commis- 
sion has endeavored to give due consideration to all sections of ‘the 
State, at the same time, connecting up aS many gaps as possible; pursu- 
ing this policy it was necessary to provide for a great number of small 
projects. 

Desiring to preserve any asset contained in the improved stretches 
of roads, the commission has advocated that they be rebuilt, and a suit- 
able and durable top surface be placed on same as rapidly as the funds 
available would permit, thus saving as much of the original cost as pos- 
sible, and) at the same time providing a good road expeditiously for moving 
traffic with dispatch. 

The patrol system of maintenance has been adopted. Upon the com- 
pletion of a road project, patrols are placed on it and they are held respon- 
sible for its upkeep. This plan has proven very effective, and the results 
highly gratifying to the Department. 

Under an act of the General Assembly, approved March 15, 1920, 
commonly known as the Robertson act, various counties, districts, corpora- 
tions and individuals have advanced to the commission the sum of $1,700,- 
000 for the construction of certain highway projects; these funds have en- 
abled the commission to temporarily facilitate the construction of improved 
highways, as none of the money advanced has been returned. 

During the greater part of 1920 scarcity of labor and road building 
material and the excessive cost of same, coupled with continual embargoes 
and restrictions as to the use of railway equipment, greatly retarded the 
highway program. Unsettled conditions resulted in bids for highway work 
which appeared prohibitive and frequently they were all rejected and the 
work readvertised only to have the offers rejected again. During this period 
funds accumulated until the sum available for 1920 and 1921 amounted 
to $11,110,790.64; the greater portion thereof was available for 1921 projects, 
at prices at least 25% under those obtainable during 1920. All of this 
fund has actually been spent or allocated to projects under construction, 
due to be completed in 1922; so that the commission finds itself without 
funds to carry on the 1922 program, and is entirely dependent upon the 
resources provided under the present laws, and such appropriations and 
provisions for additional funds as may be supplied by the General Assembly, 
for its 1922 program. The funds that will be available under existing 
laws for 1922 construction are as follows:

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applicable to new construction, which is entirely inadequate to satisfy 
the insistent demands for highways with which the Commission is besieged. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


First. The Highway Department has been greatly inconvenienced on 
account of delays in securing rights of way, resulting in loss of much 
valuable time, and in many instances has been compelled to pay enormously 
excessive damages for rights of way. 

We therefore recommend and urge that the present condemnation law 
be amended, if possible, so that the highways can first be constructed and 
the damage, if any, assessed after the completion of the highway. This 
provision should be in addition to the present condemnation laws. 


Second. We recommend that the commission be given the right to 
change location of routes between designated points, in part or whole, 
should conditions justify same. 


Third. In many sections of the State, county authorities, feeling that 
unimproved roads, embraced within the State Highway System will ulti- 
mately be improved by the State, no provision need be made by them for 
their improvement or maintenance. 

We therefore recommend that all of the State Highway System be im- 
mediately taken over for maintenance, and that adequate funds be provided 
for this purpose. 


Fourth. The salaries permitted under the present budget are not ade- 
quate to meet the present day situation, and it has therefore been difficult 
to obtain and retain the class of assisstance necessary to carry on the work 
satisfactorily and economically. 

We therefore recommend that proper provision be made for the Com- 
mission to secure the services of the best class of assistance, and that they 
be paid a compensation commensurate with that paid by neighboring 
States for similar work. : 


Fifth. We recommend that no contracts for highway construction be 
awarded until approved by the Highway Commission. 

Sixth We further recommend that the Highway Commission be em- 
powered to add to the State Highway System not to exceed one hundred 
miles per annum, but this shall not be cumulative. 


Seventh. In traveling over the State, we deplore the condition of 
many of the roads, built with State aid funds, for the lack of proper main- 
tenance. 

We therefore recommend that the roads built with State aid in various 
counties be properly maintained, before State aid funds shall be provided 
for the construction of additional mileage. 

The condition of maintenance to be passed upon by the Highway De- 
partment. 


Eighth. In the construction of the highway system, where detours 


are necessary, 
We recommend that the commission be authorized to co-operate with 
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the county officials to maintain such detours, where the same pass over 
county roads, and to secure, construct, and maintain detours, where neces- 
sary, through private property, and the commission be empowered to make 
allocation for the same. ° 

Ninth. The State Highway Commission recommends that they be 
authorized and empowered to enter into negotiations with the highway de- 
partments of one or more adjoining States with a view to having these 
States associated in joint ownership and operation of a Portland cement 
plant of sufficient capacity to supply the cement needs of the States com- 
posing this association, the plant so owned and operated to be located 
at the most accessible point. for shipping either the raw or finished product, 
said location of plant to be in this or either of the adjoining States. 


Tenth. The commission cannot too strongly recommend that the route 
through Virginia adopted by the Lee Highway Association from Bristol, 
via Abingdon, Marion, Wytheville, Pulaski, Dublin, Radford, Lexington, 
Staunton, Harrisonburg, New Market, Luray, Sperryville, Warrenton, Fair- 
fax to Key Memorial Bridge be officially known and designated by legislative 
enactment as Lee Highway, as a fitting and permanent memorial to and 
tribute of love, admiration and respect for General Robert E. Lee from the 
people of Virginia. 

Eleventh. Being fully advised of tremendous sentiment for improved 
highways in every section of the State, and believing that the benefits 
derived therefrom far exceed the cost thereof, and pay a handsome divi- 
dend on the amount expended. 

We recommend that the legislature provide the necessary funds for 
the completion of the highway system in a period of six or seven years. 
It is the opinion of the commission that the present organization of the 
Highway Department with additions, can locate and construct the system in 
that period of time, with far greater efficiency and economy than if con- 
structed over a longer period. 

We specifically recommend that at least six or seven millions of dol- 
lars per annum be provided in addition to the funds now available. 

In regard to proposed changes in routes and additions thereto the 
commission recommends as follows: 

Route 1. (a) That from the route the words ‘Negro and Chilesburg”’ 
be eliminated, and that it proceed from Richmond via Solomon’s Store by 
a revised location, passing through or near the western limits of Ashland; 
thence by the most feasible route to a point at or near Spotsylvania Court 
House, and thence on to Fredericksburg. 

From information furnished by the department, taken from preliminary 
surveys, it appears that this route will be shortened by about eight miles 
over the present Negro Foot location, and will make unnecessary an exten- 
sion of Route 9 for a considerable number of miles, which would have been 
necessary should any other route be adopted. 

(b) That the word “Warfield” be eliminated and “Smoky Ordinary” 
be substituted therefor, as this is a more direct route and combines with 
Route 12 for a distance of about four miles. 

Route 2. That the word “Palmyra” be stricken out, in order that the 
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Commission may consider and pass upon suggested changes of location 
between Fork Union and Gordonsville. 

Route 7. That there be added to this route a spur to “Wakefield,” West- 
moreland county, the birth-place of Washimrgton; a distance of less than 
two miles. 

Route. 8. Strike out the word “Mathews” and in lieu thereof adopt 
the recommendations (b) and (c) under Route 9. 

Route 9. (a) After the word “Williamsburg” insert the following, 
“Providence Forge, a point near Roxbury,” this being known as the Central 
route and being more direct and a much shorter distance between Richmond 
and Williamsburg. 

(b) After the word “Saluda” add “to the bridge at Urbanna,” that ac- 
cess may be given to the principal boat landing in this vicinity at Urbanna. 

(c) Add “Gloucester Court House to Mathews Court House,” to fur- 
nish the people of Mathews county a direct route to Richmond, Newport 
News, and Norfolk, this also being the principal mail route to Mathews 
county. 

Route 11. (a) Change this route to read “Graham, North Tazewell, 
Claypoole Hill, Rosedale.” 


(b) Add a spur from Claypoole Hill via Raven to Grundy. 
(c) Add a spur from North Tazewell to Tazewell. 
(d) Eliminate that portion of this route from Freemont to Grundy. 


As this will provide a more direct and better route through Tazewell 
county, and an easterly outlet from Buchanan county; which is greatly 
needed. 


Route 12. Add a spur from Franklin to a connection with the North 
Carolina State Highway System north of Murfreesboro, to take care of 
trafic going south. 

Route 16. Eliminate the word “Stanley” and substitute therefor “Sper- 
ryville”’ as this will eliminate a very difficult and expensive crossing of the 
Blue Ridge at Milam’s Gap, and also gives a direct connection with the Lee 
highway at Sperryville. 

Route 17. (a) Add a svur from Luray, via Stanley and Shenandoah, 
to a connection at or near Elkton, that a northern outlet may be provided 
for this valley. 


(b) Eliminate the word “Deerfield” and insert the words ‘“Craigs- 
ville, Goshen,” as we are of the opinion that this best serves the interests 
of this section. 

Route 20. Add to this route a direct connection from or near Burke- 
ville to Keysville, as this provides the shortest route from Richmond south 
to the North Carolina line, with a very small additional mileage, and will 
also take care of a large portion of the traffic from Richmond to Lynch- 
burg and the west. : 

Route 21. Change this to read “Washington (Va.), Warrenton, Fair- 
fax, Keybridge,” as this coincides with the location of the Lee highway and 
also provides a more direct route between the designated points. 


Route 26. That this route remain as at present designated by the legis- 
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lature, as we are of the opinion that this best serves the interests of Bland 
county.

A BILL 


To provide for the appointment of a commission on medical education 
in Virginia; to define its powers and duties; to provide how the 
University of Virginia and the Medical College of Virginia may be 
consolidated, and prescribing the effect thereof. 


PATRONS—MESSRS. OZLIN AND HALL. 


Reported from Committee on Schools and Colleges. 


1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Virginia, That there 
shall be appointed a commission on medical education in Virginia, which 
commission shall have the powers and duties hereinafter prescribed. 


2. The said commission shall be appointed as follows: Two by the 
President of the Senate from among the membership of the Senate, two 
by the Speaker of the House of Delegates from among the membership 
of the House; and five by the Governor, of whom one shall be nomi- 
nated to him by the board of visitors of the University of Virginia, 
and one by the board of visitors of the Medical College of Virginia from 
among the medical faculty of the Medical College of Virginia. All mem- 
bers of the commission shall be qualified voters of the Commonwealth. 
The members of the commission shall name one of its number chair- 
man and another secretary. 

3. The commission aforesaid shall investigate and study the ques- 
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tion of medical education in Virginia, and upon the basis of such in- 
vestigation and study shall make recommendations on the subject of 
the consolidation of the two State-owned educational institutions now 
giving courses in medicine and kindred subjects to-wit, the University 
of Virginia and the Medical College of Virginia. In case the commission 
shall be of the opinion that consolidation should be effected, it shall in- 
clude in its recommendations the terms and conditions upon which, in 
its opinion the said consolidation should be accomplished. In its investi- 
gation the commission shall seek the assistance of such trained experts 
in medical education aS may seem necessary or desirable, and may call 
upon the board of visitors of the two institutions above named, as well 
as any officer of either of said institutions, for such suggestions or infor- 
mation as it may desire in aid of its work. 

4. After the commission has completed its investigations and has 
formulated its recommendations it shall transmit one copy of its report 
to the Governor and one copy to each of the aforesaid institutions con- 
cerned; and, if the commission recommends consolidation the Governor 
shall call a joint meeting of the boards of visitors of the two institu- 
tions, after, at least one month from the time of transmission of the 
report to the two institutions, to consider the recommendations of the 
commission. The boards shall then endeavor to agree upon a plan of 
consolidation based in whole or in part upon the recommendations of 
the commission; and if agreement is reached the terms and conditions 
thereof shall be reported to the Governor as soon thereafter as possible 
and by him laid before the General Assembly at its next regular session 
for its approval or disapproval. 

5. If the boards of visitors of the two institutions are unable to 
reach an agreement on the subject of consolidation, as aforesaid, the 
report of the commission shall by the Governor be transmitted to the 
General Assembly at its next regular session, with such recommen- 
dations as he may see fit to make. 

6. The members of the commission on medical education in Vir- 
ginia shall receive no compensation for serving thereon, but they shall 
severally be reimbursed for their actual traveling expenses and hotel 
bills in attending meetings of the commission. Furthermore, the com- 
mission is given authority to engage the services of such expert and 
clerical assistance as may be necessary to enable it properly to discharge 
its duties and for the purpose of defraying the expenses of the commission 
as aforesaid, there is hereby appropriated out of any moneys in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of two thousand dollars. 
The said sum, or so much thereof as may be necessary, shall be paid 
by the Treasurer of Virginia on warrants of the Auditor of Public Accounts. 
issued on certificates signed by the chairman of the commission and 
countersigned by its secretary. ; 

7. An amergency existing, this act shall be in force from its passage. 


The National Shortage of Doctors 


About twenty years ago it was thought that there were too many 
medical schools in the United States which graduated each year too 
many poorly qualified doctors. A crusade was inaugurated to decrease 
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the number and improve the quality of both. This was done by the 
enactment of State laws, raising the standard of requirements for matric- 
ulation and improving the standard of teaching. The result of this 
movement has been:

and this occurred despite the great increase in the population of the 
United States which occurred during the period covered. No one will 
question the desirability of having educated and well qualified physi- 
cians, but the measures to secure this end have probably been too drastic. 

Doctors are a necessity, not a luxury. This was clearly proved 
during the recent war, for one of the greatest problems which con- 
fronted the government was to secure enough medical officers to meet 
the military needs. This was also demonstrated during the recent epi- 
demic of influenza, when thousands of people lost their lives in this 
country from lack of medical care. This is again recognized today in 
many rural communities in which the farmers have no doctor within 
many miles of their place of residence. 


Conditions in Virginia To-day 


There are today 2,552 licensed medical practitioners in Virginia, 
which is less in proportion to the population than is the case in the 
majority of the other States of the Union. Virginia needs proportion- 
ately a larger number of physicians than most of the other States be- 
cause she is essentially an agricultural State, and she is geographically 
so formed that many of her sections are difficult of access, due to the 
western portion being mountainous and the tidewater region being divided 
by rivers or indented by the sea. Dr. Ennion G. Williams, State Commis- 
sioner of Health, who is thoroughly familiar with the situation, states that 
the number of doctors in the cities is not too large. if it is large enough, 
and that the rural sections of the State are pitifully under-supplied. 

The Local Supply of Physicians is largely dependent on the Medical 
Department of the University of Virginia, founded in 1827, which has 
furnished 262 of the doctors now practicing in the State and has this 
session an enrollment of 130 medical students; and on the Medical College 
of Virginia founded in 1838, which has furnished 1,132 of the doctors 
now practicing in the State and has this session an enrollment of i17 
pharmacy, 130 dental and 173 medical students. Both are class “‘A” med- 
ical schools and both are owned, controlled and largely supported by 
the State. 
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Part Il 


History of the Commission and Its Work 


‘Governor Westmoreland Davis in making out the budget of the State’s 
expenses for the biennium 1920-21 was struck by the fact that Virginia 
was contributing to the support of two competing medical schools. As a 
business man he recognized that this was poor policy. In his message to 
the legislature he said: 


“There are two State-aided medical schools in Virginia. There 
should be, as in other States, but one. The Medical Colleze of 
Virginia receives $70,000 each year, and the University of Virginia 
$96,175 each year for the biennium period. The best thought tc be 
had upon the subject is that these State-aided institutions operate 
to their own detriment in the same sphere of usefulness, and appro- 
priations made by the State should be to one institution rather 
than be divided between the two.” 

“T am impressed, from the standpoint of efficiency and economy 
of administration, that it would be well for the legislature to take 
cognizance of the condition to which I have referred and that in 
aid of the adoption by the State of a broad constructive policy in 
the selection of a single medical school, which will alone receive 
the support of the State, a committee of nine be authorized to in- 
vestigate the advisability of having one State-aided medical school 
in Virginia rather than two, and assisted by trained experts in 
medical education, without undue expense to the State, to study 
the medical education in Virginia and upon the basis of such study 
and after all the facts and conditions are understood to make to the 
Governor, for transmission to the General Assembly, such recom- 
mendations as they think wise, to the end that medical education 
in Virginia be unified and the whole situation be made as efficient 
and logical as possible.” 

“A report based upon scientific research would be authoritative 
and enable the General Assembly to proceed with wisdom, should 
the institutions not act upon the conclusions reached by the expert 
advice secured by the committee.” 


As a result, the legislature of Virginia during the last session passed 
a bill creating a “Commission on Medical Education in “Virginia.” This 
bill is printed in full as an introduction to this report. 

By the terms of the legislative act the Commission on Medical 
Education in Virginia consists of two members appointed by the Presi- 
dent of the Senate, two by the Speaker of the House, and five by the 
Governor, of whom one was to be a representative from the University 
of Virginia and one from the Medical College of Virginia. The personne! 
of the commission was completed as follows: from the Senate, Hon. M. B. 
Booker, of Halifax, and Dr. J. Belmont Woodson, of Nelson; from the 
House, Hon. Wilbur C. Hall, of Loudoun, and Dr. W. D. Prince, of Sussex; 
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by the Governor, Dr. Beverley R. Tucker, of Richmond, President Julian 
A. Burruss, of the Virginia Polytechnic Institute, Dr. E. L. Kendig of 
Victoria, Dr. Theodore Hough, of the University of Virginia, and Dr. Stuart 
McGuire, of the Medical College of Virginia. 

The commission organized on June 28, 1920, by the election of Hon. 
Wilbur C. Hall as chairman and Dr. Theodore Hough as secretary. 

The commission held seven meetings, some including sessions con- 
tinued for two days. 

At the first meeting, June 28, 1920, the commission recognized the 
great importance of securing expert, disinterested, outside advice. Section 
3 of the act creating the commission contains the following words: 
“In its investigation the commission shall seek the assistance of such 
trained experts in medical education as may seem necessary or desir- 
able,” and the members of the commission agreed that assistance of 
this kind was most important to the work of the commission. The 
General Education Board was therefore requested to make a survey of 
medical education in Virginia with recommendations as to the best policy 
for the State to adopt. 

Questionnaires were authorized and later were prepared and sent 
to those twenty-four medical schools which have faced more or less 
the same problem of location as we face in Virginia. Replies were received 
from many of these institutions and extracts from these replies are given 
in succeeding pages of this report. 

A motion was adopted inviting practically every person in the State 
acquainted with matters of medical education or practice to place before 
the commission such facts and consideration as might aid in reaching 
a conclusion on the subjects before the commission. 

‘Following this request much data was presented to the commission: 
the president and medical faculty of the University appeared before the 
commission, also the State Commissioner of Health and others interested 
in the Medical College of Virginia; letters were received from four mem- 
bers of the State Board of Medical Examiners and from the State Health 
Commissioner; treatises were presented by Mr. William R. Miller and 
Dr. Beverley R. Tueker, of Richmond, and by Dr. Theodore Hough, of 
the University. 

The second meeting of the commission was held at the University 
of Virginia October 2 and 3, 1920. The medical school and hospital were 
inspected, the outlines of management and budget were presented; a confer- 
ence was held with the President of the University and the Medical Faculty. 
No action was reported from the General Education Board upon the com- 
mission’s request for the board to make a medical survey in Virginia. On 
motion of Dr. McGuire, duly seconded and passed, Dr. E. A. Alderman 
was requested to make special personal efforts to secure action in this 
matter by the General Education Board: Answers to questionnaires were 
read. 

.At first the commission devoted its chief efforts to obtaining the 
desired survey by an outside organization conversant with medical edu- 
cation. As stated above, application was first made to the General Educa- 
tion Board which is known to have made very thorough studies of medi- 
cal education in America. The officers of the board expressed reluc- 
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tance to undertake the survey but on October 18, 1920, at the third meet- 
ing of the commission, a conference was held with Dr. Wallace Buttrick, 
president of the board, and Mr. Abraham Flexner, its secretary. At this 
meeting these gentlemen stated that they felt that it would be embarrassing 
to the board to accede to the request of the commission. They pointed 
out that the primary interest of the board in medical education was to 
render financial assistance, and it did not seem that, in view of the fact, 
the board was the proper body to advise universities or States in matters 
of educational policy. They promised, however, to reconsider the request 
of the commission although they anticipated negative action. In that 
event, they advised the commission to apply to the Division of Educational 
Inquiry of the Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement of Teaching. 

The General Education Board finally decided not to undertake the 
survey, and appplication was accordingly made to Dr. Henry S. Pritchett, 
president of the Carnegie Foundation, to have the desired survey made 
through the Division of Educational Inquiry of the Foundation. Dr. 
Pritchett took the matter under consideration, but finally expressed the 
opinion that a study of local conditions by an outside body would be of 
little assistance to the commission. In several letters, however, which 
he wrote to the commission, Dr. Pritchett discussed certain phases of the 
local situation. 

The commission was greatly disappointed at its failure to obtain the 
desired assistance from either of these national agencies, for there seemed 
no other organization in a position to render this service. The com- 
mission therefore undertook to formulate its conclusions from its own 
study of the subject. 

The fourth meeting of the commission was held December 5th and 6th in 
Richmond. The plant of the Medical College of Virginia and the hos- 
pitals in which clinical instruction is given were inspected and _ state- 
ments were made in favor of location in Richmond by Mr. E. L. Bemiss, 
Dr. E. G. Williams, Dr. E. C. Levy, Mr. W. R. Miller, Mayor George 
Ainslie, and Mr. Eppa Hunton. At the same time there was submitted 
a printed brief in favor of location in Richmond prepared by Mr. W. R. 
Miller. This brief is submitted with the three official*copies of this report. 

The fifth meeting of the commission was held in Richmond on Feb- 
ruary 3, 1921. At this meeting it was recognized that the commission 
would be unable to secure from the Carnegie Foundation for the Advance- 
ment of Teaching a thorough investigation into the problems presented 
in Virginia, although Dr. Pritchett, president of the foundation, placed 
before the commission letters of great interest in their bearing on the 
question. At this meeting resolutions were unanimously adopted favoring 
the consolidation of the two medical schools as a department of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, and opposing a division of the four-year medical 
course. This left to be settled the terms and conditions of the con- 
solidation. ] 

After a majority of the commission had thought it had received. all 
the significant evidence obtainable, and after it had been decided that 
members desiring to do so should submit written reports at the next 
meeting, Dr. E. A. Alderman, president of the University of Virginia, 
visited New York and talked with the officers of the General Education 
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Board, of which he is a member, urging the duty of the board to aid 
the commission by giving it outside advice. The officers of the General 
Education Board said that they adhered to their original position that 
the board, as such, should not advise universities or States in the matter 
of educational policy. The officers of the board, however, expressed 
their willingness to have Mr. Flexner meet the members of the com- 
mission in his personal capacity. A similar willingness was found 
in the case of Dr. William H. Welch of Baltimore. The secretary of 
the commission ascertained that both of these gentlemen could make 
it convenient to attend the next meeting of the commission. He then 
communicated the above facts to the members of the commission and 
secured authorization to invite them to be present. As a result Mr. 
Flexner and Dr. Welch met the commission in Richmond on March 26, 1921. 
Dr. Welch spoke extemporaneously and it is impossible to reproduce his 
remarks, but a summary of his views is included in this report. Mr 
Flexner read from written manuscript, which is incorporated in full in 
this report. 

It was decided that the commission meet on April 22nd in Richmond 
to conclude all the work of the commission except clerical work. By 
vote of the commission, Mr. Eppa Hunton, Jr., attorney for the board 
of visitors of the Medical College of Virginia, was requested to submit 
a full statement of the legal status of the property of the Medical College 
of Virginia and of the rights of the State of Virginia therein; and the 
representatives of both the Medical College of Virginia and the Uni- 
versity of Virginia were asked to send the commission financial state- 
ments showing the present financial status of each institution. 

The seventh meeting of the commission was postponed from _ the 
date set to May 2nd. At this meeting every member of the commission 
was present and this report was adopted as the final report of the 
commission. 


Part III 


RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE COMMISSION 


Unanimous Decision as to Consolidation 


On the basis of the evidence before it, the commission is unanimous 
in the belief that the advisability of having,only one State-supported 
medical school is obvious from the standpoints of economy, efficiency and ° 
future development. The opinion of educational experts is unanimous 
as to this and also that this unified school should be the medical depart- 
ment of the University of Virginia, wherever it may be located. 

Therefore the commission, at. its... meeting on. February. 3; ,1921, 
adopted the following resolutions, which were copied from one of Dr. 
Pritchett’s letters: 


“Resolved that the members of the Commission on Medical 
Education are agreed upon the following: 
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“1. At the present time the State of Virginia is subsidizing 
two medical schools; one in Charlottesville, the other, the Medical 
College of Virginia, in Richmond. This situation is a reproach to 
the medical intelligence of the State and an injustice to the peo- 
ple of Virginia. It should cease as soon as possible. 


“2. Neither of these medical schools, between which the State 
support is divided, has at present the resources to conduct a modern 
medical school adequate to meet the needs of the State, even upon 
an economical and modest basis. 


“3. Any medical school in Virginia supported in whole or in 
part by the State, should be a part of the University of Virginia 
and under the control and direction of its governing board and 
president. 


“4. Although a few divided medical schools still exist, med- 
ical opinion is practically unanimous in the conclusion that to 
offer the first two years of a medical curriculum in one place and 
the last two years in another is not only a waste of funds, but 
results in a diminution of the effectiveness of the school as a whole, 
A medical school, half of which is in Charlottesville and the other nalf 
in Richmond, is no solution of the problem of medical education 
in Virginia. 

“5. If, therefore, the State of Virginia is to support medicai 
education at all, such support should be given to a single medical 
school situated either in Charlottesville or in Richmond, and in either 
case under the direction of the University of Virginia.” 


In addition to the foregoing resolutions it should be stated that the 
commission believes that this school should teach, not only medicine, 
but dentistry and pharmacy as well. In all probability before many years 
dentistry will be a branch or specialty of medicine, and pharmacy has 
many didactic and laboratory courses that are essentially a part cf med- 
icine. Any plan not including proper provision for the teaching of 
medicine, dentistry and pharmacy would be a mistake for the present and 
exhibit a lack of vision for the future. Medical education, in its 
broadest sense, should be placed in Virginia on a basis that would 
not only satisfy present necessities but also have a view to future possi- 
bilities. 

The proposed school should not only supply doctors, dentists and 
pharmacists sufficient to meet the needs of rural districts and furnish 
trained workers for the State Board of Health, but should also provide 
such theoretical and climical advantages that it will attract the best 
type of undergraduate and post graduate students from this and other 
States and stop the migration of young men and young women who 
now go north for their professional training. 

It should so successfully fulfil its mission in educational sanitary 
and humanitarian work that it would be an object of pride and affection 
and be regarded as one of the greatest assets of the State. It should 
command the financial support of the people of Virginia and deserve the 
benefactions of the great givers of the country. 
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Location of the Consolidated School 


In a consideration of the terms and conditions of consolidation, 
naturally the uppermost question which arises is that of location of the 
consolidated school. Reeognizing the valuable resources already existing 
at both Charlottesville and Richmond, the commission not only limited 
its consideration of location to these two cities, but also carefully con- 
sidered plans by which advantage might be taken of the resources now 
available at each. In the course of its consideration of this phase of 
its task, the commission recorded three possible solutions of the problem 
of location as follows: 

1. The concentration of all medical education in Richmond, in- 
cluding the departments of medicine, dentistry arid pharmacy, and 
also a post-graduate school if later considered advisable. 

2. The concentration of all medical education in Charlottesville, 
including the departments of medicine, dentistry, and pharmacy, 
and also a post-graduate school if later considered advisable. 

3. The location of the medical school at Charlottesville, but with 
the departments of dentistry and pharmacy, and also a post-graduate 
school if considered advisable, at Richmond. 

As a basis for a decision as to the relative desirability of the three 
possible solutions of the question of location, the commission first reached 
the following general conclusions, which must apply in any of the three 
cases. 


General Conclusions of the Commission 


The studies of the commission have shown that: 


1. The State of Virginia needs to provide education in medicine 
for not less than 400 students, in dentistry for not less than 150 students, 
and in pharmacy for not less than 150 students each year. There is also 
need for training public health workers. 


2. A strong modern medical school, exclusive of dentistry, pharmacy, 
and public health, providing for not more than 400 students requires a 
minimum income of from $175,000 to $200,000 annually, exclusive of ex- 
penses of hospital operation. ; 


3. The combined incomes of the two State-supported medical schools in 
Virginia exclusive of hospital operation, amount to not more than $100,000 
Of this amount the State contributes about $22,000 to the University of 
Virginia and $45,000 to the Medical College of Virginia. The remainder 
is derived from tuition fees and, in the case of the University of Vir- 
ginia, also from the general endowment of the institution. 


4. Based on the present enrollment at the two schools, there is 
immediate need for accommodations for 303 students in medicine, 130 
students in dentistry, and 117 students in pharmacy. Neither institution 
has at present sufficient accommodations for the adequate instruction of 
these combined numbers. Neither school has now the laboratory accom- 
modations for an entering class of more than 65 students in medicine, 
and with even this number the laboratories are much crowded. There> 
is apparently need for accommodating at least 100 entering students in 
medicine, and this is impracticable at either school until additional 
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laboratory facilities are provided. This means that in any case an addi- 
tional building must be erected at either Charlottesville or Richmond. 


5. To provide adequate clinics for 400 medical students there should 
be available not. less than 350 hospital beds, and the types of cases 
should cover a _ sufficiently wide range to meet the educational needs. 
In this respect the present facilities at the University possess some advan- 
tages over those at Richmond, while the present facilities at Richmond 
possess other advantages over those at the University, consequently dis- 
cussion of the comparative merits of the two locations in this respect 
is reserved for a later section of this report. In general, it-is doubtful 
if the present provisions at either place are all that should be required. 

6. The establishment of a strong medical school of the better type 
and of sufficient size to meet the needs of the State can hardly be expected 
immediately. Time must be allowed for building construction and finan- 
cing such an institution. There is danger that, in immediately consoli- 
dating the two schools, and precipitately crowding the two student-bodies 
into the present inadequate quarters of either school, the standards of 
instruction would be lowered and the present high rating enjoyed by 
the two schools be destroyed. In any case it seems advisable to con- 
template gradual amalgamation, extending perhaps over a _ period of 
four-to six years. 


7. While the commission has no assurance that assistance is in 
prospect from sources other than the State itself for the development 
of its medical education, it should not refrain from expressing the hope 
that consolidating the two medical schools and developing the consoli- 
dated institution on a sound basis will appeal to potential donors of 
financial aid for medical education as worthy of assistance. The com- 
mission does not, however, have reason to believe that the strength of 
such an appeal rests upon the choice of any one of the proposed plans for 
location. 


8. The whole question of location is one of sound educational policy 
and good business judgment, as to what is best for the State at large, 
and local and institutional preferences, sentiment, and influences, must 
be subordinated. Prospects for local’ aid should be viewed with caution, 
since it is usually the case that local considerations of all sorts promise 
far more at the moment such a decision is to be made than.after it is 
made. In any event, the chief elements of success for any State insti- 
tution are the standing which it holds among its sisted institutions through- 
out the country and the liberality with which the State itself supports it. 


9. Given the necessary financial support and State laws it is possible 
to develop a strong medical faculty and adequate clinical facilities at 
either of the proposed locations. The queston is, therefore, which of the 
proposed locations would require more financial support and which would 
require more State laws. Later sections of this report will indicate that 
each of the proposed locations now possesses advantages over the other 
in some respects, while each also has its disadvantages. 


10. Whatever plan of location is adopted, the consolidated school must 
be maintained according to the highest standards of medical education in 
America. Both institutions are now in the highest rank—Class A—of 
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the American Medical Association; but this organization has already 
announced its intention of re-establishing a higher grade—Class A plus— 
and Virginia cannot afford to be in any lower group. The type of in- 
stitution is more important than its location. 


11. It must be remembered that the shortage of physicians in certain 
rural sections of the State may not be entirely overcome by any plan of 
medical education as now contemplated because this shortage is largely 
due to economic and sociological considerations. 


12. The fundamental question involved in reaching a decision as to 
which of the location plans is most desirable, may be stated as follows: 


1. Under which plan can the University of Virginia expect 
through its medical school to render the greatest service to all 
the people of Virginia and to medical science? 


2. Under which plan can it reasonably expect to secure the most 
loyal and satisfactory support of the people of the State, the State 
Government, and the medical profession? 


3. Under which plan can the needs of the State be efficiently 
met with the greatest economy to the State, both now and in the 
future? 


Decision as to a Divided School 


At its meeting on May 2, 1921, the commission proceeded to settle 
the question of location of the consolidated medical school, first, by a 
consideration of the third proposed plan, namely, that of locating the under- 
graduate medical work at Charlottesville and the courses in dentistry, phar- 
macy, post-graduate instruction, public health, ete., at Richmond. 

The commission, by a vote of six to three rejected this plan, for the 
following reasons: 


1. The departments of dentistry and pharmacy are too closely re- 
lated to and too much a part of education in medicine to be separated 
from it. Many of the same subjects must necessarily be taught in the 
three divisions, and while it is recognized that there is a difference in 
entrance requirements and consequently a difference in the way in which 
these subjects are taught, it is not only economy to use the same instructors 
and laboratories in most cases but also an advantage pedagogically in 
having the three divisions closely correlated in this manner. In any event, 
the departments of dentistry and pharmacy are too important to receive 
secondary consideration. 


x 


2. There is not at present sufficient demand and need for a post- 
graduate school to justify its establishment, and the cost of developing 
the more important undergraduate work will be so great as to pro- 
hibit the State from going to the expense of providing post-graduate in- 
struction for many years to come. While it is a matter that should no 
doubt be seriously considered in the future as the need increases, it is 
not of sufficient moment at present to influence this decision. It would 
be fortunate for the State to distribute its means over so broad a field 
that the most essential part, namely, the undergraduate work, would 
suffer. 


3. Training for the public health service should obviously be offered 
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in connection with the courses in undergraduate medical instruction, other- 
wise there must be duplication of instructors, facilities, and courses. 


4. The various difficulties of administration of a medical department 
separated from the University cited by the proponents of Charlottesville 
as a location for the consolidated school, apply with equal force to the 
maintenance of departments of dentistry, pharmacy; and public health 
training, if not indeed also, with perhaps somewhat less force, to post- 
graduate instruction, at a distance from the University, and from the 
medical school proper. 


5. While perhaps the department of dentistry would present greater 
difficulties in the way of providing sufficient clinical facilities at Char- 
lottesville than are presented by the department of medicine, yet practically 
the same argument holds in the one case as in the other. 


6. Association with other departments of the University, for both 
faculty and students, is hardly appreciably less valuable for instructors 
and students in dentistry and pharmacy than it is for students in medicine. 
Moreover, it is logical to assume that if dental and pharmaceutical students 
and teachers are out of contact with medical students and teachers, whose 
work is so closely allied to their own, the loss will be even greater 
than in the case of medical students and teachers in connection with 
students and teachers in law, engineering, and other divisions of the 
University. 


7. So far as the interests of the public in these special branches are 
concerned, it may be said that these would be served just as well in con- 
nection with the medical school at either Charlottesville or Richmond as 
they could possibly be served separated from the medical school; and if 
the public interests will be better served by locating the medical school 
at Charlottesville it seems reasonable to presume that these interests 
would also be better served by locating the departments of dentistry, 
pharmacy, post-graduate instruction, and public health training also at 
Charlottesville. On the other hand, practically all the factors which 
apparently favor Richmond as a location for the medical school enter with 
equal force in favoring Richmond as a location for the special departments, 
and vice versa. 


8. From the standpoint of the State, it is clear that it would not 
be economy to maintain two establishments, one at Richmond and the 
other at Charlottesville, for neither would be conducted on a scale suffi- 
ciently large to justify its individual maintenance without its related 
departments, the additional overhead expenses being necessarily consider- 
able. The medical school consisting of the departments of medicine, den- 
tistry, pharmacy and perhaps other departments might when conducted 
together justify the maintenance of a plant separated from the main Uni- 
versity, but this would hardly be true for the special departments segre- 
gated from the medical school proper which must always have more 
students than all the special departments combined. 


9.. There is no evidence to show that the board of visitors of the 
Medical College of Virginia, which controls the major portion of the prop- 
erty of the said college independently of State ownership, would be willing 
to turn over to the University of Virginia the said property, if only the 
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special departments of the medical school and not the main portion be 
located at Richmond. If, therefore, the State is to avail herself of this 
opportunity to acquire about three quarters of a million dollars’ worth of 
additional property, it appears that the entire medical school must be 
located at Richmond; if the State is not to avail herself of such an 
opportunity, then it is doubtful whether the location of the special depart- 
ments in Richmond with the main medical school at Charlottesville would 
bring any advantages to the State worth considering, but on the other 
hand it would probably be an added expense. 


10. From the standpoint of the schools concerned it appears that 
many of the objections to dividing the four year medical course apply 
to the proposed division of the work of the medical school as a whole. 
It seems probable that it would be difficult to convince the public that 
one is bad and the other good, and the chances are that the plan would 
be looked upon, despite protestations to the contrary, as an effort to com- 
promise an embarrassing situation between two conflicting interests. 


Decision Between Charlottesville and Richmond 


The commission having rejected Plan No. 3, was left a clear-cut propo- 
sition of deciding between the two proposed locations, namely, Charlottes- 
ville and Richmond, as the location of the consolidated and unified school, 
consisting of departments of medicine, dentistry and pharmacy, and leaving 
for future consideration the question of establishing post-graduate instruc- 
tion, public health training, and other special lines of work. 

The commission, by a vote of five to three, adopted the first plan offered 
as a solution to the question, namely to locate the entire medical school, 
including departments of dentistry and pharmacy, and other departments 
if later deemed advisable, in the City of Richmond, the same to be a 
department of and under the control of the University of Virginia. This 
action of the commission was based on the following grounds, here sum- 
marized and discussed in more or less detail in other sections of this 
report: 

1. Of the two State-supported medical schools, the one located at 
Richmond is at present the larger and more complete, in; that it has: 

(1) Departments of dentistry and pharmacy, as well as medicine, 
while that at Charlottesville has only medicine. 

(2) <A larger student body, consisting of 173 students in med- 
icine, 130 in dentistry, and 117 in pharmacy, as contrasted with the 
University’s 130 students in medicine. 

(3) <A larger income from students, amounting to approxi- 
mately $28,000 for medical students alone, as compared with the $17,000 
received from a similar source at the University. In addition to 
this. the Richmond school receives an income in its departments of 
dentistry and pharmacy which makes these departments practically 
self supporting. 

(4) More buildings, equipment, and faculty for strictly medi- 
cal education, including over 500 hospital beds for clinical purposes 
as compared to the 150 beds in the University hospital. 


2. By locating the consolidated school at Richmond the State gains 
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the property now held by the board of visitors of the Medical College of 
Virginia, and over which the State at present has no ownership. Also, 
relieving the buildings at the University of Virginia, or parts of same, 
now used for medical education, by occupying the Richmond buildings will 
enable the University to use said buildings for other pressing needs. 
To erect the additional buildings, which will be needed to properly house 
the consolidated school will cost no more at Richmond than at Charlottes- 
ville, since building sites are already available on the property of the 
Medical College of Virginia. 


3. Richmond and its immediate environs has a population amply suffi- 
cient to furnish adequate clinical material. While it is recognized that 
it is possible with sufficient funds and proper legislation to get adequate 
clinical material to Charlottesville, the expense of doing so would not be 
justified and the necessary legislation might be difficult to enforce. 


4. The present hospital facilities at Richmond are vastly superior 
to those at Charlottesville. The contract with the city of Richmond affords 
a means of providing clinical material which is at once practical, efficient, 
and economical, and since the arrangement is quite beneficial to the city 
itself, there is no reasonable doubt as to its continuance so long as the 
medical school may desire it. While the Richmond hospitals are not 
under the same roof, they are so close together and to the medical edu- 
cation buildings as to be practically so, and the chances are that future 
developments will bring them still closer together, so that if desired 
probably all the buildings of the group could be connected by covered 
passage ways making them essentially one building, and at the same time 
giving the isolation necessary. Although the present grouping of these 
hospitals may not be ideal it is certainly practical. It is true that not 
all of the hospital buildings are what they should be for modern. plant, 
and it is probable that at least one of these buildings will have to be 
replaced before many years, but it would cost no more to replace here 
than it would to provide equivalent clinical facilities at Charlottesville, 
and probably not nearly as much. 


5. Location in Richmond would give the consolidated school the great 
advantage of close contact and co-operation with the State and City Boards 
of Health, their laboratories, offices, and officials, and also: with various 
other State and city activities capable of rendering valuable aid in medical 
education. 


6. While it appears possible to add a department of pharmacy to 
the medical school at the University, the University authorities themselves 
state that it would hardly be practical to add a dental department. At 
Richmond there is already established and in operation on a substantial 
scale departments of dentistry and pharmacy which are recognized through- 
out the country as among the very best. It is out of the question to 
ignore the claims of these two important medical specialties, and location 
at Richmond seems to present the only satisfactory solution of the problem 
as it relates to them. It would be much easier to take the excellent faculty; 
equipment, and reputation of these departments than to attempt to build 
up new departments, and everything is against separating them from the 
department of medicine with which they are so closely allied. 
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7. Richmond is a great medical center, well known as such through- 
out the country. Here reside numerous specialists of fine professional 
standing. This gives a great advantage in the securing of clinical teachers. 
Moreover, vocational teachers are as easy to secure in Richmond as at 
Charlottesville, because of the technical advantages existing in a large 
city—numerous hospitals, wide variety of experience, associations with 
eminent specialists—on the one hand; and the cultural advantages, the 
presence of eminent lawyers, professors, engineers scientists, public offi- 
cers and professional men of all lines, and the organizations in which 
they group themselves, on the other hand. In this respect there is little 
choice between the university community and the city community, and 
although the distribution may be over a wider area in the latter case, the 
associations are practically as close. 

8. While it is fully recognized that the environment of a large uni- 
versity is helpful to the student, it is believed that a large city also 
possesses great cultural opportunities. Social activities of a wholesome 
sort are provided in large measure in Richmond, which has always been 
considered an educational center where the influences of culture abound. 
So far as athletics may be concerned it is to be said that, for the most 
part everywhere, the medical student must take his athletics vicariously; 
but so far as he can engage in athletics ample opportunities will be found 
or may be easily supplied in Richmond, where numerous institutions and 
organizations fostering athletics are located. Experience in a eity en- 
vironment is helpful to the young man from the country, and helps to 
give him a broader foundation for his future practice, whether it lie in 
the country or the city. Living accommodations for students are easier 
to secure and cheaper in Richmond than in Charlottesville, because of 
the crowded conditions in the latter due to the greatly increased enroll- 
ment at the University. 

9. Although it is recognized that the presence on the campus of 
the University of a great medical school might influence some young men 
to choose medicine as a profession who otherwise would not do so, it is 
believed that the great majority of young men select the calling they 
expect to follow in life prior to the end of their first college year, and a 
great many of them make the selection long before, so that when they 
come to the University in most cases their minds will have been made 
up as to the lines they expect to follow. This is hardly an important 
factor in the problem. 

10. Immediate connection of the medical school with other schools 
and departments of the University, while in some respects desirable, is 
not essential to high standards of efficiency on either side. In only a very 
limited, if indeed any, sense must it be considered essential to economy 
in administration, because separate classes, laboratories, and instructors 
are necessary for the medical work even though the departments of in- 
struction are nominally the same. 

11. No serious administrative defficulties appear to be in the way 
of a separation of the medical school from the remainder of the Untver- 
sity. Succh as do present themselves may be removed by wise administra- 
tion. A detached medical faculty need cause no great concern, because 
regardless of location the medical faculty would be large enough to com- 
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pose practically an independent faculty unit, treating with the administra- 
tion and with other divisions of the University through representatives. 
A medical faculty carefully selected and wisely administered will function 
as readily in Richmond as at the University. :The standing of the Univer- 
sity of Virginia is high, and academic traditions depend largely on the 
faculty. The reputation of an institution must not hope to rest on its past 
so much as on its current merit. A careful selection of high grade members 
would remove all danger of lowered standards in the faculty of the medical 
school. 

12. Recognizing the value of the University Hospital to the people of 
a large section of Virginia, and regretting any consequences which would 
bring a hardship on this section, still it must be clearly seen that the 
problem of providing hospital facilities for any portion or the whole of 
the population of Virginia, is not a part of the responsibility placed upon 
this commission. The effect of the consolidation of the medical schools 
on the University Hospital must be left out of account in arriving at a 
decision relative to location. The commission has, however, suggested 
ways in which the University Hospital may be continued as a public hos- 
pital or used to advantage in other directions. 

13. Richmond affords, by reason of its large and varied population, 
an opportunity for dispensary experience, or outpatient clinic work, which 
is far more extensive than could be found in a much smaller city; and the 
value of this to the student is very considerable. The same is true of 
ambulatory work, of which there is an abundance in a large city, but very 
little in a small community. Again, the opportunities for internships in 
Richmond, by reason of the large number of hospitals, are numerous, con- 
venient, and easy to secure, which can never be the case in a small city. 

14. The greatest medical need at present is for physicians in the 
rural districts of the State. Up to this time the Medical College of Vir- 
ginia has sent far more doctors into rural Virginia than the medical depart- 
ment of the University of Virginia. There is no reason to believe that 
locating the consolidated school at Richmond would result in serving the 
rural sections less effectively, but on the other hand it is believed that 
it would mean serving these sections more effectively than if the school 
were located at Charlottesville. While there is a great lack of physicians 
it would be unwise to lower the standards of preparation in order to 
increase the numbers. The medical school being a department of the State 
University will ensure the maintenance of high standards, and at the same 
time offer every possible inducement to students to properly prepare them- 
selves for this most important work. 

15. Relative to the public interest it may be said that Richmond is 
nearer to a larger portion of the people of Virginia than Charlottesville. 
It may be reasonably assumed that located in Richmond the school will 
gather to itseif more public interest and influence than it could in any 
other place, for here it is at the seat of the State government, in the 
largest city of the State, and in the recognized financial, industrial, pro- 
fessional and political center of the State. Being in the chief medical 
center of the State the support of the medical profession is assured in 
a manner not possible to secure anywhere else. 

16. Location at Richmond, for the reasons cited in the last para- 
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graph, will probably mean more liberal State support than could be expected 
from any other location. Aside from State support the chances for tinan- 
cial assistance are as good in Richmond as anywhere else in the State, 
and perhaps better. So far as local help is concerned there can be no ques- 
tion that what the people of the city of Richmond have done for their 
medical college and other public institutions and enterprises in the past 
gives promise for financial support in this case much greater than can be 
found in any other location. 

17. In a favorable situation such as Richmond presents, it is not likely 
that, should the medical school be placed elsewhere, the field here would 
remain vacant long. Soon some other institution or group of people would 
take steps to establish another medical school, and the result would he 
competition for the support of the people in patronage and funds from 
private sources, if not indeed also from _ public sources. In-such an 
outcome the very purpose for which this commission was created would be 
frustrated, and the last state of medical education in Virginia would be 
worse than the first. 

-18. While sufficient money and proper legislation might secure for 
the State at Charlottesville opportunities commensurate with those to be 
secured at Richmond, it is evident from the investigation of the commis- 
sion, that to get the same advantages Richmond will not have to go nearly 
so far as Charlottesville. .To this time the distance to the desired facili- 
ties for medical education in Virginia has been more nearly compassed 
at Richmond than at Charlottesville, and the remaining portion of the 
distance can be covered more readily and less expensively at Richmond. 
The commission believes that the largest educational return for the money 
to be expended by the State will be secured by locating the consolidated 
school in Richmond. 


In further justification of their decision as to location, the commission 
presents in the following section of the report its views as to the financial, 
and physical possibilities of establishing the medical department of the 
University of Virginia at Richmond and the effect on the University of 
the transfer of its medical department to Richmond. 


Terms and Conditions of Consolidation 


The commission construes the intent of the legislature under this 
heading as requiring it to consider and recommend terms and conditions 
upon which. the two schools should be consolidated, leaving to the boards 
of visitors of the two institutions the determination of all general ques- 
tions of organization and administration of the consolidated school. 

The commission believes that the consolidation should be effected 
through the absolute conveyance to the board of visitors of the Univer- 
sity of Virginia by the board of visitors of the Medical College of Virginia 
of all property of the Medical College of Virginia of every kind, both tang- 
ible and intangible, subject only to the outstanding obligations in the form 
of notes and accounts payable. 

Co-incidentally with such conveyance, there should be handed to the 
Governor the resignation of all members of the board of visitors of the 
Medical College of Virginia, and to the proper authority of the Univer- 
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sity of Virginia, the resignation of every member of the faculty of the 
Medical College of Virginia. 

If the plan and procedure recommended in this report is followed it 
then will be the duty and privilege of the authorities of the University of 
Virginia to determine the details of the plan of organization of the con- 
solidated school, to provide for its administration and to prepare a budget 
of income and expense. 

Without desire or intention of intruding upon the work relegated to 
the board of visitors of the two schools or the authorities of the University 
of Virginia, the commission feels that it is not wholly out of place to give 
a summary of the physical and financial assets which would come into the 
possession of the consolidated school, pointing out in what respect they are 
adequate or inadequate to meet the immediate needs. 


Physical and Financial Possibilities of Establishing the Medical 
Department of the University of Virginia at Richmond. 


As stated in the foregoing, the duties of the commission outlined in 
the act of the legislature were first to determine whether the two State- 
supported medical schools should be consolidated, and second the terms and 
conditions on which such consolidation should be accomplished. The same 
act assigns to the board of visitors of the two schools the details of the 
plan of consilidation. 

If the recommendations of the commission are adopted it will be the 
duty and the privilege of the authorities of the University of Virginia to 
determine the plan of organization, decide what new buildings are needed, 
prepare a budget of expenses and elect a faculty for the new school. With- 
out desire or intention of anticipating or prejudicing this important work, 
the commission wishes to show that its recommendations are not only 
desirable, but capable of being put into effect. The following summary is, 
therefore, given of the physical and financial assets that would come to 
the new school as a result of consolidation in order to point out in what 
respect they are adequate and in what inadequate, to meet its immediate 
needs. j 

In support of the commission’s recommendation for consolidation it is 
only necessary to show that the new school would begin its existence under 
more favorable conditions than either of the two present schools now enjoy. 
It is not necessary to demonstrate resources comparable to those of the 
old and richly endowed schools of the country, but only to show the avail- 
ability of such buildings equipment and income as will meet present 
necessities and look forward to future growth and expansion. It would 
not be desirable, even if it were possible, to reach an ideal immediately, 
for the development of any educational institution is a process of evoluticn. 


Assets Which Would be Contributed by the Two Schools 


A. By the University of Virginia: 
1—Name and prestige. 
2—Officers and executive organization. 
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3—Medical faculty. 

4—Student body, whose fees last session gave revenue of over 
$17,000.00. (Material increase this session.) 

5—Laboratory equipment. 

6—Appropriation from State, approximately $70,000.00 per year. 


Although the buildings now used by the medical department of the Uni- 
versity would not be a gain to the new school, they would not be a loss to 
the State. The present medical building was planned by Thomas Jefferson 
and is not adapted for modern medical teaching although it would serve 
the University for some other purpose. The general hospital, with its furni- 
ture and equipment is needed at its present location and is no larger than is 
necessary to care for the students of the University, the citizens of Charlottes- 
ville, and the adjacent section of the State. 


B. By the Medical College of Virginia: 

1—Such teachers as may be desired from present medical dental 
and pharmacy faculties. 

2—Student body, whose fees last session gave revenue of over 
$28,000.00 in the medical department. (Material increase this session.) 

3—Buildings and equipment recently appraised at over $1,000,000, 
on which there are debts and mortagages of about $200,000. 

4—-State appropriation amounting to $70,000.00 per year. 

5—Contracts with city and State by which over $100,000.00 is spent 
for support of patients in hospitals, all of whom are available for 
clinical material without cost to the college. 


It is estimated by experts that the present need of Virginia requires 
a school capable of teaching 400 medical students, and the commission 
agrees in this opinion. The question then arises what are the necessary 
equipments, hospital facilities, lecture rooms, laboratory space and finan- 
cial income necessary to operate such a school, and how do the combined 
assets of the two present schools above listed meet the need? 


1—EQUIPMENT. 


The University of Virginia and the Medical College of Virginia both 
own elaborate and complete equipment for modern didactic and labora- 
tory teaching. It is believed that a combination of the existing resources 
of these two schools -would supply the need of the new school with but 
little additional expense. 


2—HOSPITAL FACILITIES. 


The following four hospitals located in Richmond are now owned by 
the Medical College of Virginia. They are all within two blocks. of the 
college buildings and could be operated, either singly or combined, under 
any system or form of management thought desirable by the authorities 
of the new school. The appraised value given of the different properties 
was fixed for the purpose of placing insurance in June, 1919, by disinter- 
ested real estate experts, Mr. H. Seldon Taylor and Mr. F. Sitterding. 


A—The Virginia Hospital completed in 1883, accommodates 240 pa- 
tients and has an assessed value of $96,135. It was formerly the teaching 
hospital of the University College of Medicine and was acquired by the 
Medical College of Virginia at the time of the union of the two Richmond 
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schools. It is now utilized by the city of Richmond as a municipal hos- 
pital under. an agreement which has three more years to run. Under the 
present arrangement the staff of the hospital, with few exceptions, are 
appointed from the faculty of the Medical College of Virginia and the 
patients are all available for clinical teaching. 


B—The Memorial Hospital, completed in 1908, accommodates 181 
patients and has an assessed value of $193,800. This hospital was erected 
by a group of Richmond citizens under the leadership of Mr. John L. 
Williams, and was represented as a gift to the Medical College of Virginia 
in 1913 at the time of its union with the University College of Medicine. 
The Memorial Hospital is a modern and admirably equipped institu- 
tion of brick and stone construction, consisting of three stories ‘besides 
a basement and attic. It has spacious wards and attractive private rooms. 


C—The Dooley Hospital, completed in 1920, accommodates 50 patients 
and has an assessed value of $60,000. The funds. to build and equip 
this hospital were given to the Medical College of Virginia by Mr. James 
H. Dooley as an evidence of his affection for his native city. The build- 
ing consists of three stories and’a basement and is ofi the most approved 
fire proof construction. It was designed for a contagious hospital, but is 
now being used temporarily for crippled children. 


D—The St. Philip Hospital, completed in 1920, accommodates 188 
patients, and has an assessed value of $203,800. This hospital was erected 
by the Medical College of Virginia with money subscribed by the people 
of Richmond. The buildings is of fire proof construction and consists of 
seven stories and basement. It has all modern conveniences and labor 
saving devices and represents the latest ideas in hospital architecture. 
St. Philip Hospital is devoted exclusively to the care of colored patients. 


From the foregoing it will be seen that the four hospitals now owned 
by the Medical College of Virginia have at present a capacity for 659 
patients, and the commission believes that this number of beds is more 
than sufficient for the present needs of the consolidated school, especially 
in view of the other opportunities for clinical teaching in Richmond, 
which are enumerated in Part III of this report. 


Without wishing to anticipate the problems of the future the com- 
mission desires to state that it is probable that the Virginia Hospital will 
have to be torn down to give room for a new teaching building, and that 
it is possible that the Memorial Hospital may be purchased by the Common- 
wealth because the State badly needs an office building and the location and 
construction of this hospital would admirably serve that purpose. If 
either or both of the above contigencies eventuate, and an additional 
hospital therefore should become necessary to give adequate clinical facil- 
ities, it could be erected on the grounds formerly occupied by the Retreat 
for the Sick, on which the Medical College of Virginia now has a legally 
executed option. ; 


3—LECTURE Rooms, LABORATORIES AND DISPENSARIES. 

The Medical College of Virginia owns two teaching buildings, which 
before the union of the two medical schools in Richmond, were used for 
teaching classes, totalling as many as seven hundred students. Advanced 
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requirements and modern methods, however, make these buildings in- 
adequate for the needs of the new school. 


The Old Building of the Medical College of Virginia, completed about 
1845, has an assessed value of $66,000. It is one of the handsomest and 
most classic structures in the State. It will serve temporarily for certain 
laboratory work and overflow classes, but eventually its interior should 
be remodeled so as to convert it into an auditorium, library and museum. 


The New Teaching Building, completed in 1912, has ‘an assessed 
value of $173,500. This building was made possible by the generosity 
of the citizens of Richmond, and replaced one on the same site which 
was completely destroyed by fire on January 6, 1910. The building is 
of fire proof construction and consists of three stories with a basement 
and an attic. The foundations are planned to varry two mere stories if 
desired. This new teaching building is a model of completeness. Every- 
thing has been provided that would contribute to the convenience of the 
student and to thoroughness and efficiency in teaching. It is not large 
enough for its present classes and the new: school must have increased 
space. This could be obtained by adding additional stories, but it will 
doubtless be found better to tear down the Virginia Hospital and build 
on that site. In this connection, Mr. Henry E. Baskerville of Richmond, 
the architect previously employed by the College, writes under date of 
February 7, 1921, as follows: 


“At the time the present building was designed the idea was kept 
in mind that a duplicate building could be built at the corner of 11th 
Street, which would leave ample room for an Administration Build- 
ing between the two College buildings. Corridors could be built 
connecting each of the college buildings with this Administration 
building. I estimate it would cost about $270,000 to duplicate the 
present college building. I estimate that an administration building 
about the size of the Dooley Hospital could be built for about $65,000. 
A new heating plant for the whole group could be built in the rear 
of the Administration building, and I estimate that this plant would 
cost about $25,000.” 


Thus it will be seen that by an expenditure of approximately $360,000 
‘tthe facilities at present existing in Richmond for lecture room, Jaboratory 
and dispensary teaching can be enlarged to a degree that will not only 
provide adequate facilities for the number of medical students it is desired 
to matriculate in the new school, but also give separate and larger quarters 
for the teaching of dentistry and pharmacy. If the plan suggested by Mr. 
Baskerville is carried out, the college buildings for didactic, laboratory 
and dispensary teaching will have a front of an entire city block and 
not only present an imposing and dignified appearance, but also possess 
the possibility of enlargement in the future if such is found necessary, 
by the addition of one or two stories. 


NECESSARY INCOME TO MEET OPERATING EXPENSES. 


The operating expenses of the new school will at first have to be 
met by the fees collected from students plus the appropriations received 
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from the State. Other sources of revenue will undoubtedly develop, but 
they cannot be counted on at the beginning. 


The collections of the University of Virginia and the Medical College 
of Virginia from medical students last year amounted to approximately 
$45,000. The collections this year are approximately twenty per cent 
larger, although the figures are not yet available, and hence cannot be used. 
The receipts of the medical department of the University and of the Medical 
College of Virginia from the appropriations of the legislature were approxi- 
mately $140,000. Hence the consolidated school, if iis income is no larger 
than the combined income of the two existing schools last session will 
have $185,000 pex annum. This is much more than either of the two 


_ existing schools have previously enjoyed, but the vital question is whether 


this is a sufficient sum on which the consolidated school can make a 
satisfactory start. In considering this question it must be remembered 
that, while it is expectea that more full-time teackers will be employed and 
lugher salaries paid. than is now done at either institution, it must be 
remembered that the actual income from students may be expected to be 
larger, and the relative expense of operation smaller, becausee there will 
be only one executive office to be maintained, one faculty to be paid, and 
one body of free patients to be supported, instead of the duplication of 
each, which now exists. 


The difficulty and cost of securing and supporting adequate clinical 
material will be less than is the case with most medical schools because 
the city of Richmond spends $85,000 a year for the maintenance of patients 
at the Virginia Hospital, the State spends $10,000 a year for maintenance of 
crippled children at the Dooley Hospital and there are numerous other 
sources of clinical material which are available for teaching purposes 
without cost to the college. 


Medical education is admittedly the most costly of all branches of 
teaching. There is hardly a reasonable limit which can be put on the 
amount of money that could be profitably spent in the operation of a 
medical college. Some of the largely endowed schools have annual dis- 
bursements which are fortunes in themselves. The question in Virginia is 
what is the minimum income which would enable the consolidated school 
to make a successful beginning. 


In order to get expert advice, Dr. Henry S. Pritchett, president of the 
Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement of Teaching, who had previ- 
ously been consulted by the commission on the question of the proper 
location of the school, was written to and asked to give data with reference 
to the annual income of some of the established medical schools of the 
country, and to state whether or not, in his opinion, the sum which 
could be counted upon for the proposed consolidated school in Virginia was 
sufficient for a.satisfactory start. Dr. Pritchett was in California at the 
time and hence did not have access to his records. He wrote, however, 
under date of February 24, 1921, as follows: 


“In my office in New York, we have rather complete statements 
as to the incomes of the various medical schools of the country. The 
stronger schools are spending from $150,000 to $350,000 annually; 
this is exclusive of hospital support. I should say that a total of 
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$185,000 a year ought to form the basis of a sound and fruitful 
modern medical school. Starting from this income no doubt a sum 
requisite for increasing need would be provided.” 


Virginia Confronted by a Necessity 


What has been said in the preceding paragraphs was written on the 
assumption that the new school may have to begin on the combined 
physical and financial assets of the two existing schools and that these 
were sufficient for a beginning, although for a worthy development, addi- 
tional resources must be discovered. 

It is essential that Virginia should have a large and efficient medical 
school to furnish her people with adequate professional services to main- 
tain them in health and to cure them in sickness. She cannot trust other 
States to do for her what is plainly her duty to do for herself. It is 
not a theory but a condition that confronts the State. It is, therefore, a 
question, not primarily ‘of cost, but ultimately of economy and efficiency, 
that has to be considered. The wisdom of consolidating the two State 
supported schools is universally accepted, and if the new school is to be 
located either in Richmond or Charlottesville, it is obvious that under exist- 
ing circumstances it should be located in Richmond where it can be done at 
less original expense and with greater promise of future growth and develop- 
ment. . 
Medical education has ceased to be a business enterprise and has 
become a philanthropy which must be supported by either State appro- 
priations or public benefactions or both. If State appropriations are made 
then public benefactions will follow. If the new school is located at Rich- 
mond, it is reasonable to suppose that the city will be liberal in its finan- 
cial help and support. Richmond is a rich and generous city and has given 
more than one-half a million dollars to the Medical College of Virginia in 
the last ten years. This is but an earnest of what it can do and will do in 
the future for a school which will have larger powers of usefulness and 
greater promise of permanency. 


Effect on the University of the Transfer of Its Medical Depart- 
ment to Richmond 


There are some persons who fear that the separation of} the medical 
school from the other departments of the. University would be a dis- 
memberment which would mar the symmetry and completeness of the 
University as a whole. There would be no dismemberment. The fact 
of the new school not being located in Charlottesville would not mean 
it was no longer a part of the University. The school would be known as 
the Medical Department of the University of Virginia; its affairs would 
be directed and controlled by the officers of the University; its students 
would be taught by the professors and instructors of the University, 
and its graduates would receive diplomas conferring the degrees of the 
University. The University of Tennessee in its communication to the 
commission claimed that “the campus of the University of Tennessee 
is the State of Tennessee,” and the same claim should be made for the 
University of Virginia. 
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The danger of conflicting interest developing between the University 
at Charlottesville and its medical department in Richmond is not to be 
feared. They would both be under the same rector and board of visitors 
and both have their policies outlined and affairs guided by the same officials. 
The ideals of both would be:derived from the same sources and the interest 
of one would be the interest of the other. 

There was a time when the transfer of the medical students from 
Charlottesville to Richmond might have been an injury to the Univer- 
sity, now it would be a great benefit. Thirty years ago the total number 
of students at the University was less than five hundred, and of these 
over one hundred and fifty were in the medical department. Today there 
are nearly eighteen hundred students matriculated at the University, of 
whom the medical students number little over one hundred. 

The dormitories at the University will accommodate only a small 
number of students. The large increase in the number of students has 
enormously increased the demands upon the boarding houses of the town, 
and the result has been increased charges for board, and in many cases 
unsatisfactory rooms and table board, thus increasing the cost of edu- 
cation to the student, and, at the same time, creating unsatisfactory 
living conditions. If the 100 medical students now at the University are 
brought to Richmond, it would to that extent, relieve these conditions 
and provide accommodations for that number of other students. If, on 
the contrary, 500 or 800 additional medical, dental and pharmacy students 
are taken to Charlottesville as a result of the consolidation, the Univer- 
sity and the town will be absolutely unequal to providing for them ade- 
quately and properly, and the University as a whole would suffer greatly 
in consequence. 

Removal of| the medical students would also relieve to some extent 
the crowded conditions in the University buildings, since the space they 
now occupy could be used for other purposes. Also: in case the University 
Hospital building should not be needed for hospital purposes in its entirety, 
the part not so needed could be readily used for dormitory purposes, 
which would bring welcome relief in this respect, or it could be used for 
administrative or instructional purposes to further relieve the present 
congestion in certain departments. 

With reference to the University Hospital it may be said that in 
case the State desires to continue to maintain it, in whole or in part, 
for the benefit of the public in the section which it serves, this can readily 
be done by the proper legislation and financial support. Although it would 
no-longer be a teaching hospital and thus receive State patients, yet it 
would be in position to render even better service for the care of other 
cases, and it would find its present capacity taxed to meet the needs of 
the University, of Charlottesville, and of the adjacent territory. 

The medical department of the University of Virginia, located in 
Richmond, would bring with it the prestige and splendid reputation of 
that institution. , 

It would at once be strengthened by the clinics afforded by a large 
city, the lack of which at Charlottesville, even by a large expenditure, 
can never be completely overcome. 

It can command and utilize in its faculty the splendid ability of 
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the physicians, surgeons and specialists of Richmond, which cannot be 
found in so small a place as Charlottesville. 

It will be strengthened by the combination of the financial resources 
of the two cities. 

It will appeal to foundations and organizations, which will know 
that their contributions will not be spent in supplying clinics but in 
broadening and strengthening medical education. 


Summary of the Findings of the Commission 


The commission summarizes its conclusions as follows: 

1. There should be but one State-supported medical school. 

2. It should teach medicine, dentistry and pharmacy. 

3. It should be located in Richmond. 

4. This school should be formed by the merger of the Medical College 
of Virginia with the medical department of the University of Virginia, 
through the unconditioned transfer of the property of the Medical College 
of Virginia subject only to the existing liabilities. 


5. The medical school so formed should be a bona fide department 
of the University of Virginia, having the same academic relationship 
to the University of Virginia as that borne by the present department 
of medicine, and the task of organizing this new medical school in all its 
details should be entrusted to the authorities of the University of Virginia.

Part LV 


VIEWS AND EXPERIENCES OF OTHERS 


In order to secure facts and evidence on which to reach the wisest 
solution of the problems submitted to it by the legislature the commis- 
sion has— 

A—Obtained the advice of outside experts. 

B-—-Learned the experience of universities which have had similar 
questions to deal with in other States. 

C—Consulted with the State Board of Health and the State 
Board of Medical Examiners, whose work makes their members 
familiar with the conditions and needs of medical practice and 
medical education in Virginia. 
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A—The Advice of Outside Experts 


In securing the aid of experts the commission did not wish to shirk 
the responsibility imposed on it, but did so because it believed that 
not only would its work be simplified but that its conclusions and recom- 
mendations would also have greater weight if they were fortified by the 
opinions of men who had made a special study of educational questions 
and who were unbiased by personal preferences or previons associations. 
Negotiations were therefore instituted with the General Education Board 
of New York City, but as already stated they declined to conduct a survey 
or submit an official opinion. 

Hence, negotiations were entered into with Dr. Henry S. Pritchett, 
president of the Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement of Teaching. 
The following are extracts from Dr. Pritchett’s letters addressed to the 
secretary of the commission. 


November 13, 1920. 


“T send a line to acknowledge the receipt of the letter of November 
the 9th on behalf of the commission on medical education in Vir- 
ginia inviting the Carnegie Foundation to make a study and to 
report to that body touching the present situation and future develop- 
ment of medical education in the State of Virginia. It is my hope 
that we may undertake this study and I shall bring the matter 
before my Executive Committee at the earliest moment and inform 
you as soon as possible of its decision. The problem is one with 
which I have personally been more or less in contact and the Carnegie 
Foundation would be highly pleased if it could contribute in any 
way to its solution.” 


December 21, 1920. 


“T have been engaged in certain examinations concerning the 
development of medical schools in smaller cities. The essential facts 
touching the condition of medical education in the State of Virginia 
are well known amongst those interested in medical progress. I 
apprehend that these facts may be stated in the following terms: 

1. “At the present time the State of Virginia is subsidizing two 
medical schools, one in Charlottesville, the other, the Medical College 
of Virginia, in Richmond. This situation is a reproach to the medi- 
cal intelligence off the State, and an injustice to the people of Virginia. 
It should cease as soon as possible. 

2. “Neither of these medical schools, between which the State 
support is divided, has at present the resources adequate to con- 
duct a modern medical school, even upon an economical and modest 
basis. 

3. “Any medical school in Virginia, supported in whole or in 
part by the State, should be a part of the University of Virginia and 
under the control and direction of its governing board and president. 

4. “Although a few divided medical schools still exist, medical 
opinion is practically unanimous in the conclusion that to offer the 
first two years of a medical curriculum in one place and the last 
two years in another is not only a waste of funds, but results in a 
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diminution of the effectiveness of the school as a whole. A medical 
school, half of which is in Charlottesville and the other half in Rich- 
mond, is no solution of the problem of medical education in Virginia. 

5. “If, therefore, the State of Virginia is to support medical edu- 
cation at all, such support should be given to a single medical school 
situated either in Charlottesville or in Richmond, and in either case 
under the direction of the University of Virginia. 

“In the discussion that has gone on for some years in Virginia 
touching this matter those who desire the medical school at Rich- 
mond have argued the impossibility of developing a large and efficient 
medical school in a small city like Charlottesville. Those in favor 
of State support for a united school at Charlottesville have set forth 
the argument that it is impossible for a University to control and 
direct a school so far away as Richmond, and that, under such an 
arrangement, the medical school would lack that spirit and those 
scholarly standards which constitute the reason for making the 
medical school a department of the University. 

“Since I received your letter, I have had a fresh examination 
made of the two medical schools in this country that may be con- 
sidered successful large medical schools in small cities, namely the 
medical school at Ann Arbor and that at Iowa City. The first 
has a student body of approximately four hundred, and the 
second of approximately three hundred. It is perfectly clear, 
from all the information available, that granted a generous 
support from the State, the enactment of laws adapted to that 
purpose, and the establishment of hospital facilities, a good 
medical school can be developed in a small city like Iowa City or 
Ann Arbor, notwithstanding certain evident limitations attaching to 
a small city in the matter. of medical teaching. Undoubtedly, in 
this development the intimate relation of the medical school with the 
University and the ability to select teachers without pressure from 
professional sources have been factors. 

“On the other hand, it is equally clear also that there are certain 
limitations upon a small city as a medical center, some of which can 
be removed only with difficulty and others by a considerable expense. 
An outpatient department in a small city comparable to that which 
is to be had in a city of fair size, is difficult to attain. Specialties 
in medical practice, such as the fields of contagious diseases and 
obstetrics, are difficult to compass in a small city. Furthermore, 
the notion that the University can only inspire and direct a medical 
school, which is in physical contact with it, rests on a misappre- 
hension. Few medical schools have had any intimate or close con- 
tact as between the medical faculty on the one hand and the scientific 
faculty of the University on the other, desirable as this sort of inti- 
macy might be. Such relationships as have come about in this respect, 
for example as between the department of; chemistry on the one 
hand and clinical medicine on the other, have been usually personal 
contacts. Great medical schools have arisen, as in the case-of Johns 
Hopkins, in a large city, and in the case of Ann Arbor, in a small 
city, through the presence of far-sighted and devoted men in the 
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medical faculty. The contact of the University with its medical 
school lies generally in the association between the president and 
the governing body on the one hand and the medical teachers on 
the other. The service of the University to its medical school lies 
chiefly in giving to it the same scholarly background which other 
departments of the University have, in insisting upon the maintenance 
of scholarly standards and in providing for the support of the med- 
ical department exactly as for the support of other parts of the 
University. However, desirable an intimate contact may be between 
the various branches of the University, it is perfectly clear that 
a great medical school may be developed by a University somewhat 
independent of the proximity, depending mainly upon the contact 
of the president and of the governing body on the one hand and 
the men in the medical school on the other. 


“Looking over the whole question, therefore, it seems perfectly 
clear that given the united support of the State and a generous atti- 
tude toward the medical department both in the matter of appro- 
priations and legislation, it would be entirely possible for the Uni- 
versity of Virginia to build up a strong medical school either at 
Charlottesville or at Richmond. It seems unlikely to me that the 
decision of this question can be brought down to a technical ques- 
tion of the relative fitness of small cities or large cities as sites 
ior a medical school. 


“The essential question which lies before your commission seems 
to me rather one of sound policy and educational statesmanship than 
one to be determined upon expert testimony in which a large amount 
of evidence will be found on both sides. The real question before 
your commission is whether there is sufficient vision and patriot- 
ism in those who have to do with medical education in Virginia to 
bring about a united effort behind a single medical school under the 
direction of the University whether at one place or the other, and 
if this is answered in the affirmative the question as to whether this 
school shall be at Charlottesville or at Richmond becomes one rather 
of large policy and sound judgment than of weighing the relative 
advantages to be found in a small city or a large one. This question, 
it seems to me, must be settled by the gentlemen of your commission 
upon larger grounds than those of a discussion based on the possi- 
bilities of small and large cities for medical teaching. 


“It appears to me, therefore, that the question has come to the 
point where outside expert testimony can be of comparatively little 
assistance to you, that the question is one that must be decided by 
the good sense and sound judgment of those responsible for medical 
education in Virginia. For this reason I have some doubt whether 
a further technical examination on the part of the Carnegie Founda- . 
tion would be of any great advantage. 


“IT venture to write thus frankly my view of the situation, but 
I shall. be very glad to have your commission indicate whether you 
still feel that we can be of further service and whether, in your 
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judgment, it would be of any advantage for me to have a meeting 
with your commission.”

“Your letter of December 23d has remained unanswered partly 
because of absence and partly by reason of a very great number of 
duties. I have received also under date of January 4th, an inquiry 
from Dr. Woodson, who fears lest the people of the Valley of Vir- 

‘ginia may lose the great advantage of the University Hospital at 
Charlottesville if the medical school is removed to Richmond. He 
proposes, therefore, to retain the medical school at Charlottesville 
but to inaugurate a post-graduate school at Richmond which when 
united with the schools of dentistry and pharmacy he feels will go 
far to satisfy the desires of those who wish a medical school in 
Richmond. 


“Both your letter and that of Dr. Woodson seem to me to illus- 
trate afresh the relevancy of my remark in my former letter, namely, 
that your commission is dealing with a question in which the immed- 
iate interests of two groups of people are involved, and for its sound 
solution you stand in need, not so much of technical medical advice, 
as a well considered public policy. The question is impossible of 
any satisfactory answer unless your commission and those in charge 
of the medical schools are able to consider the matter from this 
point of view. 


“The Carnegie Foundation since receiving your request has had 
a careful examination made of two groups of medical schools—(1) 
medical schools in small cities, (2) medical schools in large cities 
governed by universities more or less remote from them. In some 
cases, aS in the case of Harvard, the University and its medical school 
although in different cities are separated by only a few miles; in 
other cases, as that of the Cornell Medical School, the distance 
between the two is some hundreds of miles. An expert committee 
desiring to throw light on your problem would make its studies, 
not in Virginia, but at other places in the country where medical 
schools have been developed under both conditions for a term of 
years. This does not mean that a committee of expert medical men 
examining your two schools could not make valuable suggestions, but 
it does mean that an impartial committee considering the two situ- 
ations would make its studies elsewhere and in cases where the 
corresponding problems had been worked out over a term of years. 


“Ags a result of these examinations it is perfectly clear that, 
given the undivided support of the State and of the medical pro- 
fession, a strong and fairly large medical school can be developed 
either at Charlottesville or at Richmond. It is equally evident that 
each of these sites has its own weaknesses, and these were pointed 
out in my former letter. The decision comes down not to a matter 
of technical judgment but to one of sound State policy. 
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“At this point I venture to say a word as to Dr. Woodson’s in- 
quiry since it illustrates how fully this matter of medical education 
in Virginia has become an issue, as between two local interests. His 
suggestion is an effort to harmonize these two claims by a compromise. 
The medical school is to remain at Charlottesville but a post-graduate 
medical school, together with the schools of dentistry and phar- 
macy are to form a second medical center in Richmond. Such a 
plan seems to me destructive of the very object you are trying to 
attain. In the first place, the post-graduate school, the dental school 
and the school of pharmacy ought to be part of the medical school. 
How long would it be if they were set up in Richmond before an 
undergraduate school would be added, and the whole expensive 
competition would begin over again? It seems to me that this com- 
mission ought not to regard itself as an arbitration board to compro- 
mise the difference between two rival claimants, but rather as the 
judges between two clear-cut proposals to be judged upon the grounds 
of large public policy. 

“Granting that under proper support a strong medical school can 
be developed at either Charlottesville or Richmond, then the board 
finds itself face to face with this question: At which of) these two 
places will it be more feasible for the State medical school to secure 
the loyal and hearty support of the State government, of the medical 
profession, and of the people of Virginia? When this question is 
answered fairly and wisely your problem is solved, provided always 
that those who have to do with medical education will loyally accept 
and support the decision. 


“Richmond is the capital of the State and its chief city. Its 
manufactures and its commerce are growing rapidly. For these 
reasons it is the home also of the largest body of medical practitioners 
and the most influential spot for the creation of medical opinion. 
This has its advantages and its disadvantages in the development of 
a medical school. Medical politics have been in many States the 
bane of medical education. But; so soon as Richmond is without 
a medical school, a strong temptation will arise for some group of 
medical practitioners to start a new medical school, and anyone 


who knows the ways of colleges and universities will not doubt that 


one will be found ready to lend the shelter of its charter to such.a 
venture. So long as the capital city is not the site of a medical 
school, the opportunity for dividing the medical support of the State 
will always be present. This is a matter which your committee cannot 
afford to leave out of view. 


“T trust that your committee will address itself first to this ques- 
tion and that it will altogether abandon the notion of trying to 
compromise two competing local interests. Your medical school in- 
cluding all its developments—undergraduate school, post-graduate 
school, dental school, and school of pharmacy—ought to be in one 
place. You ought to make your decision between two clear-cut pro- 
posals—the medical school in all its divisions to be developed either 
at the one place or the other. To this decision I am sure you will 
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bring a common sense judgment and an unselfish spirit. Medical 
education in the great Commonwealth of Virginia ought not to be 
settled on the basis of any local interest however important.” 


January 20, 1921. 


“It is perhaps almost inevitable that any group of men who 
have had the contact of'a small medical school in the immediate 
vicinity of a university in which somewhat intensive personal work 
has been possible will have a strong conviction that such a condition 
is most favorable for medical education. It is equally likely that a 
group of men who have had to do with a medical school in a larger 
city will have a strong conviction that the advantages to be had im 
a city in medical education are of greater weight than those which 
lie in the close contact of a small group of students with university 
life. | 

“IT do not believe that any report by a technical body of men will 
change the opinions of either of these groups. I have had the informal. 
expression of opinion of men of high medical training who have 
visited both your Virginia schools, but I do not think that any of 
them could advance an argument in favor of one as compared with 
the other that would be convincing to those whose opinions are now 
formed. 

“IT go back, therefore, to what seems to me the basis upon which 
the mattter must be settled. In my judgment there can be developed 
either at Charlottesville or at Richmond, with the generous support 
of the State, a strong medical school and the difference between the 
effectiveness of the teaching in the two places is not ofi such charac- 
ter as to determine the location of the school. One must remember 
that at the present time medical students are required to have a 
certain amount of college training and that in the future this will 
be increasingly true. If these general conclusions are sound, the: 
Universities will have to take into account, in fixing a site for its: 
medical school, certain matters of general policy 

“In which site can the University expect through its medical school 
to render the greatest service to all the people of the State of Virginia 
and to medical science and research? 

“In which site can it reasonably expect to secure the most satis- 
factory support of the people of the Commonwealth and of the medical 
profession? 

“In which site will the development of a strong medical school 
with its allied institutions such as the dental school, the school 
for post-graduates, the school for public hygiene, serve the cause 
of medical progress and the public health in largest and most satis- 
factory way? 

“These questions and similar ones are rather questions of medical 
statesmanship than of medical technique, and the determination of 
the matter is likely to turn on these questions rather than on the 
educational superiority of the one site or the other, for in my judg- 
ment no superiority exists so great or so compelling as to justify the 
settlement of the matter upon educational grounds only.” 
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Although the General Education Board declined to officially assist 
‘the commission, as stated in the foregoing, later its secretary, Dr. Abraham 
Flexner, in a personal and not an official capacity, agreed to give the com- 
mission the benefit of his views. These he presented in writing, as 
follows: 


THE MEDICAL SCHOOL OF THE UNIVERSITY OF VIRGINIA. 


In order that a wise decision may be reached as to where the State of 
Virginia should develop the medieal department of the State University, 
we must begin with a clear conception of what, in its essence, medical 
education is. 

Medical education is an elaborate process, involving: 

1. Considerable training in science before the student enters the 
medical school; 

2. Four years in the medical school; 

3. An internship of a year or two after graduation from the medical 
school. 

Even at the end of this elaborate process the graduate in medicine is 
hardly yet a doctor; he is, however, ready to enter upon the cautious prac- 
tice of the profession, with a training that, if he is industrious, will make 
of him a sound practitioner of medicine and surgery. 

‘4. Practice or experience, therefore, rounds out medical education. - 


There are thus four successive stages through which the young prac- 
tioner rises. 

First, he gets a scientific training in fundamental general science. 
This he receives in College. : 

Second, he gets four years of, training in the medical sciences and. in 
the main clinical branches. This period he spends in the medical school. 

Third, he gets a year or two of hospital internship in the University 
hospital or some other hospital. 

Fourth, he begins the practical career which ultimately equips him 
as a practitioner of medicine. 


I have said that the prospective medical student passes the first stage 
in college. There he is supposed to master the technique of physics, 
chemistry and biology to acquire the important fundamental scientific 
conceptions which he will need throughout his: scientific career. Time was 
when persons connected with independent or proprietary schools of medi- 
cine supposed that this preliminary scientific instruction could be fur- 
nished by the medical schools themselves, and a few schools undertook 
to furnish it. But the effort was not successful, because even practitioners 
of medicine came to see that it is not only important to learn scientific 
laws and facts, but that it is even more important for the young student 
to breathe the atmosphere of science in laboratories where a spirit of 
inquiry prevails, and to work with teachers who have a broad scientific 
training and outlook. This atmosphere and these teachers are to be found 
only in institutions of learning, and for this reason it is now univer- 
sally admitted that the student must receive his fundamental scientific 
training in a well equipped and well developed college or university. 

We come next to the medical curriculum proper, the four-year course 
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leading to the M. D. degree. What is the object of this course? Its object 
is evidently not to make doctors, because, if such were the case, the four 
year course would not have to be followed by an internship in a hospital. 
The four-year medical course can, at most ground the student in the 
fundamental medical sciences, train him in the art and technique of 
diagnosis and give him a limited practical experience in using his knowl- 
edge and his technique under the eye of trained teachers thus, by the 
time he leaves the medical school the student will have mastered the 
tools which will ultimately enable him to practice medicine and _ sur- 
gery with safety and intelligence. 


Medical education is, as has been well said, mostly education, not mostly 
practice. The range of disease is so vast that it is utterly impossible for the 
student to master it or to master any considerable portion of it during 
his four-year course in the medical school. Indeed, he spends over two 
years learning anatomy, physiology, chemistry, bio-chemistry, pharmacology, 
etc., which are, once more, only the tools by means of which he is going 
to grapple with the problem of disease. Then follow two brief years in 
which at the most he can be trained how to use the technique and knowl- 
edge which he has been acquiring, how to observe, how to reason, and 
how, in a few representative instances, to deal with pathological conditions. 


The medical curriculum therefore, does not produce doctors. It trains 
men in the knowledge and use of a technique by means of which they may 
in time hope to become physicians and surgeons. 


Where can the student best get his training? 


In the old days when the medical school, without any preliminary 
requirement and without any intern requirement, used to turn out doc- 
tors in large numbers, medical education was in the hands of local groups 
of physicians; but, as the resources of science increased, and as men 
began to realize that even a four-year medical course could not make a 
doctor, the seat of medical education was transferred from the local pro- 
prietary group to the University. The independent medical school has 
practically disappeared in the last ten years, and it has disappeared because 
it does not fulfil the conditions required by modern medical education. 
The universities have simply had to take charge of medical education, be- 
cause they alone have the facilities and they alone have the correct 
point of view and spirit. Universities exist to train men not in the immedi- 
ate doing of practical tasks, but in the discipline and the technique through 
which practical tasks may be ultimately accomplished in the most enlight- 
ened and progressive manner. 


At the conclusion of his four-year course of study our young graduate 
in medicine has acquired the fundamentals of the underlying sciences; 
he has been taught how to apply his knowledge to the observation of 
pathological conditions, how to make a diagnosis, and in a limited way 
how to manage a few representative diseases. Now he has his armament, 
his equipment, his tools, his point of view. At this stage he enters the 
hospital, where, if he has been well trained up to this time he will make 
rapid progress in learning how to deal with the varied conditions which 
he encounters in the wards and dispensary. At the end of a year or two 
he should be ready to go out into the world, preferably in association 
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with an older physician, but in any case his progress towards independence 
should henceforth be rapid and substantial. 

With this brief account of medical education I suspect that most 
teachers of medicine in these days would be disposed to agree. You will 
observe that the first two stages belong in this view of the case to the 
University. There is here in Virginia, as I understand it, no difference of 
opinion on these points. Everybody agrees that the University should 
control the teaching in the fundamental sciences and everybody agrees 
that the University should organize and conduct the medical department. 
There is but one question to be answered, namely, where should the Uni- 
versity conduct the medical school—on its own campus or in a remote 
city, such as Richmond? 

Where should the medical school be located? 

If the University were itself situated in Richmond or in Norfolk, no- 
body would dream of suggesting that the medical school should be lvccated 
somewhere else. That is, everybody would admit that the school would be 
stronger, and University administration would be more effective, if the 
entire University were concentrated. Everybody would admit that uni- 
versity spirit would be weaker and university administration less effec- 
tive in any department—medicine, engineering, law, or what not—which 
was removed from the University campus. I take it therefore that, gen- 
erally speaking, everybody would be in favor of concentration and against 
‘dispersion. The burden of proof rests, therefore, upon those who favor 
removal. They must show that medical education will gain, not lose, by 
the transfer of the medical school from Charlottesville to Richmond. 

In order that the University may train its students most effectively 
during the four years of the medical course, it needs, in the first place, 
laboratories, teaching staff and teaching facilities in the fields of anatomy, 
physiology, pathology, bacteriology, bi-chemistry and pharmacology. These 
laboratories are not independent of each other, nor are they independent of 
other scientific branches which the University develops. The various 
sciences are continuously intersecting one another, so that no one of them 
and no group of them can be detached without loss to itself and to its 
fellows. As far as these sciences are concerned, therefore, they cannot be 
detached from the University without injury to themselves and to other 
sciences. The medical sciences will suffer if they leave the University 
campus. And if they suffer, medical education is to that extent injured. 

There is, therefore, only one point in respect to which Richmond or 
Norfolk could possibly be superior to Charlottesville as the site of the 
' University medical school, viz., in respect to clinical facilities. Let us 
consider this point in the light of what has been previously said regard- 
ing the essence of the student’s medical training. 

For its clinical teaching the University needs a teaching hospital—that 
is, a hospital the wards of which are connected with laboratories and class- 
rooms in which disease can be studied and in which the art of diagnosis 
can be taught. There must be patients numerous enough and varied enough 
to furnish the material by means of which the student can be trained, 
and by means of which the teacher may continue to be himself a student 
of the unsolved problems of disease. It is not necessary that this material 
should be absolutely unlimited in amount or even that it should contain 
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all possible varieties of disease; there must, however, be so many patients 
that no patient need be worked over by too many students, and there 
must be variety enough to illustrate the various methods of differenti- 
ation which the scientific physician employs in arriving at a diagnosis. ‘ 

As compared with a large city, a small university town is at a dis- 
advantage in respect to the development of an outpatient department and 
a clinic for acute and infectious diseases. Yet the experience of the German 
universities and of some of the American universities in small towns shows 
that a good substitute for an outpatient department can be developed by 
utilizing, first, local material, second, student material; third, ambulant 
patients who come to the University for diagnosis. Experience also shows 
that a medical clinic and clinics in the essential specialties can be built 
up in small places, for patients who seek the. University clinic on account 
of the advantages it offers. The study of infectious disease can be managed 
in one of the several ways and is not of sufficient importance to be the 
deciding factor. 

We come thus to the hub of the whole matter. Can adequate medical 
and surgical clinics be built up at Charlottesville? The answer is given 
by Ann Arbor, which has developed one of the best medical schools in the 
country in a small town, and by Iowa City, which is developing what 
will undoubtedly be one of the important medical centers of the Middle 
West in another small town. Ann Arbor and Iowa City are, moreover, 
mere university towns—both inferior, I suspect, to Charlottesville in respect 
to the matter which we are discussing. The same answer was long ago 
given by the German universities. Great and successful medical schools 
have been developed on the continent by universities situated in ‘small 
communities. At the time of my study of medical education in Europe, 
Greifwald had a population of some 20,000; it had a university hospital 
of 478 beds; Marburg had a population of 20,000 and a university hospital 
of 664 beds; Tubingen, a population of less than 17,000 with a university 
hospital of 881 beds. The fact is that a university hospital, adequate 
in size and in the variety of material, can be developed on the site of the 
University. Of course there are certain respects in which these hospitals 
are less developed than the corresponding hospitals in large cities. This 
is a regrettable loss, but, if one remembers what we have said above as 
to the precise function of the medical school in medical education, it 
is clear that these defects are not so very serious, since they can he remedied 
by the subsequent experience of the student as intern. To some extent 
time cures the defect, for the small town becomes larger and though it 
may never reach metropolitan size, Charlottesville will in course of time 
doubtless contain in itself and its immediate vicinity a population numerous 
enough to remedy in a measure the one disadvantage which it has to combat. 

The real question, therefore, is this: Is the University clinic, situated 
upon the University campus, in close contact with scientific workers and 
scientific ideals, likely to be a better training school than a department 
of medicine situated in a remote city far away from university control and 
university stimulus? For, as I have urged, the medical school is a train- 
ing school; it is not the whole of the student’s medical education; it has 
in any event to be supplemented by an internship. “No one assumes,” 
says Dr. Cole, physician-in-chief to the Hospital of the Rockefeller Intsitute, 
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“that immediately after a student obtains his degree he is a capable or 
even satisfactory practitioner of medicine. Where wiil the student get 
the wider experience and practice in technique? He will get it in the 
hospital or in actual practice.” 

‘There is another consideration to which I should be disposed to attach 
a good deal of importance. For many years medical education was in this 
country in the hands of practicing physicians. Some years ago the teaching 
of the so-called laboratory branches was placed in the hands of fv'i time 
men who devoted their entire time to their respective subjects. Meanwhile, 
practicing physicians continued to teach the clinical subjects. It is now 
becoming very clear that clinical teaching like laboratory teaching is a 
man’s job; the part of the practitioner and of the practicing physician 
is therefore becoming more and more restricted, less and less im portant. 
There is, therefore, from this point of view less and less to be gained 
from locating the University department of medicine in a large city as such. 

The same is true of many of the facilities in the way of hospitals that 
are located in large cities. Municipal hospitals and other establishments 
supported by endowment or sukscription, but in themselves not controlled 
by the University, are of steadily diminishing importance. The teaching 
of medicine, in a word, requires not quantity of material, but quality. 
Granted a minimum, it is much more important that the University 
control its material completely and that the University be equipped for 
its efficient use than that the University medical school should be affiliated 


with or related to a number of institutions which it does not completely 
manage. 


Dentistry, Pharmacy and Graduate Schools 


The other questions which are raised now as to the location of the 
dental school or the school of pharmacy are not of prime importance. 
Iowa City has a very large and prosperous dental department, so that 
it is quite obvious if the State wishes to develop dentistry as a depart- 
ment of the University, it can be done at Charlottesville. The same is 
equally true of pharmacy, though a question might be raised as to whether 
pharmacy should in these days be regarded as a university department. 
As to graduate work, there is a good deal of confused thinking. If graduate 
work means research there is an added reason for proximity to the scien- 
tific departments of the University—an added reason for the University 
location; if however, graduate work means polyclinic opportunities for men 
in practice, then only the great cities—Berlin, Vienna, New York, Chicago, 
etc.,—have much to offer. [ 

In my judgment the most important factor is wniversity contacts, 
ideals and activities. The Medical Department of the University of Vir- 
ginia must train physicians in a scientific spirit and it must advance 
our knowledge of disease. All the sciences known to man, and others 
that the future will develop, play a part in both these processes—both 
in training students and in investigating the unsolved problems of disease. 
Team play in which all the: resources of science are brought to bear is 
possibly on the University campus. It is easier and cheaper to bring patients 
to Charlottesville than to reproduce the University laboratories, workers, 
libraries, and spirit anywhere else.. Defects have to be remedied’ in either 
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case; but the Charlottesville defects can be largely remedied by a proper 
internship; the Richmond defects are inherent and cannot, I should fear, 
be remedied at all. 


EXXPENSE. 


As far as I can observe, the question of relative expense is of little 
practical importance. The Charlottesville hospital is excellent but will 
need extension. New permanent laboratory facilities will have to be pro- 
vided. The Richmond plant is more extensive but is of no considerable 
value. The difference in investment required either for the creation of 
the medical department or its maintenance would not be enough in either 
case to influence opinion one way or the other. Under these circumstances, 
if the question were put to me as to where the State of) Texas should 
locate its medical school, I should say at Austin, not at Houston or San 
Antonio. If the State of Iowa asked me the question, I should say at 
Iowa City not at Des Moines. If Michigan asked, I should say at Ann 
Arbor not at Detroit; and now that Virginia asks, I should say for the 
same reason Charlottesville, not Richmond or Norfolk. I should add that 
in every case if the decision is made in favor of the University town, 
there must be legislation such as already has been adopted in Iowa and 
in Michigan for the purpose of facilitating the flow of clinical material to 
the university hospital. 


CONCLUSION. 


One hesitates to participate in discussions of this kind, because as 
a rule they cannot be decided simply upon the basis of merit. Local 
or institutional interests usually arise to confuse the issue; and the solu- 
tion adopted is either a compromise or a victory for the party which can 
apply the greater pressure. But the present situation is plainly different; 
I have accepted the invitation to confer with you because I have become 
convinced that all parties—the physicians of Richmond, the University 
authorities and the lay members of this commission—desire to find and 
to adopt the sound solution. It is of the highest social and educational 
importance to this Commonwealth that the commission should pursue this 
policy, for the decision reached will be a permanent one; it will for 
all time determine not only where the State of Virginia is to create its 
medical school, but what type of medical school the State will develop. 
Tis my conviction, a conviction born of observation over a wide area, 
that Virginia will hardly be able to develop a school of the highest 
grade except as an immediate part of the University at Charlottesville. 
A serviceable institution can be undoubtedly created elsewhere, but it 
will cost as much, and lacking the co-operation and stimulus of other 
university departments, will, I fear necessarily be upon a somewhat 
lower scientific and educational plan.

At the same meeting Dr. William H. Welch gave the commission his 


views. Dr. Welch spoke without notes, but some of the points brought out 
may be given as follows: 


“He had come to associate a certain distinctive fine and high

characteristic with the medical ‘graduates of the University of Vir- 
ginia, and he thought that this was something which develops from 
life at the University itself. It would be a distinct loss to the medi- 


‘cal profession, which he would greatly regret, if this characteristic 


should disappear. 


“It is of fundamental importance to maintain the scientific 
basis in every medical school, for the art of the practicing physician 
should be based on a solid foundation of science. Moreover, medi- 
cine is growing rapidly, and it can be confidently assumed that most 
of the improvements in the art of practice will come, as they have in 
the past, by applying in the practice of medicine the. discoveries 
made in the laboratory. The scientific laboratories of the medical 
school must always be kept in strong condition in order to keep the 
teachers and students in touch with the advances of medicine and 
in order to contribute to the further advance. 


“If the medical school remains at the University the authori- 
ties will be less hampered in their search for the best teachers. 
With the school in a large city undue pressure is apt to be brought 
to bear on the authorities to secure appointments of local physicians 
to teaching positions and to prevent the selection of men from else- 
where. Those in charge of medical schools in large cities are fre- 
quently seriously embarrassed by pressure of this kind in their 
attempts to pick for medical school positions the best men to be 
found in the country. 


“Another very important consideration is the relation between 
successful teaching and the grouping of the hospitals and teaching 
buildings. Effective teaching in clinical subjects demands that the 
work of each major branch be concentrated under a well organized 
staff who work together. Such an organization cannot be looked 
for when the patients belonging to any one clinical department, such as 
surgery, for example, are not assembled but are scattered in several 
hospitals. The effective medical clinic must be a unit, and this is 
true of the surgical clinic and of the other clinics. The group- 
ing of the Richmond teaching hospital plant is poor in this respect, 
and a large amount of new construction will be required in order 
to procure in Richmond a satisfactory teaching plant. On the other 
hand the University Hospital at Charlottesville although well designed 
for teaching will have to be enlarged in order to meet the demands 
of the new combined school. It is therefore not clear that the cost 
of establishing the combined school in Richmond will be substantially 
less than the cost of enlarging the Charlottesville plant, and this 
consideration should not be a deciding factor. 


B—The Experience of Universities in Other States 


There are eighty-five medical schools in this country and of these 


only ten are located in cities of less than 100,000 population. Investigation 
showed that there are about thirty universities conducting medical depart- 
ments and that some of them have had to choose between university in- 
fluence and urban advantages. There are twenty-one State Universities 
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which give complete medical courses. Of these, eight have separated the 
entire medical school from the University and located it in a large city, 
three have divided the course giving the first two years at the University 
and the last two years in a large city, and one gives the first year at 
the University and the last three years in a city. Of the remaining nine 
State Universities whose medical schools are located at the seat of the 
University, five are in large cities and four in small towns. These four 
are Iowa, Michigan, Vermont and Virginia. 

The commission decided to limit its study to the thirty universities, 
State or otherwise, which are now teaching medicine either completely 
or in part. Much information has come to the commission directly or in- 
directly with regard to other schools but this report confines itself to 
the official communications received from sixteen of the thirty univer- 
sities to which interrogatories were sent, otherwise the evidence would 
be so voluminous as to be confusing. The following is an abstract of the 
replies received. 


1. The University of Arkansas, located at. Fayetteville, conducts its 
medical department at Little Rock (p. 64,997), teaching only the first two 
years. The president writes: 


“Our experience has shown that to have a medical department 
located in another part of the State means that there is very little 
actual contact between the two institutions. It is practically the 
same as if they were separate institutions under separate manage- 
ment entirely. I do not believe that the last two years of a medical 
school should be located at any place where it is not possible to 
obtain the requisite clinical facilities both in quantity and in quality.” 


2. The University of California, located at Berkley, conducts the 
frst year and a half of its medical school at Berkley (p. 55,886) and the 
last two and a half years at San Francisco (p. 508,410). The president, 
Dr. D. P. Barrows, writes as follows: 


“T am of the opinion that the advantages of locating the medical 
school alongside of the University are paramount to almost every 
other consideration. I think the experience of such medical schools 
as that of Ann Arbor shows that patients will come from any dis- 
tance to secure the benefit of a good hospital. If an adequate teach- 
ing hospital can be constructed and maintained on the campus of 
the University and if adequate laboratory facilities can be constructed 
within this hospital or adjacent to it, I believe the foremost condi- 
tion for sustained medical education is fulfilled.” 

3. The Leland Stanford University, located at Palo Alto, California, 


conducts the first year and a half of its school of medicine at Palo Alto 
(p. 5,900), and the last two and a half years at San Francisco (p. 508,410). 
This is not a State university, and therefore it is questionable whether its 
experience can be used in the comparison. President Ray Lyman Wilbur 
writes: 

“We have found the medical school of very great advantage to the 
University. Our institution is a rural university and the advantages 
of a rural university are so great that we would: not be inclined, 

under any circumstances, to transfer the University to a city. 
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Under such circumstances there was nothing for Stanford to do 
except to divide its medical curriculum in such a way that the clinical 
work could be given in the hospitals of San Francisco. It is a little 
over an hour’s ride by automobile from the University to the medical 
school. There is a close contact. from an administrative standpoint and 
a fairly close one from the academic side. The presence of the depart- 
ments of Anatomy, Physiology and Bacteriology upon the University 
campus is stimulating to the scientific departments and to the profes- 
sional work of the students * * * * 


“The important thing about the medical school is to bring to- 
gether the patient, the nurse, the physician and the medical student. 
It is largely a matter of geography. The transportability of the 
patient has markedly increased with the development of good roads 
and the automobile. Likewise the ease with which the physician moves 
about has become markedly increased. The problem then has become 
one largely of finances. It would be possible to develop a hospital 
at a considerable distance from the city, but only at a consider- 
able expense. The medical school at the University of Tubingen in 
Germany is probably the best example off the development of such an 
institution. Patients from all over that part of Germany are sent 
to this hospital, but under special arrangements. I saw fine clinics 
there. The University of Michigan plan in this country is possible 
wherever a State university can locate a hospital for the insane and 
other kindred State institutions directly upon the University campus. 
As I have indicated above frem the standpoint of finances such a 
plan is practically prohibitive for an endowed institution such 
as ours.” 


The dean of the above university, Dr. W. Ophuls, writes: 


“IT wish to say that it no doubt would be of great value to our 
medical school if it were located at the seat of the University, pre- 
ferably on the same campus. I believe that the advantages of such 
an arrangement would be mutual because the University would be 
benefited by contact with the outside world that would be afforded by 
its medical school. The teaching in the medical school would be 
improved by the academic traditions of the University and research 
work would be stimulated by the interchange of ideas between the 
departments of the medical school and the other departments in the 
University. Such a fructifying exchange of ideas can be hoped for 
especially with the science department but a first hand knowledge of 
what is going on.in such depvartments as Mathematics, History, Econ- 
omics, education, would naturally tend to broaden the horizon of the 
medical teachers. 


“As medicine advances it becomes more and more evident that 
ites developing along psychological and _ sociological lines which 
can be fully developed only in very close co-operation with the corre- 
sponding university departments. ; 


“T have already stated that I am strongly of the opinion that 
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8 
the University itself derives much of value from its department of 
medicine if the two are closely co-ordinated. 


“Our medical school was located in San Francisco primarily 
because there then was in existence in San Francisco a well estab- 
lished medical school, the Cooper Medical College, which was ready 
to turn over its plant, consisting of a hospital, a medical school 
building, and a well endowed medical library free of all encumbrances 
to the University under the single condition that medical instruc- 
tion to undergraduates should be continued by the University and 
that the name of the founder of| the medical school, Dr. Levi Cooper 
Lane, should be preserved in certain memorials. An additional 
reason was that no funds were immediately available to build up a 
clinic at the seat of the University and adequate facilities for clinical 
teaching were furnished in the hospital donated to the University 
and the Municipal Hospital of the city and county of San Francisco, 
the medical service of which is equally divided between the medical 
schools. 


“Cooper Medical College was anxious to discontinue its work 
of medical instruction because they saw clearly that it was impossible 
for them to raise their entrance requirements to the desired level 
and find the fund necessary for modern medical education * *° * 


“* * * We miss the close association with the University 


teachers and other departments. It is also difficult in a medical 
department in a large city to keep up the academic standards of 
teaching and investigation, although I must acknowledge that we 
have succeeded rather well along these lines. 

“The advantages consequent upon our present location are in 


addition to ample clinical facilities a possibility of recruiting a 
large and very competent clinical staff in connection with the medical 
school. A good part of the executive work, of the teaching and much 
of the research in our medical school is carried on by our fully paid 
clinical staff, the members of which have the same relation to the 
University as the teachers in any other university department and 
receive the same compensation, but in addition we have a large 
staff of clinical instructors who practice in the city, but devote 
a certain amount of time to instruction and research * * * I 
personally believe that the influence of these men, if they are the 
proper type and competent, upon the students and upon the rest of 
of the teachers is a very good one and I should consider the im- 
possibility of attaching such an enthusiastic, more or less volunteer 
slinical staff to the medical school one of the greatest drawbacks in 
establishing a medical school away from a large city * * *” 


4. The University of Colorado, located at Boulder, conducts the first 
two years of its school of medicine at Boulder (p. 10,799), and the last two 
years at Denver (nv. 256,491), thirty miles away. It has just been decided 
to consolidate the entire school at Denver. The president, Dr. George Norlin, 
sums up the situation in that State by saying: 


“Undoubtedly we shall sacrifice not a little if we move the 
medical school entirely to Denver. There is a distinct advantage 
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to our students to be in the general university atmosphere as long 
as possible, and there is always the danger that a medical school in 
a large city distant from the other schools of a university will 
become possessed of more of the commercial spirit and less of the 
idealism of academic life. I am inclined to think, however, that the 
gain to the students in the way of clinical opportunities is more than 
enough to offset this loss.” 


The dean of the above University, Dr. Charles N. Meader, has the 
following to say: 


D. 


“In summary I think I may say that if equally or even approzi- 
mately equally good clinical facilities were available at the seat of 
the University we should much prefer to develop the medical school 
in close geographical connection with it. We feel however that this 
cannot be the case in a small city, even though a State hospital 
drawing patients freely from the State at large be established as at 
Iowa and Michigan, because such a clinic is handicapped in obstetrics 
and contagious diseases, seriously handicapped for acute cases, and 
must depend almost altogether upon a full-time clinical staff for clinical 
teaching. While the full-time clinical teaching plan has many very 
attractive features, it seems to me that some of its drawbacks, as a 
sole reliance make it desirable to go slow about adopting it enthusi- 
astically even though adequate funds are available. 


- “IT ommitted to mention in my category above a most serious 
obstacle to the development of a _ well-founded clinical teaching 
programme in a small city, that is, the practical impossibility of 
developing an adequate ambulatory clinic. (See farther reference 
to the situation in Colorado at the end of this section).” 


The University of Illinois, located at Urbana, conducts its college of 


medicine in Chicago. (p. 2,701,705). The dean, Dr. A. C. Eycleshymer 
writes as follows: 


“It would be of value to this medical school to be located at the 
University, the benifits being “university atmosphere, and univer_ 
sity resources,—Library, Physical, Chemical, Biological and Psycho- 
logical Laboratories.” 


“The reason the medical school is located elsewhere than at the 
seat of the University is that the medical school grew up in Chicago, 
as a business enterprise and was subsequently merged with the Uni- 
versity of Urbana. 


“Dr.. EHycleshymer thinks that he would probably decide to locate 
the medical school at the University if he had to make the decision 
anew, at the present time, assuming a reasonable prospect of build- 
ing up an adequate clinic. He thinks the location in Chicago has 
benefited by allowing the school to secure great clinicians as teachers, 
and by affording easy access to a great library. 


“In commenting on University of Michigan, he recognizes the 
advantages of university location and atmosphere, but refers to the 
absence of the stimulus of brisk competition; to the absence of emer- 
gency cases, and the limited variety of cases. He says it has been 
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noted at Ann Arbor that there is a lack of emergency cases, and 
ends his letter with the following statement: ‘State Hospitals will 
will not give the variety of work that city hospitals afford.” 


The acting president, Dr. David Kinley, stated the following advantages 
ot locating the school at Chicago rather than Urbana: 


6. 


“The first reason, therefore, why our medical school is located 
elsewhere than in Urbana is a historical one. We did, however, 
at one time consider developing a medical school at Urbana instead 
of maintaining one in Chicago, but in this connection the question of 
clinical facilities was decisive. 


“The location of our medical school in Chicago gives the faculty 
and students access to important medical libraries brings the faculty 
in contact with many eminent physicians in practice there, and 
probably gives us some advantages in securing internship and similar 
appointments in the Chicago hospitals.” 


The Indiana University, located at Bloomington, conducts the first 


year of the school of medicine at Bloomington and the last three years 
at Indianapolis. (p. 314,194). 

Dr. Charles P. Emerson, dean, writes that the University was almost 
ninety years old before the medical department was started, and then, in 
1907 a beginning was made of teaching clinical branches in Indianapolis. 


Te 


“T think it would be of value if the medical school proper could 
be located at the seat of the University of which it is a part, and yet I 
do not think that this makes very much difference * * * 

“T doubt very much that the students get very much direct 
benefit from the proximity of the University. I still believe that 
the medical school should be where they can have the best dispen- 
sary service, that is in a large city, and personally would rather 
move the University, if that were possible. Since we are in a large 
city we have the advantages of the assistance of the best practitioners 
in the State. Our dispensary and hospital teaching is much better 
because of the volunteer service of these men.” 


The University of Iowa, located at Iowa City, conducts its college 


of medicine at Iowa City. (p. 11,267). 


The president, Dr. W. A. Jessup, writes: 


“Towa met this problem a number of years ago by locating the 
college of medicine permanently on the campus of the State Univer- 
sity. Our experience is such as to warrant us in stating to you that 
there can be no question as to the wisdom of this policy. If you 
have any doubt about it we would urge your commission to come 
to Iowa City with the view toward making a-.personal investigation 
of the success of our plan.” 


The dean, Dr. L. W. Dean, writes: 


“A gchool of medicine can only develop best when intimately 
connected with the University. The research work of a school of 
medicine is bound to suffer by having the medical school separate 
from the University.” 
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8. The University of Kansas, located at Lawrence conducts it school of 
medicine at Rosedale (p. 7,674) which is a suburb of Kansas City. 


The dean, Dr. Morvin D. Sudier, writes: that he thinks it would be 
of value to the other departments of the University to have the school of 
medicine located at the seat of the University. Kansas was induced to 
locate its medical department at Rosedale because of the offer of a tract 
of land and some money. He doubts whether this decision would be 
changed if it had to be made over again even though there was a reason- 
able prospect of buildings and adequate clinic. The advantages of the 
present location are better teachers and facilities—He concludes, however, 
as follows: 


“When I look at places like Heidelburg, Iowa City, Rochester, 
Minn., ete., I feel with properly trained men and proper facilities, 
patients will come anywhere, and I am a firm believer in it.—In the 
case of Virginia, I believe the entire medical school should undoubt- 
edly be at Charlottesville.” 


9. The University of Michigan, located at Ann Arbor conducts its 
medical school at Ann Arbor. (p. 19,516)... The president, Dr. M. L. Burton, 
writes: 

“My answer to your question is most emphatic. I believe it is 
of the highest value to the medical school of this University to be 
located here at Ann arbor. The medical school is benefited by all 
of those influences which naturally gather about a great university. 
Moreover, the possibility of co-operation with the other colleges of 
the University make for the enrichment and PBR eYemenet of the 
life of the students in the medical school. 


“In answer to question 21, I am certain that everyone here regards > 
' it as a high value to the University to have our medical school located 
upon the campus. I am sure that our work in the fundamental 
sciences cannot help but be strengthened and benefited by the 
presence of the medical school. The members of the faculty of the 
‘medical school add just that much to the general life which makes 
up the University. The school, with its hospitals, affords unusual 
facilities for the operation of our University Health Service. * * * 
“It is obvious that a medical school located in a small city, such 
as Ann Arbor, must have difficulty in securing sufficient clinical 
materials. By virtue of our relationship to the State as a whole, 
however, this problem has been completely overcome and I think 
we, in no way, suffer from limitations that might have been anticipated. 
“In comment upon question 36, it seems to be perfectly obvious 
that some universities have been compelled to locate their medical 
schools in large centers where. there will be ample clinical material. 
I have been administrator, dealing with the institutions as a whole, 
so’ I say from experience, that I think it is as a rule unfortunate 
to have the University scattered around on various campuses. The 
unity, cohesion, and correlation of the University must not be lost 
sight of. All parts are benefited by all of them being in close prox- 
imity and by ample opportunity being offered for co-operation between 
the units.” 
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The dean, Dr. Victor C. Vayghan, writes: 


“The location of the University of Michigan with all its depart- 
ments in the small town of Ann Arbor, was, in my opinion, a mistake. 
The whole university should have been located at Detroit. * * * 
The purpose of a university is to serve the people of the State. * * * 
Michigan has a population of between three and four million—roundly 
one million of these people are in Detroit. The University could have 
served the rest of the State just as well located in Detroit as it 
has located in Ann Arbor and at the same time it could have served 
the people of Detroit far better. * * * Inasmuch as the University 
of Michigan was located at Ann Arbor, I am glad that the medical 
school was also located at Ann Arbor. * * * I am sure it is of 
great advantage to the medical school to be located at the seat of 
the University. * * * There are thousands of young men who 
come to the University without any definite idea as to what pro- 
fession they will follow. The medical school of the University of 
Michigan has attracted a great many hundreds of those thousands. 
* * * The association of members of the faculty with eminent 
men in other branches of learning is of the highest value. * * * Both 
faculty and students have the use, not only of the Medical Library, 
but of thesGeneral Library. * *-* For. many years we did «not - 
have sufficient clinical material but that has been all remedied.* * 


The reason why I most regret the University was not located 
in Detroit is our inability to at one and the same time utilize the 
clinical material and serve the people of Detroit.” 


10. The University. of Nebraska, located at Lincoln, conducts its 
college of medicine at Omaha (p. 191 601). 


“The dean, Dr. Irving S. Cutter, writes that in 1913 the medical 
department was moved to Omaha, a city of 200,000 inhabitants, fifty-five 
miles by rail from the University, which is located at Lincoln, a 
city of 45,000. The medical department was moved to Omaha 
in 1913, as a result of careful investigations as to the possibilities 
of building up the department in Lincoln or in Omaha.” He says the 
move secured a ‘strong, active, and brilliant clinical faculty, who 
serve wihout cost to the State’; ample clinical material in a hos- 
pital of 130 beds; an outpatient department with 75 to 100 visits a 
day. 

“On the whole, we feel that the advantages of the Omaha location 
distinctly out-weigh the disadvantages. There is greater sincerity 
of purpose in our students. Medicine cannot be taught other than 
from illustrative cases. Schools like the University of Iowa and 
the University of Michigan, if absolutely frank in their statements, 
must admit the lack of cases in the outpatient departments and 
the lack of acute cases in their hospitals. I have visited the insti- 
tutions above named on many occasions and believe I am correct 
in the conclusion.” 


“11. Cornell University, located at Ithaca, conducts the first year of 


its medical department in Ithaca (p. a 004) and all four years in New 
York—(p. 5,620,040). 
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The dean, Dr. Walter L. Niles, writes: 


“That the medical school was located away from the university 
because of inadequate clinical facilities at Ithaca, and because of 
a very special situation which presented itself in New York City at 
the time the move was made. He recognizes the advantages of 
university location, granted an adequate clinic, but believes ‘that 
large clinical facilities are necessary for the development of a medi- 
cal school. It will always be difficult to attract the best teachers 
in the profession to small communities. Under the existing circum- 
stances I am sure it is better located in New York. It is undoubtedly 
an advantage to be located in a large medical center.’ ”’ 


12. The University of Oregon, located at Eugene, conducts its depart- 


ment of medicine in Portland (p. 258,288). 


The president, Dr. Karl W. Onthank, says that the medical depart- 


ment of the University is located at Portland, 150 miles distant from the 
seat of the University, which is at Eugene. ,

13. The University of Fennessee, located at Knoxville, conducts its 


He writes: 


“In this State of wide expanse and scattered population the 
dominating consideration is to obtain clinical material. * * * 

“There has never been any thought of moving the location 
of the medical school away from Portland, the largest city of the 
State, and the only city in which adequate hospital clinical facili- 
ties are available.” 


He also thought that to build up a medical center in a small community, 


if they had unlimited funds would take a period of considerable 


department of medicine in Memphis (p. 162,351). 


The dean, Dr. McIver Woody, makes the following statements: 


“We are glad to be in Memphis because by being there we are 
able to give the largest educational return for the money expended. 
We believe that the medical department of the State University, 
should be in the largest city of the State. There is no lack of sympa- 
thy between’ school and university. 

“By being located in a large city, the medical school can co-oper- 
ate with the large public agencies that cluster about the State 
metropolis or the State capital. Here in the largest city of the 
State, we have affiliations with government, State and city. 

“When the University of Michigan established its medical school 
in Ann Arbor, the medical situation in the large cities was domi- 
nated by the proprietary schools, and the university medical school 
had less to contend with in the small university town. Today con- 
ditions are different. Strong endowed universities have demon- 
strated what a university controlled medical school can accomplish 
in a large city; it now remains for the State University to carry the 
work forward on a larger scale of which State supported institutions 
alone are capable. The campus of our State University, the Univer-.- 
sity of Tennessee, is the State of Tennessee.”’ 
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14. The Medical College of the State of South Carolina is located at 
Charleston (p. 67,957). The dean, Dr. Robert Wilson, Jr., writes that 
the University of South Carolina has no medical department. The med- 
ical college is an independent institution supported by the State. He says: 


“Under the existing conditions it would not be of value to our 
medical school to be located at the seat of the University. * * * 
I should prefer to have the medical college located in the city in 
which there are already adequate facilities for clinical teaching 
rather than in a city in which there is only a reasonable prospect. 
of building up an adequate clinic.” 

15. The University of Texas, located at Austin, conducts its depart- 
ment of medicine in Galveston (p. 44,255). The president, Dr. Robert E. 
Vinson, writes that the medical school was established away from the Uni- 
versity because a hospital was donated, and by a vote of the people of 
Texas, Galveston, a large city, was selected. He says also: 


“In my judgment, given adequate clinical facilities at the main 
University, it would undoubtedly accrue to the benefit both of the 
University and the medical branch for the two to be located together. 
This would give greater ease of administration, would undoubtedly 
mean considerable economy from the standpoint of both buildings 
and teaching staff, but, best of all, in my judgment, would accrue to 
the scientific productivity of the faculty of the medical branch through 
its associations with the teachers of the other scientific departments. 
* * * The location of the medical branch at the seat of the Univer- 
sity would also react favorably upon the University itself. * * * 


“T have only to say further that I think that the policy in an 
institution like the University of Michigan in locating its medical 
branch at the seat of the University, notwithstanding the fact that the 
University is located in a small town, is most admirable. It has 
compelled the building up ofi a clinic to which the whole State of 
Michigan has access, and by so doing has simply spread the advantages. 
offered by the University throughout the State instead of confining 
them, as in some instances, to local communities,” 


The dean of the same institution, Dr. W. S. Carter, has presented to the 
commission lengthy and interesting discussions of the problems at issue. 
It is difficult to condense his letters but the following quotation is given: 


“If the University had full control over its teaching hospital, 
with a sufficient number of teachers for all clinical subjects; with 
adequate financial support, and an abundance of clinical material, 
including obstetrics and the specialties, and if there were uncertain- 
ties concerning the control and financial support of the teaching hos- 
pital in a larger city, I would probably prefer to have the medical 
school located at the seat of the University. This opinion is based 
largely upon the experience of the University of Michigan and the 
University off Iowa in developing State hospitals for clinical teach- 
ing in small cities. However, it must be recognized that small cities 
cannot provide the advantages of a large outdoor obstetric service 
or a large dispensary service. These latter are very important in 
providing valuable clinical training for medical students, especially 
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during the junior year, in preparing students to become clinical clerks 
in the hospital wards for the study of indoor patients during the senior 
year. 


“If there were doubts about the development of a, teaching 
clinic in a small city, and if there were full control by the Univer- 
sity over a larger hospital in a large city with definite and permanent 
arrangements for adequate financial support of the same, I would 
prefer to have the medical school located in a large city. 


“The disadvantages in regard to administration and in regard 
to separation from other departments of the University which were 
mentioned in answer to question 12, would be more than offset by 
the advantages of a greater number of indoor and outdoor or dispen- 
sary patients. There would also be the advantage of an obstetric 
outdoor service. These advantages are very great and cannot be 
overestimated. There is also the advantage in a large city that con- 
tagious diseases and other acute cases which cannot be transported, 
e. g. pneumonia, typhoid fever, etc., can be used for teaching. 


“In a large city there is also the advantage that a greater num- 
ber of part-time clinical teachers can be obtained, who will continue 
in subordinate teaching positions for a considerable time. In small 
cities larger salaries have to be paid to fewer teachers who are over- 
burdened with a multiplicity of teaching duties, and often are obliged 
to teach several subjects. Those in subordinate positions only con- 
tinue in the service of the University for relatively short periods of 
time, because they cannot become established in private practice and 
earn the incomes that are possible in the large cities. Frequent 
changes in the personnel of the teaching staff impair the efficiency of 
the teaching. We have found this a very great difficulty in getting 
and keeping teachers, even in clinical subjects, in a city the size. 
of Galveston. with a population of between 40,000 and 50,000.” 


In a second letter he writes: 


“When Dr. Abraham Flexner made his survey in 1909 he advo- 
cated in the Carnegie Foundation report on medical education published 
in 1910, that the Medical School of the University of Texas should be 
removed from Galveston to Austin, so that it could be united more 
closely with the main University. 


“When he was here in January 1920, I asked him if he still 
held that opinion. He replied that he did not; that the advantages 
of getting plenty of clinical material in a large city are so great 
that he thought it would be much better if it were moved to a 
large city like Houston or San Antonio, each of whieh has a population 
of 150,000 or more. This gives the opinion of a disinterested and 
competent observer.” 


16. The University of Wisconsin, located at Madison, conducts its 
medical school at Madison (p. 38,378), teaching only the first two years, 
but has decided to develop the third and fourth years on the Michigan-Iowa 
plan, and is beginning the erection of a State teaching hospital for this 
purpose. 
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The dean, Dr. C. R. Bardeen, writes as follows: 


“It is the policy of the University of Wisconsin to keep its work 
centered at Madison, although extension work of various kinds has 
been scattered over the State under central supervision from Madison. 
The medical school here is a natural outgrowth of pre-medical courses, 
the first work attempted being that of the first two years of the 
medical course. It will be three years before we will be enabled 
to undertake the last two years of the medical course. The State 
legislature has recently made an appropriation for a State Hospital 
at Madison and appropriation for the support of this hospital which 
will enable us, when the hospital is completed, to undertake the 
last two, or clinical part of the medical course. 


“In the development of our clinical teaching, however, we plan 
so far.as possible to make use of clinical facilities in other parts of 
the State under the supervision, so flar as teaching is concerned, 
of the University at Madison. We believe this to be much better 
than to attempt to divide the medical work and give the clinical 
work in Milwaukee or to transfer the whole medical school to 
Milwaukee. 


“We believe it to be of value both to the medical school and to 
other departments in the University to have the medical school located 
at the State University. In the medical school we give numerous 
courses open and in some cases primarily designed for non-medical 
students, such as students in home economics, students of physical 
education, agricultural students, and the like. On the other hand, 
students in the medical school may elect courses in other parts of 
the university, and the research students in the medical school make 
frequent use of the co-operation offered by research facilities of other 
departments, such as those in agriculture, chemistry, physics, and the 
like. 


“The conditions enumerated made the University authorities 
always adverse to attempting to locate the medical school elsewhere 
in the State, as at Milwaukee, although this has been many times 
urged by those not thoroughly conversant with the University, but 
is has not been seriously considered by the University authorities. 


“We have been unable to attempt the clinical part of the medical 
course until the State hospital has been established at Madison. We 
believe, however, that such a hospital will be of great benefit to the 
‘State, as well as indispensable to the giving of clinical teaching here. 


“IT am familiar with most off the leading medical schools in 
the country. I believe that none excel Michigan and Iowa in the 
quality of clinical teaching given or in scientific spirit. In both 
cases the universities are situated in relatively small towns instead 
of the largest clinical centers of the State. I can see no advantage 
that these medical schools would have had if they were situated 
in a large city instead of in the town in which the main University 
is located.” 
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DECISION TO CONSOLIDATE MeEpIcCAL TEACHING IN COLORADO. 


As indicated already, the University of Colorado has for some time 
conducted the first two years of its medical department at Boulder, the 
seat of the University, and the last two years at Denver. Recently 
it was decided to consolidate the school and the question arose whether 
the new school should be located at Boulder or at Denver. After care- 
ful study and much discussion it was decided to locate it at Denver. 

The problems which had to be considered in Colorado were very 
similar to those now being discussed in Virginia,. hence extracts are 
given from a very able and exhaustive review of the subject presented 
in a briefl prepared by Dr. Chas. M. Meader, dean of the medical depart- 
ment of the University of Colorado. 

This ‘paper recognizes the cultural advantages of the medical depar- 
ment being situated on the campus of the University and the, advantages 
of the association with those engaged in original work in allied or dis- 
similar fields, but it is pointed out that the selection of teachers and 
the character of the work would largely determine the scientific level 
of the school. The paper took up the question of university atmosphere 
and, whereas, recognizing its advantages does not think that this should 
be a deciding factor. In this connection the following is quoted: 


“The factors which have been mentioned are all involved in 
the general term ‘university atmosphere,’ but together they do not 
compromise all the intangible connotations of that term. It is rather 
generally felt that the union of: the school in Boulder would bring 
to it the advantages of the University atmosphere, and conversely 
that union in Denver would entail loss upon the school by removing 
of other schools suggest its possibility.” 


The decision against ‘the idea of a split course and ay question of 
an adequate dispensary is discussed as follows: 


“A second chief need for clinical teaching is a well equipped 
dispensary which corresponds to the physician’s office practice, and 
acts,as a feeder for the hospital. The dispensary is invaluable in 
affording the student observation of much larger number of patients 
than can be seen in hospitals and in training him in the discrimi- 
nation between minor ailments and the early stages of serious 
diseases. The Association of American Medical Colleges has adopted 
as a minimum satisfactory standard an average of 100 patients 
daily for classes of 100 or less. Our present average in the dispen- 
sary at Denver is sixty-seven on a liberal estimate.” 
it from such atmosphere. How serious such loss should be held to 
be and its relative weight compared with material considerations 
will depend largely upon individual interpretations of the term. 
While it must be freely granted that such advantages as reside in 
this atmosphere are all in favor of the union of the school in 
Boulder, yet it is felt that the belief, which has been expressed 
that if four years were united in Denver the school would descend 
to the level of a proprietary school, is wholly unwarranted. .Neither 
the present faculty nor any which the regents are ever likély to 


appoint would countenance any such tendency, even did the history 
: - 
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Another very important statement is made in. regard 19 the type 
of patients available in a large and small community, and the following 
is as pertinent to the problem before us as it was to them. 


“The type of patients available for teaching in a University 
Hospital at Boulder is of great importance. A considerabie provor- 
tion of the cases which the student will be called upon to treat after 
graduation, particularly during his early years are acute cuses 
both medical and surgical. Unless he has had opportunity to be- 
come familiar with such acute cases during his school years from as 
wide an experience as possible, he graduates handicapped by com- 
parison with his more fortunate competitor. The most serious official 
criticism of our graduates who have gone into service has been their 
lack of clinical experience. If this consideration be applied to the 
plan of clinical teaching at Boulder some cause for uneasiness 
appears. By their nature it is impossible to transport acute cases 
any considerable distance and it will be only rarely that any but 
chronic cases will come from elsewhere than the near vicinity of 
Boulder. This reduces the acute cases available for teaching to 
those arising in a population of 12,000 plus those from the immediate 
environs, compared with the large number of acute cases readily 
available in a city of the size of Denver.” 


And the paper concludes with the following statement: 


“It seems fair to conclude from the facts given that no insti- 
tution except a State University is able, or at least is attempting, 
to give its clinical years in a city under 100,000 population; that 
twelve State Universities have preferred to separate their medical 
schools by distances varying from ten to 300 miles from their 
campus in order to gain clinical facilities, compared with only four 
which have attempted to carry clinical teaching in a small city in 
order to retain the school on the campus. The dates of organization 
of these four schools are as follows: Virginia, 1827; Michigan, 1850, 
Vermont, 1853; Iowa, 1869—dates when medical education differed 
materially from that of the present day and the competition of 
other good schools was far less. Of the four, Michigan and lowa 
only are strong schools. It is believed that it may be fairly held 
that if a decision must be made between university atmosphere on 
the one hand and extensive teaching facilities on the other, the 
experience of other schools is overwhelming that a medical school 
can reach a high standard of excellence without the former, but 
cannot rise above mediocrity without the latter.” 


C—The Opinion of Members of the State Board of Health and of 
the State Board of Medical Examiners of Virginia 


The commission desired to learn the wishes and views of the 
medical profession of the State, and this could have been done either 
through a request ta the Medical Society of Virginia or by a 
personal letter addressed to each practitioner in the State. The 
preponderance in the number of graduates of the Medical College 
of Virginia over those of the University of Virginia in the State, and 
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the large number of doctors located in the city of Richmond, made 
the test seem unfair, so it was not attempted. The State Board of 
Health and the State Board of Medical Examiners, were asked for 
their opinion, because they were both impartial bodies having special 
knowledge of the condition of medical practice and medical education 
in Virginia. 


The State Board of Health replied through its head, Dr. Enion G. 


Williams, who stated that his position as State Health Commissioner, com- 
pelled him to look at medical questions from the view point of the State’s 
interest in health, and then wrote as follows: 


“There is now a pressing need flor doctors in Virginia particularly 
in rural Virginia. Twenty-eight and six tenths per cent., of the 
population, living in the cities and more thickly settled semi-urban 
sections, are served by 53 per cent., of the State’s doctors. The 
proportion of doctors to the population is not too large, if it is large 
enough, in the city sections; it must be, therefore, evident that the 
rural sections are pitifully undersupplied. 


“As a consequence, it would seem to be our duty to make med- 
ical training as attractive as possible; and to accomplish that result 
we should so locate the combined school as to insure the greatest 
advantages to the student and the largest return to the State. We 
cannot ignore money in connection with this discussion and I am 
satisfied that, for less expenditure, more doctors can be trained in 
Richmond than at the University. My reasons for preferring Rich- 
mond may be thus epitomized: Financially considered it will be 
obvious: 


oe 


a. The services of more, and a greater variety of specialists 
can be secured at less cost in Richmond. 


“b. For the accessories in the medical school more finincial 
assistance could be secured from the municipality of Richmond and 
its citizens than from the comparatively small city of Charlottesville. 


‘ce 


c. Seven hundred and fifty thousand dollars worth of property 
available for the combined medical school is controlled by the Medical 
College of Virginia. This would not be available for the school if 
it were located at the University. 


From An Educational Viewpoint: 


“Aside from the notation made above in regard to the services 
of specialists, there must be considered that in Richmond there would 
be a greater amount and a larger variety of clinical material. Large 
endowments or appropriations might be able to secure the services 
of the desirable specialists, but it is questionable whether any out- 
lay at the University for clinical material would put it on a parity 
with Richmond. 


In the Interest of the Student: 


“Living is almost invariably cheaper in a large city than in 
a college town, and opportunities for part-time employment are more 
numerous. Many students would probably live with relatives or 
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friends in-Richmond, and virtually all of them would be able to 
secure part-time employment if they should desire to defray by work 
part of the expenses of their course. 


“As to the relative attractiveness of the two cities, whether 
from the foregoing reasons, or for others, experience has shown 
that the Richmond schools have more medical students and more 
graduate physicians now practicing in Virginia ‘than the Univer- 
sity has had, notwithstanding that the latter has had more liberal 
appropriations from the State. 


As A Public Health Proposition: 


“There is a definite and reciprocal value in the association of the 
medical college and the public health efforts of the State. Increasing 
interest is being manifested in preventive medicine; and the en- 
couragement of that interest, when the shortage of doctors is realized 
must be a matter of value to the State. The proximity of the head- 
quarters of the State Board of} Health and Health Department of 
Richmond, make the city preferable not only to the University, but 
to any other situation in Virginia as a site for the combined school. 


“It is admitted that it would not be practicable to remove the 
schools of dentistry and pharmacy to the University, even if the 
site should be chosen. In my judgment it would be extremely un- 
fortunate and impracticable to separate these schools and the medical 
school. Certainly no one would suggest the abandonment of these 
courses which supply such a large proportion of the dentists and 
pharmacists of the State. 


“As a matter of fact there is also an acute shortage of dentists 
and pharmacists, particularly of the former. School inspections have 
disclosed a distressingly large number of children needing, dental 
attention and there is an increasing appreciation of the need for 
dental care. More dentists are needed rather than less; and certainly 
Virginia would be apt to have less dentists if its school of dentistry 
were to be discontinued. 


“From financial and educational viewpoints, in the interest of 
the students, as a public health question Richmond would seem to 
have tangible, demonstratable advantages so compelling that they 
could not wisely be ignored; and superadded to the medical aspects 
are those of dentistry and pharmacy. I cannot help believing that 
the best interests of Virginia demand the location of its great med- 
ical college in Richmond.” 


The State Board of Medical Examiners replied through its president, 
Dr. J. W. Preston, who secured expressions of opinion from three other 
members of the board. 


From Dr. J. W. Preston—August 27, 1920. 


“Tn order to give you something more tangible than the expression 
of opinion I have thought that a recapitulation from our records cover- 
ing the past fifteen years might be of service and am pleased to 
inclose tabulation of same. (Printed on a preceding page of this report). 


As 
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“In studying the comparative number of licenses granted in the 
State I have somewhat been surprised to note that contrary to my 
former impression I have found that there has not been so great 
a falling off as I had thought, since the requirements of our schoois 
have been raised, and it is particularly noticeable that the percent- 
age of. rejections by the board have been very much reduced. 


“As to the comparative number of rejections from the schools 
which existed in the State previous to 1916 the enclosed tabulations 
speak for themselves. 


“Speaking broadly in reply to the formal questions which you 
have asked, the following is my own personal opinion relative to same: 


“1, My observation is that the graduates of the University of 
Virginia are as a class exceptionally well grounded in scientific 
medicine, and that the graduates of the Medical College ofl Virginia 
are well trained in the practical branches. I believe that a combi- 
nation of the two schools retaining the most forceful teachers now 
connected with each, will improve both, and will give the State just 
what is needed in the way of medical training. 


“2. I believe that there should be licensed in Virginia at the 
present time on an average of from one hundred to one hundred and 
twenty-five well equipped physicians yearly. 


“3. I am of the opinion that the best method of securing 
practitioners and health officers for the rural districts is to establish 
scholarships and loan funds available to poor but aspiring young 
men living in such districts, who upon graduating would be very much 
more likely to return to scarcely settled localities than would men 
from the centers of population. In connection with such fund there 
might be some stipulation as to the length of practice in a rural 
district following graduation. 

“4, J believe there is very distinct need for well planned post- 


graduate instruction in the State. I do not think, however, that such 
institution need include that of the specialties, but that it should be so 
planned as to give high class instruction in a practical way to general 
practitioners. I believe these courses should be very short and inten- 
sive, and that a part of the plan should be to have available well 
informed men, a portion of whose duties would be to visit medical 
organizations throughout the State and to extend their activities 
thereto in such a way as to bring the entire profession of the State 
directly or indirectly in touch at frequent intervals with the advances 
in medicine. I do not believe this would require a separate institution. 


“5. There should be a department in connection with the medical 
school giving all matriculates a well grounded but rudimentary train- 
ing as health officers, and in addition one of the functions of the 
Health Officer of the State should be training experts in the medical 
department of the University of Virginia and in so doing the 


_machinery in his office be utilized flor the necessary technical instruc- 


tion. 


“6. Deserving graduates of the State medical institution should 
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be given an opportunity and should be encouraged to develop as teach- 
ers of the clinical branches, but these should not be retained in case 
more capable and energetic men were available from outside sources. 


“7, From a sentimental standpoint one would wish that the 
medical department might be retained at the University of Virginia, 
but from a practical standpoint the best type of general practitioners 
cannot be developed with so small a supply of clinical material as 
is offered in the surrounding community. 


“8. Considering the matter from every standpoint Richmond 
offers the best and only location in the State affording a sufficiency 
of clinical material to meet the specifications as set forth.” 


“In conclusion I think I should state in preference to my esti- 
mate as to the number of practitioners who should be licensed in the 
State, that this was based upon the fact that our records show 
that from the year of 1904 to that of 1916, during which time there 
was no evident shortage of physicians in any part of our State, 
there were licensed by our board on an average of one hundred 
and thirty-eight practitioners yearly. Since that time there has 
been considerable influx of our population from the rural districts 
to the cities, where there is conceded to be at this time an ade- 
quate supply of practitioners, and in, addition there has been a 
decided lessening of the amount of work which would tend to support 
physicians in the rural districts, largely due to the lessening of 
typhoid: and other diseases through prophylactic medicine, and finally 
men in the rural districts are able to visit more patients per day 
on account of good roads and the general use of the telephone and 
automobile. 


“Finally, I think attention should be called to the fact that 
as shown from our records the number of physicians leaving the 
State for localities in mining and manufacturing centers during the 
past five years has been quite considerable. I know of no way to 
estimate the probable outflow of physicians in the future, but it is 
one which requires consideration.

From Dr. P. W. Boyd—July 14 1920. 


“In reply to your letter requesting that members of the board 
express to Dr. Hough suggestions of the various matters of medical 
education herewith submit the following: 


“1. I believe the present educational conditions of the medical 
colleges would be improved by coalition of the two schools. 


“2 Undoubtedly the State of Virginia needs more physicians, 
and I believe about one hundred men should be graduated annually 
to meet these needs. These with graduates from other schools, in 
my opinion would supply the State’s needs. 


“2 The supply of physicians and health officers for the rural 
districts will only be sufficient when the rural districts make condi-

tions more attractive for a young man to locate in such districts. 
To do this there should be an improvement in: 


“Roads, schools, telephone service, rural mail. 


“Compensation for their services must be adequate to meet all 
necessary expenses for themselves and families. 


“Hach county should make sufficient appropriations for health 
officers so as to induce them to locate in a rural district. 


“4. The State of Virginia needs badly post-graduate instruc- 
tion, and these needs can best be met by having county medical 
societies well organized and programs attractive enough to excite 
interest in their meetings. And whenever possible clinics should 
be held at the time of these meetings. The medical schools should 


establish and conduct post-graduate courses as part of its curriculum. 

“5. The State of Virginia needs training for public health officers 
and the needs can best be met by more attention to hygiene and 
preventive medicine in the curriculum and if possible affiliation 
with the State and national public health service. 


“6. The best practical basis for securing teachers for clinical 
branches in Virginia I have no suggestions to offers. 


“7. In my opinion the single State-supported medical school 
should be in Richmond, Virginia. I believe the advantages are 
chiefly favorable in Richmond owing to the large population and 
better clinical facilities. The cost may be a little more in Richmond 
but the benefits derived from the location, in my opinion, would far 
exceed the extra cost. I further believe the medical school should 
be the medical department of the University of Virginia.

From Dr; P. St. L. Moncuwre: 


“1. Each college according to the committee on standards of 
medical colleges of the A. M. A. is an ‘A’ grade school; and graduates 
appearing before our board stand on the average about the same. 


“2. The State unquestionably needs more physicians, in the 
rural districts especially. Adequate medical representation in a 
community always speaks for its prosperity and thrift. Whenever 
a business enterprise or even a family considers locating in any 
section the question is asked: ‘What medical and surgical services 
are available?’ We should double our number of graduates to meet 
the needs. 


“3. The disparity of physicians locating in rural districts to 
the output of graduates from the colleges seems to be due to the fact that 
the majority of recent graduates, especially those who have served 
internships in large hospitals, or have recently returned from service 
in the Army or Navy, desire to locate in the cities. The best remedy 
for this would be—better road facilities and more telephones. 


“4. Medicine is not an .exact science, such as mathematics; 
it is evoluting all the time; and physicians have to be studying all 
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the time in order to keep up with these changes. Adequate facilities 
for post-graduate work is needed in the State, and should be made 
so attractive that those desiring such courses will not be’ forced to 
go to distant cities as at present for such instruction. Such facil- 
ities can be had only at some large medical center where adequate 
equipment and clinical material is abundant. 


“5. The question of special training for public health officers 
is a comparatively new one; but one very much to be desired. We 
have seen its advantages in the work done by those specially trained 
elsewhere, and now employed in some of our cities and counties. 
With efficient health officers working always with an eye to pre- 
vention of disease and lessening its intensity the health in general 
will be improved and there will not be the same demand for physi- 
cians as at present. This course should be intensive and not a very 
long one. 


“6. The best clinical teachers are usually the men who do the 
most work along their particular specialty; therefore they are found 
more easily in large cities and in medical centers. Men who work 
are better clinical teachers than men who study to teach without 
the clinical experience. Pay enough money to get them and have 
a non partisan committee or commission to select them. 


“7, Realizing the need of more physicians in the State; the need 
for the training of health officers in a practical way and with 
clinical material to work on; the need of facilities for attractive 
post-graduate study and work, the question arises: Can we develop 
these facilities at the University of Virginia at a city the size of 
Charlottesville? Take the history of the graduates of medicine 
from the University of Virginia in the past, they are as good as 
the best, but oh so few! And another question comes up; no matter 
how much we develop and raise the standard of instruction at the 
University of Virginia, can we make it sufficiently attractive to 
induce young men to ‘enter? The greater expense alone has in 
the past kept many a young man from taking the medical course at 
the University of Virginia. The approximate cost can only be 
determined by a committee with authority to look into the finan- 
cial records of the institution, from which to get such data as may 
be necessary. 


“8. The advantages of the medical department of the University 
of Virginia being located in Richmond are: A large city; railroad 
and medical center; making clinical material abundant and access- 
ible; hospital advantages. The home of the Virginia Penitentiary 
where diseases can be studied among those sick, and cadavers abun- 
dant for pathological, anatomical and experimental study. 


“9. One important thing must not be overlooked; the cost of 
living to the poor young man who seeks a medical education. Board 
and lodging are comparatively cheap in Richmond; besides in a 
large city many poor young men have relatives living there who 
give them their board and lodging, so they can get an education. 
The approximate cost can only be determined by a committee with 
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authority to look into the financial records of the institution from 
which to get the proper data. 


“10. We have a large negro population in the State—certainly 
in the tidewater section of it—The white physicians do a large pro- 
portion of the practice on them; but we have in the tidewater 
section especially a great many negro physicians, many of them 
grossly ignorant. There are very few negro medical colleges in 
the country and some of these are ‘B’ grade. Many negro boys enter 
these ‘B’ grade schools not knowing that they will be debarred 
from practice in the State after graduation. Should we not look 
to the higher education of these negro physicians? Should we not 
provide for and require them to take a post-graduate course of 
study and legislate so as to permit them to practice? The negro 
population needs negro physicians and needs them badly. In this 
section, at least, the large negro population is falling an easy prey 
to venders of patent medicines and other charlatans.

From Dr. H. U. Stephenson—July 9, 1920. 


“In reply to your communication to Dr. J. W. Preston, secretary, 
State Board of Medical Examiners, I believe it is absolutely essential 
that the two medical schools should be united for the best interest 
of all concerned and for the advancement of medical education. [I 
am equally sure that the medical center of the State should be in 
Richmond, where the necessary material for clinics can be had at 
all times and at a reasonable expense to the State. 


“The medical department should be controlled by the Univer- 
sity of Virginia, and the details of course are to ‘be worked out 
later. With the consolidation of the two medical schools located 
in Richmond the needs for the improvement of medical education 
in Virginia can be easily worked out, and I believe Virginia will 
have the best medical school in the States in a few years. 

“T doubt exceedingly that so great a medical school or center 
would or could be established at Charlottesville. It takes a large 
amount of material for clinics, and without the clinical experience, 
medical education cannot be complete. It would be a mistake, in 
my opinion, to take the chance of securing material for the school 
at Charlottesville.

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ANALYSIS OF THE ARGUMENTS AS TO LOCATION 


In order to represent both sides fairly the commission herewith 
presents a summary of the arguments put forward by the representatives 
of the Medical College of Virginia and of the University of Virginia, 
respectively. In comparing the advantages claimed for the ‘two places, 
it seems convenient to group these under the following heads, including 
under each head first the argument, which was presented in favor of 
Richmond and then the argument which was presented in favor of Charlottes- 
ville: 

I. Problems of Administration 
II. The Work of the Faculty 
III. The Work of the Students 
IV. The Interests of the Public 
V. The Interests of the State 
VI. The Interests of the School 


I. PROBLEMS OF ADMINISTRATION 
FAVORING RICHMOND 


A number of suitable buildings are immediately available for adminis- 
tration, for laboratories, and for hospitals, so that relatively small out- 
lay will now be required for additional housing. The full service of 
the municipal hospitals of Richmond is offered free of charge. There are 
three city hospitals, treating a daily average of 234 patients, with space 
for more. 


The cost of clinical material will thus be considerably reduced. Other- 
wise the medical school must maintain at great expense enough patients 
to provide adequate clinical instruction for the students; also in addition 
a large number of patients for thé research activities of the faculty. 


There is peculiar strength in the combined use of college and muni- 
cipal hospitals. The medical school gets the advantage of a large city 
hospital, without rendering itself dependent on it. At the same time 
through the college hospital it can serve the whole State. In this way, 
the problems of hospital administration is simplified, and a wider service 


is rendered. 


Co-operation and association with other institutions of a medical 
character is assured in Richmond, a city noted for its hospitals and other 
medical institutions. Richmond is the place of meeting of more national, 
regional and State Medical Associations than any other city in the South. 
Its numerous medical activities have created an atmosphere, which guaran- 
tees that the environment of the school will be suitable and that its support 
will be assured. 


The influence, activities and support of the. State and city boards 
of health would also be behind the administration. In a later section of 
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this report will be found an enumeration of various bureaus and depart- 
ments of public health work having headquarters in Richmond. 


The School. of Dentistry, which is now a part of the Medical College 
of Virginia, is an advantage that can be retained only by locating the 
school of medicine in Richmond. The demand throughout the State for 
more well qualified dentists is insistent, and the administration of the 
State University is responsible for the perpetuation of dental education 
on a high plane in Virginia. 

Medicine has a tendency to divide itself into specialties, and proper 
regard must be had to the service of the people in this respect. The school 
of medicine should provide special facilities for special training as needed. 
Dentistry as a specialty has already branched off, and established a separate 
curriculum for itself but this fact does not remove it from the pale 
of medical science. Rather, it makes it more incumbent on the 
true school of medicine to maintain closest contact with the teaching 
of dentistry, and endeavor to keep this profession under the spell of 
scientific spirit. ; 

The school of dentistry in Richmond has doubled the size of its 
first year’s class during the past five years, notwithstanding increased 
entrance requirements and an additional year added to its course. In 
the opinion of its dean it has every prospect of doubling itself again 
in the next five years. 


The amount of clinical work for a student is prescribed by the Den- 
tal Educational Council of the United States. At the present time 7,500 
operations are performed each year by the students of this school. 

The most efficient method of teaching a student the technique of a 


dental operation is by allowing him to perform this operation himself. 
Each student performs approximately 175 operations during each session 
of the clinical years. Only a large city can support a dental clinic. 

There is only one kind of anatomy, histology, physiology, chemistry 
or pathology. These subjects are basic sciences of both medicine and 
dentistry. The same physical equipment may be used for any student 
taking these basic subjects. 2 

Special work such as periodontia, oral surgery, exondontia, and ortho- 
dontia, require trained men, both for teaching and clinics. Jt is not 
possible to get trained men, or specialists, in these subjects except in 
large centers of population. 

The school of dentistry of the Medical College of Virginia is one of 
fourteen schools in the United States in class A. 

Patients from North and South Carolina come to Richmond for special 
dental service. A real service to the poor of the State is given in the 
operation of the public clinic. It would not be desirable for the people 
of Virginia to be compelled to go out of the State for dental operations 
and “ental instruction. 

If the Medical College is not located in Richmond the State must 
choose between the alternatives; to attempt to conduct its school of dentistry 
as a separate institution in Richmond; or to abandon this important 
branch of professional education. The teaching of dentistry should not be 
* discortinued in Virginia. 
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The School of Pharmacy, which. is also a part of the Medical College 
of Virginia, and must remain in Richmond if its existence is to be insured, 
will be an advantage to the school of medicine, for not only does it 
add to the medical atmosphere of the city, but it is also of immense 
value in its service to the dispensary. 

Pharmaceutical education has gone forward in the past ten years 
in the same way that medical education advanced in the first decade of 
this century. 

The National Association of Boards of Pharmacy and the American 
Conference of Pharmaceutical Facilities largely control the licensure and 
education of pharmacists in America. These organizations have com- 
mitted themselves to the following policies to become operative not later 
than 1923; first a minimum of four years high school: training; second, 
graduation from a recognized college of pharmacy as prerequisites for 
examination for registration as pharmacists. 

In 1918 the Virginia legislature fixed April 1922, as the date when 
all applicants for registration in this State must be graduates of a 
recognized college of pharmacy. Beginning in September, 1921, all matric- 
ulates in the Medical College of Virginia, school of pharmacy, must be 
high school graduates. Our State has thus somewhat anticipated the 
national organizations in putting higher standards into effect. These 
policies were adopted only after the most careful study of all the condi- 
tions surrounding the practice of pharmacy, and in co-operation with the 
State board of pharmacy. Their adoption has given both the State board and 
the school of pharmacy prominent places in the national organization referred 
to above. 

Virginia is thus obligated to make provision for the education of her 
pharmacists. With few exceptions, State Universities throughout the 
country have recognized their obligation to furnish proper facilities for 
pharmaceutical education. Had Virginia not supplied such a_ service 
through the work of the school of pharmacy of the Medical College of 
Virginia, the State University must have made such a provision. 

The influence of the school of pharmacy has grown rapidly since 
the amalgamation of the University College of Medicine and Medical College 
of Virginia in 1913. At the present time, probably. not five per cent., of 
the young men and women in Virginia, who take up the study of phar- 
macy, go outside of the State for their training. 

This is due largely to the fact that the close co-operation between the 
schools of medicine and pharmacy has made it possible for the latter to 
give its students a course in supervised prescription work firom the college 
dispensary. This record is hardly equaled by any other pharmacy school 
in the whole country. Such clinical advantages are possible only in 
a city of considerable size. 


Richmond is an established medical center. This fact, with all the 
connections and wide influences involved, renders many administrative 
problems easy of solution. For instance, teachers in all the highly special- 
ized branches of medicine are available. The city is large enough to 
support them, and the clinical material is plentiful enough to keep them 
abreast of the times. The size of the city and the strong position of the 
school would make the administration independent enough if it so desires 
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to import additional specialists with ease. Officials of other schools have 
mentioned the advantage of being able to recruit strong and competent 
clinical staffs with little cost in cities as against the improbability, if 
not impossibility, of being able to do so, at any cost, in small communities. 


In small towns, there is the difficulty of holding a fairly permanent 
staff of surbordinate teachers, on account of lack of professional and financial 
opportunities. The best teachers are often reluctant to go to small com- 
munities, 


Dr. N. B. Foster of New York, a distinguished medical educator, says: 


“The chair of medicine in one of the large State Universities 
has been, vacant for over two years, and the position has been 
offered to nearly every desirable man in the country. The 
salary is larger than is paid in any other medical school known 
to me. The reason given by men who have declined to accept the 
position has been, first, isolation, and second, inadequate clinical 
facilities, although there is a university hospital of six hundred beds, 
which is always full.” 


It will be a distinct relief to the administration of the school to have 
the benefit of the abounding and varied clinical resources of Richmond, 
and to be freed from the strain of building up a clinic for the school by 
forced methods. 


The present plant of the Medical College of Virginia is mostly a 
gift from the citizens of Richmond. This indicates a hold on the affections 
of the city, which might easily be transferred to the University Medical 
School, if located in Richmond. 


The wealth and well known philanthropy of Richmond are advantages 
in locating ‘an institution having the great human appeal of a modern 
medical college. The administration ‘of those branches of the school which 
appeal so strongly to the charity of a generous public, should, in Richmond, 
be free of financial difficulties. 


The dread of all administrations is comparison or or competition with 
other institutions in the same line of work. Richmond’s advantages allay 
all fear on both scores. In every essential feature the school located in 
Richmond would have parity of opportunity with the medical schools of 
other large cities, and would occupy a field which if left vacant would 
soon be developed by a new medical school. 


The Governor of Virginia in his message to the General Assembly 
which led to the appointment of this commission used the following 
significant words: “to the end that medical education in Virginia be 
unified and the whole situation be made as efficient and logical as possible.” 
The location of the medical school in Richmond would produce this 
result. Its location elsewhere would fail to do so. 


The support of the medical profession and the loyalty of the ee oy 
alumni are factors favoring the selection of Richmond. Of the medical 
practitioners in Virginia, approximately forty-four per cent., were educated 
by the Medical College of Virginia. The loyal support of 1,132 physicians, 
386 dentists and 372 pharmacists, who look to this institution as their 
Alma Mater, would be retained if the medical school is retained in Richmond. 
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FAVORING CHARLOTTESVILLE 


At the University of Virginia a new laboratory building would be 
required. This would ultimately cost at least $350,000 unless there should 
be material reductions in building cost. 

In Richmond the present laboratory building of the Medical College 
of Virginia in addition to medical work contains laboratories off pharmacy 
and dentistry, the dental operating rooms, and the dispensary. ‘The 
laboratories in the old Medical College of Virginia buildings are utterly 
unsuited for a modern medical school. To accommodate the combined 
medical schools it would be necessary to erect on the site of the Virginia 
Hospital a building as large as the present laboratory building. The cost 
of this building has been estimated at $270,000. 

In the University of Virginia Hospital the State has already gone 
far toward the establishment of an adequate teaching clinic, The Blue 
Ridge Sanatorium of the State Board of Health also materially adds 
to the teaching facilities. With the beginning thus made it is only 
necessary for the State to enlarge the present hospital by additional 
provision for separate services, these to be planned with special reference 
to clinical teaching. 

This development should continue over a period of six or more years. 
There is no question that the cost of construction will be considerable, 
and may aggregate within six or eight years as much as $750,000; or 
even $1,000,000; but the end result will be satisfactory, from the teach- 
ing point of view, and the advantages of university location will be 
retained. 

The only safe plan is to have the teaching hospital and the medical 
school under the same governing body. With separate and especially 
with volitical control of the hospital, there is constant danger of unin- 
formed and unintelligent limitation of the teaching privileges in a hos- 
pital. To make a municipal hospital in Richmond an essential reliance 
of the State medical school for its teaching clinic is to court disaster. 

Separately controlled municipal or private hospitals are never a. safe 
and only occasionally a satisfactory dependence for a teaching clinic:. 
These hospitals may supplement the main clinical teaching in the teach-- 
ing hospital of the school, but the essential teaching should be done 
in a hospital with assured control for teaching purposes. Hither in 
Richmond or at the University such a hospital is necessary and in either’ 
case it would have to be furnished by the State. Its value as a teaching: 
hospital is measured, not by the large number of patients it treats, but. 
by the quality of teaching. 

The other great essential of successful clinical teaching is the employ- 
ment of vocational teachers of clinical as well as of scientific branches. 
Teaching is a man’s job and a man must put into it the very best 
that is in him. The primary interest with the clinical teacher must not 
be the demands of a private practice; it must be the bedside teaching 
of medicine and surgery. 

There are grave practica}] difficulties in the way of establishing 
the vocational system of clinical teaching in Richmond. At the Univer- 
sity of Virginia this system has been in force for fifteen years. 
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Desirable as is close association of schools of dentistry and medicine, 
this is not essential and’ would not justify the sacrifice of university 
location of the medical school. Pharmacy also does not require univer- 
sity location. At the same time the State must make provision for 
instruction in these subjects. They can both be accommodated in the 
present building of the Medical College of Virginia which may also well 
be used to house the offices and laboratories of the State Board of Health. 
The schools of dentistry and pharmacy should become-departments of 
the University of Virginia. 

The commission should not regard the relative support which the 
combined school may receive at the University and at Richmond as an im- 
portant factor in the settlement of the problem. Local or institutional 
considerations play a far more important role today than they will play 
ten years after consolidation has been effected either at the University 
or in Richmend. The appeal of the school to Virginians will be directly 
proportional to its success in teaching and to its standing among the 
State university medical schools of the country. The success of the 
school will also be dependent upon the liberality of the support which 
the State furnishes. It would be very unfortunate to decide this essen- 
tially educational question on the basis of present local or institutional 
preferences. It should be decided solely on the ground of sound educa- 
tional policy. 


. LOCATION IN RICHMOND WOULD BRING CERTAIN DISADVANTAGES 
OF A STRICTLY ADMINISTRATIVE CHARACTER, AMONG 
WHICH ARE THE FOLLOWING: 


The Board of Visitors and the officers of the University would not 
have all their responsibilities grouped in one place, with consequent ease 
of supervision, and opportunities of frequent and informal conference 
with the heads of the medical school. 

Distance from the University would make it hard for the president 
to keep in close touch with all the activities and. needs of the medical 
school. 

There would be a chance for medical politics, which could lead to 
lack of cordial co-operation between the medical faculty and the Uni- 
versity authorities. 

A distant faculty, if not wisely chosen and under efficient super- 
vision, might fail to keep up the University standards of teaching and inves- 
tigation. 

The purely administrative service of the medical school would be 
more expensive when separated from the administrative offices of the 
University. 


II. The Work of the Faculty 


FAVORING RICHMOND 
Alert teachers experience a great stimulus to medical progress when 
placed where a large number of eminent men are in competition for repu- 


tations. 
Medical teaching can be better done at a medical center, where a 
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greater number of good teachers is available. Richmond offers practical 
freedom from limitation or restriction on the part of the teachers in the 
selection and use of illustrative material. Insufficient varieties of disease 
and insufficient variations of types of the same disease are a drawback 
to effective clinical teaching. This drawback is inevitable in a clinic, 
large or small, artificially built up by importation of all patients from 
long distances most of whom are suffering from chronic ailments. Variety 
does not necessarily follow because of a large number of cases, although 
it can scarcely be expected unless the number of cases is large. It depends 
on whether the cases are generally of the chronic or acute type. The 
patients entering the hospitals from the city will have a larger per- 
centage of acute diseases, those from the country a larger percentage of 
chronic diseases. The reason is obvious. Both types can be had in abun- 
dance if the school is located in Richmond. 


RESEARCH WORK 
Dr. N. B. Foster says: | 


“The man interested in research problems can only exceptionally 
derive help from the heads of the departments in other schools in 
the University. This is so, because, if he is a profound student 
his line of investigation has become so specialized that he has 
grown out of reach of the general aspect of the fundamental sciences 
on which he depends, and only concerning the general problem has 
the ordinary professor any information.” 


In Richmond an investigator can obtain a great range of materials 
for research purposes, whether his quest be pathological or clinical. He 
cannot conduct effective research work with limited facilities. Given the 
spirit of research and the technical training for it, it seems to ‘stand to 
reason that the investigator placed in a distinctly medical atmosphere in 
the midst of abundant materials and facilities, and surrounded by colleagues 
specializing in some form of medical work, would receive great encourage- 
ment and stimulus to do his best work.

These hospitals and clinics draw their material not only from Richmond

surrounding counties, but from every county in Virginia, and 


from West Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, and from other more 
distant states. Excellent transportation facilities over six great trunk 
lines make this possible. 


The number and variety of special hospitals is to be noted: 


One for Negro patients, 

One for Contagious Diseases, | 

One for Orthopedic and Children’s Diseases, 

One for Tuberculosis, 

One for Diseases of Eye, Ear, Nose and Throat, 
One for Incurables, 

One for Aged Soldiers, 

One for Psychopathic Diseases, 

One for Neurological Diseases, 

Several for Obstetrical Cases. 
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“The greater the number of special hospitals available as accessory teach- 
ing clinics, the broader and more effective will be the work which it 
will be possible to offer.” 


“The larger the number of patients available for teaching, the greater 
the probability that the student will graduate equipped by experience to 
deal with other than common diseases.” 

Among the clinics afforded by Richmond, and not ordinarily to be 
seen at a smaller place, may be mentioned: 


Emergency cases and accidents covered by the ambulance service, 
Industrial and Occupational diseases, made available by the large. 
number and great variety of manufacturing industries of Richmond. 
The Lesser Ailments, which in these days frequently find their way 
to city hospitals but not to State hospitals, Non-transportable Diseases, 
e. g., primary pneumonia, etc. ’ 

Contagious Diseases, other diseases in the acute stage, Ambula- 
tory cases, such as attend the Dispensary of the Medical College of 
Virginia. 

OBSTETRICAL CASES 
These cases may, indeed, be transported, but with what degree of 
satisfaction may be gathered from the following quotation from the dean 
of the University of Michigan Medical School, which is held up as the 
finest example of a small town school: 


“The reason why I most regret that the University is not located 
in Detroit is our inability to at one and the same time utilize the 
clinical material and serve the people of Detroit. In Detroit we 
might have had long ago great lying-in wards where our students 
would have received valuable training and at the same time the 
poor of the city would have been served. In order to overcome 
this special difficulty we have been compelled at considerable expense 
to take expectant mothers some weeks before confinement and keep 
them for some weeks afterwards.” 


Each student of the Medical College of Virginia is required to person- 
ally deliver twenty cases, before he can apply for graduation. If the 
State of Virginia had to pay for hospital care of each case for from five 
to eight weeks, the expense of this clinic alone would consume an enor- 
mous appropriation. 

Location in Richmond would involve a loss of contact with eminent 
teachers and thinkers in the other schools on the campus. This loss 
is theoretical rather than practical, for it seems to be the case that 
such contact is not often actually established, but rather desired. 

The questionnaires to the universities brought many replies to the 
effect that there is almost no interdependence between the various schools 
in the same University, and scarcely any benefit, to teachers or students, 
by contact. 


FAVORING CHARLOTTESVILLE 
Our best advice is that in the future the clinic will come into increas- 


ingly closer and closer connection not only with the preclinical sciences 
but also with the basal sciences of physics, chemistry, biology, psychology, 
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etc., in the University proper. The better type of medical school will 
therefore function best in the immediate environment of the University, 
and university location should be made the policy of the State, provided 
it is possible to secure adequate clinical facilities for the third and fourth 
years. 

For satisfactory clinical teaching increasing reliance must be placed 
in vocational teachers—men who make the teaching of medicine their 
profession. To secure these men at reasonable expense, the teaching hos- 
pital should be provided with a limited number of private rooms in which 
the staff may have private patients from whom they may receive income 
either directly or through the hospital. 

For the efficient teaching of medicine dependence must be placed 
not in eminent specialists with an established private practice but upon 
well trained competent men who enter for the most part directly upon 
the work of teaching on the completion of their period of post-graduate 
training. 

The present University of Virginia Hospital is admirably arranged. 
as a teaching hospital but it would have to ‘be enlarged to one of at 
least 350 clinical beds and preferably to one of 400 beds. This involves 
more than doubling its present size. On the other hand the State would 
be at no expense for the land and there are no physical difficulties in the 
way of building a hospital group properly arranged for clinical instruc- 
tion. Expansion in the more distant future would also be possible with 
no expense for land. 

The Richmond hospitals on the other hand contain more clinical beds, 
their capacity in this respect at present approaching the initial needs. 
They are not, however, well arranged for teaching purposes. As stated 
above, the Virginia Hospital would have to be closed and a laboratory 
building erected on its site; the hospital itself is an antiquated building 
which is even now unfit for hospital purposes. This leaves the Memorial 
Hospital, St. Philip Hospital, and the Dooley Hospital as the only ones 
which should be considered for the school. 

The separation of these hospitals so that it is not possible to com- 
bine the major services—surgery, obstetrics, internal medicine, and the 
like is a serious handicap and makes it certain that in the future rearrange- 
ments will be called for. Expansion also can be secured only by the purchase 
of city real estate. The connection of laboratories with the teaching 
hospital will also leave much to be desired. 

The essence of the hospital situation is, therefore, the following: 
At the University a large outlay will be called for at the outset to accom- 
modate the combined school; but the whole group, hospitals and labora- 
tories can be planned as a teaching group admirably suited for all purposes 
of a medical school. The inevitable future expansion will also require no 
purchase of real estate. 

In Richmond the initial cutlay will be less, but the group will be 
unsatisfactory for teaching purposes, and will become increasingly so 
with the development of the future needs of medical education. Expan- 
sion will require the purchase of expensive real estate, and it will be 
more difficult to include the present buildings in a satisfactory teaching 
group. 
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There is a dangerous and distressing shortage of teachers of medical 
subjects and the most difficult problem in operating a medical school is 
to secure a competent, active, and devoted faculty. University associations 
strongly appeal to the men who enter the profession of teaching—Vocational 
teachers—and a strong medical school at the University will attract these 
men more than one detached from this environment. 

No university community can be established at the site of the Medical 
College of Virginia. 

Teaching is an underpaid profession. In a university community 
the professor’s salary determines the social and other demands on that 
salary. In a large city his immediate social group would be leading 
practitioners of medicine and surgery—men whose incomes treble or 
quadruple his. Living conditions are, therefore better at the University 
and this attracts better teachers. 

University location presents to the faculty and students of medicine 
the invaluable asset of close contact with the fundamental sciences of 
physics, chemistry, and biology and the related sciences of psychology, 
anthropology, and sociology. To have the libraries of these sciences 
available for reference by teachers of the medical sciences is most desirable; 
but the opportunity to consult with the professors in these sciences is 
even more important conversely the medical sciences frequently throw 
important light on many lines of work in pure science. Above all you 
secure a stronger scientific group in your university. 


There is a general educational advantage in having aS many as pos- 
sible of professional schools grouped on the same campus. Location in 
Richmond would forfeit this. 


There is a tendency to isolation on the part of a detached faculty. 


The teaching in all of the schools on the campus is ordinarily improved 
by the academic traditions of the University. Distance would weaken this. 

One of the most eminent students of medical education (Mr. Flexner) 
has stated to the commission that a serviceable school can be developed 
in Richmond; but that the more desirable type of! medical school cannot 
be developed entirely separated from contact with the University. Presi- 
dents and deans of some of our strongest medical schools have frankly 
deplored the separation by only a few miles in the same city of their 
medical department from the rest of the University. There can hardly 
be any doubt that university location will become an increasingly impor- 
tant factor in the future. As one of our advisors put it: “If you locate 
this school in Richmond today in fifteen years you will either actually 
remove it to the university or you will regret your inability to do so.” 


III. The Work of the Students 
FAVORING RICHMOND 


In a city it is possible for a student to obtain an all-around training, 
which will fit him for practice either in city or in country. This is because 
of the greater range of clinical facilities. The clinic obtainable in a small 
community necessarily lacks some elements for training for a city practice. 


For this reason, as well as others, there are many students who are 
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unwilling to forego the benefits of medical education in a city. Location 
in Richmond gives these an opportunity to obtain their education in Vir- 
ginia, while it works no hardship on others, because there are no students 
unwilling to go to a city for medical training. 

Dispensary training is invaluable, not only in affording larger numbers 
of patients than can be seen in hospitals, and in giving opportunity to 
practice rapid diagnosis, but in training students to discriminate between 
minor ailments and early stages of serious diseases. The city alone yields 
an adequate outpatient clinic. In the dispensary of the Medical College 
of Virginia, there were treated last year 4,174 new patients and 16,261 
old patients, making a total of 20,345. In addition, the Dental Infirmary 
treated 6,582 patients. These are last year’s figures and the dispensary is 
rapidly growing. It has been said that a dispensary “is actually the 
greatest teaching asset provided by modern medical. schools for clinical 
teaching.” 


City hospitals afford a wide variety, of those types of disease a 
student will be called to treat in his early practice, and will also present 
more various manifestations of these diseases. 

The larger number of hospitals in Richmond provide many internships, 
and it is possible for undergraduate students frequently to establish helpful 
connections with these. 


Richmond affords students of every class, the cultivated as well as 
those who have had fewer opportunities, broad cultural advantages. Students 
of medicine need enlargement of ideals and broadening of outlock to 
be gotten in a city. 


The expense of obtaining a medical education in Richmond has been 
found within the reach of the average Virginia boy. His standard of 
living is fixed by those having the same object in view, and is not affected 
by the social activities of dilettante students in the less serious depart- 
ments of academic life. 


Loss of contact, on the part of students, in the larger academic life 
of the University, is theoretical rather than practical, for the medical 
students, as a rule, form a distinct group on a campus, and mingle little 
in its general life. 


Lack of organized athletics. Under the present system, the medical 
students have litlte time for active participation in inter-collegiate athletics. 
Athletic facilities for physical development should and can be provided 
in Richmond. 


FAVORING CHARLOTTESVILLE 


The majority of medical students in a State university enter upon the 
study of medicine after only the minimum two-year requirement of college 
training and experience. Many of these students come to college with 
an inadequate background of experience in the family or the environment. 
In the two years of premedical college work they have only begun to 
benefit by the formative influence of university life. 


These benefits of university residence come not only from classroom 
but also from other features of university life. Lectures by eminent visi- 
tors, concerts, art exhibitions and great university gatherings exert an 
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influence on students in residence. Great libraries, collections, museums 
stand around them and exist for their use. No less important is the 
life of the university community of which these students form a part. 
After two years the student becomes an upper-classman and passes to a 
position of leadership with its responsibilities. The contacts, the discip- 
lines and the stimulating atmosphere of university life react upon him. 
All this contributes tremendously to make a man of him; for the Univer- 
sity is a microcosm in which men learn under the most favorable conditions 
how to act their part in the great world for which they are destined. 

To take the medical student away from these surroundings at the 
end of his second premedical college year is to rob him of one of the 
greatest formative influences needed to make the well rounded man. After 
all, the biggest thing in medical or any other kind of technical educa- 
tion is education itself, which must precede and accompany the giving of 
mere technical skill. The time has not passed nor will it ever pass 
when the clergyman, the lawyer, the schoolmaster, and the physician largely 
represent to the youth of most communities the higher things of life. In 
training the physician you are training a man for this service to his 
community as well as for the service of caring for the sick and promoting 
the public health. } 

At the University the extramural life of the student takes care of 
itself through agencies already there established. The Y. M. C. A. organi- 
zation, physical training, athletics, etc., are all provided. In Richmond 
they would have to be provided at the cost of considerable faculty effort 
and co-operation. ; 

Students in other departments of the University are broadened by 
contact with medicine. The lawyer, the engineer, the clergyman, and 
the man of affairs learn the scope and spirit of modern medicine. They 
acquire a sympathetic insight into medicine which will subsequently re- 
bound to the advantage of the State in their intelligent support of the 
advance of medicine and public health. 

A great modern medical school on the campus of the University will 
attract to the profession of medicine a larger number of that large body 
of students who come to college after completing the high school course 
without having chosen their career. The medical school would be located 
at the chief source of supply. 

It has been argued that if the school is located at the University the 
preference of students for city schools will lead many Virginians to go 
to schools of New York or other large cities; but it would be far more 
disastrous if, owing to lack of university contact this city school should 
come to be recognized as one of lower grade so that Virginia students 
would go elsewhere to secure the advantages of a school ofi higher grade. 
It is vital to the best interests of the school and of medicine in Virginia, 
that the stronger students go to the State school. The American Medical 
Association has already announced its intention of re-establishing the A 
plus class in its standardization of medical schools and Virginia cannot 
afford to be in any other class. 

The shortage of physicians in rural practice is due to other causes 
than the elevation of standards of medical training. There are economic 
and sociological and can be removed only by the improvement of the 
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conditions of rural medical practice. Doubtless in the past many men 
with utterly inadequate preparation went to the country; but the remedy 
is not to lower standards. No physician needs better training for his life 
work than the rural practitioner and neither urban location nor anv 
possible change of the character of instruction at present given will send 
more men into rural practice. Economic laws will in any case dominate 
this situation. 


IV.. The Interests of the Public 
FAVORING RICHMOND 


A vital necessity to a medical school is contact with people. Richmond 
satisfies this necessity. Not only is her own population large, but she is at 
the most accessible point within the great region this medical school must 
serve and be served by. 

The public is interested in having the hospital and dispensary service 
of the school placed within easy reach. The travel ofl students, patients, 
physicians and their friends is more satisfactory to all concerned when 
it flows with the great currents of trade and travel which converge here. 

It is advantageous to the people of a State or section to have their 
young men and women trained within their own borders for public service. 
Those who go outside for training are apt to remain outside for prac- 
tice, and the public is the loser. Location of the medical school in Richmond 
will satisfy many on this point, because few, if any, of the students of 
this section will wish to go elsewhere. . 

Prevention of disease is pre-eminently a concern of the public. Placing 
the medical school alongside the Health Departments of the State of Virginia 
and the city of Richmond serves doubly to promote the public health. 
The school and the boards of health will co-operate, and each will tend to 
make the other more efficient. 

It is a matter of much concern to all the public that there be a steady 
supply of skillful dentists and of reliable pharmacists. The future of 
education in these two professions in Virginia is dependent upon the 
location of the medical school in Richmond. 

In addition to these advantages to the public, there are obvious advan- 
tages the school itself will derive from the public, simply by being located 
where it is constantly in the view and on the minds of] large numbers of 
persons. It is unnecessary to enumerate these. 


FAVORING CHARLOTTESVILLE 


The large modern hospital is a corollary of urban conditions and 
cities are able to establish these hospitals both because of the concentra- 
tion of wealth and because of the surplus of physicians for professional 
service in them. 

In rural districts, on the other hand, wealth is not concentrated and 
there is a scarcity of physicians. Rural districts cannot, therefore, estab- 
lish large modern hospitals with their facilities for diagnosis and treat- 
ment unattainable in the small local hospital. The rural sections of 
eastern Virginia are easily accessible to the large hospitals of Richmond 
and Norfolk. Western rural Virginia is not easily accessible to these hos- 
pitals. 
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The University of Virginia Hospital has brought the diagnostic and 
therapeutic advantages of the large modern hospital to this western rural 
section and is a great philanthropic and economic asset of the western 
part of the State. 

If the medical department of the University of Virginia is moved to 
Richmond, this hospital cannot continue to give its charity service to 
western rural Virginia and-for two reasons: first, the State appropriation 
is needed to maintain this service; second, it is dependent upon the service 
of third and fourth year medical students as clinical clerks. 

In addition to its service to the poor, the University Hospital also 
provides to all persons in every part of the State, but especially in western 
Virginia, a aiagnostic clinic possible only in a large hospital. 

The cost of providing a teaching clinic is not properly charged to 
medical education alone. A great State teaching hospital provides the 
people of the State with needed medical service. It performs a double 
beneficent service, and, because of its connection with a medical school, 
it renders this service more efficiently and economically than is possible 
in any other way. : 

For these reasons the removal of the medical school is an exceedingly 
serious and harmful step to make. 


V. The Interests of the State 
FAVORING RICHMOND 


‘The appointment of) this commission on medical education grew out 
of a consideration of the State’s budget, and the settlement of the ques- 
tions raised is expected to have a very practical bearing on State finances. 

In the first place, there would be an advantage to the State in accepting 
and making full use of two college buildings, four hospital buildings and 
six subsidiary huidings, all fully equipped and in operation, having a net 
value of three-quarters of a million dollars. 

Next, there is the offer of Richmond to contribute, without expense, 
the use of its city hospital service, consisting now of three hospitals 
(averaging 234 cases daily) and the intimation of the health department 
that a new municipal hospital is a question of but a short time. This 
service is now costing the city $83,000 per annum, while for the medical 
school to undertake to supply its equivalent would cost equally as much 
for maintenance, besides the great outlay for buildings and equipment. 

There are other city activities, which can be utilized without cost, 
thus saving much to the State Treasury, while at the same time adding 
to the efficiency of the school. 

The State has other agencies in Richmond, which can be co-ordinated 
with the work of medical instruction, without additional expense to the 
taxpayers, and which cannot be so made to function elsewhere ‘than 
in the capital city of the State. 

The property to be used in Richmond has been accumulated through 
the generosity of the people of Richmond, and but little has been appro- 
priated by the State government. The fact that so much has been freely 
given to the medical school by Richmond, and the fact that Richmond is 
a great and wealthy city lead to the belief that great benefactions will 
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flow into the medical school from the citizens when they are assured 
that it is to remain in their midst, and that what they have already given 
will neither be taken from them nor frittered away. Everything the 
city gives, the State saves. 

The tution charges will not meet the expense of operating a medical 
school. A large part of the money required for operation must come from 
the State treasury, that is from. the pockets of the taxpayers. These 
appropriations should be liberal, and doubtless will be, but the State should 
not be asked to pay for anything that can be had to as good advantage, 
and even better, without expense. This would apply to the erection of 
buildings in place of accepting those offered by Richmond; to the cost of 
operating hospitals rather than accept free use of those already being 
operated at public charges; to the payment of large salaries to full time 
clinical teachers, when an arrangement could be made, equally good, if 
not better from the pedagogical point of view, for much less money. : 

‘The location of the medical school in Richmond will yield the largest 
educational return to the State for the money expended. 


FAVORING CHARLOTTESVILLE 


The argument is overwhelmingly in favor of university location, pro- 
vided a clinic can be obtained adequate in amount and in variety. So 
cesirable is university location from the educational standpoint that the 
burden of proof is distinctly upon those who assert that this adequate 
clinic either cannot be secured at the University at all or cannot be secured 
there without the expenditure of an unreasonable amount of money. If 
they assert that it cannot be secured at all, they must: explain how 
Michigan and Iowa have succeeded in establishing such clinics at their 
State universities and why Virginia cannot do the same thing. If they 
claim that the cost is excessive, the actual figures which show this must 
be given. 

The wide-spread impression that it will cost so much more to estab- 
lish, man, and maintain a teaching hospital at the University is based 
on two assumptions; first, that in Richmond municipal or other hospitals 
not absolutely controlled by the medical school and not organized as teach- 
ing hospitals will provide a large part of the clinic; and, second, that a 
large part of the teaching of clinical subjects can be done by physicians 
in private practice—in other words by avocational teachers. To adopt 
either of these plans is to do the second best thing, and to take a most 
serious risk of having a second class school. Absolute control of the hos- 
pital in which the essential teaching is done by vocational teachers is 
the only safe and wise policy to adopt. This will be as exvensive in Rich- 
mond as at the University. st 

A medical school does not require unlimited clinical material. It 
must of course have sufficient for its students, and the material must be 
sufficiently varied in character. For example, a clinic of 600 to 800 beds 
for a school graduating 100 students annually would be all that the school 
can profitably use; for the distinction must be sharply drawn between 
abundance of clinical material in a certain locality and genuine clinical 
facilities for the teaching off medicine. If this be true, it is clear that, 
although there is more clinical material easily accessible to a medical 
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school in Richmond than in the country tributary to Charlottesville, this 
is not the same thing as saying that adequate facilities for clinical 
teaching of third and fourth year medical students cannot be provided 
in Charlottesville and with no greater cost to the State. 

In so vital.a matter we must make no mistake. Whether this medical 
school is located in Richmond or in Charlottesville, the essential clinical 
instruction must be in the hands of vocational teachers; and these men 
will cost just as much in Richmond as in Charlottesville. In either case 
they must be paid the university salaries of their rank in order to command 
their time for teaching. 

The difficulty of supplying a sufficient number of nurses to properly 
conduct the hospitals, properly providing accommodations for them, and 
offering training facilities of high grade, is one which must receive most 
careful attention. Unquestionably more must be spent upon the training 
school for nurses than is spent anywhere in Virginia today. Every new wing 
to a hospital means an addition to the nurses’ home and greater expendi- 
ture for the increased nursing staff and for its instruction. This is true 
wherever the medical school is located. It will, however, be less expensive 
to provide suitable living quarters for the nursing staff at the University 
than in the neighborhood of the Medical College of Virginia in Richmond. 

The problem of medical training is a problem in education. It is our 
duty to exclude such considerations as local economic advantage, pride 
and loyalty to one or the other of the present competing schools, and 
local offers or promises of future financial support. We should do the 
ideal thing—as viewed from the standpoint of education—if we can afford 
it, and not do the “second best” thing because it is cheaper. 

The core of the whole matter is that the educational advantages of 
university location are so overwhelming that there is but one policy for 
the State of Virginia to pursue, namely to expand the medical school 
already in successful operation at Charlottesville, to develop there a great 
State hospital with separate services, as Michigan and Iowa have done and 
as Wisconsin has decided to do. By this course alone will ‘Virginia keep 
abreast of the trend of the best thought in medical education. 

Lastly, the history of medical education in this country presents warn- 
ing examples of the mistake of locating the medical school of a State uni- 
versity in the city which makes the highest bid in land or buildings or 
promises of financial support. Considerations of cost must enter into the 
decision of any enterprise which involves the outlay for construction, 
equipment, and maintenance which medical calls for. The ideal thing may 
be beyond the resources of the State and this fact may force the State to 
be content with the “second best”; but deliberately to decide to do the 
“second best” thing because the cost is somewhat less for the next few 
years or because some overhead petty economies are secured may easily 
lead to results which will be a source of future regret. 

It will be the duty of the commission on medical education to assess 
the property value of the two schools and to count the cost of both 
locations. In the long run, there will be no great difference in the cost 
of locating the right kind of school at the University or in Richmon¢é. 
In any case, the true course is to do the best thing if we can afford to 
do it, and not to do the second best thing because it is cheaper; and 
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there is but one standard by which we can determine what is best; that 
standard is the pedagogical or educational standard; for this is solely. 
a problem of education. 


VI. The Interests of the School 
FAVORING RICHMOND 


The medical school as an integral part of the University would gain 
in all. round efficiency, and be better able to maintain itself on the same 
plane with other schools of the University, by being situated in. the midst 
of normal surroundings. The normal surroundings of the medical school 
are usually found in a city rather than elsewhere. 

In reply to our questionnaire, the dean of the medical school of the 


University of Iowa says: 


“Yes, medical school is benefited by intimate association with the 
chemical laboratory, psychological laboratory, the child welfare re- 
search station, college of law, college of dentistry, even the depart- 
ment of home economics contributes largely to the dietetic work in 
the University Hospital.” 


In Iowa this means the medical school of the University campus has 
these advantages: In Virginia the case is different. The institutions 
and agencies, intimate association with which is especially desirable for 
the medical school, are chiefly grouped in Richmond, and in that part of 
Richmond where the medical school is located, for instance: 


The School of Dentistry, 

The School of Pharmacy, 

Richmond School of Social Work and Public Health, 
The State Library, 

The New Memorial Library, 

The Mechanics Institute, 

The Valentine Museum, 

The Confederate Museum, 

The City Board of Health Laboratories. 


The State Board of Health with its: 


Laboratory, 

Bureau of Vital Statistics, 

Deparment of Sanitary Engineering, 
Department of Rural Sanitation, 

Department of Child Welfare, 

Nursing Bureau, 

Bureau of Veneral Diseases and Cocial Hygiene, 
Orthopedic Hospital. 


FAVORING CHARLOTTESVILLE 


The problem of location of a medical school is presented whenever the 
university is in a small city or town. Two courses are open; either 
to go to a large city where clinical material is immediately accessible; or 
to keep the medical school at the seat of the University and provide the 
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clinic in a large State hospital. The solution involves weighing the advan- 
tages and disadvantages of each course, and the proper course will differ 
in different cases. There can be no perfectly satisfactory solution, since 
it is impossible to secure in either location the advantages of both. 

Location of the medical school with the rest of university in a small 
city or town is not an untried experiment. Michigan and Iowa have 
strong medical schools at Ann Arbor and Iowa City, respectively. Wiscon- 
sin, after years of hesitation, has decided upon the same course at Madison. 
Thus two of the great State universities have succeeded with the experi- 
ment; another great State university records its opinion that an adequate 
teaching clinic can be secured in a small city and that university location 
of the medical school is the policy of choice. 

The University of Virginia embarked on the same course in 1905 and, 
despite meager financial support, has proved the value of university 
location. It is the opinion of the medical faculty of the University of 
Virginia that the proper policy for Virginia is to enlarge the teaching 
facilities of its medical school in Charlottesville and thus to complete the 
structure already begun. 

Medical educaticn presents essentially the same pedagogical problems 
as any other branch of university education. It is not a thing apart. It 
thrives best in that environment in which teaching and research are the 
‘ chief concerns of the community. The same considerations which locate 
the school of chemistry or of history, or of law at the University would 
locate the school of medicine there. These vital considerations must 
be given their full weight in the decision of the question. It is not, as so 
many seem to suppose, simply a problem of securing the.largest or the 
easiest clinical facilities. It is a much larger problem. It goes down 
to the very roots of university education. It is a problem of teaching; 
and the issue at stake is the graduation of the most broadly trained 
physicians for the service of the State. There is only one possible reason 
for locating the medical school away from the rest of the University. 
Only in case it can be shown that, even with the financial support which 
any state university has a right to expect, there is not a reasonable 
prospect of obtaining adequate clinical material at the University, would 
separate location be justified. This at best would be an unfortunate 
necessity. 

So great are the advantages of university location that, in the words 
of president Alderman: “Nothing would justify the separation from a 
great and growing university of an organic and essential part of the 
University except incontrovertible proof that the necessary processes of 
educational work of that department could not with proper money and 
legislation be carried on within the University. Any other position would 
invite general dismemberment and dissolution, as abhorrent to an insti- 
tution as to an individual. This I think the core of the matter.”

FINANCIAL STATEMENTS WERE SUBMITTED TO THE 
COMMISSION AS FOLLOWS 


I. For the University of Virginia 


1. The value of the buildings and equipment used in the teaching of 
medicine. This includes the hospital as well as the laboratories. It does 
not include the value of the land. No exact valuation of these buildings 
has been made. I have therefore given the actual cost of construction 
and estimated the present value at double this figure. I am assured that this 
is an underestimate. 


2. The income and expenditure on 
a. The medical school proper 
b. The University of Virginia Hospital. 


a.—Includes salaries of the teaching staff, and all other specific appro- 
priations for instruction. Expenditures are given in the form of the budget 
of the department of medicine, which will correspond very closely with 
what will be spent this year. The income from tuition fees is given; 
the rest of the appropriation is made from the general funds of the Uni- 
versity. Since approximately one third of the income of the University 
is from State appropriations, the amount received from the State 
may be estimated at $22,000. The rest comes from the productive funds 
of the University. , 


b.—The hospital accounts are kept separately and are given in the 
enclosed hospital report for 1919-20. The income from private rooms 
will be larger this year owing to increase of rates, and the total expendi- 
tures of the hospital will be between $170,000 and $175,000.

DEAR SIR: 


I have your letter of the 28th ult. quoting the following resolution 
adopted by the commission on Saturday, March 26th: 


“Mr. Eppa Hunton, the attorney of the board of visitors of the 
Medical College of Virginia, be requested to furnish the commission 
at as early a date as possible, a full statement of the legal status of 
the property of the Medical College of Virginia and the rights of 
the State of Virginia therein, making clear whether the State of 
Virginia can do what it pleases with the property of the Medical 
College of Virginia; or, if not, whether on any part of this property 
the consent of the board of visitors of the Medical College of Vir- 
ginia is necessary to dispose of the property, and, if so, on what part 
of the property this consent of the board of visitors is necessary.” 


In reply, will say that I am not the attorney of the board of visitors 
of the Medical College of. Virginia, and that I have never examined the 
title to its properties, nor an abstract of the same. I am, however, from 
my long membership in its-board, familiar with the title by which these 
properties are held. 


All of the property in the possession of the Medical College of Vir- 
ginia, except the property at the southwest corner. of Marshall and Four- 
teenth streets upon which the building of the old Medical College of 
Virginia, the Dooley Hospital and the power plant stand, belongs abso- 
lutely to the Medical College of Virginia and the State has no interest 
therein, nor can it do anything with this property whatsoever. The corpo- 
ration owns the fee absolutely and can dispose of it as it pleases, without 
let or hinderance from the State of Virginia. 


The property at the southwest corner of Marshall and 14th streets, 
referred to above, facing 285 feet eight inches on Marshall street, upon 
which was the building of the old Medical College of Virginia before the 
University College of Medicine was merged into it, belongs to the Literary . 
Fund of the State of Virginia, as will appear from an act of the General 
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Assembly, passed March 1, 1860, appropriating $30,000 to the Medical Col- 
lege of Virginia, the third section of which is as follows: 


“3. Provided that the said sum of thirty thousand dollars shall 
not be paid until a deed conveying all the property of said college 
to the Literary Fund shall be prepared by the Attorney General, and 
approved by the Governor of the State, and executed by the college 
authorities, acknowledged and duly recorded.” ete. 


I cannot state that this deed was ever executed, though I presume it was. 


In the valuation of the property of the Medical College of Virginia, 
which was made in the year 1920, in which all of its property was valued 
at $1,017,865.31, the property at the corner of Marshall and Fourteenth 
streets, belonging to the Literary Fund; was valued at only $66,000. This 
does not include the value of the Dooley Hospital and the power plant. 

I hope that this will give you the information which you desire. If 
you wish anything further, I shall be very glad to supply you with any in- 
formation which I have.

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PREFACE 

At its final session, May 2, the Commission on Medical Education in 
Virginia voted that “any member or members of the Commission not 
signing the majority report shall have the privilege of filing a minority 
report, provided the report or statement recommends location. 

In accordance with this vote, the following minority report is sub- 
mitted by four out of the nine members of the Commission to His Excellency, 
the Governor of Virginia and to the Governing boards of the University 
of Virginia and the Medical College of Virginia. 

This minority report is essentially the report referred to on page 
fourteen as having been submitted to the Commission on Medical Edu- 
cation in Virginia at its final meeting by Dr. Theodore Hough, dean of 
the Medical department of the University of Virginia and a member of 
the Commission. At the final meeting of the Commission, May 2, it had 
the support of Dr. W. D. Prince, Dr. J. Belmont Woodson, and Dr. Theo- 
dore Hough. The majority report, submitted by President Julian A. Bur- 
russ, of the Virginia Polytechnic Institute, was subsequently introduced, 
se that the first vote was taken on the Burruss report and its adoption by a 
vote of five to four precluded any recorded vote of the minority members 
on the Hough report.; 

the chairman of the Commission, Hon. Wilbur C. Hall, who introduced 
into the legislature the bill to create the Commission, thought that a divided 
report would carry little or no weight and that it would be better for this rea- _ 
son for the Commission not to express itself on location. He also urged that 
renewed efforts be made to refer the whole matter to outside disinterested ex- 
pert advice. For this reason he expressed no opinion at the time as to loca- 
tion beyond voting against the majority report, signed by Messrs. Booker, 
Burruss, Kendig, McGuire, and Tucker. 

Drs. Prince, Woodson, and Hough then made the Hough report, printed 
herewith, their minority report. Subsequently Mr. Hall joined Drs. Prince, 
Woodson, and Hough in signing the minority report. The report here- 
with printed, therefore, represents the views of four out of five members 
of the Commission as to the essential evidence before the Commission and 
the conclusions which should be drawn from this evidence. 

Two points of criticism should be made of statements contained in 
the majority report. On page fifteen the majority report states that 
“the Commission by a vote of five to three, adopted the first plan offered 
as a solution of the question—namely to locate the entire medical school, 
including departments of dentistry and pharmacy, and other departments, | 
if later deemed advisable, in the city of Richmond.” The chairman and 
secretary assert that no such vote was taken, and that the only vote involv- 
ing location is that on the final adoption of the Burruss report. Here 
the vote was five to four. The matter is now, however, only one of his- 
torical accuracy, since Mr. Hall’s action in signing the minority report, 
recommending location at the University, removes all doubt as to the 
expressed preference of all the members of the Commission. 

The second matter concerns the following quotation from a letter 
from Dr. W. S. Carter, dean of the medical department of the University 
of Texas, received during the summer of 1920 in reply to the questionnaire 
of the Commission (p. fifty, majority report). 


“When Dr. Abraham Flexner made his survey in 1909, he advo- 
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cated in the Carnegie Foundation Report on Medical Education pub- 
lished in 1910, that the medical school of the University of Texas 
should be removed from Galveston to Austin so that it could be united 
more closely with the Main University. When he was here in 
January 1920, I asked him if he still held that opinion. He replied 
that he did not; that the advantages of getting plenty of clinical 
material in a large city are so great that he thought it would be 
much better if it were moved to a large city like Houston or San 
Antonio, each of which has a population. of 150,000 or more. This 
gives the opinion of a disinterested and competent observer.” 
When Mr. Flexner appeared before the Commission in April, 1921, 
he said that Dr. Carter had misunderstood him; the reply quoted was to 
a question which placed certain limitations on location in Austin; with 
these limitations he would prefer separate location in Houston or San An- 
tonio, and his expressed opinion was purely on the basis of the question 
as put to him by Dr. Carter. It seems to the writer that in view of Dr. 
Flexner’s statement to the Commission, this quotation from the letter 
for Dr. Carter should not have been published.* 





*Since writing the above the following letter from Dr. Carter to Dr. Hough has, been 
received and is herewith published. & 

“In answering your questionnaire last summer I quoted Mr. Flexner’s opinion, as I 
understood it from a conversation with him, concerning the relative advantages of Gal- 
veston, Autin, and Houston, respectively, as a location for the medical school.. Apparently 
he understood my question to apply specifically to the conditions obtaining in these loca- 
tions, while I understood his answer to apply to the advantages of a large city as com- 
pared with a small one. I do not recail definitely at this time that I asked Mr. Flexner’s 
opinion concerning San Antonio, but I recall distinctly asking his opinion about Houston 
and Austin. : 

About that time newspaper articles had appeared from, time to time indicating that 
the Herman Hospital was about to be established in Houston. A large bequest had been 
left for that purpose a number of years ago, but the trustees of the estate had not done 
anything towards carrying out the purpose of the donor. We had discussed the possibility 
of the University forming an affiliation with this hospital which would make it possible 
for the hospital to be utilized by the University for clinical teaching. It is understood 
that the estate,is large enough to provide buildings and a considerable endowment. 

On the other hand it was understood that Austin does not have adequate hospital 
facilities to offer and that a medical school could only be conducted there sa'tisfactorily 
by securing a large state. hospital like that at Jowa City or Ann Arbor. It would be 
mecessary to get appropriations from the legislature for erection and equipment of such a 
hospital and also to work out some plan for maintenance, either by the State, as in Iowa, 
or by the counties. as in Michigan. Of cousse, there would be delay and uncertainty, in 
making such arrangements as compared with the operation of an endowed institution. 

When these facts were stated to Mr. Flexner, and his opinion was asked, he stated 
that he thought Houston would be the more desirable location. That opinion was, given 
offhand in conversation and it seems that entirely too much importance has been at- 
tached to it, especially as the conditions discussed at time have not been stated. Mr. 
Flexner’s opinion which was prepared carefully and deliberately in his memorandum 
seems to be only one that should be considered in connection with your problem, and the 
only one which should be made a part of the record of your commission.”’

To provide for the appointment of a commission on medical education 
in Virginia; to define its powers and duties; to provide how the Uni- 
versity of Virginia and the Medical College of Virginia may be con- 
soliaated, and prescribing the effect thereof. 


Patrons—MESSRS. OZLIN AND HALL 
Reported from Committee on Schools and Colleges. 


1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Virginia, That there 
shall be appointed a commission on medical education in Virginia, which 
Commission shall have the powers and duties hereinafter prescribed. 

2. The said Commission shall be appointed as follows: Two by the 
President of the Senate among the membership of the Senate, two by 
the Speaker of the House of Delegates from among the membership of the 
House; and five by the Governor, of whom one shall be nominated to him 
by the board of visitors of the University of Virginia, from among the faculty 
of the University of Virginia, and one by the board of visitors of the Medical 
College of Virginia from among the medical faculty of the Medical College of 
Virginia. -All members of the Commission shall be qualified voters of the 
Commonwealth. The members of the Commission shall name one of its 


number chairman and another secretary. 

3. The Commission aforesaid shall investigate and study the ques- 
tion of medical education in Virginia, and upon the basis of such investi- 
gation and study shall make recommendations on the subject of the con- 
sideration of the two State-owned educational institutions now giving 
courses in medicine and kindred subjecets to-wit, the University of Virginia 
courses in medicine and kindred subjects to-wit, the University of Virginia 
the opinion that consolidation should be affected, it shall include in its 
recommendations the terms and conditions upon which, in its opinion, the 
said consolidation should be accomplished. In its investigation the Com- 
mission shall seek the assistance of such trained experts in medical edu- 
cation aS may seem necessary or desirable, and may call upon the board 
of visitors of the two institutions above named, as well as any officer of 
either of said institutions, for such suggestions or information as it may 
desire in aid of its work. ‘ 

4. After the Commission has completed its investigations and has 
formulated its recommendations it shall transmit one copy of its report to 
the Governor and one copy to each of the aforesaid institutions concerned; 
and, if the Commission recommends consolidation the Governor shall call 
a joint meeting of the boards of visitors of the two institutions, after, at 
least one month from the time of transmission of the report to the two in- 
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stitutions, to consider the recommendations of the Commission. The boards 
shall then endeavor to agree upon a plan of consoldation based in whole 
or in part upon the recommendations of the Commission; and if 
agreement is reached the terms and conditions hereof shall be reported 
to the Governor as soon thereafter as possible and by him laid before the 
General Assembly at its next regular session for its approval or disapproval. 
5. If the boards of visitors of the two institutions are unable to 
reach an agreement on the subject of consolidation, as aforesaid, the -re- 
port of the Commission shall by the Governor be transmitted to the Gen- 
eral Assembly at its next regular session, with such recommendation as 
he may see fit to make. 
6. The members of the Commission on medicai education in Virginia 
shall receive no compensation for serving thereon, but they shall severally 
be reimbursed for their actual traveling expenses and hotel bills in attend- 
ing meetings of the Commission. Furthermore, the Commission is given 
authority to engage the services of such expert and clerical assistance as 
may be necessary to enable it properly to discharge its duties, and for 
the purpose of defraying the expensese of the Commission as aforesaid, there 
is hereby appropriated out of any moneys in treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, the sum of two thousand dollars. The said sum, or so much there- 
of as may be necessary, shall be paid by the treasurer of Virginia on 
warrants of the auditor of public accounts issued on certificates signed 
by the chairman of the Commission and countersigned by its secretary. 
7. An emergency existing, this act shall be in force from its passage. 


History of the Commission and Its Work 


Governor Westmoreland Davis in making out the Budget of the 
State’s expenses for the biennium of 1920-21 was struck by the fact that 
Virginia was contributing to the support of two competing medical schools. 
As a business man he recognized that this was poor policy. In his mes- 
sage to the legislature he said: 


“There are two State-aided medical schools in Virginia. There 
should be, as in other States, but one. The Medical College of Vir- 
ginia receives $70,000 each year, and the University of Virginia 
$96,175 each year for the biennium period. The best thought to be 
had upon the subject is that these State-aided institutions operate 
to their own detriment in the same sphere of usefulness, and appro- 
priations made by the State should be to one institution rather 
than be divided between the two.: 

I am impressed, from the standpoint of efficiency and economy of 
administration, that it would be well for the legislature to take cogni- 
zance of the condition to which I have referred and that in aid of the 
adoption by the State of a broad constructive policy in the selection 
of a single medical school, which will alone receive the support of 
the State, a committee of nine be authorized to investigate the advis- 
ability of having one State-aided medical school in Virginia rather 
than two, and assisted by trained experts in medical education, with- 
out undue expense to the State, to study medical education in Vir- 
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ginia and upon the basis of such study and after all the facts and 
conditions are understood to make to the Governor, for transmis- 
sion to the General Assembly, such recommendations as they think 
wise, to the end that medical education in Virginia be unified and 
the whole situation be made as efficient and logical as possible. 

A report based upon scientific research would be authoritative 
and enable the General Assembly to proceed with wisdom, should the 
institutions not act upon the conclusions reached by the expert ad- 
vice secured by the Committee.” 


As a result the legislature of Virginia during the last session passed 
a bill creating a “Commission on Medical Education in Virginia.’ This 
bill is printed in full as an introductien to this report. 

By the terms of the legislative act the Commission on Medical Edu- 
cation in Virginia consists of two members appointed by the President of 
the Senate, two by the Speaker of the House, and five by the Governor, 
of whom one was to be a representative from the University of Virginia 
and one from the Medical College of Virginia. The personnel of the Com- 
mission was completed as follows: from the Senate, Hon. M. B. Booker, 
of Halifax, and Dr. J. Belmont Woodson, of Nelson; from the House, Hon. 
Wilbur C. Hall, of Loudoun, and W. D. Prince of Sussex; by the Gov- 
ernor, Dr. Beverley R. Tucker, of Richmond; President Julian A. Burruss, 
of the Virginia Polytechnic Institute; Dr. E. L. Kendig, of Victoria; Dr. 
Theodore Hough, of the University of Virginia, and Dr. Stuart McQGuire, 
of the Medical College of Virginia. 

The Commission organized on June 28, 1920, by the election of Hon. 
Wilbur C. Hall as chairman and Dr. Theodore Hough as secretary. 

The Commission held seven meetings, some including sessions con- 
tinued for two days. 

At the first meeting, June 28, 1920, the Commission recognized the 
great importance of securing expert, disinterested, outside advice. Section 
38 of the act creating the Commission contains the following words: “In 
its investigation the Commission shall seek the assistance of such trained 
experts in medical education as may seem necessary or desirable,” and 
the members of the Commission agreed that assistance of this kind was 
most important to the work of the Commission. The General Education 
Board was therefore requested to make a survey of medical education in 
Virginia with recommendations as to the best policy for the State to adopt. 

Questionnaires were authorized and later were prepared and sent 
to those twenty-four medical schools which have faced more or less the 
same problem of location as we face in Virginia. Replies were received 
from many of these institutions and extracts from these replies are given in 
succeeding pages of this report. 


A motion was adopted inviting practically every person in the State 
acquainted with matters of medical education or practice to place be- 
fore the Commission such facts and considerations as might aid in reaching 
a conclusion on the subjects, before the Commission. 

Following this request much data was presented to the Commission: 
The president and Medical Faculty of the University appeared before the 
Commission, also the Commissioner of Health and others interested in the 
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Medical College of Virginia; letters were received from four members of 
the State Board of Medical Examiners and from the Health Commissioner; 
a treatise was presented by Mr. Miller, of Richmond; another by Dr. Tucker, 
and a lengthy brief by Theodore Hough. 

The second meeting of the Commission was held at the University of 
Virginia October 2 and 3, 1920. The medical school and hospital were in- 
spected, the outlines of management and budget were presented; a con- 
ference was held with the President of the University and the Medical 
Faculty. No action was reported from the General Education Board upon 
the Commission’s request for the board to make a medical survey in Vir- 
ginia. On motion of Dr. McGuire, duly seconded and passed, Dr. Alder- 
man was requested to make special personal efforts to secure action in 
this matter by the General Educafion Board. Answers to questionnaires 
were read. 

At first the Commission devoted its chief efforts to obtaining the de- 
sired survey by an outside organization conversant with medical educa- 
tion. As stated above, application was first made to the General Educa- 
tion Board which is known to have made very thorough studies of medical 
education in America and whose secretary, Mr. Abraham Flexner, is the 
author of what is probably the most important monograph on medical 
education published during the past fifteen years. The officers of the 
board expressed reluctance to undertake the survey, but on October 18, 
1920, at the third meeting of the Commission, a conference was heid with 
Dr. Wallace Buttrick, president of the board, and Mr. Abraham Flex- 
ner, its secretary. Mr. Flexner is the author of the Carnegie Report of 
1910 on Medical Education in America and of an extensive study pub- 
lished in 1912 of medical education in Europe. By virtue of these studies 
and of the immense influence he has exerted for over a decade, he is regarded 
as one of the greatest living authorities on qustions of medical education. 
At this meeting these gentlemen stated that they felt that it would be 
embarrassing to the board to accede to the request of the Commission. 
They pointed out that the primary interest of the board in medical edu- 
cation was to render financial assistance, and it did not seem that, in view 
of this fact, the board was the proper body to advise universities or states 
in matters of eductional policy. They promised, however, to reconsider 
the request of the Commission, although they anticipated negative action. 
In that event, they advised the Commission to apply to the Division of 
Educational Inquiry of the Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement 
of Teaching. 

The General Education Board finally decided not to undertake the 
survey, and application was accordingly made to Dr. Henry S. Pritchett, 
president of the Carnegie Foundation to have the desired survey made 
through the division of educational inquiry of the foundation. Dr. Pritchett 
took the matter under consideration, but finally expressed the opinion 
that a study of local conditions by an outside body would be of little assist- 
ance to the Commission. In several letters, however, which he wrote 
to the Commission, Dr. Pritchett discussed certain phases of the local sit- 
uation. In view of his experience with the problems of medical education 
during the past ten or more years, and of his eminence in American edu- 
cation, the essential parts of his letters are given below. These letters, 
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of course, do not give the survey which the Commission sought; indeed, 
they were written to show that such a survey would be of little assistance 
to the Commission. (See Appendix B, pp. seventy foll.) 

The Commission was greatly disappointed at its failure to obtain 
the desired assistance from either of these national agencies, for there 
seemed no other organization in a position to render this service. The 
Commission therefore undertook to formulate its conclusions from its 
own study of the subject. 

Thegfourth meeting of the Commission was held December 5 and 6 
in Richmond. The plant of the Medical College of Virginia and the hos- 
pitals in which clinical instruction is given were inspected; and state- 
ments were made in favor of locating in Richmond by Mr. E. L. Bemiss, 
Dr. E. G. Williams, Dr. E. C. Levy, Mr. W. R. Miller, Mayor George Ains- 
lie, and Mr. Eppa Hunton. At the same time there was submitted a 
printed brief in favor of location in Richmond prepared by Mr. W. R. Miller. 

The fifth meeting of the Commission was held in Richmond on February 
3, 1921. At this meeting it was recognized that the Commission would 
be unable to secure from the Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement 
of Teaching a thorough investigation into the problems presented in 
Virginia, although Dr. Pritchett, president of the foundation, placed 
before the Commission letters of great interest in their bearing on the 
question. At this meeting the following resolutions were voted on in order 
to clear the ground for the main problems before the Commission. 


“Resolved, that the members of the Commission on Medical Education 
are agreed upon the following: 


1. At the present time the State of Virginia is subsidizing two med- 
ical schools; one, in Charlottesville, the other, The Medical College of Vir- 
ginia in Richmond. This situation should cease as soon as possible. 


2. Neither of these medical schools, between which the State support 
is divided, has at present the resources to conduct a modern medical 
school adequate to meet the needs of the State, even upon an economical 
and modest basis. 

3. Any medical school in Virginia, supported in whole or in part by 
the State should be a part of the University of Virginia and under the 
control and direction of its governing board and president. 


4. Although a few divided medical schools still exist, medical opinion 
is practically unanimous in the. conclusion that to offer the first two 
years of a medical curriculum in one place and the last two years in an- 
other is not®only a waste of funds, but results in a dimunition of the 
effectiveness of the school as a whole. A medical school, half of which is 
in Charlottesville and the other half in Richmond, is no solution of the 
problem of medical education in Virginia. 

5. If, therefore, the State of Virginia is to support medical edu- 
cation at all, such support should be given to a single medical school 
situated either in Charlottesville or in Richmond, and in either case under 
the direction of the University of Virginia. 


On this vote Messrs. Hall, McGuire, Tucker, Woodson, Burruss, Booker 
and Hough were recorded as voting in the affirmative. Dr. Kendig’s vote 
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was subsequently recorded in the affirmative on all sections, and Dr. Prince’s 
vote in the affirmative on all sections except No. 4. On Section No. 4. Dr. 
Prince was recorded as “not voting.” 

In March information came to the Commission that Mr. Flexner was 
willing to meet the Commission in his personal capacity to discuss the 
situation and that Dr. William H. Welch of the Johns Hopkins University 
would also do the same, in order to render any assistance in their power. 
These gentlemen were accordingly invited to meet the Commission at its 
sixth meeting, March 26, in Richmond, and the entire morning session 
and part of the afternoon session were spent in this conference. Mr. Flex- 
ner submitted a memorandum of his opinion on the proper policy as to lo- 
cation and development of the State supported medical school and his 
memorandum is given in this report. (Appendix A, p. sixty-three.) Dr. Welch 
in the conference agreed in all essentials with Mr. Flexner. 

At this meeting extending over March 25 and 26, in addition to the 
conference with Mr. Flexner and Dr. Welch, the Commission received from 
Dr. McGuire and Dr. Tucker copies of a report which was submitted with 
the proposal that it be accepted as the final report and recommendations 
of the Commission. 

‘It was decided that the Commission meet on April 22 in Richmond to 
conclude all the work of the Commission except clerical work. By vote 
of the Commission, Mr. Eppa Hunton, attorney for the board of visitors 
of the Medical College of Virginia, was requested to submit a full state- 
ment of the legal status of the property of the Medical College of Virginia 
and of the rights of the State of Virginia therein. (Mr. Hunton’s reply is 
found in Appendix 9. p. ninety-eight.) 

The seventh meeting pe the Commission was postponed from the date 
set to May 2nd. 

At this meeting every member was present. Two proposed reports 
were at first before the Commission for adoption, one submitted by Drs. 
McGuire and Tucker, favoring location in Richmond and one by Dr. 
Theodore Hough—essentially the present report—favoring location of the 
medical school at the University. After the Commission had rejected a 
proposition to seek further outside aid in reaching its decision and one 
to leave the adjustments necessary to consolidate the two medical schools 
to the governing bodies of the two schools but itself to make no recom- 
mendation as to location, Dr. Burruss submitted a third report for adoption. 
This report was finally adopted by a vote of five to four as the majority 
report of the Commission. Those voting in the affirmative were Messrs. 
Booker, Burruss, Kendig, McGuire and Tucker; those voting m the negative 
were Messrs. Hall, Hough, Prince, and Woodson. 

It was voted that any member or members of the Commission not 
signing the majority report shall have the privilege of filing a minority 
report or statement, provided the report or statement recommends location. 


Summary and Review of Opinions Before the Commission 
on the Question of Location 


The Commission at its first meeting and again in October without a 
dissenting voice asserted its sincere desire to obtain the guidance of the 
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most emminent national authorities upon the subject of medical education, 
as it was called on to do both by the Governor in his message to the 
legislature, (see p. 9), and by the legislative act creating the Commission. 
It is, therefore, gratifying that some of the foremost students of medical 
education in the United States, if not in the world, have contributed their 
advice or opinions to the Commission. We refer to Mr. Abraham Flexner, 
Dr. William H. Welch, and Dr. Henry S. Pritchett. 

Mr. Flexner’s exhaustive studies of medical education in this country 
and in EHKurope have made for him a place second to no other man as 
a leader of modern thought on medical teaching. Dr. Welch is one of the 
founders of modern American medical science and of modern medical 
teaching. He is one of the original group of men who launched the Johns 
Hopkins Hospital and Medical School, and, since its foundation, has been 
Director of the School of Hygiene and Public Health in the same uni- 
versity. No man in America has contributed more largely toward making 
American medicine what it is today nor is the advice and counsel of any 
one more eagerly sought in matters of constructive medical education. 

Both Mr. Flexner and Dr. Welch expressed clearly and unhesitatingly 
the opinion that the medical school of the State of Virginia should be 
located at the State University in Charlottesville, nor was this opinion 
altered after the full and extensive discussion in the Commission meeting 
which followed their statements. 

Mr. Flexner’s memorandum is given in full in Appendix A. It is it- 
self so condensed that it does not lend itself to brief summarization in the 
body of this discussion. It is the only discussion of the entire problem in 
Virginia which has been contributed by an outside disinterested student of 
the subject, and the Commission regards it for this reason as the most 
important document which has been received. It must be read in full DY 
all who attempt to understand the problem before the Commission. 

Dr. Welch spoke without notes, but some of the points brought out 
may be given as follows: 

He had come to associate a certain distinctive fine and high char- 
acteristic with the medical graduates of the University of Virginia, and 
he thought that this was something which develops from life at the Univer- 
sity itself. It would be a distinct loss to the medical profession, which he 
would greatly regret, if this characteristic should disappear. 

It is of fundamental importance to maintain the scientific basis in 
every medical school, for the art of the practicing physician should 
be based on a solid foundation of science. Moreover, medicine is 
growing rapidly, and it can be confidently assumed that most of the im- 
provements in the art of practice will come, as they have in the past, 
by applying in the practice of medicine the discoveries made in the labora- 
tory. The scientific laboratories of the medical school must always be 
kept in strong condition in order to keep the teachers and students in 
touch with the advances of medicine and in order to contribute to the 
further advance. 

: If the medical school remains at the University the authorities will be 
less hampered in their search for the best teachers. With the school in 
a large city undue pressure is apt to be brought to bear on the authorities. 
to secure appointments of local physicians to teaching positions and to pre- 
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vent the selection of men from elsewhere. Those in charge of medical 
schools in large cities are frequently seriously embarrassed by pressure 
of this kind in their attempts to pick for medical school positions the 
best men to be found in the country. 


Another very important consideration is the relation between suc- 
cessful teaching and the grouping of the hospitals and teaching buildings. 
Effective teaching in clinical subjects demands that the work of each major 
branch be concentrated under a well organized staff who work together. 
Such an organization cannot be looked for when the patients belonging 
to any one clinical department, such as surgery, for example, are not 
assembled but are scattered in several separate hospitals. The effective 
medical clinic must be a unit, and this is true of the surgical clinic and 
the other clinics. The grouping of the Richmond teaching hospital plant 
. is poor in this respect and a large amount of new construction will be 
required in order to procure, in Richmond, a satisfactory teaching plan. 
On the other hand the University Hospital at Charlottesville, although 
well designed for teaching, will have to be enlarged in order to meet the 
demands of the new combined school. It is, therefore, not clear that the 
cost of establishing the combined school in Richmond will be substantially 
less than the cost of enlarging the Charlottesville plant, and this consider- 
ation should not be a deciding factor. 


Dr. Henry S. Pritchett, president of the Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching, was in communication with members of the 
Commission, and in his letters reviewed the questions involved, as he saw 
them. The following extract from his letter of December 21, 1920, indi- 
cates that Dr. Pritchett thinks that a successful school can be maintained 
either at Charlottesville or Richmond; that the question calls for sound 
policy and educational statesmanship, rather than partisan opinion, and 
“must be settled * * * upon larger grounds than those of a discussion 
based on the possibilities of small or large cities for medical teaching,” and 
that the great thing needed to insure the success of the school is hearty co- 
operation of the State in the support furnished the school. 


“Looking over the whole question, therefor, it seems perfectly 
clear that given the united support of the State and a generous atti- 
tude towards the medical department both in the matter of appro- 
priations and legislation, it would be entirely possible for the Uni- 
versity of Virginia to build up a strong medical school either at 
Charlottesville or in Richmond. It seems unlikely to me that the 
decision of this question can be brought down to a technical question 
of the relative fitness of small cities or large cities as sites for a 
medical school. 


The essential question which lies before your commission seems 
to me rather one of sound policy and educational statesmanship 
than one to be determined upon expert testimony in which a large 
amount of evidence will be found on both sides. The real question 
before your Commission is whether there is sufficient vision and patriot- 
ism in those who have to do with medical education in Virginia 
to bring about a united effort behind a single medical school under 
the direction of the University whether at one place or the other,

and if this is answered in the affirmative the question as to whether 
this school shall be at Charlottesville or at Richmond, becomes 
one rather of large policy and sound judgment than of weighing the 
relative advantages to be found in a small city or a large one. This 
question, it seems to me, must be settled by the gentlemen of your 
Commission upon larger grounds than those of a discussion based 
on the possibilities of small or large cities for medical teaching.” 


For complete file of Dr. Pritchett’s letters, see Appendix B, p. seventy. 


A careful and extensive study of the problem of medical education 
in Virginia had meanwhile been made by Dr. Theodore Hough, Dean of 
the University of Virginia Medical School. (Alumni Bulletin, University 
of Virginia; Third Series, January 1921, Vol. XIV—No. 1). After criti- 
cally weighing the evidence, Dr. Hough concludes that there are decided 
advantages to be gained to the State, the medical school, and the uni- 
versity by keeping the school at the University, while the losses to be 
expected from this line of action do not relate to fundamentals. 


In view of the fact that the Commission was created to seek expert 
advice from masters in the field of medical education to guide the State 
in settling the perplexing question of where to centralize the State medical 
school, it is indeed notable that two of the great authorities are in com- 
plete agreement in their opinion that the school should center at the 
University of Virginia; that the third great authority should so far agree 
with the first two as to assert unhesitatingly that there is no inherent 
obstacle to the development of a successful school at the University; 
and that the independent study by the Dean of the University of Virginia 
Medical School led also to the conclusion that the school should be built up at 
the University. 


In addition to the major consideration noted above, the Commission 
acquired much additional data. 

Dr. Alderman, president of the University of Virginia, when invited 
to confer with the Commission, expressed a great principle which should 
be applied in reaching a decision upon the final location of the medical 
school. He said: 


“Nothing would justify the separation from a great and growing 
university of an organic and essential part of the University except 
incontrovertible proof that the necessary processes of educational 
work of that department could not with proper money and legislation 


be carried on within the University. Any other position would in- 
vite general dismemberment and dissolution, as abhorrent to an 


institution as to an individual. This I think the core of the matter.” 


On the other hand Dr. Ennion G. Williams, Commissioner of Health, 
and Professor of Preventive Medicine in the Medical College of Virginia, 
is strongly in favor of centering the school in Richmond. ; 

Dr. Williams stresses the need for more doctors in rural Virginia. He 
thinks it will be more economical to train doctors in Richmond, because 
it will be less expensive to secure specialists; because of the value of 
the property controlled by ‘the Medical College of Virginia, and 
because Richmond will contribute more to the school than Charlottes- 
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ville. The student who works his way through the medical school would 
find more opportunities for employment in Richmond and would probably 
find living cheaper there. In Richmond there will be a larger amount and 
variety of clinical material. The proximity of the headquarters of the 
State Board of Health and Richmond Health Department make Richmond 
preferable to the University, and to any other situation in Virginia as 
the site of the combined school. The importance of assuring the continuation 
of the departments of dentistry and pharmacy in Richmond and of turning 
out more dentists is a further reason for locating the medical school in 
Richmond. 
(For Dr. Williams’ letter, see Appendix.) 


The members of the Medical Faculty of the University of Virginia, 
who have lived with this problem for years, expressed opinions to the 
Commission without exception favoring development of a strong school 
at the University. On the other hand, prominent residents of Richmond— 
Dr. Levy, Mayor Ainslie, and Messrs. EK. L. Bemiss, W. R. Miller, and Eppa 
Hunton—some of whom are intimately acquainted with the medical teach- 
ing situation in Richmond, appeared before the Commission to advocate lo- 
cation of the medical school in Richmond. Mr. Miller in addition submitted 
a brief on this subject (which is submitted with this report). Also four out of 
the nine members of the State Board of Medical Examiners, three of them 
graduates of the Richmond medical schools, expressed views favoring 
Richmond location. 


It is evident that the value of testimony from persons identified 
with one or the other locality is conflicting, thus confirming Dr. Pritchett’s. 
observation that it is useless to expect to convert those who have estab- 
lished opinions in regard to the proper location of the State medical school. 
This leads us to return with the greater confidence to the advice and opin- 
ions of Mr. Flexner and Dr. Welch, discussed above, as to whose soundness 
of judgment in matters of policy and as to whose breadth of educational 
statesmanship there is general agreement. 

Dr. Theodore Hough has distributed to the Commission a number of 
letters written him by prominent medical educators in the country regarding 
his paper in the Alumni Bulletin of the University of Virginia. Quotations 
from some of these are given in Appendix H, p. sixty-seven. 

The lettter of Dean David L. Edsall, of Harvard, is especially signifi- 


cant since Dr. Edsall has recently been consulted by one or two of the 
State universities in regard to the same problem which confronts Virginia 
and has for this reason made a study of the question. It will be seen 
that he regards the Michigan-Iowa plan as the solution of choice when 
State universities are in small towns. Dr. Cannon’s letter calls attention 
to an advantage of university location often overlooked; namely that it. 
attracts into the medical sciences men of scientific tastes who are not 
attracted into practice; and his citation of Cambridge, England, is certainly > 
to the point. Dr. Christian’s statement regarding the value of the outpatient 
work has of course a direct bearing on one of our most important problems, 
that of the value of the outpatient clinic in the teaching of medicine. 


President Wilbur, of Stanford, will later be quoted among those reply- - 
ing to the questionnaire of the Commission. In that letter he brought out. 


’ 
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the fact that state universities can locate their medical schools in a small 
town when privately endowed institutions cannot do so. In his second 
letter he makes the significant statement that ‘‘the institution that can 
combine all of its academic interests upon a single campus should do so.” 
Attention should be called to the fact that Pgyesident Wilbur was originally 
Professor of Medicine then dean of the Medical School, and from this 
position went into the presidency of the University. He is a member of 
the Council on Medical Education of the American Medical Association 
and is known for his breadth of view in medical matters. 


“The letter from Dr. Albion H. Hewlett, Professor of Medicine, is 
inserted, first because of his eminence among the teachers of internal 
medicine in this country and also because before his connection with 
Stanford he occupied for many years the same chair at the Univeristy 
of Michigan. He therefore speaks from actual experience of both locations. 


Questionnaires were sent to those universities, which, owing to the 
presence of the main university elsewhere than in a large city, have had 
to face the problem of location of their medical schools. The question- 
naire of the Commission asked for the experience of each university with the 
policy it had adopted, the reasons for adopting this policy, and criti- 
cisms of other policies. Pertinent quotations from the more important 
of these replies will be found in the Appendix. 


Some of these universities have located the medical school with the 
rest of the university (Michigan, Iowa, Vermont and Wisconsin); others 
have located or decided to locate all four years in a city, (Cornell, Illinois, 
Nebraska, Texas, Colorado, Oregon); others have divided the course, 
locating the clinical years in a city (Indiana, Kansas, California, Stan- 
ford). 


As might be expected from the three diverse lines of action, the 
questionnaire answers show divergencies of opinion on the part of the 
medical school and university officials. Most of the answers agree that 
it is an asset of real value to have the medical school incorporated as 
an integral part of the State University. The advantage of this arrange- 
ment are shared by the students of the university; by those of the medical 
school; by the teachers in each university department and by the executive 
in charge. A few of those answering the questionnaire minimize the value 
of this arrangement and make light of the disadvantages of having the 
university and medical school separate. On the whole, the officials in 
medical schools which are separated from the university think that the 
policy of separation was the wiser one in meeting the particular set of 
conditions which confronted those universities. It is pointed out by some 
of the officials that the clinics like those of Michigan and Iowa do not 
have so much material as city clinics in the departments dealing with 
obstetrics, acute infections, and ambulatory cases; that the relative isola- 
tion of the clinical teachers is a disadvantage; and that a further dis- 
advantage is that in the small town there are not a large number of 
young doctors to draw on as assistants for clinical instruction. It should, 
however, be added that the officials of some universities which have 
established separate medical schools in cities (Texas, and California) 
deplore the separation of the medical school from the rest of the univer- 
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sity, and express the wish that conditions in their states might render 
possible the adoption of the Michigan-Iowa plan. 

The recent developments at the University of Chicago furnish an 
illuminating illustration of the very high value placed by educators 
“pon having the medical school in intimate connection with the rest 
f the university. This medical school has enjoyed the use of large clinics 
in the hospital center of the metropolitan district of Chicago; but it has 
decided to give up these clinics and at great expense to establish a smaller 
teaching clinic on the university grounds. 

It stands out clearly from the questionnaire answers that it is of 
the greatest importance to have abundant clinical material available for 
teaching purposes. The necessity of providing clinical material has 
obliged some universities to detach the medical school and establish 
it in a city, while other universities have established large and successful 
clinics at the university hospital. 

The solution of this problem has been determined in a large measure ~ 
by conditions local to the State or to the University. For example, in 
comparing the problem of Colorado with that of Virgina, it should be 
remembered that Boulder, the seat of the University, is inaccessibly located 
at the end of an electric trolley line, some twenty miles from Denver. 
This is practically an impossible situation for a teaching hospital. Futher- 
more the country regions of Colorado are: only thinly populated, the State 
is very mountainous and transportation is poor. In Colorado the density 
of population is only 9.4 persons per square mile; in Virginia, there 
are only 54.8 persons per square mile, while Charlottesville, in the center 
of the State, with excellent railroad facilities, is readily accessible. 

Some universities which have established medical schools in distant 
cities did so because of rather unusually opportune circumstances. In 
some instances, for example, proprietary medical schools had come to recog- 
nize the impossibility of continuing a separate existence and were only too 
glad to take shelter under the wing of the University, while the University. 
awakening to the demands of the new era of medical education in the 
first decade of the century, was glad to find a ready-made clinic. In some 
of these cases the university received, free from all encumbrance, a com- 
plete medical school plant; in another, a hospital; in still another, an 
endowed medical library. 

The advantages of a large city clinic and of the substantial support 
which may -be looked for in a large city were not considerations sufficient 
to win over the authorities of an important set of state universities 
to the policy of separating the medical school from the university. Michigan 
and some of the neighboring state universities were unconvinced by argu- . 
ments of this sort and, in addition, lived through a period when immense 
city clinics and and dispensaries were generally regarded as the greatest 
disiderata for a medical school. It should be noticed that the great state 
universities of Michigan, Iowa, and Wisconsin have each decided finally 
upon university location for their medical schools, and in each of these 
cases, the final decision has been made recently. One outstanding fact is 
responsible for this change in the current of educational thought. Jt has 
been proved beyond cavil that the hospital of the medical school in a 
small town attracts all the patients needed for teaching provided the State

or endowment supports the hospital as liberally as a first rate city hospital 
should be supported. 

In this connection we would refer to a distinction drawn by President 
Wilbur of Leland Stanford. He observes that the State university has 
advantages over privately endowed institutions in that the State can, 
by grouping its charitable institutions of a medical nature at the seat 
of the university, furnish the requisite clinic. The privately endowed 
institution can seldom do this.* 

The authorities of each university which has located its medical 
school in a small town (Michigan and Iowa) are confident that they 
have pursued a wise course, and think they have found a satisfactory 
solution to the problem of obtaining material for the medical school clinics. 
In Michigan a six hundred bed hospital is too small to receive the patients 
applying, and a 1,000 bed hospital is under construction. The success of 
Michigan and Iowa is attested by the very significant decision recently 
made in Wisconsin. The authorities of this university after extended 
deliberation have decided not to move the medical school to the neigh- 
boring city, Milwaukee, but to keep it as an intimate part of the university, 
and build up a clinic as in Michigan and Iowa. 


Comparing the evidence from questionnaire answers with the situation 
in Virginia we find that some of the problems of other states do not 
apply here. Virginia already has a medical school and therefore needs 
not to create one; the university and the medical school are not isolated 
nor inaccessible, nor located in a sparsely populated country the univer- 
sity medical school is not devoid of a clinic and hospital, but runs, at 
reasonable. cost, a successful and established hospital with about 3,600 
admissions a year. 





*\Virginia kas made a good beginning in this common sense policy by establishing at 
Charlottesville the Blue Ridge Sanatorium of the State Board of Health and for the past 
year tlis institution bas co-operated with the medical scheol and hospital to the rautual 
advantage of both. Three months of the medical service of internes at the University 
Hosvital is spent at the Sanatorium, and the medical students receive bedside instruction 
in diagnosis of the chest and in the diagnosis and treatment of tuberculosis from_ the 
Medical Director of the Sanatorium, who is a member of the Medical Faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. The staff of the University Hospital on the other hand is, available 
for consultation free of cost to the Sanatorium. Nowhere in this country do medical stu- 
dents receive such thorough training in tuberculosis as at the University of Virginia. 
[he co-ordination of the two institutions has received the unqualified endorsement and 
praise of national leaders in the fight against the great white plague. To move the medical 
school of the Univergity to Richmond would both impair the efficiency and materially 
increase the cost of operation of the Blue Ridge Sanatorium of the State Board of Health. 

Another institution, badly needed by the State of Virginia would also find its ideal 
‘location as an integral part of the University of Virginia Hospital—namely a Psychopathic 
Institute in which nervous diseases may be studied and treated in their incipent forms 
while cure is still possible. The best thought with regard to these sanatoria demands that 
they be made part of a general hospital and preferably of a teaching hospital. The 
representative of national bodies interested in the establishment of these psychopathic in- 
stitutions has expressed hs preference for the location of such an institution in Virginia 
at the University. 2 
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There appears to be no state which has done what Virginia is asked 
to do. Virginia has a successful and well established medical school, an 
intimate and vital part of the State university, with a successful hospital 
and a growing clinic. The State is asked to abandon this school and 
clinic, to leave the university, and to make the venture of establishing a new 
school in a distant city. No evidence has appeared to indicate that such 
a proposal has ever before been even contemplated by authorities con- 
trolling a state university. 

The conditions in Michigan and Iowa seem most closely to parallel 
those in Virginia. Virginia has already started a hospital for state 
patients which is distinctly successful, and which is prevented from devel- 
oping into a hospital ample for the needs of the one State medical school 
only because the State funds for medical education go to two schools instead 
of one, and the State has not supported its University school liberally 
enough. It can be confidently assumed from the rapid success which has 
attended the institution of each new clinical branch of the University 
Hospital, that ample clinical material can be attracted to the University 
Hospital at reasonable expense. 


The Essential Question Before the Commission. 


The votes given on page 13 of this report record not only the opinion 
of the members of the Commission but of the vast majority of those who 
have expressed themselves in the matter. The State support should be 
given to one school and this school should be the Medical Department of 
the University of Virginia. While many have suggested that the first two 
years should be retained at Charlottesville and the last two given in Rich- 
mond, both schools are of the opinion that any separation of the first two 
from the last two years should not be considered. The connection between 
the clinic and the laboratories of the school should be very intimate. The 
necessity for union of all four years in one place is unhesitatingly asserted 
by all experts in medical education. 

There is therefore left the question of location. Here two propositions 
are before the Commission. 

1. To increase the teaching facilities of the Medical Department of 
the State University at Charlottesville to such extent as to meet the needs 
of the State for properly trained physicians. 

2. To accept the offer of the Medical College of Virginia to turn its 
property over to the State, subject to existing liabilities, on condition that 
the Medical Department of the University of Virginia be transferred to 
Richmond and take charge of medical, dental and pharmacal education 
in the present plant of the Medical College of Virginia, and with such 
additions as may be needed to accommodate the school. 

Attention should be called to the fact that the offer of the Medical 
College of Virginia to make this transfer of property to the University of 
Virginia is conditioned upon the removal of the medical department of the 
University of Virginia to Richmond. Nothing is said as to the action of 
the Medical College of Virginia in case the State should decide to build 
up its medical school in Charlottesville. 

The Medical College of Virginia is not and never has been a State 
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institution in the strict sense of the term. Although the State owns a 
small part of its present property, it does not own nor has it any legal 
control over the greater part of that property. (See opinion of Mr. Eppa 
Hunton, Appendix F.) Although the Governor appoints the members of 
its governing body as vacancies occur, these appointments are for life and 
the board of visitors has complete independent control of the college. For 
years the legislature made an annual appropriation of $5,000 to the college, 
For some years past this appropriation was gradually increased until the 


Budget Commission in 1920 recommended a considerable increase to 
$70,000. 


As Mr. Flexner points out, if the University were located in Richmond, 
no one would think of locating the medical department elsewhere. Any 
university is an organism and its various departments should have 
unity of location, so far as possible, in order to secure unity of function 
of the University as a whole. 

It is'‘just as undesirable from the standpoint of the University to 
move the medical department from the rest of the University in Char- 
lottesville as to remove any other university department. If the Uni- 
versity has a medical school incorporated in its structure, it is to that 
extent a stronger institution of learning. This fact has been recognized 
in the past. Thomas Jefferson included medicine in his scheme of organi- 
zation, although even then the question of separate location was agitated. 
From time to time during the past century the question of removal to 
Richmond has been reopened but without success and essentially because 
of this sound basic principle in university organization. To repeat the 
statement of President Alderman on this point. 


“Nothing would justify the separation from a great and growing 
university of an organic and essential part of the university except 
incontrovertible proof that the necessary process of educational work 
of that department could not with proper money and legislation be 
carried on within the university. Any other position would invite 
general dismemberment and dissolution as abhorrent to an insti- 
tution as to an individual. This, I think, the core of the matter.” 


If medical education is a function of the University, it cannot be 
viewed solely from the standpoint of medical training; the question of 
university organization and policy must be faced and is an essential part 
of the question. The historical fact is that Virginia has all along recognized 
this in the organization and development of its State university, and has 
kept the medical school of its State university in Charlottesville in recog- 
nition of the principle stated by President Alderman. 


Moreover until the last decade of the nineteenth century it did this 
despite the absence of any clinical facilities in Charlottesville. At that 
time the State still further committed itself to the principle of University 
location by undertaking to provide hospital facilities for clinical teaching at 
the University. The University Hospital was begun and from time to time 
State appropriations have provided the means for enlargement -of this 
hospital. The appropriations for the support of this hospital have also 
been increased from time to time until $51,000 annually is now appropriated 
for this purpose. The Legislature of Virginia has in this way supported 
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the action of the Board of Visitors of its State University in attempting to 
develop a teaching. clinic at the University just as Iowa and Michigan have 
done and Wisconsin is doing. The proposition to discontinue medical 
instruction at the University and locate it in Richmond, therefore involves 
the complete reversal of the policy of the State. The burden of proof is 
on those who make this proposal. 


In section III of the brief of Dr. Theodore Hough the advantages of 
location of the medical school with the rest of the university are analyzed 
as follows: 


There are certain administrative advantages in university loca- 
tion but the essential advantages are educational. These educational 
advantages may be enumerated as follows. 


1. The majority of medical students in a State university entered 
upon the study of medicine after only the minimum two year require- 
ment of college training and experience. Many of these students 
came to college with an inadequate background of experience in the 
family or the environment. In the two years of premedical college 
work they have only begun to benefit by the formative influence of 
university life. These benefits of university residence come not only 
from the classroom but also other features of university life. lLec- 
tures by eminent visitors, art exibitions and great university gather- 
ings exert an influence on students in residence. Great libraries, 
collections, museums stand around them and exist for their use. 
No less important is the life of the university community of which 
these students form a part. After two years the student becomes an 
upper-classman and passes to a position of leadership with its respon- 
sibilities. The contacts, the disciplines, and the stimulating atmos- 
phere of university life react upon him. All this contributes tre- 
mendously to make a man of him; for the university is a microcosm 
in which men learn under the most favorable conditions how to 
act their part in the great world for which they are destined. 

To take the medical student away from these surroundings at the 
end of his second premedical college year is to rob: him of one of 
the greatest formative influences needed to make the well rounded 
man. After all the biggest thing in medical or any other kind of 
technical education is education itself, which must precede and accom- 
pany the giving of mere technical skill. The time has not passed 
nor will it ever pass when the clergyman, the lawyer, the school- 
master, and the physician largely represent to the youth of most com- 
munities the higher things of life. In training the physician you 
are training a man for this service to his community as well as for 
the service of caring for the sick and promoting the public health. 

At the University the extramural life of the student takes care 
of itself through agencies already there established. The Y. M. C. A. 
organization, physical training, atheletics, ete., are all provided.~* In 
Richmond they would have to be provided at the cost of considerable 
faculty effort and co-operation. 

2. Students in other departments of the University are broad- 
ened by contact with medicine. The lawyer, the engineer, the 
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clergyman, and the man of affairs learn the scope and spirit of modern 
medicine. They acquire a sympathetic insight into medicine which 


will subsequently redound to the advantage of the State in their 
intelligent support of the advance of medicine and public health. 


3. A great modern medical school on the campus of the Univer- 
sity will attract to the profession of medicine a larger number of 
that large body of students who come to college after completing 
the high school course without having chosen their career.. The 
medical school would be located at the chief source of supply. 

4. There is a dangerous and distressing shortage of teachers 
of medical subjects and the most difficult problem in operating a 
medical school is to secure a competent, active, and devoted faculty. 
University associations strongly appeal to the men who enter the 
profession of teaching—vocational teachers—and a strong medical 
school at the University will attract these men more than one detached 
from this environment. 

No university community can be established at the site of the 
Medical College of Virginia. 

5. Teaching is an underpaid profession. In a university com- 
munity the professor’s salary determines the social and other de- 
mands on that salary. In a large city his immediate social group 
would be leading practitioners of medicine and surgery,—men whose 
incomes treble or quardruple his. Living conditions are therefore 
better at the University and this attracts better teachers. 


6. University location presents to the faculty and students of 
medicine the invaluable asset of close contact with the’ fundamental 
sciences of physics, chemistry, and biology and the related sciences 
of psychology, anthropology, and sociology. To have the libraries 
of these sciences available for reference by teachers of the medical 
sciences is most desirable; but the opportunity to consult with the 
professors in these sciences is even more important. Conversely the 
medical sciences frequently throw important light on many lines of 
work in pure science. Above all you secure a stronger group in 
your university. 


These are essentially the arguments for university location in general. 
Especially significant is Mr. Flexner’s opinion, which is shared by many 
of the leading medical educators of the country, that the reiation of even 
the clinical years to the fundamental sciences will become increasingly 
intimate in the future. For the same reason Dr. Welch, of Johns tiopkins, 
and the Dean of the Harvard Medical School regret the separation of their 
medical schools from the rest of the University by only a few miles. 


The State of Virginia has therefore recognized the soundness of this 
principle of keeping the departments of the University together both 
because of the mutual advantages which accrue to the various departments 
and also because such unity of location and of action makes a stronger 
university. Only during the past twenty years has any serious effort been 
made to supply the necessary clinical facilities in Charlottesville. This 
was in the beginning an experiment which speaks eloquently for the faith 
in the principle involved on the part of the men who made it. 
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The amount of money which the State has spent on this experiment 
has been relatively small, as has been the total amount it has spent upon 
medical education; yet, despite this meagre support, the success has been 
remarkable, as shown by the following figures of the number of patients 
treated annually in the University of Virginia Hospital from 1907-08 to 
1919-20.

Approximately two-thirds of these patients were in the public wards, 
and those admitted in 1919-20 in round numbers 1,000 are medical, 2,009 
surgical, the rest being in the Obstetrical and the Hye, Ear, Nose, and 
Throat services.. 

It must also be understood that there have been no additions to the 
capacity of the hospital since 1916 and that if there had been more beds 
the number of patients treated annually would easily have risen above 
4,000 and probably would have been as much as 4,500. In brief, the history 
of this hospital has been one of continuous and rapid growth. If there 
had been special services for obstetrics, children’s diseases, nervous dis- 
eases, etc., with corresponding financial provision for the same, the clinic 
would today nearly or quite double its present size. These statistics show 
the possibilities of development of clinical facilities in this hospital. 

The State has therefore not only entered upon this policy of hospital 
development in order to provide a clinic, but has actually secured for a very 
small expenditure of money a clinic which has measurably met the needs of 
the school. It has also demonstrated the fact that with the reasonable expen- 
diture of money which it must put into medical education, whatever the 
location, if this is to be placed on its proper basis, an adequate clinic 
can be built up in Charlottesville. Provide the hospital facilities and patients 
will come. 

Another point should be emphasized. Neither the University nor the 
State has paid a cent for the transportation of the patients. This is done 
in Michigan and Iowa, either by the State or the county, but the experience ° 
of Virginia shows that it may not be necessary. Sometimes the counties, 
sometimes charitable organizations, sometimes friends of the needy sick, 
provide this transportation. More frequently the patient supplies it. 

During the greater part of this period (1905-1920) the State has also 
contributed to the support of a competing medical school. Had the funds 
thus diverted been used for the enlargement and strengthening of the 
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medical department of the State University, it would at the present time 
be in position to meet more nearly the increasing demands of the State 
for medical graduates. 

An important question at this point suggests itself. Has the policy 
of the University to develop its medical department as a part of its organic 
life in Charlottesville been a success or a failure? The reply, unhesita- 
tingly, is that The Medical School of the University of Virginia is recog- 
nized as one of the best medical schools of the country. This fact would 
seem to be convincing proof of the marked influence of university environ- 
ment, as the State has literally starved the school. No great state has 
provided the medical department of its state university with such inadequate 
laboratory facilities. For years limitations of floor space and instructing 
staff forced the University to limit the entering class to 36 men; and only 
in 1920, with the help of a special fund, and at the cost of undesirable 
‘crowding, has it been possible to receive 60 men. But the training is of the 
best as shown by the standing of its graduates before State Boards and 
in other ways. The foundation is laid at the University for a school which 
will rank with the best of State medical schools. It is only necessary to 
give the school the buildings and the financial support which every pro- 
gressive state now gives for medical education and there is no doubt what- 
ever that the University of Virginia will be able to meet the needs of 
the State for physicians. 


Advocates of location in Richmond give a large number of reasons 
why, in their opinion, a medical school at the University adequate for 
the needs of the State is not possible. Only two of these reasons how- 
ever seem to touch the problem fundamentally. These are the claimes that: 


1. The maintenance of a teaching clinic at the University will be far 
more expensive than in Richmond. 

2. The clinic at the University, even if the total numbers of patients 
be large, will have inherent vital defects in its character. 

These points of criticism are dealt with at length in the two following 
sections of this report. | 


The Relative Cost of the Two Locations.:- 


In considering the cost of a medical school we must determine the 
cost of providing the laboratories of the school and the cost of providing 
hospital facilities for clinical teaching. Each of these items in turn in- 
volves the expense of building and equipment and the subsequent an- 
nual expense of maintenance and operation. 


Laboratories—In Richmond there is only one laboratory building 
which can be considered for the permanent equipment of the school, 
namely, the Medical College of Virginia building on the corner of 12th 
and Clay Streets. This is a modern building but is at present too small 
to accommodate the present schools of medicine, dentistry and pharmacy 
of the Medical College of Virginia. Fully twice its laboratory space would 
be needed for the larger school, if dentistry and pharmacy as well as med- 
icine are to be provided for. It has been suggested that this may best 
be done by the building an addition on the site of the present Virginia Hos- 
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pital and the architect’s estimates are that the plant would cost at pres- 
ent prices approximately $300,000. 

The laboratories at the University are likewise inadequate, and could 
not accommodate the requisite number of students. The medical- school 
at the University would require a laboratory building costing at present 
prices approximately as much as the additions called for in Richmond. 
On the score of construction there would therefore be little difference 
in expense whether the medical school is located in Richmond or at the 
University, assuming that the work in dentistry and pharmacy would 
continue to be given in Richmond, in either case. 

Nor would there be great difference in cost of laboratory operation 
in the two locations. Salaries of the teaching staff certainly should be, 
and it is believed that they must be, somewhat higher in Richmond than 
at the University. On the whole, however, there would probably be general 
agreement that these items of expenditure will be about the same in the 
two locations, and, therefore, removal to Richmond would offer no ad- 
vantages on this score. 


Hospitals for Clinical Teaching—In Richmond the Memorial and St. 
Philip Hospitals accommodate 369 patients, of whom 206 are in the 
public wards. In other words they give less than double the number of 
beds in the University Hospital with 200 beds, of which 150 are in the 
public wards. The Dooley Hospital, a special orthopedic hospital, has 
50 beds. The Virginia Hospital, now used as the Municipal Hospital of 
the city of Richmond is said to have 240 beds, and an average of 100 
patients. It is entirely out of date and cannot be regarded as a part 
of the permanent hospital plant of the school.* 

The outstanding fact is that this is an entirely unsatisfactory hos- 
pital group for teaching purposes. The separation of the Memorial and 
Dooley hospitals is the first point of criticism. A teaching hospital should 
be a unified group of buildings with unified services; i. e., the surgical 
wards should be together; so should the obstetrical wards, the medical 
wards, the wards for children’s diseases, etc. This is necessary both for 
teaching and research. Not only would it be a very expensive proposition 
to convert this group into a satisfactory teaching group but it is very doubt- 
ful whether this can be done at all. Expansion would also have to take’ 
plaee at the cost of purchase of city real estate. Hardly less open to criti- 
cism is the separation of this hospital group from the laboratories of the 
school by more than a city block. 

The fact to be emphasized is that clinical teaching facilities so far 
as the physical side is concerned are not measured by the number of 
hospital beds but by the arrangement of the wards, and the relation of 
wards to laboratories, etc. This involves a unified plant as above stated, 
This does not exist in Richmond today and it would be very expensive 
to produce it there; but without such a plant the school cannot hope to 
compete with the better schools of the country. 

- Location at the Univeristy calls for the provision of a State hospital 
large enough to meet at least the minimum needs for clinical instruction. 





*In the Hospital number of the Journal of American Medical Associ- 
ation for April 16, 1921, the bed capacity of the Virginia Hospital is given 
as 125 and the daily average of patients as 78. 
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There is general agreement that this would mean a hospital between two 
and three times the size of the present University Hospital. At present 
cost of building, this would doubtless cost between $500,000 and $750,000. 
Naturally any fall in the price of building would materially reduce these 
figures. 


This Commission is not in a position to make any detailed or extensive 
study of the plans of development of hospital facilities in the two locations; 
but it seems safe to say that to secure a satisfactory teaching hospital 
group will cost as much in the one location as in the other. It is the 
opinion of those signing this report that this matter can be judged properly 
only with reference to the ultimate goal to be attained, namely a hospital 

adapted to the teaching of medicine ‘by the most approved methods. As 
' Mr. Flexner put it: “As far as I can observe, the question of relative ex- 
pense is of little practical importance. The Charlottesville hospital is ex- 
cellent but will need extension. New permanent laboratory facilities: will 
have to be provided. The Richmond plant is more extensive, but is of no 
considerable value. The difference in investment required either for the 
creation of the medical department or its maintenance would not be 
enough in either case to influence opinion one way or the other.” 


It is however urged that clinical teaching will cost less in Rich- 
mond because the school will use the Municipal Hospital of Richmond under 
some arrangement similar to the present one between the Medical College 
of Virginia and the city of Richmond by which the Virginia Hospital, 
the property of the Medical College of Virginia, is operated by the city 
but the college nominates seven out of the ten of the staff and the students 
of college serve as clinical clerks in the wards. At present the city 
spends $87,000 annually on this hospital, which has 240 beds and a daily 
average of 100 patients. As already pointed out this is an old building, 
entirely out of date, and is recognized as a temporary expedient. The 
city must in the near future provide itself with a modern hospital. How 
soon this can be done depends upon the city finances; even if it should 
be done in the near future, there is no certainty where this new hospital 
will be located; and, if not located near the rest of the medical school, its 
value as a teaching hospital would be seriously impaired or largely nullified. 


It is a very dangerous policy to depend on such an arrangement for any 
considerable part of the teaching clinic of the school. If the State is to 
conduct the medical school, the State should provide the clinic; i. e., it 
should provide a clinic with which the essential teaching of medicine 
can be carried out in the absence of outside agencies. Both the State and. 
city are hard pressed to provide for the institutions under their care; for 
this reason there is grave danger that, with divided responsibility, the 
State will do less than it should on the ground that the city will do the 
rest; while the city will limit its provision for hospital support because 
of the presence of a State hospital within its territory. Municipal and 
other privately controlled hospitals. should be regarded either as temporary 
substitutes for the proper hospital provision by the State, which is respon- 
sible for medical education; or else to be used, in so far as the city co- 
operates, only to supplement and enlarge a teaching clinical plant which 
in itself is adequate to meet the minimum needs. Whether in Richmond 
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or in Charlottesville it is the duty of the State to: provide this minimum 
teaching clinic. 

At the University, on the other hand, there is an abundance of land 
surrounding the University hospital to accommodate the entire medical 
group—laboratories as well as hospital—and enlargement could be planned 
with direct reference to an ideal teaching group when completed. From 
the standpoint of construction of this teaching hospital it is clear that the 
problem is simple at the University; in Richmond it will be very difficult and 
probably impossible to make over the present group of buildings into one 
satisfactory for teaching purposes. 

As to the cost of operation ofa hospital at the University we may assume 
that the plan of the present orginazation of the University Hospital will be 
followed in its enlargment, and we may form some estimate of the cost of 
operation from the present cost of this institution. Its present budget is about 
$170,000 annually, of which the State contributes $51,000. Between $20,000 
and $25,000 comes from patients in the public wards and the rest from 
private rooms, the X-ray department, etc. The expenditures should be 
somewhat larger for the present number of patients,—probably $20,000 
or $25,000 more. If the State, therefore, appropriated to the present hos- 
pital $75,000 instead of $51,000, the needs would be met satisfactorily. 

For the proposed hospital, 214 to 3 times the present size, an annual 
appropriation of $175,000—$200,000 from the State would meet all needs. 
It must be remembered that this State hospital provides the people of the 
State with needed medical service and thus accomplishes a double bene- 
ficent service. It is evidently not just to charge the whole of this expense 
to medical education. 


An equally large appropriation would be required to operate the Memo- 
rial and St. Philip Hospitals in Richmond, as state hospitals, for the cost 
of hospital operation is no greater in Charlottesville than in Richmond.* 


Vocational versus Avocational Teachers of Clinical Subjects.—Advo- 
cates of location in Richmond also urge that it will be easier and less 
expensive to secure the clinical faculty than at the University. It is urged 
that Richmond is a great medical center and numbers among its local 
medical profession many eminent specialists who can be secured as teachers 
for comparatively small remuneration; while location at the University 
involves the payment of a university salary to each teacher of a clinical 
subject. 


This argument brings straight to the fore the issue of vocational versus 
avocational teachers of clinical subjects. There can be no question what- 
ever as to the future practice in this respect. Teaching is a man’s job 
and the general proposition is not open to question that, in clinical sub- 
jects as well as in other subjects of university instruction, teaching and not 
private practice must be the primary interest of the members of the 
faculty. Everywhere the trend is evident toward the vocational teacher— 
the man with whom teaching, and not the demands of a private practice, 
is the primary consideration. In this matter we are in a transitional 


*The majority report of the Commission contains full budget esti- 
mates of the Medical School and Hospital of the University of Virginia. 
The Medical College of Virginia submitted no statement on these points. 
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stage from the avocational to the vocational system of clinical teaching. 
Of the two medical schools of the State, the University of Virginia has 
always been essentially on the vocational basis in the teaching of clin- 
ical subjects while the Medical College of Virginia has always been essen- 
tially on the avocational basis. When, therefore, it is argued that by locat- 
ing in Richmond, the expense of clinical instruction can be lessened by 
drafting the clinical faculty from the private practitioners of the city, 
this is equivalent to a proposal that the University of Virginia give up its 
traditional and proved policy,—the unquestioned policy of the future—for 
one which the better medical schools of the country are abandoning as un- 
satisfactory. This is certainly an economy which cannot be justified. 


We would also condemn in the strongest terms the policy of making 
the medical school dependent upon the local profession of Richmond for 
its clinical teachers. The school should be free to choose for each clinical 
teaching post the available man who gives greatest promise of rendering 
efficient service as a teacher of that subject, and to do this university 
salaries must be paid whether in Richmond or at Charlottesville. There 
may be among, the practitioners of Richmond half a dozen ‘‘eminent special- 
ists” in some branch and yet not one of them be willing or able to give to 
the school the service which the teaching of that specialty demands. The 
fact that these “eminent specialists” are in Richmond does not mean that 
the school can secure from them the service which efficient teaching calls 
for. We do not question that many avocational teachers in the past have 
rendered most efficient service to their schools; but we assert that, on the 
whole, the avocational system has proven unsatisfactory and that it is sure 
to disappear in the clinical subjects as it has already disappeared in the 
pre-clinical scientific subjects. To adopt this as a measure of economy 
would be to take the most serious possible step backward in the medical 
educational policy of the University of Virginia. 


It is true that for subordinate teaching positions in clinical subjects 
young practitioners may be secured in a city for little expense, and this 
is one of the advantages of urban location; but, as a matter of fact, there 
is also little or no trouble in securing these men in a great state teaching 
hospital, and with the expenditure of small sums of money. For the young 
physician preparing to specialize, there are no more desirable opportuni- 
ties to acquire the skill and experience needed than these very subordinate 
positions in a university clinic. The saving in this respect is very small 
and would not justify the certain and irreparable sacrifice of university 
contracts and environment. 


To sum up the relative cost of the two locations:— 


a. Preclinical Scientific Subjects. The cost of the necessary labora- 
tory buildings for the medical school and the cost of laboratory maintain- 
ance and operation will be approximately the same in the two locations. 

b. Clinical Subjects. If clinical teaching is to be in the hands of 
vocational teachers and the essential clinical teaching is to be given, as it 
should be, in hospitals absolutely controlled by the school for teaching 
purposes, the cost in the two locations will not differ greatly. The present 
total appraisal value of the Memorial ($193,800), St. Philip ($203,000), and 
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Dooley ($60,000) Hospitals—the only Richmond Hospitals in which the 
school is assured of teaching control—is approximately $450,000 as against 
$300,000 to $350,000 for the University Hospital. The Virginia Hospital 
should be excluded from this comparison because it is antiquated and fit 
only to be torn down. 


This Richmond group has grave defects for teaching purposes. To 
remedy these defects will require considerable expenditure for land and 
buildings and all future expansion will be at the cost of purchase of city 
real estate. The amount of this expenditure can be only a matter of con- 
jecture but it is believed that it will in the long run be as great as that for 
the enlargement of the University Hospital. In the latter case there will 
be no expense for ground, and there are no physical obstacles in the way of 
securing an entirely satisfactory group, with separate units for each major 
service. Only in case the school is to be satisfied with the present entirely 
unsatisfactory teaching group of hospitals in Richmond—something which 
it should not consider for a moment—and in case the school furthermore is — 
to depend upon a separately controlled municipal hospital for an essential 
part of its clinical instruction—something, again, which should not be 
considered in the plan of organization—will the ultimate cost of construc- 
tion be less in Richmond than at the University. Indeed it may well be 
considerably greater. 


The cost of maintenance of the State hospital will be as great in one 
location as in the other. Finally if the University of Virginia is to retain 
in Richmond its present system of vocational teachers of clinical subjects— 
a system which we believe is destined to be adopted by all the better medi- 
cal schools of the future—the cost of the staff will be essentially the same 
in the two locations. 


The question of relative expense is largely a question as to what kind 
of a medical school Virginia wants. The economies proposed in the major- 
ity report and urged as an argument in favor of location in Richmond are 
based essentially upon the use of an unsatisfactory group of buildings for 
teaching purposes, reliance upon a separately and politically controlled 
municipal hospital for an essential part of the clinical instruction, and 
finally upon the employment of private practitioners as teachers of clinical 
subjects. 


Will There be Vital Defects in the Clinic at the University? 


There remains then the second question. Will the clinic so established 
at the University have any vital defects? Perusal of letters submitted in 
the Appendix of this report shows repeated criticism of hospitals in small 
cities on three scores: namely, the obstetrical clinic; the ambulatory out- 
patient clinic; and acute medical cases, including infectious diseases. In 
these respects there have been difficulties to surmount, but they have not 
been vital and are being in large part successfully met. 


In the first place, these criticisms are based on the false assumption 
that the entire preparatory clinical training and experience of the physi- 
cian is received in the third and fourth years of the medical course. The 
fact is that a very large and important part of clinical training comes in

the interne year or years following the four-year medical course which 
leads to the degree of Doctor of Medicine. 


Mr. Flexner puts the case clearly and succinctly as follows: 


“We come next to the medical curriculum proper, the four-year 
course leading to the M. D. degree. What is the object of this course? 
Its object is evidently not to make doctors, because, if such were the 
case, the four-year course would not have to be followed by an 
interneship in a hospital. The four-year medical course can, at most, 
ground the student in the fundamental medical sciences, train him 
in the art and technique of diagnosis and give him a limited prac- 
tical experience in using his knowledge and his technique under 
the eye of trained teachers; thus, by the time he leaves the medical 
school the student will have mastered the tools which will ultimately 
enable him to practice medicine and surgery with safety and intelli- 
gence. Medical education is, as has been well said, mostly education, 
not practice. The range of disease is so vast that it is utterly im- 
possible for the student to master it or to master any considerable 
portion of it during his four-year course in the medical school. In- 
deed, he spends over two years learning anatomy, physiology, chem- 
istry, biochemistry, pharmacology, etc., which are, once more, only 
the tools by means of which he is going to grapple with the problems 
of disease. Then follow two brief years in which at the most he can 
be trained how to use the technique and knowledge which he has been 
acquiring, how to observe, how to reason, and how, in a few repre- 
sentative instances, to deal with pathological conditions. The medi- 
cal curriculum, therefore, does not produce doctors. It trains men in 
the knowledge and use of a technique by means of which they may 
in time hope to become physicians and surgeons. 


At the conclusion of his four-year course of study our young 
graduate in medicine has acquired the fundamentals of the under- 
lying sciences; he has been taught how to apply his knowledge to 
the observation of pathological conditions, how to make a diagnosis, 
and in a limited way how to manage a few representative diseases. 
Now he has his armament, his equipment, his tools, his point of view. 
At this stage he enters the hospital, where, if he has been well trained 
up to this time, he will make rapid progress in learning how to deal 
with the varied conditions which he encounters in the wards and 
dispensary.” 


To take up specifically the three points of criticism: 


Obstetrics: Clinical work in obstetrics ideally involves first, hospital 
instruction, and, second, the outpatient care of cases of labor in the home. 
As with other clinical cases, hospital instruction is the more valuable in 
teaching. 

Up to the present time comparatively little has been done to develop 
an obstetrical clinic in Charlottesville. This has been due to the crowded 
condition of the hospital wards and lack of funds for the development of 
the department otherwise. Despite these facts, between 90 and 100 women

were delivered in the University Hospital last year. With properly 
equipped obstetrical wards and such other provisions as are made in Mich- 
igan and Iowa, there is every reason for believeng that a clinic of ade- 
quate size can be developed. 


Aside from the value of.such a clinic in teaching medical students, 
it would be thoroughly justifiable on other grounds. The standard of 
obstetrical practice in rural districts is in need of improvement and the 
educational value of such a clinic upon the patients would be comparable 
to that of the sanatoria for tubercular patients. Also with the: existing 
shortage of physicians in the rural districts many country people are 
in need of better attention in labor than it is possible for them to obtain. 


Quite a number of outpatient cases are now being cared for by students 
in and around Charlottesville and this field is capable of much fuller de- 
velopment. In city schools it is customary to excuse students from other 
class work entirely, or in large part, during the term of obstetrical out- 
patient service, and in some instances the student changes his residence 
temporarily for this purpose. Following the same plan, it is quite practi- 
cable, through affiliation with city clinics for the University to conduct 
such outpatient clinics in any city in the State should it be found neces- 
sary or desirable. 


The Ambulatory Outpatient Clininic. The outpatient clinic (or dispen- 
sary) has naturally played a large role in clinical instruction. It gives the 
medical school access to cases which do not need hospital care, and there- 
fore furnishes a relatively inexpensive supply of clinical material. 


In most medical schools the outpatient department is the clinic of 
third year students in medicine. This is doubtless due to the fact that 
such clinics in cities are made up in large part of patients affected with 
minor ailments and it is supposed that the beginner in practical medicine 
can. more easily deal with this class of cases. It is, however, open to: 
question whether the outpatient clinic is ideally adapted on the whole to 
meet the pedagogic requirements of the beginner in clinical medicine. In 
some respects, of course, it is. The technique of minor surgery, prescrip- 
tion writing, and other common procedures of medical and surgical prac-. 
tice are conveniently mastered in such a clinic. It is here suggested, how- 
ever, that the outpatient clinic would render far greater service in medical 
training if the greater part of this work came in the second half of the. 
fourth year or, still better, were part of the interne year. In a large clinic 
a relatively small amount of time can be given to each patient, for all 
patients who come must be attended to during dispensary hours. It corres- 
ponds to the office practice of a busy physician and the physician must 
work rapidly. This is the very thing the third year student cannot do. 
The interne or the fourth year student on the other hand would profit 
greatly by this experience. 


The outpatient clinic, as already stated, furnishes a ready means of 
giving practical experience to the beginner in many of the common pro- 
cedures of medical practice; but, as the clinic of the third year of the medical 
curriculum, its greatest value is in the field of diagnosis. This is the. 
training which the student at that time needs above all others. If the 
outpatient clinic gives this, well and good; but if the same result can be: 
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accomplished in other ways, the needs of medical instruction are satisfied. 
The outpatient clinic is not an essential in itself; it is valuable in medical 
training only because it furnishes the the opportunity of accomplishing a 
pedagogical purpose and that pedagogical purpose is to bring the student 
face to face with disease or diseases with which he is dealing. 


In other words the chief work of the ordinary dispensary is to give 
treatment on the basis of a single medical examination, rather rapidly 
conducted; what the student needs is diagnostic study which should not 
be hurried but should be thorough. His pedagogic needs would be met far 
more satisfactorily with less dispensary work in an outpatient diagnostic 
clinic, such as is in operation at the Mayo Clinic, at Ann Arbor, and in 
many private hospitals conducted on the “group system”. 


A diagnostic clinic of this nature is now being successfully built up in 
the outpatient department of the University Hospital. Last year there 
were between four and five thousand visits, and the present year will see 
an increase in this number. The records of this department show a steady 
increase in the number of cases of skin diseases, venereal diseases, minor 
surgery and of the other specialities. The work in venereal disease has 
reached such proportion that the United States Public Health Service is 
contributing to the cost of its upkeep. 


It is believed, however, that this department will attain its maximum 
size and service primarily as a diagnostic clinic and will as such contri- 
bute its greatest service to the medical school. . 


That this is possible of attainment outside of a large city has been 
amply demonstrated at the Mayo Clinic at Rochester, Minn., at Ann Arbor, 
at Iowa City and elsewhere. 


Acute Medical Cases. In many ways the most serious criticism 
brought against the clinic of the University Hospital is that it fails to 
furnish a sufficient variety of cases, particularly those of an acute nature. 
This deserves most careful consideration. 


It is difficult for those who have not come more or less closely in 
contact with hospital clinics, especially those like the University Hospital 
which are in contact with small towns and country districts to realize 
the change which has taken place in the last few years in the attitude of 
the public toward the hospitalization of illness of all kinds. It has not been 
many years since it was thought, and the idea still persists in the minds 
of some people, that a hospital is a place designed for major surgical oper- 
ations. During the first ten years of its existence the clinic at the Univer- 
sity Hospital was, largely for this reason, preponderantly surgical, and 
teaching in other branches suffered to an extent for lack of material. 

The past decade has seen a marked change in the public mind toward 
the hospital, the specialist and the trained nurse. Not many years ago 
it was difficult to induce patients with pulmonary tuberculosis to go to 
sanatoria for treatment; now, with large increase in capacity, the State | 
sanatoria in Virginia are always well filled and usually have long wait- 
ing lists. In the same way the public is rapidly changing its attitude toward 
illness in general, the hospital now being thought of as a necessary place 
for the diagnosis of disease and as a matter of course, for the treatment of 
illness of any nature. 
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The service of the University Hospital has strikingly reflected this 
change; whereas the surgical service has increased rapidly, there has 
been a greater proportionate increase in the number of medical cases treated. 


It is not at all uncommon for actually ill patients, with either medical 
or surgical affections, to be transported distances of twenty to forty miles 
or more by rail or automobile to the hospital. Charlottesville is exception- 
ally well located as regards railroad service, and the State and county 
roads now planned and under construction will bring additional thousands 
of population within easy access of the hospital by automobile. The 
fact is here emphasized that the change in the attitude of the public mind 
toward hospital treatment combined with the ease of transportation by 
automobile is rapidly transforming the character of the clinic in hospitals 
in small cities 

Touching the question of contagious diseases it may be said that the 
governing board of the University Hospital has for the past several years 
urged the erection of a building for contagious diseases. There is a 
very real community need for facilities for the isolation and treatment of 
cases of contagious diseases. In spite of the policy of the hospital not to 
admit contagious cases the demand has been so urgent at times for the 
admission cf these cases that the hospital reports of some periods show 
almost as many contagious cases as of the more numerous other medical 
diseases. 


Actual experience would therefore show that with proper provision a 
sufficient number and variety of cases of contagious diseases are to be had 
in and around Charlottesville for the purpose of familiarizing students with 
this variety of illness. It is pointed out that the contagious diseases do not 
constitute a major group in medical teaching andiare not provided for in the 
teaching hospitals of some of our largest and most prominent city medical 
schools. 

It is interesting in connection with this criticism on the part of 
those advocating the abandonment of the University’s present clinic to 
compare the annual report of the University Hospital with those of teach- 
ing hospitals in some of our larger cities. It will be seen that in propor- 
tion to the number of cases admitted there is little to choose either as to 
variety or teaching value. 

The statement is repeatedly made that the University Hospital must 
look to Charlottesville for its acute cases. The statistical reports of the Hos- 
pital refute this. For example, over a period of years more cases of typhoid 
fever have been treated in University Hospital than in _ the 
Peter Brent Brigham Hospital in Boston, the teaching hospital of Harvard 
Medical School. Charlottesville is exceptionally free from typhoid, the 
cases having been brought into the hospital by train and .automobile 
from surrounding counties. 

Attention is directed further to the number of gunshot and other 
wounds, fractures, acute abdominal conditions, acute chest diseases treated 
in the University Hospital. Admittedly such a number and variety of 
cases cannot be had in Charlottesville. Clearly the kind of acute cases 
of most value in teaching are being transported in large numbers to the 
University Hospital, and the source of supply is not from a city of ten 
thousand but from an accessible population of several hundred thousand. 
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Conclusions Upon the Essential Question Before the Commission. 


Through the wisdom of its founder, Thomas Jefferson, the University 
oi Virginia has since its beginning had incorporated in its organic life 
a department of medicine. This department has had an illustrious past. 
The present finds it at its highest development and efficiency, recognized 
as one of the best medical schools in the country. It has been one of the 
pioneer schools of its section in advancing the standards of medical edu- 
cation. During the past twenty years the State has wisely adopted and 
pursued a policy of conducting in connection with its medical school a 
State hospital furnishing a supply of clinical material which has fully 
met the clinical demands of the American Medical Association and all 
other standardizing boards. Its graduates, by every standard of comparison, 
admittedly rank among those of the best schools of the country. It has 
not been shown that any university has given up for any cause a medical 
department so situated and developed. 


Is is plain that nothing would justify the separation of this or any 
other department from the University except incontrovertible proof that 
the necessary process of educational work or future development could 
not with proper money and legislation be carried on within the University. 
The facts assembled and brought before this Commission fail to show the 
necessity or advisability of such a separation upon the grounds of financial 
advantage, inherent deficiencies in clinical teaching, or otherwise. On 
the contrary, the evidence supplied supports the view that if the present 
appropriations of the State for medical education be centered at the State 
University, and if the State, as far as its resources permit, adopts a policy 
of just and rightful giving to this department, comparable to what is 
done by other great states, the Medical School of the University of Vir- 
ginia will be fully able to supply in requisite number medical graduates of 
high type and adequate training. 


That this can not only be done in its present location, but that it can 
be best done, has been shown by the highest expert authority on medical 
education. 


Dentistry and Pharmacy 


The Medical College of Virginia conducts schools of dentistry and 
pharmacy while these subjects are not taught today at the University 
of Virginia. Medical schools do not necessarily have interwoven into 
their structure either schools of dentistry or of pharmacy, as is seen by 
referring to the organizations of the great medical schools in this country. 
It is not uncommon to find that pharmacy and dentistry are organized as 
separate administrative departments in the universities where they exist. 
Therefor, the questions relating to the school of medicine have been sep- 
arately and exhaustively considered in the previous sections of this report. 


It is, however, clearly recognized that there should be ample provision 
in Virginia for the education and training of pharmacists and dentists. 
There should annually be a sufficient number of graduates in these impor- 
tant subjects to keep pace with the needs of rural and urban Virginia. 
Possibly even more dentists are needed than are settling today in Virginia

while the great field open to dentists in life-and-health-saving is being 
accentuated by each year of medical school examinations. 

Moreover, the specialists in these two vocations have opportunities 
to exert great personal influence both in their own localities and upon the 
State at large, and are apt to be among the leaders of thought in many sub- 
jects outside of their own special fields. It is, therefore, desirable that both 
pharmacists and dentists should have a solid ground-work of broad gen- 
eral education. Such an education may be had at the State University, and 
there can be no doubt that the numerous and diversified contacts during 
student life contribute distinctly in the process of developing a wholesome 
and well-balanced out-look on life. 

It may come about in the future that the State will find it desirable 
to conduct these schools on the University grounds. Certainly there is 
much to be said in favor of this plan, and the success with which these 
specialties are being cared for in State universities is stimulating. There 
is, apparently, no inert educational difficulty to interfere with the suc- 
cessful teaching of pharmacy and dentistry at the University of Virginia. 
In fact, with very little extra staff these subjects can be well cared for at 
the University. 

But this is not an urgent matter. The important task comfronting 
the Commission is to relieve the State from the support of one extra 
medical school and to do this in such a helpful way that medical educa- 
tion will be improved, the general educational structure strengthened and 
the State agencies used in medical education (the doctors and the hos- 
pital), will be placed in a position to extend their beneficial work to the 
needy sick throughout the State. 

It has been pointed out to the Commission that the schools of den- 
tistry and pharmacy in the Medical College of Virginia are in flourishing 
condition. It appears that these schools should continue to utilize their 
present plant. The status of the Medical College of Virginia will, however, 
be altered when its medical department is merged with that of the Uni- 
versity. In order to protect the schools of Pharmacy and Dentistry and to 
insure their uninterrupted continuation it will be wise to transfer control 
of both schools and their plants to the Rector and Visitors of the University. 

The minority of the Commission is therefore in agreement with the 
majority that, in the settlement of the State support of medical education, 
provision must be made for the continuance of training in dentistry and 
pharmacy. We cannot, however, agree with the majority that the present 
location of schools of dentistry and pharmacy in Richmond should be in 
important consideration in determining the location of the department of 
medicine nor that it should lead to the irreparable sacrifice of the ad- 
vantages of university location to the medical school. Medicine is the 
more highly organized and developed department. It has far more im- 
portant relations with other lines of university effort; it is more closely 
woven in the fabric of university life. We are of the opinion that medicine 
should first be assured its proper university environment, and that this 
should determine the ultimate location of State schools of dentistry and 
pharmacy; rather than that the fortuitous present location of the existing 
schools of dentistry and pharmacy should determine the location of the 
medical school. 
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Condensed Analytical Summary of the Situation in Virginia. 


As the result of our study of medical education in the United States 
and especially in Virginia we would analyze the situation presented as 
follows: 


1. Medical education has not only advanced in its standards but this 
advance will continue. This advance is justified by the importance of the 
interests at stake. People must not only have physicians, but they must 
have adequately trained physicians and there is no escape from the neces- 
sity for this training. Whether the advance in standards and demands 
upon medical schools has or has not proceeded too rapidly, it has come 
to stay. In the country as a whole there will be and should be no step back- 
ward. 


2. The State of Virginia must keep pace with this advance. It will 
take place in our sister states and their laws regulating licensure will ad- 
mit only men trained in the stronger schools to practice. Unless the laws 
of Virginia demand the same type of medical graduate as those of most 
states of the north, south, and west, this State will become a dumping 
ground for the graduates of schools of inferior grade. The medical school 
or schools of Virginia must therefore prepare men to meet the standards 
established in other states. They must also be financially in a position to 
compete with the schools of other states for teachers. 


3. The people of Virginia must face the fact of the great expense of 
medical education. Apart from a few heavily endowed schools, the burden 
of medical education must be borne by the States, and State universities 
must in the future play the chief role in the training of physicians. UlIti- 
mately every thickly populated state must support a strong medical school 
in connection with its State university and must support this school liber- 
ally. While there must be no extravagance, there must be no attempt to do 
cheaply what cannot be done cheaply. Other State universities will pay so 
much for teachers; Virginia must be in a position to offer the equivalent. 
Other State universities will develop their laboratories and teaching hos- 
pitals so as to give the best possible education to their physicians; Virginia 
must have a medical school which will compete in this respect with those 
of other States. 


4. The running expenses of conducting a medical school fall under 
two heads; first, that for salaries maintenance of laboratories, upkeep, ad- 
ministration, etc.; and, second, that for the provision of an adequate teach- 
ing hospital. We may refer to these as the Budget of the Medical School and 
the Budget of the Hospital. 


5. The Budget of a Medical School of 300—400 students calls for 
something like $175,000—$200,000 annually. This does not include the 
budget for dentistry, pharmacy, or special training for public health as a 
profession. It is the cost of the four-year course of the medical school 
proper. These figures are based upon the present budgets of other good 
medical schools of State universities with which Virginia must compete for 
teachers and students. Some of the more highly endowed medical schools 
have an annual budget of from $350,000 to $400,000. 


6. The combined incomes of the two State-supported medical schools—

exclusive of expenses of hospital operation—amount to not more than 
$100,000. Of this amount the State contributes about $22,000 to the Uni- 
versity of Virginia and $40,000 to $45,000 to the Medical College of Virginia. 
The rest is made up from tuition fees, and, in the case of the University 
of Virginia, from the general endowment of the University. 


7. As to buildings for the laboratories it may be stated that neither 
school has the laboratory accommodations for an entering class of more 
than 60 to 65 medical students. With even this number of students the 
laboratories are much too crowded. It will therefore be impossible to 
combine the two schools or to admit an entering class of 100 men until 
adequate laboratory accommodations are provided. 


8. At the University of Virginia a new laboratory building would be- 
required. This would cost from $300,000 to $350,000 unless there should 
be material reductions in building cost. 


9. The present chief laboratory building of the Medical College of Vir- 
ginia is a more modern building; but it must at present accommodate the 
work in dentistry and pharmacy as well as that in medicine. The old 
Medical College of Virginia building is utterly unsuited for modern needs. 
To accommodate the combined medical schools it would be necessary to 
erect on the site of the Virginia Hospital a building as large as the present 
laboratory building. The cost of this building has been estimated at about 
$300,000. 


10. The cost of providing adequate laboratory facilities would there- 
fore not differ greatly in Richmond and at the University. 


11. On the hospital side it is coming to be increasingly recognized 
that a strong medical school must absolutely control its teaching hospital. 
The wards of this hospital “must be connected with laboratories and class 
rooms in which disease can be studied and the art of diagnosis can be 
taught.” These laboratories must be laboratories of the medical school and 
not of a separately controlled hospital. Separately controlled municipal or 
private hospitals are never a safe and seldom a satisfactory dependence for 
a teaching clinic. This is shown by the efforts which several schools which 
now enjoy teaching privileges in such hospitals are making to secure, at great 
expense, their own teaching hospitals (e. g. Chicago, Columbia) and by the all 
but universal policy among the stronger states to provide their medical schools 
with state hospitals which they control absolutely for teaching purposes 
(Michigan, Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Nebraska, Indiana, etc.). 


12. Hither in Charlottesville or in Richmond reliance should there- 
fore be placed in a state hospital owned and controlled by the school. This 
hospital should have at least 350 and preferably 400 beds in the teaching 
clinic. It is also a safe prediction that in time this hospital will need en- 
largement. Such has been the experience of other states and in any case 
the possibility and the cost of future expansion should be taken into 
account. 

13. A proper teaching hospital should consist of units for the several 
services—internal medicine, surgery, obstetrics (or obstetrics and gyne- 
cology), pediatrics, and nervous diseases being the main divisions. Each 
of these units should be equipped with the means for teaching and studying 
the class of cases it treats. To haye part of the surgery taught in one 
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hospital and another part in another building decreases the efficiency of 
teaching and investigation. The same is trye of medicine, obstetrics, ete. 
While an ideal arrangement of services may not be had at first, the teach- 
ing hospital should be developed with reference to the ultimate attain- 
ment of this end; for we are planning for the future and not merely for 
the immediate present. The laboratories of the school should also be 
located so as to have the easiest possible access to the wards of the hos- 
pitals. A smaller number of patients studied in a hospital thus properly 
arranged for teaching—providing of course the requisite number and proper 
variety is secured—is more effective than work with a much larger number 
of patients treated in separate buildings and with the fundamental services 
separated. Only with a teaching plant of this kind would the future of 
the school as a strong and leading school of medicine be secure. 


14. The present University of Virginia Hospital is well arranged as 
a teaching hospital but it would have to be enlarged to one of at least 350 
clinical beds and preferably to one of 400 beds to meet the needs of a school 
of the proposed size (75 to 100 students in the senior class). This involves 
more than doubling its present size. On the other hand the State would 
be at no expense for the land and there are no physical difficulties in the 
way of building a hospital group properly arranged for clinical instruction. 
Expansion in the more distant future would also be possible with no expense 
for land. 


15. So far as the number of clinical beds is concerned the hospitals 
of the memorial group (Memorial, St. Philip, and Dooley) nearly approxi- 
mate the initial needs of the combined school. The present Virginia Hos- 
pital should not be included in the possibilities for the school. It is an 
antiquated and unsuitable structure and the space it occupies must be used 
for larger laboratory accommodations. It is also a municipal hospital 
under separate control and, while such a hospital may be used temporarily 
to supply deficiencies, this condition should be remedied as soon as possible. 
We are therefore equally concerned with the hospitals which at present are 
owned by the Medical College of Virginia. 


These hospitals (Memorial, St. Philip and Dooley) are poorly located 
for teaching purposes. Each of the major fundamental services—medical, 
surgical, obstetrical, etc—would have to work in two separate buildings. 
It would be impossible to concentrate the work of each service or to give 
the desired conditions for the most effective teaching. Dr. Welch in his 
conference with the Commission was very positive on this point, and Mr. 
Flexner’s memorandum shows that he holds the same view. It is a safe pre- 
diction that even if the University Hospital ceases to be a state hospital 
and the State transfers its appropriations for this purpose to the present 
Richmond hospitals, the plant will prove unsatisfactory from the teaching 
point of view and that rearrangements of buildings will be required in 
the future. This will mean the sacrifice of the property value of some 
of the present buildings, and it will also mean considerable expense for 
construction of new buildings. 

The separation of this hospital group by more than a city block from 
the college building is also open to criticism. The teaching clinic is being 
brought today into more and more intimate connection with the labora- 
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tories of the medical school and this separation even by only one or two 
city blocks must be regarded as a serious drawback to the proposed location 
of the school. For the proposition of the Medical College of Virginia is 
not only to locate in Richmond but to locate on the site and in the present 
buildings controlled by the Medical College of Virginia. 


The matter of future expansion is also one that we cannot afford to 
neglect. It is inevitable that this school must grow. Any expansion in the 
present location must be at the expense of purchasing city real estate - 
whose value will not be lessened by the establishment of the Medical De- 
partment of the University of Virginia on the property of the present Med- 
ical College of Virginia. The members of the Commission signing this 
minority report are of the opinion that a prerequisite of location in Rich- 
mond would be the actual ownership of sufficient land to provide for future 
expansion. 


16. Location of a medical school and its teaching hospital elsewhere 
than in a large city has been criticised on three grounds:—(1) the difficulty 
of providing the clinic in obstetrics; (2) the small size of the dispensary 
service, and (3) the great difficulty of transporting acute medical cases 
and especially infectious diseases to the hospital. 


Experience elsewhere shows that satisfactory obstetrical clinics can 
be built up in small towns. The use of hospitals for labor cases is steadily 
increasing both in rural and urban districts. 


Although a city dispensary furnishes a large amount of clinical ma- 
terial, the use which can profitably be made of this material in the third 
and fourth years of the medical curriculum is limited by the fact that cases 
cannot be as thoroughly studied as is essential for the beginner in medi- 
cine. The proper place for the dispensary is after the student has mastered 
the fundamental procedures of diagnosis and treatment; i. e., especially 
in the interne year. The most valuable contribution of dispensary work 
to the training of third and fourth year students can be provided partly 
by the dispensary service already available at Charlottesville and partly 
by the development of an outpatient diagnostic clinic in which students may 
be associated with the physicians as clinical clerks. 


The difficulties of transporting acute medical cases and even cases 
of cantagious disease to the hospital is rapidly diminishing with the im- 
provement of roads. This is shown by the constantly increasing hos- 
pitalization of these cases at the University Hospital during the past few 
years. With the further improvement of roads and wider range of am- 
bulance service there should be no difficulty in providing an adequate 
clinic in this respect at the University for the enlarged school. 


17. Our best advice is that in the future the clinic will come into 
increasingly closer and closer connection not only with the preclinical 
sciences but also with the basal sciences of physics, chemistry, biology 
psychology, etc., in the University proper. The better type of medical 
school will therefore function best in the immediate environment of the 
university, and university location should be made the policy of the State 
provided it is possible to secure adequate clinical facilities for the third 
and fourth years. 
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18. In the present University of Virginia Hospital the State has 
already gone for toward the establishment of an adequate teaching clinic 
for the enlarged school. It is not as if the University of Virginia had to 
grapple anew with the problem of the development of a clinic such as 
Michigan and Iowa have developed and Wisconsin is beginning to develop. 
The faculty is familiar with the conditions and would enter upon the pro- 
cess of enlargement with the advantage of past experience. With the begin- 
ning already made it is only necessary for the State to enlarge the present 
hospital by additional provision for separate services, these to be planned 
with special reference to the clinical teaching. This development should 
continue over a period of six or more years. The cost of construction will 
be considerable, and may aggregate within six or eight years as much as 
$750,000; or even $1,000,000; but the end result will be satisfactory, from 
the teaching point of view, and the advantages of university location will 
be retained. 


19. The Blue Ridge Sanatorium of the State Board of Health with 
120 beds, materially adds to tne teaching facilities at Charlottesville. Not 
only does it present exceptional opportunities for the study of tuberculosis 
but it also gives unusual advantages for the mastery of one of the most diffi- 
cult procedures in internal medicine,—namely, diagnosid of the chest. 
The present intimate connection between the Blue Ridge Sanatorium and 
the medical school of the University is regarded by leaders in the fight 
against tuberculosis as an ideal which has been realized only in a few 
cases and nowhere more perfectly realized than in this university. The 
sacrifice of this co-operation between sanatorium and medical school would 
be a serious loss to both. 


20. The essence of the hospital situation is therefore the following: 
at the University a larger outlay will be called for at the outset to accom- 
modate the combined school; but the whole group, hospitals and labora- 
tories can be planned as a teaching group admirably suited for all purposes 
of a medical school. The inevitable future expansion will also require no 
purchase oi real estate. 


In Rickmond the initial outlay on the plan proposed by the Medical 
College of Virginia will be less, but the group will be unsatisfactory for 
teaching purposes, and will become increasingly so with the development 
of the future needs of medical education. Expansion will require the 
purchase of expensive real estate, and it will be more difficult to include 
the present buildings in. a satisfactory teaching group. 


21. The expenses of operation—salaries of instructors, laboratory 
appropriations, etc.—are not essentially different at the University and in 
Richmond. 


Only in case reliance is to be placed upon securing the services of 
private practitioners of Richmond, for nominal salaries, as avocational 
teachers of clinical subjects will the expense of operation be less than at 
the University. The avocational system in clinical instruction is rapidly 
being replaced in all the better medical schools and will soon be a thing of 
the past. To place the medical department of the University on this basis 
will be to give up the vocational system which is in successful operation at 
the University in order to adopt a system which has proven itself unsatis- 
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factory and is elsewhere being discarded as rapidly as possible. It would 
be to take the most serious possible step backward and should not be enter- 
tained for a moment. If vocational teachers of clinical subjects are em- 
ployed, they will cost as much in one location as in the other. 


22. Desirable as is close association of schools of dentistry and medicine, 
this is not essential and would not justify the sacrifice of university loca- 
tion of the medical school. It is also questionable whether pharmacy 
requires university location, although the closest immediate pedagogical 
contacts of pharmacy are with the college courses in general, organic, 
and analytical chemistry and botany in the University and not with medicine 
itself. At the same time the State must make provision for instruction in 
these subjects. They can both be accommodated in the present building 
of the Medical School of Virginia. The uninterrupted continuance of in- 
struction in these subjects will be assured by the transfer of these schools 
to the University of Virginia control. 


23. In the matter of student activities—such as physical training, 
Y. M. C. A., and social life—these matters are already adequately cared 
for at the University and present no special problems such as they must 
necessarily present in the case of separate location. In the latter case 
they will have to be attended to at the expense of considerable faculty 
co-operation and they cannot possibly be solved in as satisfactory a manner 
as they would at the University. While the medical student has little 
time for the outside activities of ordinary college life, he should enjoy 
the advantages of some organized outside life and this is. best furnished 
in a university environment. 


24. There is a dangerous and distressing shortage of teachers of 
medical subjects and the most. difficult problem in operating a medical 
school is to secure a competent, active and devoted faculty. University 
associations strongly appeal to the men who enter the profession of teach- 
ing—vocational teachers—and a strong medical school at the University 
will attract these men more than one detached from this environment. 


25. Teaching is an underpaid profession. In a university community 
the professor’s salary determines the social and other demands on that 
salary. In a large city his immediate social group would be leading prac- 
titioners of medicine and surgery,—men whose incomes treble or quardruple 
his. Living conditions are therefore better at the University and this 
attracts better teachers. 


26. University environment is a real asset to a medical school and 
should not be sacrificed if it can be retained at reasonable cost. The 
contracts of university life have an invaluable formative influence upon 
the character of the men who are training for the practice of medicine and 
the two premedical years are not sufficient to give all this training which 
is desirable. 


27. Students in other departments of the University are broadened 
by contact with medicine. The lawyer, the engineer, the clergyman, and 
the man of affairs learn the scope and spirit of modern medicine. They 
acquire a sympathetic insight into medicine which will subsequently re- 
dound to the advantage of the State in their intelligent support of the 
advance of medicine and public health. 
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28. A great modern medical school on the campus of the University 
will attract to the profession of medicine a larger number of that large 
body of students who come to college after completing the high school 
course without having chosen their career. The medical school would 
be located at the chief source of supply. 


29. We must remember the fundamental fact which must be recog- 
nized and accepted that it is not possible to have either at. the University 
or in Richmond the advantages of both locations. The fact is that there 
are real advantages in both locations and real disadvantages in both 
locations. The only question is in which location do the advantages out- 
weigh the disadvantages. In this connection a fundamental consideration 
is that location in Richmond involves certain and irremediable sacrifices 
of university contacts and environment; location at the University on the 
other hand while introducing certain difficulties, on the whole presents 
only surmountable obstacles, and it is worth while to undertake to sur- 
mount these difficulties in order to secure the advantages which can be had 
nowhere else. This is especially true in view of the increasingly intimate 
connection which the clinic is sure to bear to the fundamental sciences. 


Recommendations of the Commission. 


The members of the Commission signing this report make the follow- 
ing recommendations: 


1. That there shall be but one state-supported medical school in Vir- 
ginia and this be the Medical Department of the University of Virginia, and, 
to this end, the Medical College of Virginia be consolidated with the 
medical department of the University of Virginia. 


2. That the combined medical school be located at the University 
of Virginia. 


3. That the State enter upon the enlargement of the plant at the 


University so as to meet the needs of a single state-supported medical 
school. 


4. That the departments of Dentistry and Pharmacy of the Medical 
College of Virginia become the corresponding departments of the Univer- 
sity of Virginia under the direction and control of the Rector and Visitors 
of the University of Virginia. We think that the best interests of dental 
and pharmacal instruction will be served by locating these departments 
at the University. Financial considerations may however render it advisable 
to continue these schools for the present without interruption in their 
present location. This matter should be left to the board of visitors of the 
University to determine. 


5. That all measures necessary to carry into effect the above recom- 
mendations shall be entrusted to the board of visitors of the University 
of Virginia, who shall enter into negotiations with the board of visitors of 
the Medical College of Virginia for the adjustment of whatever details 
may be necessary for the purpose of the consolidation. 
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Memorandum of Mr. Abraham Flexner Entitled 
The Medical School of the University of Virginia. 


In order that a wise decision may be reached as to where the State 
of Virginia should develop the Medical Department of the State University, 
we must begin with a clear conception of what, in its essence, medical 
education is. 


Medical education is an elaborate process, involving: 


(1) Considerable training in science before the student enters the 
medical school; } 


(2) Four years in the medical school; and 


(3) An interneship of a year or two after graduation from the medi- 
cal school. 


Even at the end of this elaborate process the graduate in medicine is 
hardly yet a doctor; he is, however, ready to enter upon the cautious 
practice of the profession, with a training that, if he is industrious will 
make him a sound practitioner of medicine and surgery. 


(4) Practice or experience, therefore rounds out medical education. 


There are thus four successive stages through which the young prac- 
titioner passes; first, he gets a scientific training in fundamental general 
science. This he receives in college. Second, he gets four years of train- 
ing in the medical sciences and in the main clinical branches. This period 
he spends in the medical school. Third, he gets a year or two of hospital 
interneship in the university hospital or some other hospital. Fourth, he 
begins the practical career which ultimately equips him as a practitioner 
of medicine. 


I have said that the prospective medical student passes the first stage 
in college. There he is supposed to master the technique of physics, chem- 
istry and biology to acquire the important fundamental scientific concep- 
tions which he will need throughout his scientific career. Time was when 
persons connected with independent or proprietary schools of medicine 
supposed that this preliminary scientific instruction could be furnished by 
the medical schools themselves, and a few schools undertook to furnish it. 
But the effort was not successful, because even practitioners of medicine 
came to see that it is not only important to learn scientific laws and facts, 
but that it is even more important for the young student to breathe the 
atmosphere of science in laboratories where a spirit of inquiry prevails, 
and to work with teachers who have a broad scientific training and outlook. 
This atmosphere and these teachers are to be found only in institutions 
of learning, and for this reason it is now universally admitted that the 
student must receive his fundamental scientific training in a well equipped 
and well developed college or university. 

We come next to the medical curriculum proper, the four-year course 
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leading to the M. D. degree. What is the object of this course? Its object 
is evidently not to make doctors, because, if such were the case, the four- 
year course would not have to be followed by an interneship in a hospital. 
The four-year medical course can, at.most, ground the student in the fun- 
damental medical sciences, train him in the art and technique of diagnosis 
and give him a limited practical experience in using his knowledge and his 
technique under the eye of trained teachers; thus, by the time he leaves 
the medical school the student will have mastered the tovis which -ill 
ultimately enable him to practice medicine and surgery with safety and 
intelligence. Medical education is, as has been said, mostly education, 
not mostly practice. The range of disease is so vast that it is utterly im- 
possible for the student to master it or to master any considerable por- 
tion of it during his four-year course in the medical schoo]. Indeed, he 
spends over two years learning anatomy, physiology, chemistry, bio-chem- 
istry, pharmacology, etc., which are, once more, only the tools by means 
of which he is going to grapple with the problem of disease. Then follow 
two brief years in which at the most he can be trained how ‘to use the 
technique and knowledge which he has been acquiring, how to observe, 
how to reason, and how, in a few representative instances, te deal with 
pathological conditions. The medical curriculum, therefore, does not pro- 
duce doctors. It trains men in the knowledge and use of a technique by 
means of which they may in time hope to become physicians and suigeons. 


Where can the student best get his training? 

In the old days when the medical school, without any preliminary 
requirement and without any interne requirement, used to turn out doctors 
in large numbers, medical education was in the hands of local groups of 
physicians; but, as the resources of science increased, and as men began to 
realize that even a four-year medical course could not make a doctor, the 
seat of medical education was transferred from the local proprietary 
group to the university. The independent medical school has practically 
disappeared in the last ten years, and it has disappeared because it does 
not fulfill the conditions required by modern medical education. The 
universities have simply had to take charge of medical education, because 
they alone have the facilities and they alone have the correct point of 
view and spirit. Universities exist to train men not in the immediate doing 
of practical tasks but in the discipline and the technique through which 
practical tasks may be ultimately accomplished in the most enlightened and 
progressive manner. 

At the conclusion of his four-year course of study our young graduate 
in medicine has acquired the fundamentals of the underlying sciences; ie 
has been taught how to apply his knowledge to the observation of path- 
ological conditions, how to make a diagnosis, and in a limited way how 
to manage a few representative diseases. Now he has his armament, his 
equipment, his tools, his point of view. At this stage he enters the hospitai, 
where, if he has been well trained up to this time, he will make rapid 
progress in learning how to deal with the varied conditions which he en. 
counters in the wards and dispensary. At the end of a year or two he 
should be ready to go out into the world, preferable in association with 
an older physician, but in any case his progress towards independence 
should henceforth be rapid and substantial. 
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With this brief account of medical education I suspect that most 
teachers of medicine in these days would be disposed to agree. You will 
observe that the first two stages belong on thigd view of the case to the 
university. There is here in Virginia, as I understand it, no difference 
of opinion on these points. Everybody agrees that the university should 
control the teaching in the fundamental sciences and everybody agrees 
that the university should organize and conduct the medical department. 
There is but one question to be answered, namely, where should the 
university conduct the medical school—on its own campus or in a remote 
city such as Richmond? 

Where should the medical school be located? 


If the university were itself situated in Richmond or Norfolk, nobody 
would dream of suggesting that the medical school should be located gseime- 
where else. That is, everybody would admit that the school would be 
stronger, and university administration would be more effective, if the 
entire university were concentrated. Everybody would admit that uni- 
versity spirit would be weaker and university administration less effective 
in any department—medicine, engineering, law, or what not—which was 
removed from the university campus. I take it therefore that, generally 
speaking, everybody would be in favor of concentration and against dis- 
persion. The burden of proof rests, therefore, upon those who favor 
removal. They. must show that medical education will gain, not lose, by 
the transfer of the medical school from Charlottesville to Richmond. 


In order that the university may train its students most effectually 
during the four years of the medical course, it needs, in the first place, 
laboratories, teaching staff and teaching facilities in the fields of anatomy, 
physiology, pathology, bacteriology, bio-chemistry and pharmacology. These 
laboratories are not independent of each other, nor are they independent of 
other scientific branches which the university develops. The various sciences 
are continuously intersecting one another, so that no one of them and no 
group of them can be detached without loss to itself and to its fellows. 
As far as these sciences are concerned, therefore, they cannot be detached 
from the university without injury to themselves and to other sciences. 
The medical sciences will suffer if they leave the university campus. 
And if they suffer, medical education is to that extent injured. This 
proposition would also, I believe, be accepted by all. 


There is, therefore, only one point in respect to which Richmond or 
Norfolk could possibly be superior to Charlottesville as the site of the 
university medical school, viz., in respect to clinical facilities. Let us 
consider this point in the light of what has been prevously said regarding 
the essence of the student’s medical training. 


For its clinical teaching the university needs a teaching hospital— 
that is, a hospital the wards of which are connected with laboratories 
and classrooms in which disease can be studied and in which the art of 
diagnosis can be taught. There must be patients numerous enough and 
varied enough to furnish the material by means of which the student can 
be trained, and by means of which the teacher may continue to be him- 
self a student of the unsolved problems of disease. It is not necessary 
that this material should be absolutely unlimited in amount or even that 
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it should contain all possible varieties of disease; there must, however, 
be so many patients that no patient need be worked over by too many 
students, and there must be variety enough to illustrate the various 
methods of differentiation which the scientific physician employs in arriving 
at a diagnosis. If the clinical material satisfies these conditions, it is of 
fundamental importance that it should be entirely under the control of 
the university, and that physicians and surgeons should enjoy the collab- 
oration and stimulus of scientists working in contiguous and overlapping 
fields. For these sciences, not themselves medical sciences, bear every 
day more and more intimately on medical progress and medical education. 

As compared with a large city, a small university town is at a dis- 
advantage in respect to the development of an outpatient department and 
a clinic for acute and infectious diseases. Yet the experience of the German 
universities and of some of the American universities in small towns 
shows that a good substitute for an outpatient department can be de- 
veloped by utilizing, first, local material; second, student material; third, 
ambulant patients who come to the university for diagnosis. Experience 
also shows that a medical clinic and clinics in the essential specialties can 
be built up in small places, for patients who seek the university clinic 
on account of the advantages it offers. The study of infectious disease can 
be managed in one of the several ways and is not of sufficient importance 
to be the deciding factor. 

We come thus to the nub of the whole matter. Can adequate medical 
and surgical clinics be built up at Charlottesville? The answer is given by 
Ann Arbor, which has developed one of the best medical schools in the 
country in a small town, and by Iowa City, which is developing what 
will undoubtedly be one of the important medical centers of the Middle 
West in another small town. Ann Arbor and Jowa City are, moreover, 
mere university towns—both inferior, I suspect, to Charlottesville in re- 
spect to the matter which we are discussing. The same answer was long 
ago given by the German universities. Great and successful medical schools 
have been developed on the continent by universities situated in small 
communities. At the time of my study of medical education in Hurope, 
Greifswald had a population of some 20,000; it had a university hospital 
of 478 beds; Marburg had a population of 20,000 and a university hospital 
of 664 beds; Tubingen, a population of less than 17,000 with a univer- 
sity hospital of 881 beds; Gottingen, a population of 34,000 with a uni- 
versity hospital of 458 beds. The fact is that a university hospital, ade- 
quate in size and in the variety of material, can be developed on the site 
of the university. Of course there are certain respects in which these 
hospitals are less developed than the corresponding hospitals in large cities. 
This is a regrettable loss, but, if one remembers what we have said above 
as to the precise function of the medical school in medical education, it is 
clear that these defects are not so very serious, since they can be 
remedied by the subsequent experience of the student as interne. To some 
extent, time cures the defect, for the small town becomes larger; and 
though it may never reach metropolitan size, Charlottesville will in course 
of time doubtless contain in itself and its immediate vicinity a population 
numerous enough to remedy in a measure the one disadvantage which 
it has to combat. 
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* The real question, therefore, is this: Is the university clinic, situated 
upon the university campus in close contact with scientific workers and 
scientific ideals, likely to be a better training school than a department 
of medicine situated in a remote city away from university control and 
university stimulus? For, as I have urged, the medical school is a train- 
ing school; it is not the whole of the student’s medical education; it has 
in any event to be supplemented by an internship. “No one assumes,” 
says Dr. Cole, Physician-in Chief to the Hospital of the Rockefeller Insti- 
tute, “that immediately aitcr a student obtains his degree he is a capable 
or even satisfactory practitioner of medicine. Where will the student get 
the wider experience and practice in technique? He will get it in the 
hospital or in actual practice.” 

There is another consideration to which I should be disposed to attach 
a good deal of importance... For many years medical education was in this 
country in the hands of practising physicians. Some years ago the teach- 
ing of the so-called laboratory branches was placed in the hands of full-time 
men who devoted their entire time to their respective subjects. Mean- 
while, practising physicians continued to teach the clinical subjects. It 
is now becoming very clear that clinical teaching like laboratory teaching 
is a man’s job; the part of the practitioner and the practising physician is 
therefore becoming more and more restricted, less and less important. 
There is therefore from this point of view less and less to be gained from 
locating the university department of medicine in a large city as such. 
The same is true of many of the facilities in the way of hospitals that 
are located in large cities. Municipal hospitals and other establishments 
supported by endowment or subscription, but in themselves not controlled 
by the university, are of steadily diminishing importance. The teaching 
of medicine, in a word, requires not quantity of material, but quality. 
Granted a minimum, it is much more important that the university control 
its material completely and that the university be equipped for its efficient 
use than that the university medical school should be affiliated with or 
related to a number of institutions which it does not completely manage. 


DENTISTRY, PHARMACY AND GRADUATE SCHOOLS. 


The other questions which are raised now as to the location of the 
dental school or the school of pharmacy are not of prime importance. 
Iowa City has a very large and prosperous dental department, so that it 
is quite obvious if the State wishes to develop dentistry as a department 
of the university it can be done at Charlottesville. The same is equally true. 
of pharmacy, though a question might be raised as to whether pharmacy 
should in these days be regarded as a university department. As to grad- 
uate work, there is a good deal of confused thinking. If graduate work 
means research, there is an added reason for proximity to the scientific 
departments of the university—an added reason for the university location; 
if, however, graduate work means polyclinic opportunities for men in prac-: 
tice, then only the great cities—Berlin, Vienna, New York, Chicage, etc.— 
have much to offer. 

In my judgment the most important factor is university contacts, 
ideals and activities. The Medical Department of the University of Vir- 
ginia must train physicians in a scientific spirit and it must advance our- 
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knowledge of diseases. All the sciences known to man and others that. 
the future will develop play a part in both these processes—both in train- 
ing students and in investigating the unsolved problems of disease. Team 
play in which all the resources of science are brought to bear is possible 
on the university campus; it cannot be secured elsewhere to anything like 
the same extent. Jt is easier and cheaper to bring patients to Charlottes- 
ville than to reproduce the university laboratories, workers, libraries, and 
spirit anywhere else. Defects have to be remedied in either case; but the 
Charlottesville defects can be largely remedied by a proper interneship; 
the Richmond defects are inherent and cannot, I should fear, be remedied 
at all. 


EXPENSE. 


As far as I can observe, the question of relative expense is of little 
practical importance. The Charlottesville hospital is excellent but will 
need extension. New permanent laboratory facilities will have to be pro- 
vided. The Richmond plant is more extensive, but is of no considerable 
value. The difference in investment required either for the creation of the 
medical department or its maintainance would not be enough in either 
case to influence opinion one way or the other. 


Under these circumstances, if the question were put to me as to where 
the State of Texas should locate its medical school I should say at Austin,,. 
not at Houston or San Antonio. If the State of Iowa asked me the question,,. 
I should say at Iowa City, not at Des Moines. If the State of Michigan 
asked, I should say at Ann Arbor, not at Detroit. If Wisconsin asked, I 
should say Madison, not Milwaukee; and now that Virginia asks, I should 
say for the same reason Charlottesville, not Richmond or Norfolk. I 
should add that in every case if the decision is made in favor of the uni- 
versity town, there must be legislation such as has already been adopted 


in Iowa and in Michigan for the purpose of facilitating the flow of clinical 
material to the university hospital.

CONCLUSION. 


One hesitates to participate in discussions of this kind,. because as a 
rule, they cannot be decided simply upon the basis of merit. Local or in- 
stitutional interests usually arise to confuse the issue; and so the solution 
adopted is either a compromise or else a victory for the party which can 
apply the greater pressure. But the present situation is plainly different; 
I have accepted the invitation to confer with you because [I have become 
convinced that all parties—the physicians of Richmond, the university 
authorities and the lay members of this Commission desire to find and to 
adopt the sound solution. It is of the highest social and educational im- 
portance to this Commonwealth that the Commission should pursue this 
policy, for the decision which you reach will be a permanent one; it will 
as for all time determine not only where the State of Virginia is to create 
its medical school, but what type of medical school the State will develop. 
It is my conviction—a conviction born of observation over a very wide 
area—that Virginia will hardly be able to develop a school of the highest 
grade, except as an immediate part of the State University at Charlottes- 
ville. A serviceable institution can be undoubtedly created elsewhere, but 
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it will cost as much, and lacking the co-operation and stimulus of other 
university departments, will, I fear, necessarily be upon a somewhat lower 
scientific and educational plan. -

In conformity with my letter of November 12th, I have been engaged 
in certain examinations concerning the development of medical schools in 
smaller cities. 

The essential facts touching the condition of medical education in 
the State of Virginia are well known amongst those interested in medical 
progress. I apprehend that these facts may be stated in the following terms: 


1. At the present time the State of Virginia is subsidizing two medical 
schools; one, in Charlottesville, the other, the Medical College of Virginia 
in Richmond. This situation is a reproach to the medical intelligence of 
the State, and an injustice to the people of Virginia. It should cease as 
soon as possible. 

2. Neither of these medical schools, between which the State support 
is divided, has at present the resources adequate to conduct a modern medi- 
cal school, even upon an economical and modest basis. 


3. Any medical school in Virginia, supported in whole or in part by 
the State, should be a part of the University of Virginia and under the con- 
trol and direction of its governing board and president. 


4. Although a few divided medical schools still exist, medical opinion 
is practically unanimous in the conclusion that to offer the first two years 
of a medical curriculum in one place and the last two years in another 
is not only a waste of funds, but results in a diminution of the effectiveness 
of the school as a whole. A medical school, half of. which is in Char- 
lottesville and the other half in Richmond, is no solution of the problem 
of medical education in Virginia. ‘ 


5. If, therefore the State of Virginia is to support medical education 
at all, such support should be given to a single medical school situated 
either in Charlottesville or in Richmond, and in either case under the 
direction of the University of Virginia. 

In the discussion that has gone on for some years in Virginia touch- 
ing this matter, those who desire the medical school at Richmond have 
argued the impossibility of developing a large and efficient medical school 
in a small city like Charlottesville. Those in favor of state support for 
a united schoo] at Charlottesville, have set forth the argument that it is 
impossible for a university to control and direct a school so far away as 
Richmond, and that, under such an arrangement, the medical school would 
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lack that spirit and those scholarly standards which constitute the reason 
for making the medical school a department of the university. 


Since I received your letter, I have had a fresh examination made of 
the two medical schools in this country that may be considered success- 
ful large medical schools in small cities,—namely, the medical school at 
Ann Arbor, and that at Iowa City. The first has a student group of 
approximately four hundred, and the second of approximately three 
hundred. It is perfectly clear, from all the information available, that 
granted a generous support from the State, the enactment of laws adapted 
to that purpose, and the establishment of hospital facilities, a good med- 
ical school can be developed in a small city like Iowa City or Ann Arbor, 
notwithstanding certain evident limitations attaching to a small city in 
the matter of medical teaching. Undoubtedly in this development the in- 
timate relation of the medical school with the university and the ability to 
select teachers without pressure from professional sources have been factors. 

On the other hand, it is equally clear also that there are certain limi- 
tations upon a small city as a medical centre, some of which can be removed 
only with difficulty and others by a considerable expense. An outpatient 
department in a small city comparable to that which is to be had in a city 
of fair size, is difficult to attain. Specialties in medical practice, such as 
the fields of contagious diseases and obstetrics, are difficult to compass in 
a small city. Furthermore, the notion that the university can only inspire 
and direct a medical school, which is in physical contact with it, rests on 
a misapprehension. Few medical schools have had any intimate or close 
contact as between the medical faculty on the one hand and the scientific 
faculty of the university on the other, desirable as this sort of intimacy 
might be. Such relationships as have come about in this respect, for ex- 
ample as between the department of chemistry on the one hand and clinical 
medicine on the other, have been usually personal contacts. Great medical 
schools have arisen, as in the case of Johns Hopkins, in a large city and 
in the case of Ann Arbor in a small city, through the presence of far-sighted 
and devoted men in the medical faculty. The contact of the university 
with its medical school lies generally in the association between the pres- 
ident and the governing body on the one hand and the medical teachers 
on the other. The service of the university to its medical school lies 
chiefly in giving to it the same scholarly background which other de- 
partments of the university have, in insisting upon the maintenance of 
scholarly standards, and in providing for the support of the medical de- 
partment exactly as for the support of other parts of the university. How- 
ever desirable an intimate contact may be between the various branches 
of the university, it is perfectly clear that a great medical school may be 
developed by a university somewhat independent of the proximity, depend- 
ing mainly upon the contact of the president and of the governing body 
on the one hand and the men in the medical school on the other. . 

Looking over the whole question, therefore, it seems perfectly clear 
that given the united support of the State and a generous attitude toward 
the medical department both in the matter of appropriations and legisla- 
tion, it would be entirely possible for the University of Virginia to build 
up a strong medical school either at Charlottesville or at Richmond. It 
seems unlikely to me that the decision of this question can be brought down 
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to a technical question of the relative fitness of small cities or large cities 


* as sites for a. medical school. 


The essential question which lies before your Commission seems to 
me rather one of sound policy and educational statesmanship than one to 
be determined upon expert testimony in which a large amount of evidence 
will be found on both sides. The real question before your commission is 
whether there is sufficient vision and patrotism in those who have to do 
with medical education in Virginia to bring about a united effort behind 
a single medical school under the direction of the university whether at 
one place or the other, and if this is answered in the affirmative the ques- 
tion as to whether this school shall be at Charlottesville or at Richmond 
becomes one rather of large policy and sound judgment than of weighing 
the relative advantages to be found in a small city or a large one. This 
question, it seems to me, must be settled by the gentlemen of your Com- 
mission upon larger grounds than those of a discussion based on the 
possibilities of small and large cities for medical teaching. 


It appears to me, therefore, that the question has come to the point 
where outside expert testimony can be of comparatively little assistance to 
you, that the question is one that must be decided by the good sense and 
sound judgment of those responsible for medical education in Virginia. For 
this reason I have some doubt whether a further technical examination 
on the part of the Carnegie Foundation would be of any great advantage. 


I venture to write thus frankly my view of the situation, but I shall 
be very glad to have your Commission indicate whether you still feel that 
we can be of further service and whether, in your judgment, it would be 
of any advantage for me to have a meeting with your Commission.

Your letter of December 23 has remained unanswered partly because of 
absence and partly by reason of a very great number of duties. I have 
received also under date of January 4 an enquiry from Dr.__-_--_~_ who 
fears lest the people of the Valley of Virginia may lose the great advan- 
tage of the University Hospital at Charlottesville if the medical school is 
removed to Richmond. He proposes, therefore, to retain the medical school 
at Charlottesville but to inaugurate a post graduate school in Richmond 
which when united with the schools of dentistry and pharmacy he feels 
will go far to satisfy the desires of those who wish a medical school in 
Richmond. 

Both. youreslettercands toate Orel ss. seem to me to illustrate afresh 
the relevancy of my remark in my former letter—namely, that your Com- 
mission is dealing with a question in which the immediate interests of two 
groups of people are involved, and for its sound solution you stand in need, 
not so much of technical medical advice, as a well-considered public 
policy. The question is impossible of any satisfactory answer unless your 
Commission and those in charge of the medical schools are able to consider 
the matter from this point of view. 

The Carnegie Foundation since receiving your request has had a care- 
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ful examination made of two groups of medical schools—(1) medical 
schools in small cities, (2) medical schools in large cities governed by 
universities more or less remote from them. In some cases, as in the 
case of Harvard, the university and its medical school although in different 
cities are separated by only a few miles; in other cases, as in that of the 
Cornell Medical School, the distance between the two is some hundreds 
of miles. An expert committee desiring to throw light on your problem 
would make its studies, not in Virginia, but at other places in the country 
where medical schools have been developed under both conditions for a 
term of years. This does not mean that a committee of expert medical men 
examining your two schools could not make valuable suggestions, but it does 
mean that an impartial committee considering the two situations would make 
its studies elsewhere and in cases where the corresponding problems had 
been worked out over a term of years. 

As a result of these examinations it is perfectly clear that, given the 
undivided support of the State and of the medical profession, a strong 
and fairly large medical school can be developed either at Charlottesville 
or at Richmond. It is equally evident that each of these sites has its own 
weaknesses, and these were pointed out in my former letter. The deci- 
sion comes down not to a matter of technical judgment but to one of sound 
state policy. 

At this point I venture to say a word as to Dr.___-__-- ’3 enquiry since 
it illustrates how fully this matter of medical education in Virginia has 
become an issue as between two local interests. His suggestion is an effort 
to harmonize these two claims by a compromise. The medical school, is to 
remain at Charlottesville but a post graduate medical school,  to- 
gether with the schools of dentistry and pharmacy are to form a second 
medical centre in Richmond. Such a plan seems to me destructive of 
the very object you are trying to attain. In the first place, the post- 
graduate school, the dental school and the school of pharmacy ought to be 
part of the medical school. How long would it be if they were set up in 
Richmond before an undergraduate school would be added and the whole 
expensive competition would begin over again? It seems to me that this Com- 
mission ought not to regard itself as an arbitration board to compromise the 
differences between two rival claimants, but rather as the judges between 
two clear-cut proposals to be judged upon the grounds of large public 
policy. 

Granting that under proper support a strong medical school can be 
developed at either Charlottesville or Richmond, then the board finds 
itself face to face with this question: At which of these two places will 
it be more feasible for the State medical school to secure the loyal and 
hearty support to the State government of the medical profession, and of the 
people of Virginia? When this question is answered fairly and wisely your 
problem is solved, provided always that those who have to do with medical 
education will loyally accept and support the division. 

Richmond is the capital of the State and its chief city. Its manufactures 
and its commerce are growing rapidly. For these reasons it is the home also 
of the largest body of medical practitioners and the most influential spot 
for the creation of medical opinion. This has its advantages and its dis- 
advantages in the development of a medical school. Medical politics 
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have been in many States the bane of medical education. But, so soon 
as Richmond is without a medical school, a strong temptation will arise 
for some group of medical practitioners to start a new medical school, and 
anyone who knows the ways of colleges and universities will not doubt 
that one will be found ready to lend the shelter of its charter to such a 
venture. So long as the capital city is not the site of a medical school, the 
opportunity for dividing the medical support of the State will always 
_ be present. This is a matter which your committee cannot afford to leave 
out of view. 

I trust that your coiamittee will address itself first to this question 
and that it will altogether abandon the notion of trying to compromise 
two competing local interests. Your medical school, including all its 
developments—undergraduate school, post-graduate school, dental school, 
and school of pharmacy—ought to be in one place. You ought to make your 
decision between two clear cut proposals—the medical school in all its 
divisions to be developed either at the one place or at the other. To this 
decision I am sure you will bring a common sense judgment and an un- 
selfish spirit. Medical education in the great Commonwealth of Virginia 
ought not to be settled on the basis of' any local interest however im- 
portant.

I am not sure that I can add anything to the two letters which I have 
written you in reply to yours of January 15. It is perhaps .almost in- 
evitable that any group of men who have had the contact of a small 
medical school in the immediate vicinity of a university in which some- 
what intensive personal work has been possible will have a strong con- 
viction that such a condition is most favorable for medical education. 
It is equally likely that a group of men who have had to do with a medical 
school in a larger city will have a strong conviction that the advantages 
to be had in a city in medical education are of greater weight than those 
which lie in the close contact of a small group of students with uni- 
versity life. 


I do not believe that any report by a technical body of men will change 
the opinions of either of these groups: I have had the informal expression 
of opinion of several men of high medical training who have visited both 
your Virginia schools, but I do not think that any of them could advance 
an argument in favor of one as compared with the other that would be 
convincing to those whose opinions are now formed. 


I go back, therefore, to what seems to me the basis upon which the 
matter: must be settled. In my judgment there can be developed either 
at Charlottesville or at Richmond, with the generous support of the State, 
a strong medical school and that the difference between the effectiveness 
of the teaching in the two places is not of such character as to determine 
the location of the school. One must remember that at the present time 
medical students are required to have a certain amount of college train- 
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ing and that in the future this will be increasingly true. If these general 
conclusions are sound, the university will have to take into account, in 
fixing a site for its medical school, certain matters of general policy. 

In which site can the university expect through its medical school 
to render the greatest service to all the people of the State of Virginia 
and to medical science and research? 

In which site will the development of a strong medical school with 
its allied institutions—such as the dental school, the school for post- 
graduates, the school for public hygiene—serve the cause of medical pro- 
gress and the public health in the largest and most satisfactory way? 

These questions and similar ones are rather questions of medical 
statesmanship than of medical technique, and the determination of the 
matter is likely to turn on these questions rather than on the educational 
superiority of the one site or the other, for in my judgment no superiority 
exists so great or so compelling as to justify the settlement of the matter 
upon educational grounds only.

Letters From Presidents and Deans of Medical Schools in Re- 
sponse to the Questionnaire of the Commission. 


1. The University of California, located at Berkeley, conducts the 
first year and a half of its medical school at Berkeley and the last two and 
a half years at San Francisco. The president. Dr. D. P. Barrows, writes 
as follows: 


1. The University of California, located at Berkerley, conducts the 
cal school along side of the university are paramount to almost 
every other consideration. I think the experience of such medical 
schools as that of Ann Arbor shows that patients will come from 
any distance to secure the benefit of a good hospital. If an adequate 
teaching hospital can be constructed and maintained on the campus 
of the university and if edequate laboratory facilities can be con- 
structed within this hospital or adjacent to it, I believe the fore- 
most condition for sustained medical education is fulfilled.” 


2. The Leland Stanford University, located at Palo Alto, Cal., conducts 
the first year and a half of its school of medicine at Palo Alto, and the 
last two and a half years at San Francisco. This is not a state univer- 
sity, and therefore it is questionable whether experience can be used in’ 
the comparison. 


President Ray Lyman Wilbur writes: 


“We have found the medical school of very great advantage to the 
University. Our institution is a rural university and the advan- 
tages of a rural university are so great that we would not be in- 
clined, under any circumstances, to transfer the university to a city. 
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On the other hand, it is inevitable that the clinical part of a medical 
school shall. be in or near a large city. Under such circumstances 
there was nothing for Stanford to do except to divide its medical 
curriculum in such a way that the clinical work could be given in 
the hospitals of San Francisco. It is a little over an hour’s ride 
by automobile from the University to the medical school. There is 
a close contact from an administrative standpoint and a fairly close 
one from the academic side. The presence of the departments of 
Anatomy, Physiology and Bacteriology upon the university campus 
is stimulating to the scientific departments and to the professional 
work of the students. 


The important thing about the medical school it to bring together 
The important thing about the medical school its to bring together 
largely a matter of geography. The transportability of the patient 
has markedly increased with the development of good roads and the 
automobiles. Likewise the ease with which the physician moves 
about has become markedly increased. The problem then has be- 
come one largely of finances. It would be possible to develop a hos- 
pital at a considerable distance from the city, but only at a consider- 
able expense. The medical school at the University of Tubingen in 
Germany is probably the best example of the development of such an 
institution. Patients from all over that part of Germany are sent 
to this hospital, but under special arrangements. I saw fine clinics 
there. The University of Michigan plan in this country is possible 
wherever .a state university can locate a hospital for the insane and 
other kindred state institutions directly upon the university campus. 
As I have indicated above from the standpoint of finances such a plan 
is practically prohibitive for an endowed institution such as ours.” 


The Dean of the above University, Dr. W. Ophus, writes: 


“T wish to say that it no doubt would be of great value to our 
medical school if it were located at the seat of the University, prefer- 
ably on the same campus. I believe that the advantages of such an 
arrangement would be mutual because the University would be bene- 
fited by contact with the outside world that would be afforded by 
its medical schools. The teaching in the medical school would be im- 
proved by the academic traditions of the University and research 
work would be stimulated by the interchange of ideas between the 
departments of the medical school and the other departments in the 
University. Such a fructifying exchange of ideas can be hoped for 
especially with the science departments but a first hand knowledge 
of what is going on in such departments as Mathematics, History, 
Economics, Education would naturally .tend to broaden the horizon 
of the medical teachers. 

As medicine advances it becomes more and more evident that 
it is developing along psychological and sociological lines which can 
be fully developed only in very close co-operation with the correspond- 
ing University departments. 


I have already stated that I am strongly of the opinion that the 
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University itself derives much of value from its department of medi- 
cine if the two are closely co-ordinated. 

Our medical school was located in San Francisco primarily because 
there then was in existence in San Francisco a well established 
medical school, the Cooper Medical College, which was ready to turn 
over its plant, consisting of a hospital, a medical school building, and 
a well endowed medical library free of all encumbrances to the Uni- 
versity under the single condition that medical instruction to under- 
graduates should be continued by the University and that the name 
of the founder of the medical school, Dr. Levi Cooper Lane, should 
be preserved in certain memorials. An additional reason was that 
no funds were immediately available to build up a clinic at the seat 
of the University and adequate facilities for clinical teaching were 
furnished in the hospital donated to the University and the Municipal 
Hospital of the city and county of San Francisco, the medical ser- 
vice of which is equally divided between the medical schools. 


Cooper Medical College was anxious to discontinue its work of 
medical instruction because they saw clearly that it was impossible 
for them to raise their entrance requirements to the desired level 
and find the funds necessary for modern medical education. * * * 

“* * * we miss the close association with the University teach- 
ers and other departments. It is also difficult in a medical’ depart- 
ment in a large city to keep up the academic standards of teaching 
and investigation although I must acknowledge that we have succeeded 
rather well along these lines. 


The advantages consequent upon our present location are in 
addition to ample clinical facilities a possibility of recruiting a 
large and very competent clinical staff in connection with the medi- 
cal school. A good part of the executive work, of the teaching and 
much of the research in our medical school is carried on by our 
fully paid clinical staff, the members of which, have the same re- 
lation to the University as the teachers in any other university 
department and receive the same compensation, but in addition we 
have a large staff of clinical instructors who practice in the city 
but devote a certain amount of time to instruction and research. * * 

* * T personally believe that the influence of these men, if they 
are the proper type and competent, upon the students and upon the 
rest of the teachers is a very good one and should consider the im- 
possibility of attaching such an enthusiastic, more or less volunteer 
clinical staff to the medical school one of the greatest drawbacks 
in establishing a medical school away from a large city. * * * ” 


3. The University of Colorado, located at Boulder, conducts the first 
two years of its school of medicine at Boulder and the last two years at 
Denver, 30 miles away. It has just been decided to consolidate the entire 
school at Denver. 


The president, Dr. George Norlin, sums up the situation in that State 
by saying: 


“Undoubtedly we shall sacrifice not a little if we move the Medical 
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School entirely to Denver. There is a distinct advantage to our 
students to be in the general University atmosphere as long as 
possible, and there is always the danger that a medical school ina 
large city distant from the other schools of a University: will become 
possessed of more of the commercial spirit and less of the idealism 
of academic life. I am inclined to think, however, that the gain to 
the students in the way of clinical opportunities is more than enough 
to offset this loss.” 


The dean of the above university, Dr. Charles N. Meader, has the 
following to say: 


4. 


“In summary I think I may say that if equally or even approz- 
imately equally good clinical facilities were available at the seat of 
the University we should much prefer to develop the medical school 
in close geographical connection with it. We feel, however, that 
this cannot be the case in a small city, even though a State Hospital 
drawing patients freely from the State at large be established as at 
Iowa and Michigan, because such a clinic is handicapped in obstetrics 
and contagious diseases, seriously handicapped for acute cases, and 
must depend almost altogether upon a full-time clinical staff for 
clinical teaching. While the full-time clinical teaching plan has 
many very attractive features, it seems to me that some of its draw- 
backs, as a sole reliance make it desirable to go slow about adopting 
it enthusiastically even though adequate funds are available. I 
omitted to mention in my category above a most serious obstacle 
to the development of a well-founded clinical teaching programme 
in a small city, that is, the practical impossibility of developing 
and adequate ambulatory clinic.” 


The University of Illinois located at Urbana conducts its College 


of Medicine in Chicago (p. 2,701). 


Phe deans :Dr. A. C, Bycleshymer writes as follows: 


“Tt would be of value to this medical school to be located at the 
university, the benefits being ‘‘university atmosphere, and univer- 
sity resources,—Library, Physical, Chemical, Biological and Psycho- 
logical Laboratories.” 


The reason the medical school is located elsewhere than at 
the seat of the University is that the medical school grew up in Chi- 
cago, aS a business enterprise and was subsequently merged with the 
University at Urbana. . : 

Dr. Eycleshymer thinks that he would probably decide to locate 
the medical school at the university if he had to make the decision 
anew, at the present time, assuming a reasonable prospect of build- 
ing up an adequate clinic. He thinks the location in Chicago has 
benefitted by giving a great variety of clinical cases; by allowing 
the school to secure great clinicians as teachers, and by affording 
easy access to a great library. 


In commenting on University of Michigan, he recognizes the ad- 
vantages of university location and atmosphere, but refers to the 
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absence of the stimulus of brisk competition; to the absence of 
emergency cases, and the limited variety of cases.” 


The Acting President, Dr. David Kinley, stated the following advan- 
tages of locating the school at Chicago rather than Urbana: 


“The first reason, therefore, why our medical school is located 
elsewhere than in Urbana is a historical one. We did, however, at 
one time consider developing a medical school at Urbana instead of 
maintaining one in Chicago, but in this connection the question of 
clinical facilities was decisive. The location of our medical school 
in Chicago gives the faculty and students access to important medical 
libraries, brings the faculty in contact with many eminent physicians 
in practice there, and probably gives us some advantages in securing 
internship and similar appointments in the Chicago hospitals.” 


5. The Indiana University, located at Blooomington, conducts the 
first year of the School of Medicine at Bloomington and the last three 
years at Indianapolis. (p. 314,194.) 


Dr. Charles P. Emerson, dean, writes that the University was aimost 
ninety years old before the medical department was started, and then, in 
1907 a beginning was made of teaching clinical branches in Indianapolis: 


“T think it would be of value if the medical school proper could 
be located at the seat of the University of which it is a part, and 
yet I do not think that this makes very much difference. * * * I 
doubt very much that the students get very much direct benefit from 
proximity of the University. I still believe that the medical school 
should be where they can have the best dispensary service, that is 
in a large city, and personally would rather move the university, if 
that were possible. Since we are in a large city we have the advan- 
tages of the assistance of the best practitioners in the State. Our 
dispensary and hospital teaching is much better because of the vol- 
unteer service of these men.” 


6. The University of Iowa, located at Iowa City, conducts its College 
of medicine at Iowa City. (p. 11,267.) 


The president, Dr. W. A. Jessup, writes: 


“Iowa met this problem a number of years ago by locating the 
College of Medicine permanently on the campus of the State University. 
Our experience is such as to warrant us in stating to you that there 
can be no question as to the wisdom of this policy. If you have any 
doubt about it we would urge your Commission to come to Iowa City 
with the view toward making a personal investigation of the success 
of our plan.” 


The dean, Dr. L. W. Dean, writes: 


“A school of medicine can only develop best when intimately 
connected with the university. * * * The research work of a 
school of medicine is bound to suffer by having the medical school 
separate form the university.” 
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7. The University of Kansas, located at Lawrence, conducts its School 
of Medicine at Rosedale (p. 7,674), which is a suburb of Kansas City. 

The dean, Dr. Melvin D. Sudier, writes that he thinks it would be of 
value to the other departments of the University to have the School of 
Medicine located at the seat of the University. Kansas was induced to 
locate its medical department at Rosedale because of the offer of a tract 
of land and some money. He doubts whether this decision would be changed 
if it had to be made over again even though there was a reasonable pros- 
pect of buildings and adequate clinics. The advantages of the present lo- 
cation are better teachers and facilities—-He concludes, however, as 
follows: 


“When I look at places like Heidelburg, Iowa City, Rochester, 
Minn., etc., I feel with properly trained men and proper facilities, 
patients will come anywhere, and I am a firm believer in it—In 
the case of Virginia, I believe the entire medical school should un- 
doubtedly be at Charlottesville.” 


8. The University of Michigan, located at Ann Arbor, conducts its 
Medical School at Ann Arbor. (p. 19,516.) 


The president, Dr. M. L. Burton, writes: 


“My answer to your question is most emphatic. I believe it is of 
the highest value to the medical school of this University to be located 
here at Ann Arbor. The medical school is benefited by all of those 
influences which naturally gather about a great university. More- 
over, the possibility of co-operation with the other colleges of the 
University make for the enrichment and improvement of the life 
of the students in the medical school. 

“In answer to question 21, I am certain that everyone here re- 
gards it as a high value to the University to have our Medical School 
located upon the campus. I am sure that our work in the fundamen- 
tal sciences can not help but be strengthened and benefited by the 
presence of the medical school. The members of the faculty of 
the Medical School add just that much to the general life which makes 
up the University. The School, with its hospitals, affords unusual 
facilities for the operation of our University Health Service. * * * 

“It is obvious that a medical school located in a small city, such 
as Ann Arbor, must have difficulty in securing sufficient clinical 
materials. By virtue of our relationship to the State as a whole, 
however, this problem has been completely overcome and I think 
we, in no way, suffer from the limitations that might have been an- 
ticipated. 

“In comment upon question 36, it seems to be perfectly obvious 
that some universities have been compelled to locate their medical 
schools in large centers where there will be ample clinical material. 
I have been administrator, dealing with the institutions as a whole, 
so I say from experience, that I think it is as a rule unfortunate to 
have the university scattered around on various campuses. The unity, 
cohesion, and correlation of the university must not be lost sight of. 
All parts are benefited by all of them being in close proximity and 
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by ample opportunity being offered for co-operation between the 
units.” 


The dean, Dr. Victor C. Vaughan, writes: 


“The location of the University of Michigan with all its depart- 
ments in the small town of Ann Arbor, was, in my opinion, a mistake. 
The whole university should have been located at Detroit. * * * 
The purpose of a university is to serve the people of the State. * * * 
Michigan has a population of between three and four million—roundly 
one million of these people are in Detroit. The University could 
have served the rest of the State just as well located in Detroit as 
it has located in Ann Arbor and at the same time it could have 
served the people of Detroit far better. * * * IJnasmuch as the 
University of Michigan was located at Ann Arbor, I am glad that 
the Medical School was also located at Ann Arbor. * * * JT am 
sure it is of great advantage to the medical school to be located 
at the seat of the University. * * * There are thousands of 
young men who come to the University without any definite idea as 
to what profession they will follow. The Medical School of the 
University of Michigan has attracted a great many hundreds of 
these thousands. * * * The association of members of the faculty 
with eminent men in other branches of learning is of the highest 
value. * * * Both faculty and students have the use, not only 
of the medical library, but of the general library. * * * For many 
years we did not have sufficient clinical material but that has been 
all remedied. * * * The reason why I most regret the Univer- 
sity was not located in Detroit is our inability to at one and the 
same time utilize the clinical material and serve the people of 
Detroit.” 


9. The University of Nebraska, located at Lincoln, conducts its Col- 
lege of Medicine at Omaha. (p. 191,601.) 


The dean, Dr. Irwing S. Cuttter, writes that in 1913 the medical 
department was moved to Omaha, a city of 200,000 inhabitants and 
that the move secured a “strong, active, and brilliant clinical fac- 
ulty, who serve without cost to the State’; ample clinical material 
in a hospital of 130 beds; an outpatient department with 75 to 100 
visits a day. 


On the whole, we feel that the advantages of the Omaha location 
distinctly out-weigh the disadvantages. There is greater sincerity 
of purpose in our students. Medicine cannot be taught other than 
from illustrative cases. Schools like the University of Iowa and 
the University of Michigan, if absolutely frank in their statements, 
must admit the lack of cases in the outpatient departments and the 
lack of acute cases in their hospitals. I have visited the institutions 
above named on many occasions and believe I am correct in the con- 
clusion.” ; 


10. Cornell University, located at Ithaca, conducts the first year of 
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its medical department in Ithaca (p. 17,004) and all four years in New 
York. (p. 5,620,440.) 


“The dean, Dr. Walter L. Niles, writes that the medical school 
was located away from the university because of inadequate clinical 
facilities at Ithaca and because of a very special situation which 
presented itself in New York City at the time the move was 
made. He recognized the advantages of university location, 
granted an adequate clinic, but “believes that large clinical facilities 
are necessary for the development of a medical school. It will 
always be difficult to attract the best teacher into small communi- 
ties.” 


11. The University of Oregon, located at Eugene, conducts its depart- 
ment of medicine in Portland. (p. 258,288.) 


In Oregon, according to secretary Onthank, the medical school is 
at Portland 130 miles from the State University. In this State of 
wide expanse and scattered population the SO eee consideration 
is to obtain clinical material. 


12. The University of Tennessee, located at Konxville, conducts its 
Department of Medicine in Memphis. (np. 162,351.) 


The dean, Dr. McIver Woody, makes the following statements: 


“We are glad to be in Memphis because by being there we are 
able to give the largest educational return for the money expended. 
We believe that the medical department of the State University, 
should -be in the largest city of the State * * * 

“By being located in a large city, the medical school can co- 
operate with the large public agencies that cluster about the State 
capital. Here in the largest city of the State, we have affiliations 
with Government, State, and City. 


“When the University of Michigan established its Medical School 
in Ann Arbor, the medical situation in the large cities was dom- 
inated by the proprietary schools, and the university medical school 
has less to contend with in the small university town. Today con- 
ditions are different. Strong-endowed universities have demon- 
strated what a university controlled medical school can accomplish 
in a large city; it now remains for the State university to carry 
the work forward on a larger scale of which state supported insti- 
tutions alone are capable. * * * The campus of our State Uni- 
versity, the University of Tennessee, is the State of Tennessee.” 


13. The Medical College of the State of South Carolina, is located 
at Charleston® *(p. 67/957.) 


The dean, Dr. Robert Wilson, Jr., writes that the University of South 
Carolina has no medical department. The medical college is an inde- 
pendent institution supported by the State. He says: 


“Under existing conditions it would not be of value to our Med- 
ical School to be located at the seat of the University. * * * I should 
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prefer to have the medical college located in the city in which there 
are already adequate facilities for clinical teaching rather than in 
a city in which there is only a reasonable prospect of building up 
an adequate clinic.” 


14. The University of Texas, located at Austin, conducts its Depar- 
ment of Medicine in Galveston. (p. 44,255.) 


The president, Dr. Robert E. Vinson, writes that the medical school 
was established away from the University because a hospital was donated, 
and by a vote of the people of Texas, Galveston, a large city, was selected. 
He says also: 


“In my judgment, given adequate clinical facilities at the main Uni- 
versity, it would undoubtedly accrue to the benefit both of the Univer- 
sity and the Medical Branch for the two to be located together. This 
would give greater ease of administration, would undoubtedly mean 
considerable economy from the standpoint of both buildings and 
teaching staff, but, best of all, in my judgment, would accrue to 
the scientific productivity of the faculty of the Medical Branch 
through its association with the teachers of the other scientific de- 
partments. * * * ‘The location of the Medical Branch at the seat 
of the University would also react favorably upon the University 
itself. aa te 

I have only to say further that I think that the policy in an 
institution like the University of Michigan in locating its medical 
branch at the seat of the university, notwithstanding the fact that 
the university is located in a small town, is most admirable. It has 
compelled the building up of a clinic to which the whole State of 
Michigan has access, and by so doing has simply spread the advanta- 
ges offered by the University throughout the State instead of con- 
fining them, as in some instances, to local communities.” 


The dean of the same institution, Dr. W. S. Carter, has presented to 
the Commission lengthy and interesting discussions of the problems at issue. 
It is difficult to condense his letters but the following quotation is given: 


“If the University had full control over its teaching hospital, with 
a sufficient number of teachers for all clinical subjects; with ade- 
quate financial support, and.an abundance of clinical material, in- 
cluding obstetrics and the specialties, and if there were uncertain- 
ties concerning the control and financial support of the teaching hos- 
pital in a larger city, I would probably prefer to have the medical 
school located at the seat of the University. This opinion is based 
largely upon the experience of the University of Michigan and the 
University of Iowa in developing state hospitals for clinical teach- 
ing in small cities. However, it must be recognized that small cities 
cannot provide the advantages of a large outdoor obstetric service 
or a large dispensary service. These latter are very important in pro- 
viding valuable clinical training for medical students, especially 
during the junior year, in preparing students to become clinical 
clerks in the hospital wards for the study of indoor patients during 
the senior year. 
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If there were doubts about the development of a teaching clinic 
in a small city, and if there were full control by the university over 
a larger hospital in a large city, with definite and permanent arrange- 
ments for adequate financial support of the same, I would prefer to 
have the medical. school located in a large city. The disadvantages 
in regard to administration and in regard to separation from other 
departments of the university, which were mentioned in answer to 
question 12, would be more than offset by the advantages of a great 
number of indoor and outdoor or dispensary patients. There would 
also be the advantage of an obstetric outdoor service. These ad- 
vantages are very great and cannot be overestimated. There is also 
the advantage in a large city that contagious diseases and other acute 
cases which cannot be transported, e. g., pneumonia, typhoid fever, 
etc., can be used for teaching.” 


15. The University of Wisconsin, located at Madison, conducts its med- 
ical school at Madison (p. 38,378), teaching only the first two years, but 
has decided to develop the third and fourth years on the Michigan-Iowa 
plan, and is beginning the erection of a state teaching hospital for this 
_purpose. 


The dean, Dr. C. R. Bardeen, writes as follows: 
» 


“It is the policy of the University of Wisconsin to keep its work 
centered at Madison, although extension work of various kinds has 
been scattered over the State under central supervision from Madi- 
son. The medical school here is a natural outgrowth of premedical 
courses, the first work attempted being that of the first two years 
of the medical course. It will be three years before we will be en- 
abled to undertake the last two years of the medical course. The 
State legislature has recently made an appropriation for a state 
hospital at Madison and appropriation for the support of this hos- 
pital which will enable us, when the hospital is completed, to under- 
take the last two, or clinical part of the medical course. 


In the development of our clinical teaching, however, we plan 
so far as possible to make use of clinical facilities in other parts of 
the State under the supervision, so far as teaching is concerned, of 
the University at Madison. We believe this to be much better than 
to attempt to divide the medical work and give the clinical work in 
Milwaukee or to transfer the whole medical school to Milwaukee. 


We believe it to be of value both to the medical school and to 
other departments in the University to have the medical school located 
at the State University. In the medical school we give numerous 
courses open and in some cases primarily designed for non-medical 
students, such as students in home economics, students of physical 
education, agricultural students, and the like. On the other hand, 
students in the medical school may elect courses in other parts of the 
university, and the research students in the medical school make fre- 
quent use of the co-operation offered by research facilities of other 
departments, such as those in agriculture, chemistry, physics and the: 
like. 
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The conditions enumerated made the university authorities al- 
ways adverse to attempting to locate the medical school elsewhere 
in the State, as at Milwaukee, although this has been many times 
urged by those not thoroughly conversant with the university, but. 
it has not been seriously considered by the university authorities. 

We have been unable to attempt the clinical part of the medical 
course until the State hospital has been established at Madison. We 
believe, however, that such a hospital will be of great benefit to the 
State, as well as indespensable to the giving of clinical teaching here. 

I am familiar with most of the leading medical schools in the 
country. I believe that none excel Michigan and Iowa in the quality 
of clinical teaching given or in scientific spirit. In both cases the 
universities are situated in relatively small towns instead of the 
largest clinical centers of the State. I can see no advantage that these 
medical schools would have had if they were situated in a large city 
instead of in the town in which the main university is located.” 


APPENDIX D. 
Letter From Dr. Ennion G. Willams, 


State Health Commissioner and Professor of Preventive Medicine in the 


Medical College of Virginia. 
February 17, 1921. 
Dr. StTuaRT McGuUIRE: 
Richmond, Va. 


DEAR Dr. McGurIre: 


Complying with your request for a statement of my reasons for be- 
lieving that the consolidated medical school should be located in Richmond, 
I hope you will understand ‘that my position as State Health Commissioner 
compels me to look at medical questions from the viewpoint of the State’s 
interest in health. 

There is now a pressing need for doctors in Virginia, particularly 
in rural Virginia. Twenty-eight and six-tenths per cent of the population, 
living in the cities and more thickly settled semi-urban sections, are 
served by 53 per cent of the State’s doctors. The proportion of doctors to 
population is not too large, if it is large enough, in the city sections; and 
it must be, therefore, evident that rural sections are pitifully undersupplied. 

As a consequence, it would seem to be our duty to make medi- 
cal training as attractive as possible; and to accomplish that result 
we should so locate the combined school as to ensure the greatest ad- 
vantages for the students and the largest return to the State. We cannot 
ignore money in connection with this discussion, and I am satisfied that, 
for less expenditure, more doctors can be trained at Richmond than at the 
University. My reasons for preferring Richmond may be thus epitomized: 


Financially considered, it will be obvious: 


(a) The services of more, and a greater variety of, specialists 
can be secured at less cost in Richmond. 
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(b) For the accessories of the medical school, more financial 
assistance could be secured from the municipality of Richmond and its 
citizens than from the comparatively small city of Charlottesville. 

(c) Seven hundred and fifty thousand dollars worth of property 
available for the combined medical school is controlled by the Medical 
College of Virginia. This would not be available for the school if it were 
to be located at the University. 


From an educational viewpoint: 


Aside from the notation made above in regard to the services of special- 
ists, there must be considered that in Richmond there would be a greater 
amount and a larger variety of clinical material. Large endowments or 
appropriations might be able to secure the services of the desirable special- 
ists, but it is questionable whether any outlay at the University for clinical 
material would put it on a parity with Richmond. 


In the interest of the student: 


Living is almost invariably cheaper in a large city than in a college 
town, and opportunities for part time employment are more numerous. 
Many students would preferably live with relatives or friends in Richmond, 
and virtually all of them would be able to secure part time employment 
if they should desire to defray by work part of the expenses of their school 
course. As to the relative attractiveness of the two sites, whether from the 
foregoing reasons or for others, experience has shown that the Richmond 
school has had more medical students and has more graduate physicians 
now practicing in Virginia than the University has had notwithstanding 
that the latter has had more liberal appropriations from the State. 


As a Public Health proposition: 


There is a definite and reciprocal value in the association of the med- 
ical college and the public health efforts of the State. Increasing interest 
is being manifested in preventive medicine; and the encouragement of 
that interest, when the shortage of doctors is realized, must be a matter 
of value to the State. The proximity of the headquarters of the State 
Board of Health. and health department of Richmond make this city prefer- 
able not only to the University but to any other situation in Virginia as a 
site for the combined school. / 

It is admitted that it would not be practicable to remove the schools 
of dentistry and pharmacy to the university, even if the site should be 
chosen. In my judgment, it would be extremely unfortunate and imprac- 
tible to separate these schools and the medical school. Certainly, no one 
would suggest the abandonment of these courses which supply such a large 
proportion of the dentists and pharmacists of the State. 

As a matter of fact there is also an acute shortage of dentists and 
pharmacists, particularly of the former. School inspections have disclosed 
a distressingly large number of children needing dental attention and there 
is an increasing appreciation of the need for dental care. More dentists 
are needed rather than less; and certainly Virginia would be apt to have 
less dentists if its school of dentistry were to be discontinued. 

From financial and educational view points, in the interest of the 
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students as a public health question, Richmond would seem to have tang- 
ible, demonstrable advantages, so compelling that they could not wisely 
be. ignored; and superadded to the medical aspects are those of dentistry 
and pharmacy. I cannot help believing that the best interests of Virginia 
demand the location of its great medical college in Richmond.

APPENDIX E. 


Extracts From Letters to Dr. Theodore Hough From Prominent 
Medical Educators. 


WirH REGARD TO HIS BRIEF ADVOCATING LOCATION OF THE COMBINED SCHOOL 
AT THE UNIVERSITY. 


1. Dr. David L. Edsall, dean of the Harvard Medical School. 


“In regard to the matter under discussion, before reading your paper 
I had a perfectly clearly formed opinion that if the State would pro- 
vide suitable enlarged hospital facilities at Charlottesville that the 
argument is almost wholly on the side of retaining the Medical School 
at the University. I have had occasion with one or two of the State 
Universities to advise with the authorities recently in regard to pre- 
cisely the same matter and my opinion has become so clearly formed 
in the course of my experience that I have been perfectly willing to 
advise them, even at a very considerable extra cost, to place their 
medical school at the university if it were possible at the latter place 
to build up clinics similar to those that they have built up in Michigan 
and Iowa. The advantages to the students of the university life and 
associations, the overwhelming advantages to the faculty of having 
such connections and having the atmosphere of a university, the 
increasing importance to both students and faculty of having access 
to the chemical, physical, biological and other laboratories, libraries 
and faculties, all these things have clearly meant for a long time to 
my mind that the only real satisfactory way of developing a med- 
ical school, if it is to be a medical school of fine character and in- 
fluence, is to have it developed in intimate association with the gen- 
eral university. Of course, clinical material is essential, but there 
is no doubt in my mind that the clinical material can be obtained 
in a perfectly adequate way just as Michigan and Iowa have done it, 
and it is beyond all question that clinical material obtained in that 
way can be used to far greater advantage with the students than 
through affiliations that are subject to dangerous, political and other 
disturbances or through affiliations that are not intimate to the 
greatest degree. I think that the argument in regard to clinical ma- 
terial, when it once comes up in relation to establishing a medical 
school in a large city, is a very greatly exaggerated one if the State 
is willing to make some reasonable provision for developing a cen- 
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tral hospital, which central hospital is in no sense an extravagance 
but is a matter of important service to its own citizens.” 


Dr. Walter B. Cannon, Professor of Physiology, Harvard. 


“There is one aspect which I think you might have emphasized 
even more strongly, i. e., the opportunity which close relationship be- 
tween the medical sciences and the basal sciences which the univer- 
sity offers, for the recruiting of men who will devote their lives to 
teaching and research in such subjects as Physiology and Biochem- 
istry. Even the distance between the Harvard Medical School and 
Harvard College is sufficient to interfere seriously with this possibility 
here in Boston, and we are confronted with the difficulty of securing 
such men as we can from medical students. Unfortunately they 
enter on the study of medicine with the intent only of becoming prac- 
titioners. In contrast to this, compare Cambridge, England, which 
has a splendid opportunity of developing physiologists from the college 
material. ; 


Dr. Henry A. Christian, Professor of Medicine, Harvard. 


“Our experience in Boston may be of some help to you, namely, 
we little by little are making less use of the outpatient department 
as a place where the students work on cases. We conduct our physi- 
cal diagnosis instruction and instruction of that type on outpatient 
cases not because they are better, for they are not, than ward patients 
but because the ward patients are being used at these hours by other 
students and a considerable number are available in the outpatient 
for this kind of teaching. We have reduced the amount of time that 
the student works in the outpatient as an assistant because we found 
that the character of the work there was not as good for the student 
as in the wards because the cases were not so thoroughly studied. 
Whereas I do not think that the outpatient material is of no value 
in teaching, I think it is of much less value than has generally been 
considered to be the case.” 


Dr. J. M. T. Finney, Associate Professor of Surgery, Johns Hopkins. 


“With your argument, I am in hearty accord, as a general prin- 
ciple. There is something to be said on both sides. There are ob- 
vious advantages in locating a medical school in close organic connec- 
tion with a university. There are obvious advantages also in having 
a medical school in or near a large city where there is an abundance 
of clinical material of all sorts. But if one has good hospital facil- 
ities, it makes little difference where; with first class physicians 
and surgeons in charge, one will not have much difficulty in filling 
the hospital. This has been amply proven by rural clinics both in 
this country and abroad. In other words, I think if you build a 
good hospital and have good clinicians, you will have all the clinical 
material you need for teaching purposes in Charlottesville. As _ be- 
tween a medical school in a town with the University, and in a city 
without, I should choose the former.” 


5. 
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Dr. Joseph C. Bloodgood, Associate Professor of Surgery, Johns 


Hopkins. 
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“I am convinced that the progress of medicine in this country 
depends most upon the premedical education and the proper teach- 
ing of fundamentals in medical science in the first two years, and to 
have this done best the medical department should be part of a great 
university. 

“I am also convinced that the second two years—the so-called 
clinical years—should be in the same university atmosphere, in 
order to insure the continuation of the teaching of fundamentals, 
but in addition, their application to clinical work. It is true, a large 
clinical material is helpful, but such clinical material in the hands 
of teachers not under the influence of a university, will be distinctly 
less valuable than a smaller material in the control of a distinctly 
university-trained group in connection with a university. 

“Among individuals who do not understand the necessity of so- 
called higher education, there is a cry for medical schools of lower 
requirements .and shorter time to train doctors for rural sections. 

“There is no evidence whatever that the people in the country 
will be benefited by a large number of poorly trained physicians. 
We have enough evidence that they pay the financial cost without 
reaping any benefit. In these days of easy transportation and the 
telephone there is no difficulty in getting the injured and sick toa 
zood hospital. Rural committees need health officers and district 
nurses, and the very best doctors in the hospital already established. 

“All of us should combine to resist any selfish interests which 
tend to lower the standards of medical training or weaken prepara- 
tion in fundamentals, or separate the clinical years of medical instruc- 
tion from the close connection with. a university.” 


Dr. P. A. Shaffer, Professor of Biochemistry, Washington Univer- 


“The routine conduct of clinical branches in medical schools 
throughout the country from the standpoint alone of teaching cur- 
rent knowledge of diagnosis and treatment, and from the care of 
the individual patient in the hospital has been reasonably efficient. 
Our shortcomings have* been due to the lack of the University in- 
fluence and atmosphere in its effect upon the work of clinical teachers 
and upon the future practitioners and teachers during their lives as 
students in the school. I believe the conduct of an acceptable mod- 
ern medical school without the closest university. affiliations and 
contact is impossible. And whatever advantages location in a larger’ 
city may have, they are more than counterbalanced by the disad- 
vantages from such location, if it makes impossible the closest con- 
tact with other productive scientific departments in the University 
at large.” 


President Ray L. Wilbur, of Leland Stanford. 


“T have gone over the copy of the January number of the Alumni 
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Bulletin of the University of Virginia with much interest. It seems 
to me that the fundamental principles laid down there are essentially 
sound and incontrovertible. The institution that can combine all 
of its academic interests upon a single campus should do so. This 
is particularly true of a state institution. To fail to bring on the 
campus all of the real university work that is possible is to commit 
partial suicide for any state institution. I hope that you will be 
able to develop a well centralized institution of academic flavor with 
state supported hospitals on the campus.” 


Dr. A. W. Hewlett, Professor of Medicine, Stanford. 


“TIT am very familiar with the arguments on both sides of this ques- 
tion. For eight years I was teaching at the University of Michigan 
where the medical school has developed clinical facilities in a small 
university town, and for the past four years I have been associated 
with Stanford University where the clinical departments together 
with the departments of pathology and pharmacology are separated 
from the University proper. 

“It is my personal opinion that if adequate clinical facilities can 
be developed at the university town this is the preferable arrange- 
ment. The chief difficulty consists in getting a start and one might 
well hesitate attempting the development of clinical facilities in a 
small town when the medical school is first being established. 

“In the case of the University of Virginia, however, you have 
gotten by that difficult start and your position now is perhaps com- 
parable to the condition at the University of Michigan at about the 
time I went there in 1908. Since that time the clinical departments 
at the University of Michigan have gone forward by leaps and bounds 
and the State is now erecting for them a large and expensive hos- 
pital which is expected to pay its running expenses. The chief 
support for the clinical departments of the University Medical 
School came from the rural districts; the chief opposition came from 
Detroit. 

“In my opinion it is exceedingly difficult to maintain university 
ideals in a large city separated from the University. I think this 
has been accomplished at the Stanford Medical School but we con- 
stantly feel the trend toward the ideals of the successful practitioner 
and away from the ideals of the university community. 

“T think it would be a great mistake for your University to give 
up its present clinical plan in favor of anything that Richmond 
could offer.” 


Dr. Gideon Wells, Professor of Pathology, Chicago. 


“The University of Chicago appreciates fully the advantages of the 
association of the medical school and the University, and as you prob- 
abiy know, is planning at very large expense to give its clinical 
years on the campus of the University, although in our case the clinical 
branches are in the same city with the University and only about 
nine miles away. It has been a sad thing to observe the repeated 
failures to accomplish the complete union of medical and university 
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work in a number of our newer medical schools, where, for suppos- 
edly greater accessibility to clinical material, the clinical branches are 
given at a point sometimes but a few miles away from a university. 
If there is anything certain it is that the patients will come to the 
place where they can secure the best care, as the Mayo’s demon- 
strated for all time. There need be no fear that if good clinical fa- 
cilities are offered at Charlottesville the patients will not come to the 
limit of your capacity.” 


10. Dr. C. R. Stockard, Professor of Anatomy, Cornell. 


“T have been much interested in reading your presentation of 
the question of medical education in the State of Virginia. My only 
criticism of your consideration is that the advantages of continuing 
the medical college at the University are too mildly stated. To an 
outsider interested in medical education in your State, it seems 
almost inconceivable that there should be serious contemplation of 
giving up an organization so well started, and so sufficiently tried 
as is the medical department at the University of Virginia. To anni- 
hilate this department, or to move it to Richmond and combine with 
the medical school there, would be 4 performance that would surprise 
and probably shock medical educators throughout the country. 

“You mention Cornell, Illinois, Nebraska and Texas as Universities 
having their medical schools located apart from the main institution. 
It might be well to recall that in none of these cases was this separate 
location deliberately decided upon as the best, or even a good policy. 
The question was not presented to any one of these four institutions 
in the same form as you are now considering it in Virginia. In the 
case of Cornell, for example, the University had no medical depart- 
ment in 1897. At that time a group of very distinguished physi- 
cians and surgeons desired to become associated with good labora- 
tory teachers in the organization of a real University Medical School 
in New York City. A personal friend of several of these men was a 
broad-minded philanthropist and he guaranteed any financial support 
necessary to properly develop a strong medical school. All realized 
that such a school must be a department of a leading university. 
They, therefore, offered their contemplated school to Cornell Univer- 
sity as its Department of Medicine, and as this it was accepted and 
has since been completly controlled and administered by the Univer- 
sity. 

“The case of Cornell in New York is not at all comparable to the 
establishment of a medical department in Richmond, since in New 
York there are two of the largest universities in the country and 
there is full communication and exchange between the medical facul- 
ties and the scientific departments of these great universities. Such 
an atmosphere is not to be had in every city, but only in a few of 
the greatest cities in any country. I am certain that it could not 
exist in Richmond. 

“The case of Illinois, with its medical school in Chicago, is some- 
what similar to that of Cornell. The University without a medical 
department adopted a medical school in the nearest large city. 
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Nebraska and Texas were also universities that had never conducted 
medical department actually in the University, and they simply took 
over the medical schools in Omaha and Galveston.” 


11. Dr. John A. Hartwell, Associate Professor of Surgery, Cornell. 


“There is no doubt that a hospital and outpatient department 
run on broad university lines with competent staff throughout will 
draw from a very large section of the country and will give ample 
material for teaching. It will necessarily lack certain types of cases, 
such as the bad traumatic and the severe infectious ones on the sur- 
gical side, and the more acute conditions on the medical side. 
This lack, to my mind, is more than offset by the completely con- 
trolled university atmosphere which it is hard to get in a medical 
college situated away from the parent university. Despite the many 
advantages we have in New York, we feel the loss of this influence 
very much, and the constant trend of our hope is that sometime 
we may make the medical center large enough to be a medical uni- 
versity rather than a medical school. Probably such a solution could 
never be made in the city of Richmond.” 


12. Dr. L. H..Newburg, Professor of Medicine, Michigan. 


“T agree entirely with all you have said, and I feel even more 
strongly than you do, if that is possible, that medicine should be 
taught by vocational teachers. This has been one of my ideals for 
many years, and the opportunity to teach medicine in that way here 
at Michigan is the thing that made me leave Harvard in favor of 
Ann Arbor. 

“T also agree with you that the spiritual effect of university loca- 
tion for students and teachers cannot be overestimated. Having first 
been connected with Harvard where university location does not 
exist and being now at Michigan where the Medical School is closely 
associated with the rest of the University, I have had opportunities 
to form an opinion about both sides of the question, and have no 
hesitation in saying that the argument is all in favor of university 
location. 

“T wish it might be possible for your school to go one step further 
and plan for full time. As you know, we are trying to get on a 
full-time basis here and in fact some of the departments, including 
mine, has already made the step. I believe that medicine will never 
entirely get its own until that plan is adopted. Permit me to: 
offer you best wishes for the complete success of the plan as you 
have formulated it.”

Letter From Mr. Eppa Hunton, Jr., on the Legal Status of the 
Medical College of Virginia. 


April 4, 1921. 


I have your letter of the 28th ult. quoting the following resolution 
adopted by the Commission on Saturday, March 26th: 


“Mr Eppa Hunton, the attorney of the board of visitors of the 
Medical College of Virginia, be requested to furnish the Commission 
at as early a date as possible, a full statement of the legal status 
of the property of the Medical College of Virginia and the rights 
of the State of Virginia therein, making clear whether the State of 
Virginia can do what it pleases with the property of the Medical 
College of Virginia; or, if not, whether on any part of this property 
the consent of the board of visitors of the Medical College of Vir- 
ginia is necessary to dispose of the property, and, if so, on what 
part of the property this consent of the board of visitors is necessary.” 


In reply, will say that I am not the attorney of the board of visitors 
of the Medical College of Virginia, and that I have never examined the title 
of its properties, nor an abstract of the same. I am, however, from my 
long membership in its board, familiar with the title by which these 
properties are held. 


All of the property in the possession of the Medical College of Vir- 
ginia, except the property at the southwest corner of Marshall and Four- 
teenth streets upon which the building of the old Medical College of 
Virginia, the Dooley Hospital and the power plant stand, belongs abso- 
lutely to the Medical College of Virginia and the State has no interest 
therein, nor can it do anything with this property whatsoever. The corpo- 
ration owns the fee simple absolutely and can dispose of it as it pleases, 
without let or hinderance from the State of Virginia. 


The property at the southwest corner of Marshall and Fourteenth streets, 
referred to above, facing 285 feet 8 inches on Marshall street, upon which 
was the building of the old Medical College of Virginia before the Univer- 
sity College of Medicine was merged into it, belongs to the Literary Fund of 
the State of Virginia, as will appear from an Act of the General Assembly, 
passed May 1, 1860, appropriating $30,000 to the Medical College of Virginia, 
the third section of which is as follows: 


“3. Provided that the said sum of thirty thousand dollars shall 
not be paid until a deed conveying all the property of said college 
to the Literary Fund shall be prepared by the Attorney General, and 
approved by the Governor of the State, and executed by the college 
authorities, acknowledged and duly recorded,” etc. 


I cannot state that this deed was ever executed, though I presume it was. 
In the valuation of the property of the Medical College of Virginia, 
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which was made in the year 1920, in which all of its property was valued 
at $1,017,865.31, the property at the corner of Marshall and Fourteenth 
streets, belonging to the Literary Fund, was valued at only $66,000. This 
does not include the value of the Dooley Hospital and the power plant. 

I hope that this will give you the information which you desire. 
If you wish anything further, I shall be very glad to supply you with any 
information which I have.

REPORT 
OF THE 
Commission on the Fee System in 


V irginia 





To the Governor and Members of the General Assembly of Virginia: 


The following report and accompanying recommendations are submitted 
in compliance with an act of the General Assembly approved March 19, 
1920, Acts of Assembly, 1920, page 392. 

1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Virginia, that there shall 
be appointed a commission on the fee system of Virginia, which commis- 
sion shall have the powers and duties hereinafter prescribed. 

2. The said commission shall consist of five members to be appointed 
as follows: Two by the President of the Senate from among the membership 
of the Senate; three by the Speaker of the House of Delegates from the 
membership of the House. The members of the.commission shall name one 
of its number chairman and another secretary. 

3. The commission aforesaid shall investigate and study the operation 
of the fee system of compensating public officers in Virginia and, on the 
basis of such investigation and study make recommendations on the subject 
to the General Assembly at its session of nineteen hundred and twenty-two. 
The commission shall consider the various phases of the question and shall 
also submit to the General Assembly its opinion whether or not the fee 
system should be abolished. If it be of opinion that the said system should 
be abolished, it shall further recommend such legislation as, in its opinion, 
will, if enacted, place all public officers on a just and equitable salary basis. 

4. The members of the commission on the fee system in Virginia shall 
receive no compensation for serving thereon, but shall be entitled to be 
reimbursed for their actual traveling and hotel expenses severally incurred 
in attending meetings of the commission, the same to be paid on warrants 
of the Auditor of Public Accounts on certificates signed by the chairman and 
countersigned by the secretary of said commission. For the purpose afore- 
said there is hereby appropriated, out of the moneys in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, the sum of seven hundred and fifty dollars. 


Report of the Findings of the Commission. 


Under authority of this act, the Speaker of the House of Delegates ap- 
pointed Messrs. R. O. Norris, of Lancaster county; E. H. Gibson, of Cul- 
peper county, and Mayo C. Brown, of Lynchburg. ‘The President of the 
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Senate appointed: Senators W. H. Jeffreys, of Mecklenburg county, and 
Walter Tansill Oliver, of Fairfax county, 

The commission held its organization meeting in Roanoke on the 19th 
day of May, 1920, at which time Senator Oliver was elected chairman and 
Mr. Brown secretary. At this meeting it was determined to meet again 
in Richmond on the 8th and 9th days of July, 1920, and the secretary was 
instructed to collect ail material possible on the subject and to distribute 
the same to the members of the commission, and he was also instructed 
to notify the fee officers of the State of this meeting and to invite them 
to be present and to give the commission the benefit of their views. 

The commission met in Richmond, July 8 and 9, 1920, with Messrs. 
Oliver, Jeffreys, Norris and Brown present, and in accordance with invita- 
tions heretofore set out, Messrs, Denit, of Roanoke county, and Waddill, 
of Henrico county, appeared for the clerks; Messrs. Davis, of Roanoke city, 
and Tresnon, of Richmond city; appeared for the treasurers; Messrs. Francis 
of Roanoke county, and Beales, of Mecklenburg county, appeared for the com- 
missioners of the revenue. Mr. Cardwell, of Richmond city, appeared for 
the examiners of records. These gentlemen gave the commission the 
benefit of their views, and Mr. Francis and Mr. Denit presented their views 
in written form. After hearing from these gentlemen, we also had with us 
Hon. C, Lee Moore, Auditor of Public Accounts; Colonel Leroy Hodges, chief 
budget officer, and Mr. C. H. Morrisett, chief of the Legislative Reference 
Bureau, who discussed the subject with us very fully, and, at our request, 
Mr. Morrisett has since gotten up and put into the hands of each member of 
the commission an abstract of fee legislation in the United States, both 
State and Federal, and in addition to this, Professor Urdahl’s essay on 
“Fee Legislation” was also obtained and a copy given to each member of 
the commission, ; 

The commission did not meet again until December 16, 1921, when they 
met in Richmond, with Messrs. Oliver, Gibson, Norris and Brown present. 
At this meeting Mr. Smith, State Accountant; Mr. Morrisett, chief of Legis- 
lative Reference Bureau, and Dr. J, T. Mastin, Secretary of the Board of 
Charities and Corrections, were with us and gave us the benefit of their 
views. 

After a very full discussion, the members of the commission present 
formulated the general principles set out below, to which are attached a 
brief abstract of fee legislation in the United States, gotten up for us by 
Mr. Morrisett, and there is also attached the bills necessary to carry out 
the recommendations adopted by the commission. 

We unanimously approve, in principle, straight salaries for all State 
and local officers. Our study of the information furnished us by the Legis- 
lative Reference Bureau leads us to believe that a salary basis is in line 
with the tendency of legislation in other States to abandon the compensa- 
tion of officers by commissions and fees and to establish the practice of 
paying salaries. We are not satisfied, however, that these changes can be ac- 
complished immediately, nor can the principle be avplied to each of, the 
officers as now established by law. We believe that the tax-paying public 
are willing to pay their public officers a fair and just remuneration for 
services rendered, but that they are unwilling to pay for such services, by 
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way of fees and commissions, amounts of money largely in excess of the 
salary paid the highest executive and judicial officers of the State. There 
should be limits, both minimum and maximum, based upon the fundamental 
principle of compensation equal in amount to the value of the services 
performed, and in line with amounts paid for the same class of work, and 
about the same for which equally efficient substitutes can easily be secured. 
A minimum sufficient in amount to secure the services of capable officers 
should always be paid; a maximum should be fixed, which, while a fair 
compensation for the officers, is not burdensome on the tax-payer. 

There has been a tendency by tinkering with the State law to take 
away from counties and cities the privilege of determining what they are 
willing to pay for public services, and to fix by general law constantly 
increasing commissions in the case of county and city treasurers and com- 
missioners of revenue. This increase in the rate of compensation has been 
co-incident with a decided increase in taxable values, and of the rate of 
taxation, For instance, the cost of ascertaining and collecting State revenue 
increased $153,937.65 between 1919 and 1921; the commissions paid com- 
missioners of revenue rose from $154,830.61 in 1919 to $247,801.03 in 1921, an 
increase of sixty plus per cent, while the commissions paid county treas- 
urers increased from $278,885.97 in 1919 to $339,853.00 in 1921, an increase 
of twenty-one plus per cent, or an increase in; costs of thirty-five plus per 
cent from 1919, an era of exceedingly high prices, to 1921, a period of 
greatly deflated values. 

That there would probably be no want of efficiency because of a limit 
to officials’ salaries is evidenced by the fact that there has been no diminu- 
tion of effort in those cities and counties where, under the West fee bill, a 
maximum compensation has been fixed. That the West fee bill has been 
a very efficient piece of legislation is proven by the report of the Auditor 
that to December 14, 1921, fees and commissions amounting to $401,915.97 
have been paid into the State treasury, one-half of which has been returned 
to cities and counties wherein collected. But, besides commissions and fees 
paid to treasurers and commissioners of revenue, large amounts have been 
allowed, especially to treasurers, for the expense of their offices. It is more 
than probable that excessive amounts have been allowed for such purposes. 

Another abuse has grown up under this bill, Where city treasurers 
collect both State and city revenue under State law, allowing compensations 
for both classes of collections, the West fee bill limit has been applied, 
but where a different rate than that fixed by State law is paid by cities, 
or a salary is paid in lieu of commissions, it has been held by the Attorney 
General that the provisions of the West fee bill are inapplicable. For in- 
stance, in one city the) treasurer was paid $7,063.33 by the State and $17.- 
994.18 by the city—in all $25,057.51—but as the rate paid by the city was 
not the State rate, the treasurer was allowed to retain a net compensation of’ 
$18,072.15—or nearly four times the amount paid the Governor of Vir- 
ginia or the Auditor of Public Accounts, and more than four times the salary 
paid the Attorney General of Virginia. 

The law providing for the compensation to be allowed county treasurers 
is based upon no principle at all. A careful consideration of its provisions 
by the members of the General Assembly will show that the treasurer re- 
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ceives commissions of five per cent on the first $25,000.00; three and one-half 
per cent on the next $35,000.00; and two per cent on the residue; and that, 
for computing the treasurer’s commission, levies for school purposes shall 
be treated as a single and distinct fund, and the levies for all other local 
purposes shall be treated as a separate and distinct fund; that he shall 
have one-fourth of one per cent for receiving and disbursing money de- 
rived from county or city bonds, or district road, bridge, or school bonds, 
not exceeding one per cent on money appropriated by the General Assembly 
and apportioned from the literary tund to counties and cities; uve per cent 
on delinquent taxes collected by the clerk and turned over to the treasurer; 
ten per cent for delinquent taxes collected by the treasurer before sale; 
one-fourth of one per cent on money appropriated by the General Assembly 
for road purposes; two per cent on money received from an out-going 
treasurer; three and one-half per cent on tax tickets turned over and 
collected; not exceeding one per cent on the funds appropriated by the 
General Assembly and apportiond from the Literary Fund; and one-fourth 
of one per cent on bonds, moneys, ete.; and then a general provision that, 
on funds other than those specified, three and one-half pér cent, except he 
shall receive only one per cent on capitation taxes returned to the counties 
and the same on all donations to the city, county or district. 


Under the construction of this law by the Attorney General in an 
opinion to the State Accountant, a treasurer is allowed three and one-half 
per cent on a temporary loan negotiated by a local school board, to which, 
when computing the cost to the district, must be added six per cent legal 
interest on the sum borrowed, a five per cent commission to the commis- 
sioner on the taxes levied, and an additional five per cent -to the treasurer 
for collecting—nineteen and one-half per cent on the money borrowed, 

As we have found it practically impossible to place all the officers upon 
anything near a uniform basis, we submit the following recommendations, 
taking up the different classes of officers under separate heads. We rec- 
ommend: 


Recommendation: of the Commission. 


First: That the fee system of paying justices of the peace, constables 
and coroners be retained. 


Second: Clerks of courts, treasurers and commissioners of the revenue; 
attorneys for the Commonwealth, sheriffs, examiners of records; State fee 
commission. 


ay a Clerks 07 Courts. 


That clerks of courts be limited in salary to not less than $1,500.00 
nor more than $5,000.00 per annum, with all necessary office allowances, 
which salary when fixed shall be their entire compensation. That no fees 
be paid clerks for services by the State. That all other fees now or here- 
after allowed by law be accounted for and paid monthly into the county or 
city treasury, and their salaries paid monthly, and all allowances for the 
expenses of their offices be paid monthly. That the governing bodies 
or counties and cities within thirty days after the legislation recommended 
by us, if enacted into law, fix the salary of the clerks for the residue of

their present respective terms, and thereafter, in May preceding the next 
term, shall fix the salaries of all clerks for their respective terms, and in 
September of each year fix the allowance for the next ensuing year, subject 
in either case to appeal to the circuit court of the county, or the hustings 
or corporation court of the cities, within thirty days after such salary or 
allowances have been fixed, either by the official affected or by ten tax-payers 
of the city or county, the court upon appeal to fix the salary within the 
limits herein recommended, or the allowance for such ensuing year, and 
its decision to be final. Provided, that no allowance for deputies or as- 
sistants be made any clerk who does not devote his entire time during 
usual business hours to the duties of his office. 

The Court of Appeals shall fix salaries, within the limits herein pro- 
vided, and allowances for its clerks. 


b. Treasurers. 


That the minimum salary be $1,500.00 and the maximum $5,000.00, with 
allowances for deptties and other expenses, 


That they receive the commissions now allowed by law upon State taxes 
collected, and that they receive a commission, payable out of the general 
county or city fund, of one-fourth of one per cent on all moneys coming 
into their hands, exclusive of taxes collected, but that said commissions be 
included in the amount going to make up their maximum compensation, 
and that all sums received from cities and counties in any manner. or form 
shall be included in computing the net compensation allowed, and that 
all excesses of fees and other compensations be paid into and retained in 
the State treasury, that the salary and allowance for treasurers be fixed 
within the same limit and made under the same conditions as are recom- 
mended for salary allowed clerks. 


c. Commissioners of the revenue. 


That commissioners of revenue shall receive the same commissions as 
are now allowed by law for assessing all State taxes on real and personal 
property, and for assessing all county and district levies on personal prop- 
erty, and as compensation for extending county taxes and district levies 
on real estate such compensation as may be fixed by the boards of supervisors 
of the counties or the governing bodies of the cities; provided, however, 
that no commissioner of revenue shall receive more than $5,000.00 or less 
than $1,000.00, and that the ‘salary allowed for commissioner of the revenue 
be fixed within the limit herein recommended and under the same con- 
ditions as now recommended for salaries allowed clerks. 


That, the commissioners of revenue be required to give their entire 
time during the usual business hours to the discharge of their. duties, 
between January 1st and August 15th of each year. 

The commissioners of revenue shall, on or before the fifteenth day of 
August, return their land and personal property books to the Auditor of 
Public Accounts, county treasurer and clerk’s office, subject to a penalty of 
$5.00 a day for the first fifteen days of default, and $10.00 a day for all 
subsequent days of default. 


That fees for issuing licenses and transfer fees be abolished, and that 
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commissioners of revenue shall have authority to designate deputies to 
ascertain and require returns from all tax-payers. 

We recommend that blank interrogatories and income tax return blanks 
be simplified. 


d. Boards of review. 

We recommend that boards of review, aS now constituted by law, be 
abolished and, in lieu thereof, that a board called the board of equalization 
be constituted, consisting of the county treasurer, the county clerk, and the 
chairman of the board of supervisors—the latter of whom shall be chairman 
of said board—for all counties; and such a board as may be constituted 
by law or ordinance for all cities; that said board hold public hearings for 
such time during the month of February of each year as may be necessary, 
and that any tax-payer, aggrieved by the assessment of his own land or 
personal property, or that of any other tax-payer, during the preceding 
year, may make complaint in writing to said board of equalization, stating 
under oath his reasons against the assessment complained of, and the board 
of equalization shall hear and determine all complaints; shall correct when- 
ever necessary the assessments made by the commissioners of .revenue, 
subject to an appeal to the circuit court of the county or the hustings 
court of the city wherein the proceeding is held. The chairman of the 
board of equalization to receive $4.00 per day without mileage, the other 
two members to serve without pay. The decision of said board of equaliza- 
tion shall, if said appeal be not taken within thirty days, be final upon all 
parties interested, and in case of taxes reduced or increased a certificate 
of the fact shall be furnished the Auditor of Public Accounts, a cony filed 
with the county or city treasurer, and the original spread upon the book to 
be kept by the said board of equalization for the purpose. 


e. Attorneys for Commonwealth. 


That attorneys for the Commonwealth for all cities and counties be 
paid salaries and no fees. 

That, for cities of the first class, they be paid not less than $2,400.00 
nor more than $5,000.00; and that in all other cities and in all counties 
they be paid not less than $600.00 nor more than $3,000.00, of which the 
State shall pay one-third and the city or county two-thirds, such salaries 
to be fixed by the judges of the circuit court in the counties, and the judges 
_of the corporation or other criminal courts in the cities of the first class, 
between the limits above herein set out. 


f. Sheriffs, city sergeants and high constables. 


That sheriffs, city sergeants and high constables be paid the fees now 
allowed by law and such salaries as are fixed by law. Allowances for ex- 
penses and deputies in the case of sheriffs and city sergeants shall be made 
each year by the judge of the circuit or corporation court and, in the case 
of high constables, by the city council. But in no case shall the sheriffs, 
city sergeants or high constables retain fees in excess of $5,000.00 per an- 
num, and all excess fees over $5,000.00 and allowances and expenses fixed 
shall be paid into the respective county and city treasuries. These officers

shall be required to keep an account of all fees received and shall annually 
make a sworn report thereof to the clerk of the circuit court of the counties 
or of the hustings or corporation court in the cities, and excess fees shown 
by said report shall be paid us herein provided. 

That separate allowance be made for the feeding of prisoners. 

That a bill be drawn fixing a maximum amount per prisoner, and that 
the sheriffs or city sergeants shall, at the end of each month, present an 
itemized statement to the judge of the circuit court in the counties, or 
of the corporation or other criminal courts in the cities of the first class, 
statement the amount expended for the feeding of prisoners charged or 
convicted under State statutes, and a seperate account showing the amount 
expended for the feeding of. prisoners charged or convictd of violations 
of city or county ordinances or by-laws, which statement, when approved 
by the judge, shall be paid by the State, in case of State prisoners, and 
by the locality in the case of local prisoners. 

g. Hxaminers of records. 

That the office of examiner of records be abolished. The report of the 
Auditor of Public Accounts, page 144, shows a net payment to examiners of 
records of $49,999.90, for the year 1921. Commissioners of the revenue 
could, with the assistance of the clerks of the courts, do the work now 
done by examiners, and while they may have done meritorious work in the 
past, there is no longer need for this class of public officials. 

h. State fee commission. 

That the State fee commission, consisting of the Auditor of Public 
Accounts, State Accountant and Governor, be abolished. 

To carry out the foregoing recommendations, we beg leave to submit 
the accompanying bills:

Report of the State Purchasing Commission 
Period Ending December 31, 1921 


To His Excellency, Governor Westmoreland Davis, Hon. Charles A. John- 
ston, State Treasurer, Hon. C. Lee Moore, Auditor of Public Accounts, 
constituting the State purchasing commission: 


GENTLEMEN: 


In accordance with your wishes and in compliance with the act of 
the legislature, March 15, 1920, chapter 172, that your commission, through 
a purchasing agent, carry out the provisions of said act, I am presenting 
to you a detailed report of the departments for which contracts have been 
made. 
Also a brief statement of the present organization, some economies 
effected and recommendations of changes necessary for a more efficient 
handling of such contracts and purchases in the future. 

The department began its purchasing October 1, 1920, and this report 
covers from that date to January 1, 1922. 

The department has onerated at a total cost to the State of $11,091.47 
to date. This covers cvery expense. During its period of activity it has 
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contracted for materials and supplies to the value of $1,027,379.40—these 
to thirty-four departments or institutions. Excluding the coal contract 
which will be referred to later in this report, $52,000.00 has been saved, and 
this for a period of only fifteen months. 

A series of purchases of kitchen and dining-room untensils, bedding, 


etc., Was made amounting to $12,500.00. The saving on these purchases was 
$10,000.00, 
A series of purchases of suits and shoes has netted a saving of $4,000.00. 
Another instance, in the purchase of 36,520 yards of dry goods, due to 
extended competition secured by the department, $6,793.00 was saved. 


Contract for electric lamps was offered all the institutions and advan- 
tage was taken to the extent of $5,000.00. This has already produced a 
saving of from $750.00 to $900.00. 


Our information is that a sufficient number of electric lamps are used 
by the State to increase this contract to $10,000.00 and by so doing, the 
saving would be increased to from $1,000.00 to $1,100.00. 

At the time of one-of our quarterly purchases our requisitions called for 
1,500 barrels of flour. Before the existence of this office this flour would 
have been purchased by the respective institutional heads, at their regular 
monthly meeting. 

On the advice of this department the purchase of the flour was deferred 
for some weeks, which effected a saving of $2.00 per barrel or a total of 
$3,000. The department has repeatedly effected a saving of twenty-five cents . 
to fifty cents per barrel on flour. 

Regarding the fresh and salt meats, lard, cheese, butter and soap con- 
tracts, aggregating $247,449.00; the saving effected was $20,000. 

The personnel of the department has consisted of the purchasing agent, 
the assistant purchasing agent and one stenographer. 

The department has a mailing list of a thousand or more dealers, cov- 
ering every commodity, material or equipment used by the State. All: pur- 
chases have been made on competitive bids, and generally, contracts have 
been made by the quarter. 


Our policy has been to retain the business in the State and with dealers 
local to institutions, when all facts and figures are equal, In some instances, 
however, this was impossible owing to a wide divergence of prices and 
quality of goods sought. Knowledge of and the reasons for such action, as 
well as the awards, on all contracts have invariably been proffered the 
successful and unsuccessful bidders. The files and records of the office 
are open to proper inspection at any time. 

We wish to call your attention to the following report, showing .the 
departments and the value of the materials contracted for. 

You will note that with few exceptions, the various institutions and 
departments have used the privilege accorded them in purchasing through 
us. This has been especially applicable to the hospitals, the penal and 
reformatory institutions and the sanitorium. 

In innumerable instances the office has also acted in its advisory ca- 
pacity and secured data, estimates and bids and submitted the findings to 
the institutions for their final action. This has been particularly the case 
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in reference to construction materials. In this way, too, the department has 
been able to effect numerous indirect savings for the State, amounting in 


the aggregate to several thousand dollars.

A yard was maintained at Richmond, and coal was supplied to the local 
institutions by truck deliveries. ; 

Aside from the above, at no time during the period of high prices, car 
shortage, delayed deliveries, inferior coal, threatened strikes and general 
uncertain business conditions, was there a single institution or department 
handicapped by lack of ample fuel, whether they possessed storage facilities 
or not. 

In reference to the general economy effected, the smaller institutions 
and departments received a decided benefit from our system, due to the 
fact that an opportunity was afforded them to pool their interests. This 
should be developed further. 

It is thoroughly known that during the period of our operation it has 
been a time of “no market.” Prices were constantly declining. However, 
the majority of the departments preferred the quarterly system of buying. 
This naturally prevented as great a saving as would have been consummated 
during normal business conditions. Still, we are confident that from five 
to ten per cent has been effected through the wide competition that was 
obtained. 

When prices become stable and business normal, we are absolutely 
sure that systematic purchasing will produce a far greater economy. 

There is no logical argument against centralization, standardization 
and combined purchasing, A business corporation of any size would not 
even consider an existence without it. 

Too much stress cannot be laid upon securing the greatest competition. 
With no intention to reflect upon the management of any institution, it 
is a physical impossibility for any of them or their boards to give the 
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time to extensive investigation of prices and qualities. Their heads of 
departments have many and manifold duties other than that of purchasing. 
This office does nothing else. 

The next step is standardization. The institutions and departments 
should be required to standardize, as far as possible, on every article they 
use. This most emphatically can be done. Other States have done so, and 
this office is prepared to offer them specifications on any of their items. 

By standardization and quarterly, or combination of requisitions, vol- 
ume can be obtained, and it is through quantity purchases better prices are 
secured, 

Referring to our budget estimates for 1922-23-24, you will observe that 
we have requested that an assistant purchasing agent be provided for, and 
' a clerk and a bookkeeper and an additional stenographer. For the proper 
conduct of the department and with its future development personnel 
trained in buying, and thoroughly familiar with institutional requirements 
is essential to its success. 

More commodious quarters are required than those in use at present. 

In closing this, the first report of the department, we would like to 
say that it should be remembered that centralized purchasing is a radical 
departure in this State and was put into overation during a period of 
business conditions never heretofore experienced. Under the most favor- 
able circumstances it has always taken States adopting it several years to 
educate the departments to its advantages, and to secure their full co- 
ordinate assistance, This will always come in time. 

We earnestly recommend that a most serious effort be directed towards 
the institutions and departments to induce them to combine and standardize 
their interests in purchasing. 

The department wishes to express its appreciation to you gentlenien 
for your counsel, advice and support at all times, and also to the several 
heads of departments who have materially aided us in making the quarterly 
purchases.

Joint Committee Authorized by the Joint Resolution 
Agreed to January 19, 1922, to Investigate 
the State Highway Department 


To the General Assembly of Virginia: 


The undersigned members of your Committee respectfully make the 
following report: 

(1) The proceedings of your committee was in no sense a trial of 
the integrity and good faith of Commissioner Coleman, but it only con- 
cerned the practical éfficiency of the Highway System and its administration. 


We take pleasure in certifying the honesty of Commissioner Coleman 
and the complete absence of graft among the officers of the department. 
Commissioner Coleman himself requested the investigation. Mr. Coleman, 
fully co-operated with the committee in obtaining information requested, 
so far as possible to do so. 

(2) The limited time at our command has made it impossible to 
make anything like a complete investigation of a business so vast and so 
complicated as that of the State Highway Department. The committee 
was organized on January 24, 1922, and was in session about two weeks. 
The total cost for witnesses amounts to $592.45. 

(3) This difficulty has been much enhanced by the method of book- 
keeping adopted by the Highway Department, which, in our opinion 
should be substituted by some system which will more clearly set out 
the acts and doings of the department and enable the public and the offi- 
cials to easily comprehend in detail the cost gf building roads. 

The State Accountant testified that the books of the department, by 
reason of several accoynts not functioning through the department’s books, 
are such that he could not ascertain the percentage of overhead expense 
of the department’ from them. Neither could we from the extracts from 
the books furnished us by the State Accountant. 

The funds derived, for instance, by authority of the Robertson act 
do not go directly to the State Auditor but are placed to the account of 
the State Highway Commissioner who is not bonded in various banks | 
and are subject to his check. ‘These funds amount to the great sum of 
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$1,047,950, which the Commissioner has placed in various banks to his credit. 


We think that it is contrary to public policy to allow any officer, whether 
bonded or not, to place great sums of public money in banks to his own 
credit, and we advise that all public money should be paid into the State 
Treasury and paid out by warrants of the Auditor. 


(4) The term overhead costs means the engineering and admisistra- 
tive or office costs and also includes the depreciation of machinery. The 
engineering costs include engineering construction costs and engineering 
maintenance costs. The books of the department are so kept that the 
constructive overhead and the maintenance overhead are not segregated, 
but are lumped together. Therefore, neither your committee nor the State © 
Accountant nor Mr. Coleman can give the construction overhead costs 
as distinguished and separated from the maintenance overhead. Mr. Coleman 
averages the overhead of both as six and two-thirds per cent but the con- 
struction engineering cost must be much greater than the maintenance 
engineering, and, therefore, the average of the two would make the con- 
struction overhead appear much less than it is. If the average of both 
is six and two-thirds per cent it is our opinion that the construction 
overhead would be at least eight to nine per cent. However, the depart- 
ment’s bookkeeping does not permit a statement of the construction over- 


head, and, therefore, a very important factor in ne cost of constructing 
roads cannot be determined. 


Mr. C. B. Scott testified that he was attached to the Highway Depart- 
ment for eleven years, five of which he was assistant State Highway 
Commissioner. He further testified that Mr. Dudley McDonald, who had 
charge of the accounts, frequently said there was no accuracy as to the 
distribution of costs which made up the overhead expenses. 


(5) To illustrate further, the difficulty of arriving at the real situation, 
we call your attention to what is known as the State Garage. This garage 
pays certain expenses of operating trucks and passenger cars. The State 
Accountant gives the number of trucks at ninety-five and the passenger 
ears at forty-four, as of January 1, 1922. The trucks are rented to con- 
tractors and to other projects under the supervision of the Highway 
Department. The garage fund is repaid by rentals on the hour basis. 


The report of the Commissioner on page fifty-nine states that the 
operating expenses for two years ending October 1, 1921, was $265,873.70. 
He credits this sum with $265,585.89, chargeable to other funds, leaving a 
balance of $287.81, charged as expense. On page sixty-four he shows an ex- 
pense of $114,484,26 for motor service. To us this method of bookkeeping 
is completely unintelligible. 


(6) Another difficulty is the question of depreciation which enters 
into the overhead costs. The Commissioner testified that no depreciation 
is charged against the equipment owned by the department. In addition 
to equipment purchased by itself, the department received from the United 
States Government equipment of at least the market value of $2,500,000 
on which the cost of loading and freight charges were $83,144.25. About 
one-third of this has been disributed to the counties, the balance being 
operated by the department. 
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The Commissioner testified that a replacement account of $155,000 was 
provided, which, however, does not appear in his report. This is mani- 
festly inadequate to provide for depreciation. If a true depreciation 
account had been kept, the overhead cost would show an increase. A re- 
placement account is not a depreciation account because machinery depre- 
ciates for some time before replacement becomes necessary. 


(7) In a number of instances, witnesses testified that contracts to 
build roads had been let before the rights of way were secured. This re- 
sulted in delays. Several contractors testified that no additional payment 
was made or expected by reason of the failure to obtain rights of way. 


A result, however, of commencing the work or letting the bid before 
the rights of way are secured is an increased demand by the land owners 
for compensation. The State having already made an investment, has to 
go on. We regard this practice as a very bad business policy. 


(8) In our opinion the Commissioner’s report shows in many instan- 
ces a disproportionately large engineering cost. We note the following 
instances of excessive engineering cost: 


Project No. 103, Route No. 1, on a mile and seven-tenths length of 
road, the engineering expenses were $1,809.13, with an additional charge 
of $146.82 for surveys, plans and advising. Project 79, Route No. 1, on a 
road fifty-five hundredths of a mile or slightly more than half a mile, the 
engineering cost was $2,606.07, and surveys plans and advising $192.30 more. 


Project 88, Route No. 1, on four and five one-hundredths miles, the 
engineering cost was $4,039.32, and surveys, plans and advising $2,138.31 
additional. 


Project 40, Route No. 1, on one and sixty-two hundredths miles, the 
engineering cost was $3,161.70, and surveys and plans $208.09. Project 
81, Route No. 4, on one and fifty-nine hundredths of a mile, the engineering 
cost was $2,188.25, and the surveys, plans, etc., $161.10. 


Project 67, Route No. 11, on four and nine-tenths miles, the engineering 
cost was $7,273.56, and plans, surveys, and advising $1,211.37 additional. 


An inspection of the Commissioner’s report will show many instances 
where the engineering costs seems excessive in relation to the mileage. 


(9) We are of the opinion that in very many cases the profits of 
the contractors have been excessive. The difficulty of getting accurate 
figures upon these profits is very great because the contractors naturally 
do not wish to disclose them. The evidence, however, shows several in- 
stances of exorbitant profits. 


Mr. W. I. Lee testified that he was a one-half sub-contractor on project 
95 in Rockingham county on a road of two and one-tenth miles. The 
engineer’s estimate was $48,033.08 and the cost $50,767.00. Mr. Lee and 
Mr. Layman, clerk of the Ashby road board of Rockingham county, testi- 
fied that the profit was $20,361.90 or approximately forty per cent. Mr. Lee 
also included in his costs a salary of $250.00 a month for seven months 
to himself. Five trucks were used, three of which were rented at $1.25 
per hour, which included depreciation; on the other two trucks a depre- 
ciation charge of seventy-five cents per hour was made above the cost of 
operation, and on all other machinery used a depreciation of $1,000.00 in 
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seven months was charged in the costs. As stone was quarried in the 
vicinity and the price of labor was not reduced, the decline in the price 
of material, did not materially affect Mr. Lee’s profits. In this contract 
the unit price of excavation was $1.05 per yard and $2.40 per square yard 
for eight-inch finished road. 


Mr. G. N. Garrett, who testified that he was delayed by failure to 
obtain rights of way, had two contract projects; No. 10. One for forty- 
four cents for excavation. The actual cost of Mr. Garrett, including 
depreciation, was thirty-two cents and he realized a profit of thirty per 
cent. On the other contract, thirty-nine cents for excavation, which cost 
him twenty-five cents, profit thirty-eight per cent, after charging depre- 
ciation. These two contracts totalled about $100,000.00, with a profit of 
about $35,000 to Mr. Garrett. While the difficulty is great in obtaining 
the evidence of contractors as to their profits, the general average of profits 
can be approximately estimated from these profits. Contracts of the State 
Highway Department are made on a unit basis of a certain price per cubic 
yard for excavation and a price per square yard of a finished road. A 
comparison of the unit price of the contract of Lee indicates a fair average 
of other contracts awarded. In the case of Garrett, the price per cubic 
yard for excavation was below the average. A comparison of these unit 
prices with the prices of other contractors probably. indicate approximately 
the same profits. It is true that prices declined since July 1, 1921, but not 
sufficiently to warrant these excessive profits. 


Dr. J. C. King testified that a registered bid of $2,500.00 was sent to 
the Highway Commissioner by a local contractor, Mr. Hodge, for the build- 
ing of a bridge across St. Albans creek near Radford. This bid was mis- 
laid in the Commissioner’s office and the contract was awarded to the 
Atlantic Bridge Company for $4,500.00. With no personal interest, but 
solely as a public-spirited citizen, Dr. King came to Richmond to see Mr. 
Coleman to locate the lower bid, which had been sent by registered mail. 
After a careful search the bid could not be found until Dr. King was at 
the station to take the train home. Then the contract with the Atlantic 
Bridge Company was cancelled, and given to Mr. Hodge at his bid of $2,500.00. 
Mr. Hodge’ made a profit of $800.00, or thirty per cent. on his contract. 
If the contract had been awarded to the Atlantic Bridge Company, it would 
have made a profit of $2,800.00 on a $4,500.00 contract on the same basis 
of sosts. 


Contractor Moore testified that on one contract his profit was twenty- 
one per cent or $21,000.00 on the contract, and another contract taken 
some time ago he lost $6,000.00. ; 


Mr. Curtis Walton testified that the Highway Department made a con- 
tract with the Pace Construction Company for stone chips for maintenance 
work, delivered at the crusher, for $4.00 per yard, the department to remove 
the stone at is own expense. The Pace Construction Company furnished 
Mr. Walton stone for which they charged $5.00 per yard delivered at his 
home. The Pace Construction Company justified its price to Mr. Walton 
on the ground that it had sold stone to the State at $4.00 per yard de- 
livered at the quarry. Mr. Walton refused payment and was sued. He de- 
fended the suit on the ground that the charge was excessive, and won. 
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It came out in the evidence that after allowing the Pace Construction 
Company a depreciation of twenty per cent per month, the stone cost 
them seventy-three cents per yard. This company made a net profit’ of 
$3.27 on each yard of rock sold the State or approximately 475%. 


This testimony has not been questioned or contradicted by the High- 
way Department. In reporting these matters we call the attention of 
the General Assembly to the fact that the great waste in any large business 
is usually caused by many small leaks which an efficient administration 
would prevent. 


(10) Mr. C. B. Scott testified that when he was assistant State High- 
way Commissioner and the immediate superior of Mr. N. B. T. Coleman, 
who was superintendent of a convict road force and a brother of Commis- 
sioner Coleman, he recommended the dismissal of Mr. N. B. T. Coleman 
for neglect of duty. The Commissioner did not dismiss Mr. N. B. T. 
Coleman. Mr. Scott testified thet.in June, 1918, he volunteered for service 
in the army, and obtained a letter of recommendation from Commissioner 
Coleman to the effect that “he was capable, efficient and industrious and 
a man of the highest character.” Mr. Coleman re-affirmed this recom- 
mendation ,in his testimony before the committee. Nevertheless, a year 
later Mr. Coleman dismissed Mr. Scott on the ground that Mr. Scott had 
made certain recommendations concerning the highway laws to his repre- 
sentatives, Senator Walter Addison and Delegate Mayo Brown. 


We believe that as a citizen Mr. Scott was within his rights in making 
suggestions to his representatives in the General Assembly concerning any 
law, and we believe that it is not good business for a State officer to dis- 
charge an honest and efficient subordinate for his exercise of such rights. 


(11) Mr. Coleman complains that the construction of roads has been 
seriously hampered by the failure of the General Assembly to provide ade- 
‘quate engineering expense—that he has in fact been conducting a sort of 
training school for engineers to be used by other States. 


The budget of 1920 discloses the fact that every request as to salaries 
for different classes of engineers made by Mr. Coleman was granted by 
the General Assembly. Not only so, but on October 1, 1921, Mr. Coleman 
had an unexpended balance of $140,117.21. If Mr. Coleman needed more 
money from the General Assembly and: did not ask for it, it was his own 
fault. If road construction has suffered because Mr. Coleman did not ask 
for enough salary for his engineers the State’s loss cannot be attributed to 
the neglect of the General Assembly. 


(12) On page 7 of the Commissioner’s report, it is stated that on Sep- 
tember 30, 1921, the department was maintaining 1,985 miles of the State 
system, the cost of which for a’ period of two years was $2,134,750.98. For 
details the report refers to Table 5. There is nothing in Table 5 or else- 
where showing when any particular road was taken over. 

This illustrates one of the many difficulties to an intelligent interpre- 
tation of the Commissioner’s report. 

(13) There, were many counties which under the Robertson act 
anticipated the building of parts of the State Highway System and raised 
the great sum of $1,500,000 which was received by Mr. Coleman and put 
to his account as Highway Commissioner in various banks. 
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Only two contracts have been made by the Highway Commission 
pledging the State to return at a specified date money advanced by the 
localities. One is Surry county for $75,000, and the other is the town of 
Franklin for $22,000. In the latter case the road will be built without 
calling upon the fund at all and the contract will be cancelled. 


We have already expressed our disapproval of the receipt and dis- 
bursement of sums of public money without bond. We say further that 
the selection of particular counties or towns for the repayment of money 
on specified dates is not equitable. The chairman of the Commission testi- 
fied that this policy had been abandoned. 


(14) Road experts from other sections testified to the fact that the 
cost of roads in Virginia compared favorably to the cost of roads in other 
States on a mileage basis. No information was presented as to the cost 
of roads in other States on a unit basis of the cost of excavation and fin- 
ished surface, 


This comparison of road costs we do not consider of real value because 
of the great difference in specifications, widths and thickness of road beds, in 
price of material and labor, and because as we have heretofore set out, 
of the impossibility of getting the overhead cost of construction and the de- 
preciation of equipment owned by the Highway Department. 


(15) The average cost of all roads of varying widths and character 
of construction seems to be nearly $20,000.00 a mile, inclusive of bridges. 
The cost of individual roads vary enormously. The cheapest are the top 
soil roads, averaging $6,029.64 per mile and the most expensive is the 
concrete road, ninety-eight hundredths of a mile, built through the town 
of Franklin at a cost of $66,801.39 per mile, part of which was repaid by 
the town of Franklin. The surface treated macadam roads average $15,602.77 
per mile; bituminous concrete $28,491.24; eighteen feet concrete $38,813.21; 
slag surface, twelve feet, $12,837.28; gravel $9,196.15. 


(16) We note a number of inaccurate estimates by the engineering 
department. The following are illustrations of these: Project No. 16, 
Route 3, Buchanan-Natural Bridge, the estimated cost was $68,621.63. This 
road is five and four-tenths miles long and the discrepancy in the estimate 
was $24,000.04. Reason for discrepancy assigned by Highway Commis- 
sioner: Part done by force account during period of increased prices, part 
let to contract at higher prices than estimate. Project No. 7, Route 9, 
Ivy-Mechams River, the estimate was $43,767.35, and the actual cost was 
$71,775.06, a discrepancy of $28,007.71 on a road three and fifteen one- 
hundredths miles long. Reason for discrepancy assigned by Highway 
Commissioner: Done by force account during period of advancing prices. 
Project 37, Route 10, Gregory Store-Forest, five and fifty-seven hundredths 
miles long, the estimate was $131,550.98, and the actual cost $162,339.61, a 
discrepancy of $30,788.63. Reason for discrepancy assigned by Highway 
Commissioner: Increase in excavation and exhaustion of local stone supply. 
Project 48, Route 14, Lynchburg-Snowden, three and eighty-eight hun- 
dredths of a mile, the estimate was $91,583.47 and the cost $130,667.87, a 
discrepancy of $39,083.40. Reason for discrepancy assigned by Highway 
Commissioner: Old base proved too weak which required more stone than 
anticipated; also contract prices higher than estimate. Project 59, Route 10, 
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Suffolk-Wilroys, four and thirty-eight hundredths miles, the estimate was 
$140,750.09, and the cost $181,814.46, discrepancy of $41,064.37. Reason for 
discrepancy assigned by Highway Commissioner: Extra payment for in- 
creased freight rate. Contract prices higher than estimated. Gravel sur- 
face on sections adjacent to grade crossings of railroads. Increase in quantity 
of excavation. Project 74, Route 10, Fleming Corner-Virginia Beach, 
eleven and eight one-hundredths miles, the estimate was $353,441.55, and 
the cost $408,013.35, a discrepancy of $54,571.80. Reason for discrepancy 
assigned by Highway Commissioner: Extra payment for increased freight 
rate. Contract prices higher than estimate. Project 117 A and B, Route 9, 
Williamsburg east and west, estimate $114,703.70, cost $75,167.46, a dis- 
crepancy of $39,536.24. Reason for discrepancy assigned by Highway Com- 
missioner: Underrun caused by low contract price. On the repair of a 
bridge in Pulaski county the estimate was $20,973.70 and the cost was 
$28,169.98, a discrepancy of $7,196.28. 

We call attention to the fact that the engineer’s estimates are the 
only protection the State has and if these estimates are not reasonably 
correct, the State has no way of keeping tab on its public work. 


(17) The evidence before the committee in our opinion discloses the 
fact that throughout the State there is a belief that the Highway Depart- 
ment is inefficiently administered and that the State is not getting an 
adequate return for the huge sums annually spent on the State Highways. 
This condition of the public mind is a fact which must be recognized. We 
do not think that a department of the State Government can _ properly 
function unless it enjoys in a reasonable degree the confidence of the people. 
The evidence also in our opinion discloses a failure of the Highway Depart- 
ment to get reasonable returns for its great expenditures. We are of the 
opinion, however, that this failure is largely due to the faulty system of 
administration under which the Highway Department functions. 


The duties of the State Highway Commissioner we consider too burden- 
some and should be divided. We believe that the chief executive should 
be an experienced business man and not a technical man, and we therefore 
advise a reorganization of the department.

Minority Report 
OF THE 


Joint Committee of the Senate and House of Delegates, 
Appointed Pursuant to Joint Resolution 


To the Senate and House of Delegates of Virginia: 


The undersigned members of your committee, appointed pursuant 
to the following resolution: 


“Resolved by the Senate of Virginia: The House of Delegates 
concurring, That a committee be appointed consisting of three mem- 
bers of the Senate appointed by the President of the Senate and four 
‘members of the House of Delegates appointed by the Speaker of the 
House. 


The duties of this committee shall be to forthwith make an in- 
vestigation of the acts and doings of the State Highway Department, 
the expenditure of public money by the said State Highway Com- 
and shall as soon as may be report to the General Assembly. 


(1) Whether there has been any extravagance or negligence in 
the expenditure of public money by the said State Highway Com- 
missioner or Commission. 


(2) Whether the contracts made by the Commissioner or the 
Commission have been ‘made and carried out upon sound business 
principles and with regard to the interests of the State. 


(3) Whether there has been any unnecessary delay in obtain- 
ing rights of way or making surveys or furnishing plans and speci- 
fications. 


(4) Any other matter which in the judgment of the committee 
will throw light upon the efficiency and adequacy of the system now 
in operation by the Highway Department as well’ as the administra- 
tion of such system. 


The committee shall report it’s findings to the General Assembly 
not later than February 20, 1922. 


(5) The committee shall have the power to employ account- 
ants or other assistants, to summon and examine witnesses, and to 
call for papers, books and documents, and to adopt rules for the 
conduct of its business. The sum of $2,000 is hereby appropriated 
out of the joint contigent fund of the General Assembly, when avail- 
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able, for the expense of the committee. Warrants for the same shall 
be issued by the Auditor upon the certificate of the chairman and 
paid by the Treasurer.” 


make the following report: 


/ 


The committee organized on January 24, 1922, by the election of Senator 
H. F. Byrd as chairman, and pursuant to the call of the chairman met for 
the purpose of hearing testimony. The committee extended to the public 
an invitation to give such information as available to the committee, and 
met as often as possible from January 24th to February 10th, holding 
two sessions daily when necessary in order to hear all evidence submitted. 


Most of the examination of witnesses was conducted by the chairman 
of the committee, the other members asking such, questions from time to time 
as desired. The committee did not enforce strict rules as to the order of 
testimony or of the nature of the testimony to be heard, but the general 
procedure was to hear first the witnesses supposed to be hostile to the 
present administration of the State Highway Department, and from time 
to time during the testimony of such witnesses to hear from the State 
Highway Commissioner and the chairman of the State Highway Commis- 
sion for the purpose of securing information desired by members of the 
committee on points brought cut by such testimony. 


After hearing such witnesses, the committee heard the testimony of 
witnesses favorable to the present administration. 


The committee summoned such persons as witnesses as were desired 
by any members of the committee and such others whose names were given 
to the committee by anyone interested. 


The committee heard about twenty witnesses supposed to be hostile to 
the present administration who appeared before the committee, or were 
summoned by it. The committee heard a great deal of testimony deemed 
by us as immaterial to the purposes of this inquiry, considerable testimony 
being heard relating to matters of local detail and local gossip not im- 
portant enough to need much consideration in a general inquiry such as 
the committee was supposed to make. 


From the testimony of the supposedly hostile witnesses the under- 
signed report that the material charges made were as follows: 


1. The present administration of the State Highway Department has 
failed to secure rights of way in advance of letting work to contract or prior’ 
to the commencement of construction. 


We report that the testimony shows that the present administration of 
the Highway Department did not secure rights of way in all cases prior to 
the awarding of contracts or to the commencement of construction, but 
there was no evidence before the committee that such failure has cost 
the State one cent. On the contrary, the general evidence before the com- 
mittee shows that contracts were awarded before all rights of way were 
acquired, in order to meet public demand in various localities for the 
speedy commencement of State Highway construction work, and this demand 
has in every case been met, as stated above, without any financial damage 
to the State of Virginia, and we further set out that the general evidence 
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shows that this is practice of other States and of the various railroad com- 
panies in their construction work. It appears to have been the policy of 
the department, wherever possible, to secure these rights of way through 
the good offices of boards of supervisors or committees of citizens locally 
interested, with a view of saving money for the Commonwealth, the depart- 
ment feeling that these local agencies could secure said rights of way at 
much less cost to the State than would have been possible had the depart- 
ment relied on its own representatives, and its further policy has been 
not to use the drastic law of condemnation except where absolutely necessary 
to secure said rights. 


2. That in several instances contractors made too large a percent- 
age of profit upon contracts for construction of State roads. 


We report that testimony was introduced tending to show excessive 
profits in several instances. In two instances a profit of approximately forty 
per cent, and in one instance approximately twenty per cent was shown, but 
in several other instances profits very much lower. 


We report that in all of such cases of apparent profit it appears that 
the contractors benefited by the falling costs of labor and materials, and 
that it does not appear that there has been any basis for general complaint 
of exhorbitant profits to contractors on State work. 


In one of the cases referred to above the contract was let to the local 
road board of Ashby district of Rockingham county, after advertisement 
for bids had been duly inserted in the newspapers and no bids received,. 
and in another instance, involving State aid work, the contract was taken 
by the board of supervisors of Frederick county at the estimated figures. 


In all cases cited above the testimony tended to show that profits above 
the ordinary profits in such cases were largely due to a descending scale of 
prices for labor and material. ; 


It further appears from the testimony that contracts, except in a few 
instances where the work was undertaken by local authorities, were awarded 
under competitive bidding after due advertising, and in every case, where 
awarded at all, they were awarded to the lowest responsible bidder. 


3. The State Highway Commissioner is not a bonded officer. 


We report that it was shown that the State Highway Commissioner is 
not a bonded officer and that he handled large sums of money under the 
Robertson act which was enacted by the General Assembly of 1920, but 
that there is no evidence and no charge that the State has suffered any loss 
by reason thereof. 


The evidence before the committee shows that heretofore he has sug- 
gested to the proper committee of the legislature the desirability of a law 
requiring him to give bond, and we recommend that such a law be enacted 
at the present session. 


4. That in a number of cases the construction of a road project 
has cost more than the approximate estimate of cost made by the engineers 
of the department prior to the commencement of construction. 

We report that in a number of cases the cost of construction of a State 
project exceeded the original estimate, but notations on the report of the 
State Accountant, after examination of the books of the department, show 
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many explanations of these excesses, including such things as increased 
freight rates, widening road bed after estimates, etc. The report of the 
State Accountant also shows that in a number of cases the cost of con- 
struction has been less than the original estimate, though the excesses 
over the originals are, in aggregate, greater than the under-runs. 


5. Some scattered cases of unnescessary expenditures of public funds. 


There was some testimony before the committee of unnecessary expen- 
ditures in some scattered cases, most of the testimony on this line being 
as to the unnecessary expenditures on surveys because of having too many 
men in survey parties. 


We report that there has not been any proof of extravagance or misuse 
of the public funds in this connection or that the cost of surveys have 
been unduly high. As a matter of fact the testimony of Mr. P. St. Julian 
Wilson, former State Highway Commissioner of Virginia, now Chief Engi- 
neer of the United States Bureau of Public Roads, shows that the cost of 
surveys vary according to topography of the country through which the 
survey is made, and in many instances the cost per mile in other States 
is equal to, and in other cases far exceeds, the cost per mile in Virginia, 
and it was further shown that the number of men in the survey parties 
in Virginia does not exceed the number necessary for effective work, or 
the number in the survey parties in various other States. 


6. That a bid was rejected on account of the failure of the bidder 
to enclose with his bid a certified check for the proper amount, as called 
for in the published advertisement for bids. 


We report that it was shown that the bid, which was low, was not 
considered by the department on account of failure of the bidder to enclose 
therewith a certified check for the amount called for in the printed adver- 
tisement, and that the contract was let to another bidder at an amount 
approximately $11,000 greater than the irregular bid. 


We report, however, that it was shown by the testimony of Mr. Henry 
G. Shirley, formerly State Highway Engineer of Maryland, now chief 
engineer of Baltimore county, Maryland, that such a bid would generally 
be considered irregular and would not be considered on that account. He 
further testified that the Highway Department of Maryland would not 
have considered a similar bid under such circumstances. 


7. That a bid for certain work on the Radford bridge between Rad- 
ford and Pulaski county was lost in the offices of the State Highway 
Department and that contract for this work was consequently let to another 
contractor at a cost of $2,000 more than the amount of the lost bid. 


We report that such was shown to the committee to be a fact, but it 
was further shown that this was the only-instance upon record of the 
loss of a bid in the offices of the Highway Department, and that upon the 
discovery of the loss, and the finding of the bid, the work was let to the 
said bidder and the award to the other bidder cancelled by agreement with 
such bidder, and further that no loss resulted to the State in this instance. 
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Several witnesses appeared to testify on behalf of the present adminis- 
tration of the Highway Department. — 


The contractor upon the work, on which the delay in securing rights 
of way in Albemarle county was alleged by three witnesses, stated to the 
committee that he had no claim to make as to any such delay, and that he was 
thoroughly familiar with the fact that all rights of way had not been secured 
when he undertook the contract. 


G. P. Coleman, State Highway Commissioner and Wade H. Massie, 
chairman of the Commission, were present before the committee during 
most of the investigation and testified from time to time as to matters 
inquired of the committee. We could not in justice fail to report that 
' the administrative offices of the Highway Department showed at all times 
a willingness and desire to co-operate with the committee in getting all 
information sought by the committee. 


W. F. Smith, State Accountant, submitted to the committee detailed 
and tabulated information in reply to inquiries made to him by the 
chairman and such information is returned with the record. 


Henry G. Shirley, formerly State Highway Engineer of Maryland, and 
now road and sanitary engineer of Baltimore county, P. St. J. Wilson, formerly 
State Highway Commissioner of Virginia, and now Chief Engineer of the 
Bureau of Public Roads of the United States in charge of Federal aid 
work, and H. K. Bishop, formerly Chief Engineer of the Indiana State High- 
way Commission, and now Chief of Construction of the United States Bureau 
of Public Roads, appeared before the committee and gave the committee 
information as to the efficiency of the State Highway Department of Virginia. 


We report that these withesses cordially endorsed the present admin- 
istration of the Virginia Highway Department as well as the efficiency and 
ability of the Highway Commissioner, testifying before the committee as 
experts upon the construction of roads, and that they gave to the committee 
information as to the various classes of construction and the relative costs and 
character of construction in the State in comparison with other States 
and particularly the States in the Federal aid district in which Virginia 
is placed. 


From the evidence before the committee, we report the following con- 
clusions: 


1. The average cost per mile for construction of roads of various 
types in Virginia compares most favorably with the cost throughout the 
United States and in surrounding States, and is lower in nearly every 
class of construction than the average throughout the United States and 
the surrounding States composing this Federal aid district. 


2. There was no complaint before the committee of the character of 
construction of State roads in Virginia. 


3. There was no evidence before the committee of improper main- 
tenance of State roads, which your committee deems worthy of serious 
consideration, and from all evidence we report that the State highways of 
Virginia, where taken over, have been satisfactorily maintained by the 
department. 


4. It is admittedly difficult to arrive at accurate overhead costs ip 
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the various States, due to the different methods of computing said costs, but 
we find that the overhead in Virginia is approximately six and {wo-thirds 
per cent, which includes both administration and engineering costs, and 
that this figure compares very favorably with the general average throughout 
the United States, as testified to by Messrs. Wilson and Bishop and as 
shown by tables filed with their testimony. 


It was shown to the committee that overhead costs in the various 
States ran approximately five and three-fourths per cent, to as high as ten 
per cent, the larger overhead costs being peculiar to some of the most 
progressive road building States in the Union. 


In conclusion, we report that while the Virginia State Highway Depart- 
ment has not been free of errors of commission and ommission peculiar, 
as we believe, to all departments conducting work of similar magnitude, . 
yet, generally speaking, we report that most of the complaints against 
the department have been of a local nature, and in our opinion the record 
shows that the work of the department has been honestly, efficiently and 
economically administered in the interest of all of the people of the State, 
without favoritism or partiality towards any section over any other section. 


We believe that the department has succeeded in cutting loose from 
red tape in the vital task of constructing highways in Virginia, and has 
tried to co-operate at all times with the several communities in a progressive 
effort to construct, as speedily as current funds permitted, a system of 
modern highways for the people of the State. 


We further believe, and so report, that in our opinion from the record, 
both the Highway Commission and the Commissioner have efficiently 
conducted the great work imposed upon them by the laws of the Common- 
wealth. 


We believe that what is set out above answers the inquires which 
this committee was directed to make by the General Assembly.

NOTE.—It. will be noted in the foregoing statement, which relates to the term of 
Governor Swanson, that there are numerous items of expense for up-keep of the Capitol 
grounds and buildings, and for supplies and repairs at the State power plant as the 
appropriation to the Register of Land Office and Superintendent of Public Buildings was 
not adequate to take care of those expenses. 

It will also be noted there are items of expense for return of prisoners under requisi- 
tion of the Governor paid out of the Civil Contingent Fund by Governor Swanson until 
the expenses of this character were paid out of the appropriation for criminal charges 
pursuant to the section of the Code of Virginia, which Governor Swanson construed to so 
authorize in which opinion the then Auditor of Public Accounts, Col. Morton Marye, 
concurred.

* These items, aggregating $13,258.34, were for repairs and rental of the Davis House: 
a building in the rear of the State Library building, leased by Governor Stuart to afford 
office accommodation to those who could not be accommodated in the Capitol and State 
Library buildings; there being no other fund available for this expense the Contingent 
Fund was used to meet the emergency, and the amount so expended was charged against 
the several departments located therein and paid back into the treasury to the credit of 
the Civil Contingent Fund. 

+ The law creating the Game and Inland Fisheries Department provided for the sup- 
port of that department by license tax on hunters and provided no appropriation out of 
the State treasury, and it was necessary to have money to meet expenses incident to 
organization, ete., until those license taxes were collected and paid into the State treasury, 
and to enable the department to meet such expenses Governor Stuart advanced from the 
Civil Contingent Fund this $2,500.00, which was later paid back into the State treasury to 
the credit of Civil Contingent Fund by the’ Game and Inland Fisheries Department. 
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
